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ANNUAL REPORT. 



Your council have pleasure in presenting the ninety-fourth 
annual report of the society. 

The past year has been marked by incidents of special 
interest in the history of the society; but before alluding to 
these we have to record, with deep regret, the inroad made in 
our membership by death. Mr. George Irving, a member of 
our council, joined our society in 188(), and, up to the time of 
his death, was unvarying in his interest in and unremitting in 
his attendance at its meetings. By his profession he had 
become possessed of a unique acquaintance with lands and 
tenures in the North of England, and his detailed knowledge 
was, on many occasions, brought to bear with signal advantage 
to our investigations. Nor was his experience of less value to 
our society at times when its business negotiations received 
the benefit of his counsel and sagacity. Of literary work his 
chief memorial will remain in his account of the Lairds of 
Hoddom, a Scottish border stock from whom he was himself 
descended. We shall most miss the old world courtliness of 
his genial presence, and the quiet constancy with which he 
supported all our undertakings. 
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In Mr. George H. Thompson, of Alnwick, our society has 
lost another colleague who had many claims upon our regard. 
He joined our society in 1888. From 1877 he had been an 
active member of the Berwickshire Naturalists' Club. That 
society's volume of transactions for 1884 contains an account 
by him of a British barrow, with urns and skull, discovered at 
Amble. Ten years later he recorded the further discovery of 
an urn and flint at the same place, in the Berwickshire 
society's volume for 1894. Although distance prevented him 
from an active share in our meetings, he followed all our pro- 
ceedings as a keen participator in our pursuits. Retiring and 
unobtrusive to a degree, he was chiefly known to those who had 
come into close contact with him. To them he was ever ready 
to communicate from his vast store of knowledge, the results 
of his own study and observation's on the archaeology, folk-lore, 
dialect, and general history of his native county. Mr. 
Thompson had reached his eighty-second year. 

Our obituary also includes the names of Mr. John Thompson, 
of Bishop Auckland ; Mr. Matthew Bigge, of Stamford ; Mr. 
J. K. I). Lynn; and Mr. John Bolam, of Bilton. To the last- 
named the Parish Register Society is indebted for his transcript 
of the Register of Lesbury. 

In the past year honorary membership of the society has 
been conferred upon George Neilson, LL.D., of Glasgow; and 
H. F. Abell, of Ashford, Kent. 

Whilst the ordinary meetings have been held as usual in 
the Castle, country meetings have been held at the following 
places: — On July 28th, an afternoon meeting at Burradon, 
Seghill, and Seaton Delaval; on August 2-]rd, a meeting at 
Ripon and Fountains; on September 27th, at Raby castle, 
Winston, Gainford, and Staindrop ; and on October Gth, an 
afternoon meeting at Lanchester. Besides these, the entire 
week, from Saturday, June 23rd, to Saturday, June 30th, was 
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devoted to a pilgrimage along the Roman Wall, from Wallsend- 
on-Tyne to Bowness-on-Solway. It was the successor of earlier 
progresses made by members of the society from sea to sea, per 
lineam valli. The first of these began on the 25th of June, 
1849, intimated by a circular issued in the preceding month 
announcing that *A party of ladies and gentlemen, desirous 
of enjoying an antiquarian ramble in the summer of the present 
year, have resolved upon taking the course pursued by the far- 
famed Roman Wall.' The title of * a pilgrimage ' applied to 
the original peregrination, as well as the project itself, were 
due to the inspiring example and organization of the late Ur. 
J. Collingwood Bruce, and the proceedings, successful through- 
out, formed a memorable precedent. Not until after a lapse 
of 37 years, however, was the project repeated, when, in 1880, 
our member, Mr. W. X. Strangeways, advocated its revival. 
Its renewal in that year, under the personal direction of Dr. 
Bruce, was an occasion to be remembered. It attracted 
* pilgrims ' from far and near, eager to examine the Roman 
military works, and it gave opportunity of seeing the whole 
fortified line, and the relation of its parts to each other, such 
as no isolated visit afforded. When a period of ten years had 
elapsed a third pilgrimage was decided on. Dr. Bruce had 
meanwhile died in 1892, and his name had become so popularly 
identified with the elucidation of the subjtx t that the pilgrimage 
of 1890 tcK)k upon itself the character of a memorial function. 
It differed from previous observances in being made in reverse 
order, so that Bowness became the starting point and Wallsend 
its termination. One of its results was a tacit understanding 
to repeat the function at the end of ten years. This decennial 
period was reached in the summer of 190(1, when arrangements 
were entered into, as on the last two occasions, with the Cumber- 
land and Westmorland Antiquarian and Archaeological Society 
to carry out another pilgrimage in conjunction with members 
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of their own and our societies. As details of these joint meet- 
ings are fully reported in the Proceedings of the past year, it 
is only necessary to allude here to the way-marks afforded by 
the repeated pilgrimages over the well-worn ground. The 
personal element is naturally a striking feature. Of the original 
pilgrims who formed the party of 1849 only two remain with 
us to-day ; they are the Right Hon. Sir Gainsford Bruce and the 
Kev. Canon Greenwell, both, happily, continuing to take the 
liveliest interest in the work of our society. At the revived 
pilgrimage of 1886, and in those of 189G and 190G silver badges 
were worn, and the possession of an entire set served to dis- 
tinguish those members who had been present on all the three 
later occasions. That the period of twenty yeiirs interval 
between 188G and the past year had wrought manifest changes 
in the ranks was evidenced by the comparatively few who were 
in the possession of all thr^e badges. Another contrast afforded 
by the past year's pilgrimage was the number and variety of 
new problems presented in the vestiges of Roman occupation. 
To a great extent they have arisen as results of examination 
by spade and pickaxe, notably through tbe persevering excava- 
tions carried from point to point by Dr. Haverfield and by Mr. 
and Mrs. T. H. Hodgson. These were especially directed to 
ascertain the relation of the Vallum to the great stationary 
camps; to trace the continuation of the Wall fosse within the 
area of certain camps where the line of the Wall forms their 
axis; to find and record the actual lines of the works that have 
been obliterated in parts under cultivation ; and particularly 
to discover the nature and relation of the supplemental mound 
and ditch lying to the west of Birdoswald (Amboglaxxa). The 
results obtained by these investigations and by the excavations 
at Great Chesters (Aksica) and at Housesteads (BoRCovicrs) 
may be said to open out entirely new considerations in the 
record of the rise and progress of these military structures. 
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Not the least of these was the demonstration to the pilgrims 
of 1906 of the cespititious character of the supplementary line 
of defence at Amboglanxa. 

The general arrangements for the pilgrimage in Northumber- 
land devolved upon Mr. Blair, one of the secretaries. These 
included an evening meeting in the Castle, where a crowded 
and enthusiastic audience assembled to commemorate the first 
day's march, and were entertained by a most successful pro- 
gramme of old English glees and madrigals, by choirs under 
the direction of Mr. McConnell-Wood and Mr. E. J. Gibbon, 
and by traditional melodies rendered on the Northumberland 
small pipes by Mr. Richard M. Mowat and Mr. James Hall, 
who wore his official Percy uniform, and was presenx by special 
permission of our noble president. During an interval allowed 
for promenade through the structure, light refreshments were 
served in the library, and many of the guests at the end of 
the programme adjourned to the battlements to listen to a 
second and extemporized concert on the roof of the Keep. 

Your council would record the services rendered by Mr. 
W. S. Corder as conductor of the party from Wallsend to New- 
castle, and would express acknowledgment of the privilege to 
enter their premises granted at the former place by Messrs. 
Swan, Hunter, and Wigham Richardson and Co., Ltd. They 
are also specially indebted to Dr. Hodgkin and Mr. J. P. Gibson 
for their sei-vices extending from Benwell (Condercvm) to the 
Poltross bum, and they would recognize their obligations to 
the committee of the Cumberland and Westmorland Society 
for the excellence of their arrangements during the progress 
through Cumberland to the western sea, and for the cordiality 
of their co-operation throughout. To Mr. T. Hesketh Hodgson, 
F.S.A., and to Mrs. Hodgson an especial acknowledgment is 
due for their admirable elucidations and descriptions as Cumber- 
land was entered by the pilgrims. 
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The New County History Committee, anticipating the sec- 
tion of their work embracing the parish of Corbridge, realized 
the highly important character of the site of the Roman Corsto- 
PITUM and the comparative absence of information respecting 
its condition and character. Its entire area, considerably ex- 
ceeding twenty acres, has long been under the plough, so that 
only its site is visible, and little more is known of it beyond 
the fact that Corstopitum was the second halting place given 
in the first iter of the Antonine road-book relating to Roman 
Britain. Its civil character, as distinguished from that of a 
military town; its former richness in material, as the probable 
quarry from which Wilfrid drew his re^dy-hewn ashlar for his 
great church at Hexham ; its cosmopolitan population in Roman 
times, evidenced by its Greek and Roman inscriptions ; its sump- 
tuous appurtenances, shown by its * Lanx ' ; all these were con- 
siderations adding to the fact that neither the city nor its many- 
piered bridge had hitherto been systematically investigated under 
expert direction. But the advanced stage of the new county 
history itself made it imperative that operations should be 
commenced on the site forthwith. Fortunately a most cordial 
ally was found in Captain Cuthbert, the owner of the Beaufront 
estate, who not only gave permission to excavate but added to 
his generosity further facilities for carrying out the work. 
This was begun under the immediate direction of Dr. Haver- 
field, superintended by Mr. Wooley, and assisted by a com- 
mittee, the members of which were all members of our society. 
The results obtained during a single summer's excavation in so 
wide a field have been, necessarily, tentative only; but so much 
has been already revealed as to warrant a development of the 
work on an extended scale to lay bare, in the course of succeed- 
ing summers, the whole area of the city. To this project 
Captain Cuthbert lends his most valuable support, and appeal is 
now being made to meet the considerable annual outlay that 
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will become necessary. Our society has responded by a 
promised contribution of £2b per annum for five years, and 
this example is being followed by public and private support 
promised by kindred societies, and by individual subscribers 
throughout the country. There is, therefore, every prospect 
that the important and urgent work of exploration at Corsto- 
PiTUM will be resumed during the summer of this year, and con- 
tinued for at least four ensuing years. Its efficiency will be 
guaranteed by the pre*8ence and personal direction of expert 
investigators and by the representative character of the 
committee responsible. 

Tour council record with satisfaction the addition to our 
premises made during the past year. The Heron Pit and the 
site adjacent, which had been excavated under the direction 
of our colleague, Mr. W. H. Knowles, were roofed in so as to 
form a capacious annexe to our museum. The subscriptions 
raised towards the considerable outlay incuned, in repairs to 
the Blackgate, in excavating the site of the Heron Pit, and the 
adjoining moat, and in roofing and flagging the gallery thus 
formed, were supplemented by the handsome donation of 
£123 6s. 6d. to cover a deficit on the account. It had been the 
intention to restrict the expenditure to the sum raised by subscrip- 
tions. But the amount realized by these would have allowed 
of the execution of a portion only of the contemplated scheme 
and have involved the abandonment of the roof over the annexe 
as well as of other features contemplated. At this juncture, 
our vice-president, Mr. F. W. Dendy, announced that an anony- 
mous donor, desiring that the whole of the intended work should 
be carried out, had authorized him to make good the amount 
deficient. This reached the large sum above stated, and your 
council are only expressing a unanimous feeling of the members 
of the society in recording the gratitude felt for this timely and 
munificent action, by one whose interest in the work of the 
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society IS so marked, yet whose unobtrusiveness withholds his 
name from publication. The new building was appropriately 
opened to the public on the 20th of May last by Mr. Dendy, and 
has become a feature of great interest to visitors by its display of 
Roman antiquities, and by its further attraction in exhibiting the 
character of the historic structures of which our society is the 
custodian. 

During the past year a fresh impression of the Visitors^ Guide 
to the Castle and Blackgate has been publishe<l and is now on sale. 
The Proceedings of the society have been regularly issued to mem- 
bers, and make up 190 printed pages (not including index) for 
the year, besides many plates. They include papers by Dr. 
Allison on farm implements; by Mr. T. V. Holmes and Dr. 
Haverfield on the Roman Wall ; by R. 0, Heslop on a Friendly 
Society or * Box' ; by the late Mr. John Thompson, on Old Park 
Hall; by Mr. Maberly Phillips on Dog Spits; and by Mr. E. 
Wooler on Charms and Talismans ; besides reports of the meet- 
ings and the collectanea of related notes, supplied by the editor. 

At our March meeting Mr. W. S. Corder outlined a project 
for organizing the various photographic societies of the two 
northern counties with a view to their undertaking a careful, 
systematic record survey of all objects and subjects of antiquarian 
interest within their respective areas. The work is one oi such 
magnitude as io involve the enlistment of a large number of 
skilled photographers, and to call into force a special organiza- 
tion, lis achievement would be attended with such valuable 
results in the study of antiquities and in forming an archaeo- 
logical record of the district, that your council unanimously 
commend its consideration, and would cordially urge the desira- 
bility of its realization. 

Your council has from time to time concerned itself with the 
important question of the ancient town walls and towers of the 
city. The possibility of further destruction of these priceless 
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relics of our municipal history induced your council to appoint a 
special sub-committee to deal with the question. A conference 
with the chairman of the Stewards of the Incorporated Companies 
ensued. At this the holdings of the Freemen of Newcastle in 
certain of the structures was discussed with eveiy courtesy by 
their representative. Subject to their pecuniary interests in the 
various towers and rights of user on adjoining walls being recog- 
nized the Freemen were prepared to negotiate. But at this stage it 
was ascertained that the city council had intervened ; its finance 
committee having appointed a ' Town Walls and Towers Sub- 
Committee ' to investigate the whole subject. The report of that 
sub-committee has been submitted to the finance committee and 
approved by them, and it now awaits confirmation by the council 
itself. Their ratification is to be desired. Its result would be that 
the city council would take into their own hands all the remaining 
Walls and towers with the view of acting as guardians for their 
preservation. It is needless to say that the issue is being watched 
with anxiety, not only by a numerous body of our own citizens, 
but by representative bodies throughout the kingdom ; the 
famous town walls of Newcastle being looked upon far and wide 
as a national possession of inestimable value. 

Tour council record in this connexion the enlightened policy 
pursued in the past by the city council, as exemplified by them 
in acquiring the Norman Keep and the Blackgate, and in com- 
mitting these great historic structures to the care and keeping of 
your society as tenants. By this wise action the intellectual life 
of the city has been enriched in the access to these unique build- 
ings of an earlier time, and in the educational value of their con- 
tents to the historical student. In hardly less a degree will it 
redound to the wisdom and intelligence of our city councillors, 
now and for generations to come, if they maintain the same wise 
policy in securing and preserving for all time the relics of New- 
castle's early municipal greatness in its ancient walls and towers. 
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TREASURER S REPORT, WITH BALANCE-SHEET FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
DECEMBER 3 1 ST, I906. 

The number of members now on the roll is three hundred and 
fifty-four, of whom four are life members. During the year we 
have lost by death seven members, seven have resigned, and 
one has been struck off. Twenty-nine new members have been 
elected during the twelve months. 

The total income for the year has been 559Z. 25. Id.^ and the 
expenditure 539^ IT^. 4^. We began the year with a balance in 
hnnd of 1.^9'. IP.^. 8 I. and end with one of 159Z. 4^. 5d, 

The only item in the balance sheet that calls for any remark 
is that of * sundries,' which is much larger this year than usual. 
The explanation is that it includes the donation to the * Blackgate 
Fund ' (22/. I85.), the expenses in connexion with the Roman 
Wall Pilgrimage ' Celebration * (18/. 9^. id.), and the cost of 
printing an edition of the Guide to the Castle (15Z. 8s. 6d.) — all 
of which are exceptional. 

Re " The Blackgate Fund,' — the total cost of erecting and 
fitting-up the new shed at the Blackgate — excavating the Heron 
Pit, etc., amounted to 282/. 5^. 2d. This has all been defrayed by 
subscription. A complete, list of the subscribers is given on 
page xxii.

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STATUTES OF THE SOCIETY OF ANTIQUARIES OF 
NEWCASTLE-UPON-TYNE, AS AMENDED AT 
THE ANNUAL MEETINGS OF THE SOCIETY 
ON THE 27th JANUARY, 1904, AND 30Tn JANUARY, 
1907. 



I. — This Society, under the style and title of ^ The Society Constitution 
OF Antiquaries of Nbwcastle-upon-Ttnb.' shall consist of 
ordinary members and honorary members. The Society was 
established on the 6th day of February, 1813, when the 
purport of the institution was declared to be ' inquiry into 
antiquities in general, but especially into those of the North of 
England and of the counties of Northumberland, Cumberland, 
and Diu-ham in particular.' 

II. — Candidates for election as ordinary members shall be Election of 
proposed in writing by three ordinary members at a general 
meeting, and be elected or rejected by the majority of votes 
of ordinary members at that meeting, unless a ballot shall be 
demanded by any member, which in that case shall take place 
at the next meeting, and at such ballot three-fourths of the 
votes shall be necessary in order to the candidate's election. 
The election of honorary members shall be conducted in like 
manner. 

III. — ^The ordinary members shall continue to be members 
so long as they shall conform to these statutes, and all future 
statutes, rules, and ordinances, and shall pay an annual 
subscription of one guinea. The subscription shall be due on 
election, and afterwards annually in the month of January in 
every year. Any member who shall pay to the Society twelve

guineas in addition to his current year's subscription shall bo 
discharged from all future payments. A member elected at or 
after the meeting in October shall be exempt from a further 
payment for the then next year, but shall not be entitled to 
the publications for the current year. If the subscription of any 
ordinary member shall have remained unpaid a whole year the 
Council may remove the name of such person from the list of 
members, and he shall thereupon cease to be a member, but 
shall remain liable to pay the subscription in arrear, and he 
shall not be eligible for re-election until the same shall have 
been paii. 

Officers of IV. — The oflScers of the Society shall consist of a patron, a 

president, vice-presidents (not to exceed twelve in number), 
two secretaries, treasurer, twelve other members (who with the 
president, vice-presidents, secretaries, treasurer, and librarian 
shall constitute the Council), an editor, a librarian, two 
curators, and two auditors. These several oflScers shall be 
elected annually, except the patron, who shall be elected for 
life. 

Election of V. — The election of officers shall be out of the class of 

ordinary members. Any ordinary member may nominate any 
ordinary member or members (subject to statute VI) (not 
exceeding the required number) to fill the respective oflSces. 
Every nomination must be signed by the person nominating, 
and sent to the Castle of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, addressed to 
the secretaries, who shall cause it to be immediately inserted 
on a sheet^list of nominations, which shall be exhibited in the 
library of the Castle, and notice shall forthwith be given to the 
person so nominated. Any person nominated may, by notice 
in writing, signify to the secretaries his refusal to serve, or if 
nominated to more than one oflftce, may in like manner, 
signify for which oflSce or ofl&ces he declines to stand, and

every nomination so disclaimed shall be void. The list of 
nominations 8h«'ill l>e finally adjusted and closed ten days 
before the Annual Meeting, or before a S})ecial Meetinp^ to be 
held within one month thereafter. If the number of persons 
nominated for any office be the same as the number to be 
elected the person or persons nominated shall be deemed 
elected, and shall be so declared by the chairman at such 
Annual or Special Meeting. If the number of persons 
nominated for any office exceed the number to be elected then 
the officer or officers to be elected shall be elected from the 
persons nominated and from them only ; and for that purpose 
a printed copy of the list of nominations and one voting paper 
only shall be furnished to each ordinary member with the 
notice convening the Annual or Special Meeting. If the 
number of persons nominated for any office be less than the 
number to be elected, or if there be no nomination, then the 
election to that office shall be from the ordinary members 
generally. Whether the election be from a list of nominations, 
or from the ordinary members generally, each voter must 
deliver his voting paper in person, signed by him, at the 
Annual or Special Meeting. The chairman shall appoint 
scrutineers, and the scrutiny shall commence on the con- 
clusion of the other business of the Annual or Special Meet- 
ing, or at such earlier time as the chairman may direct, if the 
other business shall not have terminated within one hour after 
the commencement of the Annual or Special Meeting. No 
voting paper shall be received after the commencement of the 
scrutiny. 

VI. — Those of the * twelve other members * (see statute IV) Members not 
of the Council who have not attended one-third of the meetings ccmncil °' 
of the Council during the preceding year, shall not be eligible 
for election for the then next year.

VII. — ^A general meeting of the members of the Society 
shall be held on the last Wednesday of every month, in the 
Castle of Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The meeting in January shall 
be the Annual Meeting, and shall be held at one o'clock in the 
afternoon, and the meeting in every other month shall be held 
at seven o'clock in the evening. But the Society or the Council 
may from time to time appoint any other place or day or hour 
for any of the meetings of the Society. The presence of seven 
ordinary members shall be necessary in order to constitute the 
Annual Meeting, and the presence of five ordinary members 
shall be necessary in order to constitute any other meeting. A 
Special General Meeting may be convened by the Council if, 
and when, they may deem it expedient. 

VIII. — ^The ordinary members only shall be interested in 
the property of the Society. The interest of each member 
therein shall continue so long only as he shall remain a 
member, and the property shall never be sold or otherwise 
disposed of (except in the case of duplicates hereinafter 
mentioned) so long as there remain seven members ; but 
should the number of members be reduced below seven and so 
remain for twelve calendar months then next following, the 
Society shall be ipso facto dissolved, and after satisfaction of 
all its debts and liabilities tlie property of the Society shall be 
delivered unto and become the property of the Literary and 
Philosophical Society of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, if that Society 
be then in existence and willing to receive the same ; and 
should that Society not be in existence or not willing to receive 
the same, then the same shall be delivered to and become the 
property of the Mayor, Aldermen, and Citizens of Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne. No dividend, gift, division, or bonus in money 
shall be made unto or between any of the members. 

IX. — All papers ahall be read in the order in which they 
are received by the Society. A paper may be read by the

author, or by any other member of the Society whom he may 
desire to read it, or by either of the secretaries; but any 
paper which is to be read by the secretaries shall be sent to 
them a week previous to its being laid before the Society. 

X. — The Council shall be entrusted with the duty and 
charge of selecting and illustrating papers for the publications 
of the Society (other than the Proceedings) ; and that no paper 
be printed at the Society's expense before it be read in whole 
or in part at a meeting; and that no paper which has been 
printed elsewhere be read at any meeting unless it be first 
submitted to the Council at a meeting of the Council, or 
printed in the Society's transactions except at the request of 
the Council. Two illustrated parts of the Archaeologia shall 
be issued to members in the months of January and June in 
each year, such parts to be in addition to the monthly issue 
of the Proceedings, and the annual report, list of members, etc.* 

XI. — That the Society, at any ordinary meeting, shall have 
power to remove any member from the list of members. The 
voting to be by ballot, and to be determined by at least four- 
fifths of the members present and voting, provided, neverthe- 
less, that no such removal shall take place unless notice thereof 
shall have been given at the next preceding ordinary meeting. 

XII. — All donations to the Society shall be made through 
the Council, and a book shall be kept in which shall be 
regularly recorded their nature, the place and time of their 
discovery, and the donors' names. All duplicates of coins, 
books, and other objects, shall be at the disposal of the Council 
for the benefit of the Society. 

XIII. — Every ordinary member, not being in arrear of his 
annual subscriptions, shall be entitled to such publications of 
the Society as may be printed for the year of his first subscrip- 
* But Bee amended Statute, p. xlv. 
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tion and thereafter if in print ; and he may purchase any of 
the previous publications of which copies remain, at such 
prices as shall be from time to time fixed by the Council. 

XIV. — Each member shall be entitled to the use of the 
Society's library, subject to the condition (which applies to all 
privileges of membership) that his subscription for the current 
year be paid. Not more than three volumes at a time shall 
be taken out by any member. Books may be retained for 
a month, and if this time be exceeded, a fine of one shilling 
per week shall be payable for each volume retained beyond 
the time. All books must, for the purpose of examination, be 
returned to the library on the Wednesday preceding the 
Annual Meeting under a fine of 28. 6d. ; and they shall remain 
in the library until after that meeting. Manuscripts, and 
works of special value, shall not circulate without the leave of 
the Council. The Council may mitigate or remit fines in 
particular cases. 

XV. — These statutes, and any statutes which hereafter may 
be made or passed, may be repealed or altered, and new, or 
altered statutes, may be made or passed at any Annual Meet- 
ing, provided notice of such repeal or alteration, and of the 
l)ropo8ed new or altered statutes, bo given in writing at the 
next preceding monthly meeting.

At the Annual Meeting of the Society, on the 27th 
day of January, 1904, Statute X. was amended to read 
as follows : — 

* X. — The Council shall be entrusted with the duty and 
charge of selecting and illustrating papers for the publications 
of the Society (other than the Proceedings) ; and that no 
paper be printed at the S<»ciety's expense before it be reiid 
in whole or in part at a meeting ; and that no pa|)er which 
has been printed elsewhere be read at any meeting unless it be 
first submitted to the Council at a meeting of the Council, or 
printed in the Society's transactions except at the request of 
the Council. A complete illustrated volume of Archaeologia, 
bound in cloth or buckram, shall be issued to members in 
June of each year, such volume to be in addition to the 
monthly issue of the ProceedingSy and the annual report, list 
of members, etc' 
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At the Annual Meeting of the Society, on the 30th 
day of January, 1907, the following addition was made 
to the statutes ; — 

* VIIa. — The Council may appoint sub-committees, com- 
posed of membere of the Council and of ordinary members 
when desirable, for the purpose of dealing with any question 
arising that may require special or expert investigation. 

* It shall be an instruction to any sub-oonmiittee so 
formed that it shall, on its first meeting, appoint its own 
chairman, whose duty it shall be to fix the day and hour of 
each meeting of his sub-committee, in communication with 
the senior secretary of the Society, and to prepare and sub- 
mit a report of proceedings to the Council. 

* Should the work entrusted to any sub-committee extend 
over a lengthened period, an interim report shall be made 
within six months from the date of its appointment/

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I.— EARLY NEWCASTLE TYPOGRAPHY. 

1639-1800. 

By Richard Welford, M.A., a vice-president of the society. 

[Read on the Slst October, 1906.] 

A short paper on ' Early Printing in Newcastle/ read here 
forty years ago by Mr. John Hodgson Hinde, appears on 
pages 225-30 of the sixth volume, 2nd series of the Archaeologia 
Aeliana. Mr. Hinde limited his observations upon that occasion 
to the flying visit of the first printer who came hither and to a 
few of the books printed by his successor. Since then our know- 
ledge of both men has greatly increased, and it has become 
possible, not only to show who they were and what they did, 
but to set forth, with more or less biographical detail, the lives 
and labours of those who came after them. 

The first printing press set up in Newcastle owed its intro- 
duction, as we all know,^ to the political exigencies of the mon- 
archy on the eve of the great civil war. Charles I. coming to 
Newcastle to pacify, or fight, his turbulent subjects across the 
Border, needed a printer to put into type his orders and proclama- 
tions, but no person following that calling could be found 
between Ouse and Forth. 

His majesty arrived at York, March 30, 1639, and holding his 
Court there, settled the details of the campaign. It was during 
the consideration of these details that the difficulty about printing 
arose — ^a difficulty that could only be solved by recourse to the 
royal printing house in London. A few days before the court 
resumed its northward march, namely, on April 20, the earl of

Charles left York on April 29, and, after entertainment at 
Raby castle, arrived in due course at Durham. There he stayed 
with the bishop, Thomas Morton, who, on Sunday, May 5, 
preached before him a sermon on the divine right of kings to 
govern and the solemn duty of subjects to obey. 

Meanwhile, travelling with that * more then ordinary dilli- 
gence,' which the condition of the Great North Road permitted, 
the waggon, bearing its burden of type and press, jolted into 
York. Finding, however, that King and Court had gone north- 
ward, the waggoner resumed his journey, pn^ssing on towanls the 
Tyne. The king arrived in Xewcastle on May 8 ; Barker's press 
arrived about the same time — perhaps a day or two earlier.

While bishop Morton was delivering his high prerogative 

discourse at Durham, a proclamation to the Scottish Covenanters, 

printed probably in London or at York, was being read in St. 

Nicholas's church, Newcastle. Copies of it were at once sent 

across the Border, but more were required and the printing press 

came in time to supply the need. On May 9, the day after the 

king's entry, Edward Norgate, Windsor herald, writing from 

Newcastle to his cousin Robert Reade, a nephew of secretary 

Windebank, announced the printer's arrival: — 

We have brought hither a printer with all his trinkets ready to make 
new [copies of the proclamation] as occasion may require. 

Three days later — the presence of a printer among the 
attendants of the king being apparently a novelty — Norgate 
wrote: — 

We have a printer here, and this day I made ready for the king's hand 
a proclamation for the importation of butter; it is now printing, so are 400 
of the former proclamation of pardon to the Scote. 

This proclamation respecting butter, which removed a previ- 
ous restraint on the exportation of that useful article, is the first 
known specimen of typography bearing a Newcastle imprint. 
It is a broadside, in which the letterpress occupies a space 9J 
inches deep by 8 inches wide. One of the original copies has 
been preserved at the Public Record office, and a repro- 
duction of it, reduced to the size of our pages, appropriately 
forms a frontispiece to this paper. It reads as follows : — 

By the King. 
Charles by the grace of God, King of England, Scotland, France, and 

Ireland, Defender of the Faith, &c. 
To all Our loving subjects whom it shall or may concern, greeting. 
Whereas by Our Letters Patents, and former Proclamation for the good of 
Our subjects, and for the advancement of Trade, a Restraint was granted 
concerning the Exportation of Butter out of England and Wales: Now 
understanding by the Generall and Officers of Our Army, that it much 
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concemeth Our service, that good quantities of Butter should be brought 
in for the Victualling of Our said Army. We have therefore by advice of 
Our Councell, thought fit, and do hereby for the present (till Our further 
pleasure be signified) suspend the execution of the said Grant and Proclama^ 
tion, and accordingly declare them hereby to be suspended. And We also 
give hereby free liberty to all Our loving subjects, as well in these Northern, 
as in the Western parts, and in Wales, to bring to any of Our Northern 
Ports what quantity of Butter they can furnish to Our said Army and 
Garrisons, at Marketable rates. And this Our Royall pleasure We require 
and command all Maiors, Justices of Peace, Bayliffs, and other our Officers 
and Ministers, to cause to be made known and published, so as generall 
notice may be taken of the same. 

Given at Our Court at Newcastle the ninth day of May, in the fifteenth 
yeer of Our Keign. 

God save the King.

As soon as the royal printing press had struck off the pro- 
clamation about butter and the address to the Scots, it was 
employed upon a larger undertaking. The king, highly pleased 
with bishop Morton's discourse, ordered it to be put into type for 
general distribution. The royal order was, naturally, at once 
obeyed, and thus was issued the first book or booklet printed in 
Newcastle. The title page is seen in the accompanying illus- 
tration. 

On May 14,^ another broadside, in black letter, measuring 
15 inches by 11^ inches, with a margin right and left of 1^ 
inches, was issued, of which the following is a copy : —

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soone as the present disorders, and tumultuous proceedings of some there, 
are quieted; and will leave Us a faire way of comming" like a g^atious King 
to declare our good meaning to them. But finding some cause of Impedi- 
ment, and that this Nation doth apprehend (that contrarie to their pro- 
fessions) there is an intention to invade this Our Kingdome of England. 
We doe therefore to cleare all doubts, that may breed scruples in the mind 
of Our good Subjects of either Kingdome, reiterate this Our just and reall 
protestation : That if all civill and temporall obedience be effectually and 
timely given and shewn unto us.

One other book was produced by Barker's press in Newcastle — 
a set of regulations for the conduct and control of the army, 
entitled Lawes and Ordinances of Warre, These regulations 
were publicly proclaimed, as Norgate informed his friend and 
relative Reade, * in a miserable cold morning, with hail and snow,' 
on May 16. The title page, herein copied, shows more of the 
resources of Barker's temporary establishment in Newcastle. 
It is, however, a shorter production than that of Morton's sermon, 
comprising only 27 pages of type and a blank beyond the title, 
while Morton's contains 42 pages and title. 

The king stayed a fortnight in Newcastle altogether and 
then (May 22) set out for the Border. There, after some parley- 
ing, he patched up the quarrel and sent his troops home rejoicing. 
Accompanying them, in all probability, went the printer and 
all his * trinkets ' with him.

In the spring of 1642, king Charles, deserting his Parliament, 
returned to York and set up his Court there. He brought with 
him the royal press, and remained in the North till August. On 
September 1, having raised his standard at Nottingham, he 
directed Barker's press to follow him. 

A couple of months earlier, about the end of June or begin- 
ning of July, a printer, named Stephen Bulkley, arrived in 
York and commenced business on his own account. Precisely 
why and whence he came thither has not been clearly under- 
stood until quite recently. Thanks, however, to the painstaking 
research of Mr. H. R. Plomer and Mr. E. A. Peddie, we now 
know something of his parentage, training and experience and 
the reasons which induced him to start a printing establishment 
in the archiepiscopal city of the North. 

Son of a bookseller and stationer in the archiepiscopal city 
of the South (Joseph Buckley, or Bulkley, of Canterbury), with a 
brother named Thomas serving his time to Robert Barker, 
Stephen was bound apprentice in February, 1630-1031, for eight 
years, to Adam Islip, printer (in 1636), of Johnson's edition of 
Gerardes Herbal, His indentures duly expired in February, 
1638-1639, when he took up his freedom of the Stationers' Com- 
pany, and, after a brief partnership with a printer named 
Beale, began on his own account, in St. Martin's parish. Alders- 
gate, London. It was a time of scurrilous pamphleteering, and 
the young printer, being an ardent royalist, was very soon in 
trouble with the Parliament. On June 15, 1642, summoned to 
answer for printing a particularly unpleasant attack upon the 
Commons, he fled to the Court for protection, and thus it was 
that he appeared with his paraphernalia in the city of York.* 

* Since this paper was read the story of Stephen Bulkley's career has 
been told by Mr. Plomer and Mr. Peddie in the pages of The Library 
(January, 1907). 
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The work which Barker's press had been doing for the Court 
party fell to Bulkley when Barker had departed. In Davies's 
History of the York Press, the title pages of several publications 
bearing his imprint and issued between July, 1642, and May, 
1G46, are enumerated.^ There was good reason for the dis- 
appearance of his name at the later date. York was closely 
invested by the Parliamentary army, and, shortly after the battle 
of Marston Moor, was captured. The royalist typographer found 
his occupation gone. 

What Stephen Bulkley was doing during the strain and 
struggle of the next two years is not apparent. But, in 
November, 1646, under circumstances described by Mr. Hodgson 
Hinde, and with more detail by Mr. C. S. Terry,® he came to 
Xewciistle to work in the interest and under the immediate 
supervision of the king. His coming was strongly opposed by 
the booksellers and stationers of the town as being likely to 
injure their business. But the king protected him till the 
townspeople became reconciled to the intrusion, and here, and 
in Gateshead, he remained for about fifteen years. To him, 
therefore, attaches the distinction of being the first printer who 
settled down and regularly pursued his calling upon the banks 
of the Tyne. 

At the date of Mr. Hodgson Hinders paper, the number of 
publications known to have issued from Bulkley's Tyneside press 
was about a dozen. Subsequent investigation extends the number 
to over a score. 

The first of them was a hoaxing pamphlet professing to be 
written in the interests of the royalists by an eminent Protest- 
ant divine at Geneva, entitled — 

An Answer Sent to the Ecclesiaaticall Assembly at London. By the 
Reverend Noble and Learned Man, John Deodate, the Famous Professour

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of Divinity, and most vigilant Pastour of Genevah. Translated out of the 
Latine into English. Genevah. Printed for the good of Great Brittaine.

No printer's name appeared on the title page, but the 
Moderate Intelligencer^ a London news-sheet, announced at the 
end of November, on the authority of information from New- 
castle, that his majesty's printer there was printing * the answer, 
or letter, sent to the Assembly by Mons. Diodate ' ; while another 
news-sheet, the Mercurius Diutinus (No. 4, Dec. 16-23, 1646, 
p. 26) stigmatising the pamphlet as ' a peece of Prelatical forgery, 
a very fiction drawn up by some of their Creatures here in 
England,' declared that it was never printed at Geneva^ for 
the good of Great Britain, but by * the new Printer that went 
from Yorke to the Court at Newcastle.' 

Before the end of the year three other publications had been 
sent out from Bulkley's Tyneside press, namely — 

A Broadside containing a Petition from the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commons of the City of London. \^Arrh.

Printed by Stephen Bulkley, Printer 
to the King's most Excellent Majesty. 1646. Sm. 4to, 4 pp. 

Shortly aftei^ards, the tract attributed to John Diodate was 

re-issued with the same title as before, but after the words 

* Pastor of Genevah ' came the royal arms and the imprint, 

'Newcastle: Printed by Stephen Bulkley, 1047.' This was a 

small quarto of iiH-12 pp. During the same year another 

pamphlet appeared with the title of — 

The King's Possessions: Written by His Majesties own Hand; annexed 
by way of Notes to a Letter sent to the Ecclesiasticall Assembly at London : 
In answer to a Letter sent from them. Newcastle: Printed by Stephen 
Bulkley, Printer to the King's Majesty, 1647, Sm. 4to, 12 pp. 
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To this brochure is attached a * Copy of a Certificate from 
one of the Scribes of the Assembly to a Minister in London/ 
declaring that the writer, having perused the tract of the previous 
3^ear and examined the records, finds that * there was never any 
such letter sent from Dr. Diodate in the name of the Church of 
Geneva to the Assembly ' and denouncing it as * an abominable 
forgery/ 

There is reason to suppose that this publication, although 
bearing Bulkley's imprint, is spurious. 

From the press of this first established printer in I^ewcastle, 
came, as was fitting, the first history of the •town, Gray's 
Chorographi'a, The title page shows inferior workmanship to 
that of Barker's press, as may be seen overleaf. 

The book is a small quarto of viiiH-'i4 pages, and copies of 
it are to be found in the Newca,stle libraries) and in the hands of 
local collectors. 

The Chorogrwphia was accompanied by another Newcastle 

production- -a theological treatise from the pen of the Puritan 

vicar of the town. Dr. Robert Jenison, being ' Sermon notes 

presented on the ordination of Mr. AVilliam Henderson, April 18, 

1649, and on that of Mr. John Brabant, June 9, 1()49/ It was 

entitled — 

The Faithfull Depositary of Sovnd Doctrine and Antient Trvths. Main- 
tained against all Oppositions of Science falsely so-called, and against the 
prophane and Vaine Babling^ of unsound Teachers: or a Treatise on the 
1 Tim., 6, 20.

1652 Bulkley removed his press to Gateshead and remained there 
for about eight years.

It IS difficult to understand the imprints of these last two 
booklets, Newcastle in 1659, and Gateshead again in IfifJO. But 
it would seem that at the Restoration Bulkley crossed the water 
to Newcastle once more. Two books printed by him, one in 
lGf)0 and the other in 1001, certainly bear a Newcastle imprint,^ 
and there we must leave the matter. 

■ It is possible that Bulkeley printed the five pamphlets whose titles 
follow. The type and composition resemble his, but as they bear no im- 
print, nothing positive can be asserted respecting them: — 

(1) A copy of a Letter Written the third of September, 1651, by John 
Hedworth of Harraton in the County of Durham, Esquire, unto John

Shortly after the publication of a second edition of The 
Loyall Subject, in 1602, Stephen Bulkley removed himself and 
his printing establishment from liie banks of the Tyne and 
again set up his press in the place of his early labours — the now 
loyal and quiet city of York.® There he continued his work 
till his death in February, 1079-1680. 



JOSEPH SAYWELL, 1710. 

For nearly half a century after Bulkley's departure, New- 
castle and Gateshead had no resident printer. Books were 
published by local divines, pamphlets were issued by local 
authors, but the printing of them was done elsewhere. Charles 
II. passed away, James II. and AYilliam and Mary followed 
him ; still, so far as is known, no typographer practised his 
handicraft upon Tyneside. It is not until the middle of the 
reign of queen Anne, namely, in the year 1710, that we meet 
with the name of another Newcastle printer. 

There was at that time a notable bookshop upon Tyne Bridge, 
owned by an equally notable bookseller — .Joseph Button. Button 

• Davies, //i>/. Xork Press, p. 98, 
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was a friend and correspondent of Daniel Defoe, who, according 
to tradition, lived for a time in Gateshead and may have written, 
as tradition further declares, one of his books there. Book- 
seller Button started a local news-sheet, the first of its kind to 
appear on the Tyne, and its printer was one Joseph Say well of 
Gateshead. Saywell's existence and that of the news-sheet are 
both disclosed in a volume presei-ved in the Advocates' library 
in Edinburgh. Bound up therein, with other documents, is a 
letter from Button to Defoe and a copy (Xo. ()5) of * The New- 
castle Gazette, or the Northern Cmirant: Being an Impartial 
Account of Remarkable Transactions, Foreign or Domestic, from 
Saturday, December 28, to Monday, December 25, 1710. Gate- 
side: Printed by J. Saywell for J. Button on the Bridge.' Un- 
fortunately, the binder's knife has sliced away nine or ten words 
from Button's letter (though mutilation does not materially 
obscure the sense), which reads as follows: — 

Sir 

Yours of the 23 Ins^. I received but had sent you before 400 Pa . . . 
prophesies. I knew there were severall errata's in*t but did n[ot] think it 
worth while to amend, however when I've sold these . . . I've already done, 
and do more shall both correct and print . . . addenda's . if you don't soil 
those sent pray return 'em ... In the Gazette of Thursday xd** 21 there is 
something of Sir J (?) Cunningham I suppose that is it you woii'd ha' 
printed there is ... in that you sent last and you say it is in that paper. 

As to the man and boy I can't tell what to say .... matter if you 
can get a boy: p'haps now this Saywell is bad and low in pockett and in 
debt wou'd be willing for the money to Instruct him But then who must 
he be bound to, it must be to yourselfe f[or] I can neither make him free of 
London nor Edinburgh — and another . . . these fellows have so disgusted and 
tired my wife that I don't know how I shall please her in bringing any more, 
I'm for haveing these two fellows out of the house as soon as possible, 
and in order to it have desired ... to look out Lodgings etc. 

When you do Bickerstaff, I wou'd not ha' you fright all people as you 
say you will, p'haps the government may call us in question for intimidating 
her majesties good subjects. 

Who wou'd ha' thought but the Provost who I heard you say was y[our] 
very good friend, wou'd ha' given you the advertisment else it shou'd ha' 
been sent.

Button's letter, so fortunately preserved, contains all that 
is known of Say well, his coming to Tyneside, his struggles, 
and his away going. That he was a stranger may be inferred 
from the slighting reference made to him as * this Saywell,' a 
man who, being * bad and low in pockett and in debt,' might be 
induced to take an apprentice to please Defoe and increase the 
bookselling business upon Tyne Bridge. But whence and when 
he came to Gateshead, and whither and when he departed are 
alike unknown. 

JOHN WHITE, 1711-1761. 

Stephen Bulkley, as we have seen, returne<l to York and, in 
the early part of 1G80, died there. Later in that year, John 
White, a practical printer from London, came down to the archie- 
piscopal city, married the daughter of another York printer and 
started a press in his own name. Being a man of courage and 
resource, he had the boldness, on the eve of the Revolution of 
1688, to print the manifesto of William of Orange, which had 
been refused by all the printers in London. A\Tien the Revolu- 
tion was accomplished, the grateful monarch rewarded him with 
the title of royal printer for the city of York and the five 
northern counties.^ ° 

»• Davies, UiM. Yitrk Press, p. 119. 
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The eldest son of this royal printer at York, John White the 
younger, came to Newcastle at the beginning of the eighteenth 
century and set up a printing press in the Close. Whether he 
had anything to do with the decaying business of Saywell is 
matter for surmise. One thing is certain, namely, that in 
August, 1711, a few months after Button penned his epistle to 
Defoe, John White, junior, issued the first number of a newspaper 
which had for its title two words from the heading of Saywell's 
sTieet — Newcastle Courant, 

Saywell's print died out; White's flourished and survived 
down to our own day, one of the oldest, if not the oldest, pro- 
vincial newspaper in the kingdom. The earliest available copy 
of the Courant, reprinted by the then proprietors in the jubilee 
year of queen Victoria, 1887, is the 208th number, dated * from 
Monday, November 24, to Wednesday, November 26, 1712.' 
Published three times a week at l\d, a copy, or 4^. Gd, a quarter, 
it had attained the age of 09 weeks when this number was issued. 
It consists of 12 small quarto pages, the type on each page 
measuring 4 inches wide by b\ inches deep. On the title page 
are the royal arms, with the initials of queen Anne. The inner 
title is flanked by a ship in full sail and a horse at full speed, 
representing the fastest means of locomotion by sea and land 
then known, and there is one illustrated initial capital, a * T,' 
which forms an inset five lines deep. Naval and military news 
extend to the middle of the paper — and that is no great quantity, 
only 955 words — while the general news of the kingdom is 
retailed in 751 words. One paragraph of local news and three 
local advertisements read as follows: — 

Shields. November 24. Yesterday came in six light Ships from London, 
And this Day Sailed out of our Harbour about ten laden Ships for London 
and Dunkirk. 

A Copy-hold Estate (part thereof lying" upon Lohlay-Hill, the other part 
near Dunstan, with a Steath belonging thereto, all in the Parish of Whickham 
in the County Palatine of Durham) giving 54/. per Annum, and well 
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Tenanted, is intended to be Sold, either altogether, or in parcels; any 
Person or Persons desirous to purchase the same, may repair to Mr. t^dward 
Steward of North Shields, or to Samuel Hodyson of Newcastle Merchant, who 
will Treat with them about the same. 

A Large House near Gateshead Church, with extraordinary Conveniences 
an.d pleasantly Situate, in which Madam Maddison, lately dwelt; is to be 
Lett either altogether, or divided into Tenements: Any Person or Persons 
desirous to take all or any part thereof, may repair to Mrs. Hodgson^ at her 
House near the Close-Gate. 

These are to give Notice, that High-Flatworth, (alias Smith's Farm) 
The Water side Farm, (alias Lawson's Farm) and Low-Flatworth, all Tithe- 
free, with Lime-Kilns and other advantages, are to be Let against Lad (/-Day 
next: Enquire of Ifobcrt Alltjood, Esq.; at Low-Flatworth, near Ilmoden Pans. 

The remainder (2^ pa^es) consists of proposals by Ur. .Turin, 
master of the Royal Free Grammar school, * For carrying on 
by Subscription a compleat Course of Mechanicks, by which 
Gentlemen, unacquainted with any Part of the Mathematicks in 
the Space of twelve or eighteen Months, by meeting three Times 
a AA^eek for an Hour at a time, may be enabled to compute the 
Effect of any Machine whatsoever, or to solve any other Problem 
of the like Nature.' 

Only a year or so did John AVhite remain at his starting 
place overlooking the ebb and flow of the river. Two sermons 
from his press, one preached September 10, and the other on 
All Siiints day (Novembi^r 1), 1711, bear the imprint of his 
* House in the Close ' ; but a discourse delivered September 9, 
1712, is issued from his * House on the Side ' — an indication that 
increasing business had compelled him to obtain what is usually 
terme<l *more commodious premises.' There, developing a 
special line in broadsides and booklets, he announced that chap- 
men could be ' furnished with sermons, histories and ballads, 
&c,' and thither went peripatetic vendors of cheap literature for 
those treasures of song, story and legend which formed the 
mental equipment of innumerable sons and daughters of toil 
throughout the northern counties.^ ^ 

*' See lists of undated books, broadsides, etc., at the end of this paper. 
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The first notable volume that came from White's press, and 
apparently the first Newcastle printed bcwk in which an octavo 
size superseded the usual pot quartos or square twelves, was a 
volume of ivH-5G pages about charities in Tynedale, written in 
1713 (though issued anonymously) by George Ritschell, curate 
of Hexham. Bold and plain without ornament is a proper 
description of the typography in this book, as it is of most of 
White's early work. Later on considerable embellishment was 
introduced, so much, indeed, that in 1725, when Bourne's 
AiUiquities of the Common People (xxH-2'32 pages) left the 
printing house in the Side, every chapter of that excellent book 
had its decorated headpiece, initial letter and tailpiece. 

In 172(), White issued another noteworthy volume — A Most 
Pleasant Description of Ben well Village, in which 1,3*33 six-line 
verses of doggerel are spread over 583 pages 12mo. To that 
extraordinary effusion another local bard replied with A Sunday 
Evening^ Convfvsation at BemcelL By way of contrast to the 
insignificant height of the thick volume which provoked it, the 
reply was published in folio. So far as can be asceitained, it 
was the first book of folio size printed in Newcastle. 

While White was busy with these productions, his chapbooks 
and his newspaper, there came to him an Edinburgh goldsmith 
named William Ged, who had invented a process by which 
impressions from type could be transferied to metal plates — a 
process known ever since as stereotyping. Ged had tried printers 
in Edinburgh, but they would have none of him or his process. 
He had been to Cambridge and obtained a licence to print Bibles 
and prayer books, but being unable to restrain the licence of 
his workmen he had returned baffled, but not beaten, to his home 
in Edinburgh. There he managed to get an e<lition of Sallust 
{C. Crispi Sallustii Belli Catilinarii et Jitgurthini Ilistori(v) set 
up surreptitiously and to cast the plates page by page himself. 
Beyond that stage, however, he was unable to go, for no pressman 
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could be found to work for him. It was under these depressing 
circumstances that he appealed to John White and fortunately 

found a friend. White's 
men worked off Sallust 
from the stereos in 1739, 
and three years afterwards 
another book, Scougal's 
lAje 0/ God in the Soul of 
Man, came from the same 
workshop, bearing on its 
title page the announce- 
ment--* Printed and sold 
by John White, from plates 
made by William Ged, 
goldsmith in Edinburgh.' 

From the press of the 
first resident printer upon 
Tyneside, as we have 
already noted, came the 
first history of Newcastle. 
From the press of the 
second resident printer 
came the second history 
of the town— a volume 
written by Henry Bourne, 
curate of All Saints, and 
bearing the date 1736. 
Bourne's history is John 
White's masterpiece. It 
shows the variety of founts 
at his command, his skill 
in tabulation and adjust- 
ment, his resources in the 
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way of erabellishment. On page 1 (repeated on pages 52 and 
109), a headpiece, reproduced herewith, depicts Newcastle as the 
artist saw it, or thought he saw it, looking across from Gateshead. 
On page JU is an example of tabular matter, on page 01 a 
marginal note in Hebrew, on page 102 model subscription lists, 
between pages 187 and 245 an ingenious way of working notes 
and references into the text, and at the end the gorgeous tail- 
piece displayed below. 

When Mr. White had been fifty years in business as a 
printer and had gained a reputation throughout the kingdom 
for sound high-class work, he celebrated his jubilee by taking a 
partner. Six years later, at the age of fourscore, he died — the 
oldest master printer in England. 




24 EARLY NEWCASTLE TYPOGRAPHY: 

G. READ, 1713-1714. 

Concerning a printer bearing this name, who published a 
sermon preached by Joseph Bailey^^ j^ Newcastle on Coronation 
day, 1714, nothing is known. The sermon bears the imprint 
* Gateshead: Printed by G. Read, and sold by J. Button, Book- 
seller on the Bridge/ Mr. Thomas Bell of Newcastle, the far- 
famed collector of local literature in the last century, whose 
notes on books and bookmen lighten the labours of his suc- 
cessors,^^ was unable to trace G. Read. He, however, expressed 
an opinion that another theological pamphlet, entitled, A Form 
of Holy Scriptural Divinity : In many things New and Reformed 
from old Unscriptural Divinity, by * T. H., M. A., Co. GL, New- 
castle: Printed in the year 1713,' had evidently been issued 
from the same press. 

T. GOOLDING, 1715. 

Similar mystery surrounds the business of T. Goolding, whose 
name appears on but one local booklet (a copy of which is pre- 
served in the Newcastle Public libraryO> with the following 
title page: — 

" Brand, HUt. A'^rirreM/Zf, vol. 11. p. 496, describing Gateshead church, quotes 
from Lambert's MS. Notea of Epitajihs* Arms, etc., the following: — "There 
were two brothers buried in this churchyard of the name of Bailey, the 
one a clergyman and the other a painter, upon whom waa put a fulsome 
epitaph; but one Moody a Quaker coming past, and reading the same, is 
said to have written underneath with chalk: — 

"Here lies a painter and a priest 
And all the rest is but a jest." ' 

" Here, and hereafter, whenever Thomas Bell is quoted, the reference is 
to a collection in five vohimes of matters relating to booksellers in the 
northern counties, now in the library at Capheaton, and kindly placed at 
the writer's disposal by Sir John Swinburne. It was from this collection that 
Mr. James Clephan wrote the articles on Early Printers and Booksellers 
on the Tyne, which appeared in the first volume of the Monthly Chronicle 
(1887).

ROBERT AKENHEAD, 1722-1751? 

Mackenzie, in his history of Newcastle, p. 727, states that 
'proposals for printing the Newcastle Mercury were dated July 
10, 1722, and the first number appeared on the following Satur- 
day. It was published by Mr. Akenhead, bookseller on the 
Bridge, and at the printing office at the Bird-in-the-Bush, in the 
Close.' No other reference to this newspaper occurs in local 
history, and even industrious Timperley, who made heroic efforts 
to include in his encyclopaedia ' all the newspapers, periodicals 
and almanacks published in this country ' down to 1839, names 
it not. Robert Akenhead was a well known bookseller on Tyne 
Bridge, having for his sign the Bible and Crown, and there 
were booksellers of that name in the town long afterwards, but

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no book or paper bearing the name of Akenhead as printer or 
publisher appears till about 1751. Mackenzie omits to state who 
owned ' the printing office at the Bird-in-the-Bush in the Close.' 

LEONARD UMFREVILLE, 1733-173?. 
THOMAS FMFREVILLE, I 737-1 743- 

Leonard Umfreville (who claimed descent from the historical 
family of that name) was, according to Thomas Bell, the second 
son of Thomas TTmfreville of Newcastle, a captain in the army, 
by Mary, daughter and heir of Leonard Thornton of Riplington, 
parish of Whalton, Northumberland. In 1734 he started a 
newspaper in Newcastle with the title of The North Country 
Journal or Impartial Intelligencer, a small folio sheet of four 
pages published on Saturdays at twopence. 

Sykes (Local Recards, Nov. 8, 1735) informs us that * this 
paper, in small folio, was printed and published in Newcastle 
by Leonard Fmfreville at the head of the Side. The earliest 
of this journal that I have seen is No. 67, dated as above. Previ- 
ous to this time it had been printed and published by Leonard 
Umfreville and Isaac Lane, whose dissolution of partnership is 
announced in this paper. It was afterwards printed and pub- 
lished by Leonard Umfreville and Company.' Leonard died 
March 9, 1736-1737, after which the publishers were Thomas 
Umfreville and Company. It would appear that the efforts of 
this firm in journalism were not successful, for they came to an 
end in 1739. 

Outside of the newspaper, the publications of the Umfreville 
press are not important. The largest book issued by the firm 
is a 12mo of x+ 140 pages on Freemasonry. Thomas Umfreville, 
brother of Leonard, gave up the business in or about 1743, when 
he received the appointment of parish clerk of St. John's, New- 
castle, — an office which he filled till his death in June, 1783. 
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One of his sons, AVilliam Fmfreville, died November 17, 1789, 
in the poor house of St. Nicholas's parish, of which he was the 
keeper. 



ISAAC LANE, I 734" 1735- 

After dissolving partnership with Leonard Umfreville, Isaac 
Lane set up a press of his own. His imprint appears upon 
La Belle Assemblee, or the Tinmotith Bathers, an undated poem 
inscribed to the ladies of Newcastle, by G-. K. ' Printed by 
Isaac Lane and Company at the Head of the Side, where Print- 
ing Work is Neatly performed.' It also adorns the title pages 
of Prideaux Errington's New Cojues in Verse, 1734, and a funeral 
sermon preached March 2, 1734-1735, upon the occasion of the 
death of Lady Jane Clavering. Shortly after this last-named 
date he removed his press to Durham, and there be is found, 
apparently flourishing, twenty years later. 



ISAAC THOMPSON, 1 739-17 76. 

There is a marked peculiarity about the imprints of books 
issued by Isaac Thompson, who for nearly forty years carried 
on an extensive business in Newcastle as printer, publisher, news- 
paper proprietor and magazine editor. In some of them he 
appears as * Isaac Thompson and Company,' in others as * Isaac 
Thompson Esq. and Company,' and in several as * Isaac Thompson 
Esq.' It would have been a peculiarity in any printer to dub him- 
self * esq/ on his own publications ; but it was a marked pecu- 
liarity in Isaac Thompson because he was a * convinced ' member 
of the Society of Friends. 

The beginnings of this Quaker esquire Had no connexion 
with printing or literature. According to Thomas Bell, he came 
to Newcastle from Lancashire at a comparatively early age and 
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followed the calling of land agent and surveyor. In these allied 
pursuits he won confidence and obtained a good position. The 
duke of Northumberland employed him, and other north country 
landowners followed the duke's example. He went into local 
society and became the fast friend of an eminent local physician, 
Dr. Adam Askew, and of his still more eminent son, Dr. Anthony 
Askew, the bibliophile. He studied science and philosophy, gave 
his leisure hours to literary pursuits, and in 17*U ventured into 
authorship by issuing from the press of John White A CoUec- 
tion of Poems Occasionally Writ. In no long time aftei-wards 
he added to his profession of land agent and surveyor the business 
of printing and the practice of journalism. 

The failure of IJmfreville's newspaper had no doubt stimu- 
lated Isaac Thompson to this enterprise. Some of his county 
friends helped him with capital and they found a printer in 
the person of William Cuthbert. On April 7, 1739, appeared 
the first number of The Newcastle Journal, printed by * Isaac 
Thompson and William Cuthbert at their office on the Head of 
the Side.' 

Then something happened. Cuthbert started in business for 
himself and in 1744 went into competition with a newspaper of 
his own — The Newcastle Gazette, The Journal changed its im- 
print to that of I. Thompson and Co., but was printed by John 
Gooding, who had a press in Burnt House Entry, Side. The 
personality of Thompson's firm in the after years changed more 
than once. His last partnership, consisting of himself, Peregrine 
Tyzack, Robert Thorp and Thomas Aubone, was dissolved 
December 1, 1764, and thenceforward he stood alone as I. 
Thompson, or I. Thompson, esq. 

When the Journal had become fairly established among the 
tradesmen and farmers of Tynoside, Thompson sought new fields 
to conquer. In his issue of December 20, 1746, he advertised 
proposals for printing monthly, price 6^., a periodical to be called 
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The Newcastle General Magazine}^ The bait with which he 

angled for subscribers was expedition. Newcastle was a long 

way from the metropolis, methods of conveyance were slow and 

in bad weather uncertain, Tynesiders were out of touch with 

the periodical literature of the day, the ' felt want ' was an up- 

to-dat^ local magazine. Thus the prospectus ran : — 

The Distance of Newcastle from London rendering it impracticable for 
any of the Magazines or other Monthly Performances to arrive here at 
soonest before the 13th and frequently the 20th Days of the succeeding Month 
for which they are published, and the carriers from the Northern Counties 
and North Britain not coming to this Town till the week after their Arrival 
here, it frequently happens that great numbers of Country Readers never 
see any of these Pamphlets till near a Month after their Publication, by 
which Delay some Parts of their Contents are quite stale and the rest 
less acceptable. This Magazine is therefore designed to remove the said 
Inconveniences as much as possible; for it will be circulated in the North 
a Week or Ten Days sooner than any other Pamphlet of the kind. . . . 
Subscribers are desired to send their Orders speedily, that it may be deter- 
mined what Number to print. 

Subscribers sent their orders, the magazine duly appeared, 

and in his preface the editor struck a high and jubilant note : — - 

Too long have these northern climes been deprived of a repository of 
learning; too long have these geniuses that now begin to shine been con- 
cealed in darkness for want of a proper channel to convey their productions 
into light. 

Here then, repository and channel were provided, darkness 
was swept away and genius was enabled to shine. The first 
twelve numbers were in small quarto with the name of John 
Gooding as printer, but on the title page of the volume were 
the words * Printed for I. Thompson and Co. by John Gooding.' 
All sub8e<iuent issues, till the publication ceased at the end of 
17G0, were in octavo. 

** On the cover of this magazine in September, 1751, appeared the follow- 
ing advertisement: — *Sold for Ready Money, By Isaac Thompson, without 
Pilgrim St. Gate, Newcastle, Stout Old Jamaica Rum, of a Fine Flavour 
and neat as imported.' 
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In January, 1757, Thompson, in conjunction with Robert 
(philosopher) Harrison, began a cours? of lectures twice a week 
on Natural and Experimental Philosophy. The following year 
he wrote and published a paper on the cultivation of the 
auricula. He also wrote a description of the orrery used in his 
lectures. 

The first work issued by him, as a publisher, was the largest 
that had emanated from a Xewcastle printing office : It is a huge 
folio of 78() pages entitled ^4 Journal of the Life of Tlu.mns 
Story, a brother Quaker. Among other books that he publishe<l 
were Poetical Essays, the earliest literary effusion of John Brand, 
future historian of Newcastle, and a wonderful treatise by R. 
Wetherald, philomath (lover of learning). Mr. AVetherald 
describes the atmosphere as * a pei-fect chaos of dift'erent effluvia, 
consisting of almost all kinds of corpuscles confusedly jumbled 
together,' while thunder is attributed to * a heteitvgenous com- 
mixture of the effluvia or exhalation of sulphureous, nitrous and 
inflammable bodies in the air, which ferment and kindle into 
flames and make horrible explosions like gunpowder, which we 
call thunder and lightning.' Meanwhile the Newcastle 
Journal was running its course, but the cessation of the Gineral 
Magazine had left a void in local literature. Thompson sought 
to fill that vacancy by commencing, in 17()9, a weekly publica- 
tion, consisting of such essays, letters and other contributions 
to the Journal as were considered too literary for a newspaper. 
It was entitled The lAterary Register, or Weekly Miscellany, and 
ran to five volumes, ending in 1773. Three years later, on 
January 6, 1770, aged 72, this spirited and accomplished pub- 
lisher died and was buried in the graveyard behind the meeting 
house of the Society of Friends in Pilgrim street. ^^ 

'* Thomas Bell's Note.* at Capheaton furnish minute details of the life 
of Isaac Thompson and his family. Mr. Bell states that Thompson married 
Rachael Maude, daughter of an active and zealous preacher among the 
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WILLIAM CUTHBERT, 1744-1759. 

We have seen that William Cuthbert ceased to be the printer 
of Isaac Thompson's Newcastle Jourrml soon after it started, 
and that in 1744 he commenced a newspaper of his own which 
he named The Newcastle Gazette. Cuthbert's venture was a folio 
of four pages, resembling the Can rant and the Jaurnal as to 
size, but set up in somewhat larger type and issued on Wednes- 

Society of Friends^ Samuel Maude, afterwards of Sunniside, near Sunder- 
land (ancestor of the Maudes of Sunniside, Newcastle, Selaby, Harrogate, 
etc.), by whom he had three sons — Jonathan, John and Samuel — and one 
daughter, Hannah, who died unmarried early in life. He was a stout man 
and tall in proportion being upwards of six feet in height, and of very 
austere manners, as was also his wife, yet they lived together for many 
years with great affection. Mrs. Thompson survived her husband about ten 
years and regfularly during that period visited his grave and had it kept 
in order. She had also an excellent portrait of her husband which she would 
not allow to be put out of sight, but had a packing case provided for the 
purpose of carrying it with her whenever she left home. Jonathan, the 
eldest son, followed his father's early avocation of land agent and surveyor 
and married a Miss Hannah Miller. He wrote an essay on Divided Com- 
mons in 1778; another on the Commutation Act in 1786; and a pamphlet 
on the Canal Controversy which raged in 1795. John, the second son, was 
for a long time in the printing business with his father, but afterwards 
succeeded to the land agency of the Blakes of Twizell, Hodgsons of Elswick, 
Aakews of Pallinsburn, and other early patrons of his father. He was a 
man of recluse and eccentric habits, was much attached to his employers, 
but a misanthrope to all the world beside, and towards the close of his life 
refused to see any of his maternal relatives, save a distant cousin. He 
bequeathed the bulk of his property, reckoned to be worth upwards of 70,000/., 
to the dowager Mrs. Hodgson of Elswick for life, and on her decease 
to be equally divided between sir Francis Blake, bart., of Twizell, John 
Hodgson of Elswick and Mr. Askew of Pallinsburn, naming R. C. Askew 
as his executor. Though he had forsaken the Society of Friends, as well 
as their garb, he was singular in his dress. Both in summer and winter he 
wore breeches of a light drab colour with white stockings, shoes with large 
buckles, walking with a stiff awkward gait, and was nicknamed * white legs.* 
He died unmarried. Samuel, the youngest son, commenced business in 
Newcastle as a grocer and general merchant, but was unsuccessful. He 
married but died without issue. 
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days instead of Saturdays. It was * printed and sold by W. 
Cuthbert, in Cutter's Entry, in the Close, where books, warrants, 
shopkeepers' bills, advertisements and all manner of printing 
work is neatly performed at reasonable prices/ The Gazette 
lasted nine years and was replaced in 1755 by another Wednes- 
day paper, The Neiccastle Intelligencer^ which * Wm. Cuthbert and 
Co.' issued from Custom House Entry. In the meantime he 
had printed a few books and pamphlets, among them Isaac 
Thompson's account of the orrery — an indication that although 
these two men owned and published rival newspapers, they were 
friendly still. The latest issue of The Newcastle Intelligencer that 
has been preserved bears date 1759 ; beyond that date nothing 
is known of William Cuthbert, the printer. 

THOMAS MIDDLETOX, 174O-1741. 

Two books, printed in Newcastle in 1740 and 1741, bear the 
name of Thomas Middleton. One has the curious title of 
The Looking Glass Turnd Mental Mirror, and the other, a 
volume of poems by the Rev. Wm. Bewick of Hexham, contains 
seven title pages, and has for its imprint: — * Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne : Printed for the Author, by Tho. Middleton at the Print- 
ing-Office in St. Nicholas' Church-Yard, 1741.' A year later this 
book ran into a second edition with 108 pages added, but there 
is only one title page to that issue and the imprint reads, * New- 
castle : Printed for the Author and to be sold by James Fleming, 
Bookseller on Tyne Bridge, 1742.' Whether that change indi- 
cates the failure, death or disappearance of Thomas Middleton, 
or merely a dispute with the poet, cannot now be ascertained. 
But the name is not found attached to any later Newcastle book. 

JOHN GOODING, I 743-1 75 I. 

On a previous page has been noted the connexion between 
Isaac Thompson and a printer named John Gooding, who, after 
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William Cuthbert's withdrawal, became the printer of the Neic- 
easUe Journal and the General Magazine. His printing office, 
as already stated, was up Burnt House Entry, Side, and he had 
a shop at the entrance, facing the main thoroughfare. 

To his establishment resorted the newly-formed denomina- 
tion called Methodists, and there, in the beginning of 1743, 
waB printed John Wesley's first rules for the government of the 
congregations which he wa« establishing in various parts of the 
kingdom. These regulations form a penny pamphlet, entitled, 
The Nature^ Design, and General Rules of the United Societies in 
London, Bristol, King's Wood, and Newcastle-upon-Tyne, Other 
productions of the Wesleys were issued by Gooding during that 
same year; several more were printed by him in the years that 
followed. 

The printing of sermons seems to have formed the greater 
part of Gooding's work. Only two sizeable books are noted as 
issuing from his press. These were Blennerhasset's History of 
England in six volumes octavo, and a work in two volumes by 
the Rev. John Wallis, the first historian of Northumberland. 
This latter is entitled The Occasional Miscellany in Prose and 
Verse. It consists of * A Variety of Letters, Writt<>n originally 
to a Young Gentleman who Design'd to go into Holy Orders ' 
and * a Specimen of Sacred Poetry and Sermons.' It is well 
printed, but the resources of the establishment in the shape of 
* furniture ' must have been limited, for two ornamental head- 
ings are made to do duty alternately at the top of twenty-two 
chapters or divisions, while a couple of finials perform the same 
service at their endings. 

After the year 1751 Gooding's name disappears from among the 
imprints of local books, and his further career is not traceable. 

THOMAS SLACK, 1763-1784. 

We have now arrived at the middle of the eighteenth century, 
and have ascertained that in forty years from the advent of 
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John White, the first settled typographer on the Tyne, half-a- 
dozen printers had commenced business in Newcastle, and that 
when the year 1750 came to an end only four of them, White, 
Thompson, Cuthbert and Gooding, were engaged in the active 
pursuit of their calling. We have learned, further, that five 
newspapers and one magazine had catered to the growing demand 
for information about current events, and that when the New 
Year, 1751, dawned upon Tyneside, only three of them, the 
Couranij the Journal and the Gazette, kept company with the 
magay.ine. 

In the printing ofiice of Isaac Thompson was a young man 
named Thomas Slack. For a number of years he had managed 
Thompson's business, and had issued books and pamphlets in 
his own name as publisher, which the firm had printed. 

One of his early ventures while in Thompson s employment 
was an annual which, in succeeding generations, became the north 
country man's vade mecum and indispensable pocket companion — 
The Newcastle Memorandum Book. The first number came out 
of Thompson's workshop in 1755 — * Printed by I. Thompson and 
Co. for Thomas Slack ' — and its days ended with the 139th issue, 
published by Andrew Reid and Co. for the year 1893. 

On May 22, 1756, the Journal announced that * This Day 
was Published, price bound 1^., The Young Clergyman's Com- 
panion for Visiting the Sick, etc. Printed by I. Thompson and 
Company for Thomas Slack, and sold by the Booksellers in New- 
castle, Durham, etc. Of whom may be had price 1^. ild. Lucius 
and Celadon, or a Dialogue on the Existence and Immortality 
of the Soul. Newcastle-upon-Tyne : Printed for Thomas Slack.' 
This was followed on September 18 by an advertisement of a 
book from the pen of Mrs. Slack, who was an accomplished 
woman, compiler of educational works under the pen name of 
* A. Fisher' which had a long and pn)sperous career: — * Just 
published in 12mo. bound in Calf, or Rod Basil, 'Hie Pleasing 
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Instructor or Entertaining Moralist, etc. To which are pre- 
fixed (by way of Introduction) New Thoughts on Education. 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne : Printed for Thos. Slack, to be had of all 
the Distributors^^ of this Paper, and sold by the Booksellers in 
Town/ etc. 

A few months before the dissolution of partnership in 
Thompson's firm which, as previously noted, occurred in 1764, 
Slack had started a printing ofiice of his own, for under date 
1763 he published a volume of metrical psalms, collected from 
Tate and Brady's version by the Rev. Wm. Totton, curate of 
Hexham, with tunes prepared by William Thompson, a teacher 
of music in Newcastle. A pretty little book it is with its copper- 
plate music of two parts — treble and bass. * Printed by T. Slack 
for W. Thompson, and sold by J. Featherston, Bookseller in 
Hexham ' is on the front page, and at the end come advertise- 
ments of two of Mrs. Slack's books — The New English Tutor or 
Modern Preceptor, to which was annexed an abstract of English 
grammar * on a practical new plan,' also the third edition of 
The Pleasing Instructor or Entertaining Moralist ; to which was 
prefixed * Thoughts on Education and the Manner of conveying 
Instruction properly.' 

A year later there was established in Newcastle a newspaper 
which was destined to run side by side with the oldest local 
journal down to our own day. The founder and printer was 
Thomas Slack, the paper was The Newcastle Chronicle. 

* In sending out the first number of the Chronicle, Slack hinted 
at some dispute or misunderstanding that had arisen between 
himself and the proprietors of the Journal, for he wrote: — 

*• Newspapers in these early days were delivered to local subscribers by 
hand. The practice had not entirely died out even in the middle of the 
nineteenth century. So late as 1854, Thomas Grearson, landlord of the 
Beehive public house, hard by the old printing office of the Newcastle 
Chronicle, in which he had formerly been employed, delivered that paper 
to subscribers at South Shields and Jarrow every Friday morning'. 
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We do not mean to insinuate any better abilities towards conducting 
a paper than our neighbours, or that the public should receive our attempts to 
serve them as a favour. When we candidly confess that we were in the course 
of trade unwillingly necessitated to it, and tho* the term necessitated may 
seem to want explanation to the public in general, yet it must be very plainly 
understood and assented to by our senior news-writers here, who consequently 
must least of all disapprove our measures. 

A touch of sardonic humour follows: — 

In this paper will be exhibited news, foreign and domestic, the prices 
of grain, stocks, etc., and to render it a magazine of entertainment as well 
as a paper of intelligence, there will frequently be inserted characters of, 
and extracts from, new books, with other select and original literary articles 
in prose and verse. As for the select, we have no great doubts about having 
fund enough to collect from; but for (trigtnals, should our literary corre- 
spondents which we have engaged and rely on for that purpose, fail us, 
we are alas ! unwarily bound by virtue of our proposals (like other ingenious 
publishers) to write to ourselves. 

A copy of the first issue shows that three-fourths of the paper 
is filled with advertisements, among which, besides the announce- 
ments of Mr. Slack's publication — The New English Tidor — ^aro 
Dr. Chas. Button's Schoolmaster s Guide, and a tract with a 
curious title, namely, Die and be Damned , or an Antidote against 
every species of Methodism and Enthusiasm, 

While Mrs. Slack wrote books under the signature of * A. 
Fisher,' her husband performed a similar service in the name of 
* S. Thomas.' She catered for schools, he for the counting house ; 
she produced grammars, tutors, preceptors and a memorandum 
book for ladies, ^^ he compiled negotiators, calculators, sure 

'^ After Mrs. Slack's death, this publication was continued by her 
daughters and published by their brother-in-law, Solomon Hodgson, till 1805, 
when the failure of a London firm (Robinson and Co.), who had acquired 
an interest in the publication, caiised it to be discontinued. Mr. Preston, 
editor of the Chronicle, told Thos. Bell that 1,000 copies of the work were 
printed for several years. The letterpress part — poetry, enigrmas, charades, 
various tables, etc. — was struck off in Newcastle; the calendar, or ruled 
part, and the engravings, were done by Messrs. Robinson in London, save 
a few patterns for ladies' dresses, which were engraved by Beilby and 
Bewick. 
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guides and a memorandum book for everybody. Thus working 
together as authors and publishers, and probably co-operating 
in newspaper work, they built up a large and successful business. 
Mrs. Slack died April 25, 1778, aged 58 ; her husband followed 
her January 13, 1784, aged 05. Having no son to succeed them, 
their business came into the hands of Solomon Hodgson, who, 
February 15, 1785, married their daughter Sarah. A tombstone 
in St. John's churchyard, Newcastle, preserves the record of them 
and their family.^** 

ROBERT MARCHBANK, 1761. 

Little is known of a printer bearing this name who had a 
press in Custom House Entry, Newcastle. Among the Rox- 
bujghe ballads at the British Museum are two imprinted — * New- 
castle: Printed and sold by Robert Marchbank in the Custom 
House Entry.' Brand, Hist, Newcastle, vol. i. p. 98, notes a 
book by John King, usher in the Grammar school, entitled 
Sententice ex diversis AnUorihus excerptce, etc., and states that it 
was imprinted by * R. Marchbank ' in Newcastle. No further 
reference to Marchbank and his press has been found. 

THOMAS SAINT, 1769-1788. 

Shortly before Thomas Slack started the yiwcastle Chronicle, 
the venerable printer John White took into partnership Thomas 
Saint, descendant of a family of merchants and yeomen at Mor- 
peth ! born there, son of Mr. Joseph Saint of that town, July 3, 

'• A writer in the Monthly Chronicle for May, 1890, p. 224, states that 
* Mr. Slack was a man of much force of character, combining excellent 
business capacity with no mean scholastic attainments. His wife, too, 
had literary aptitudes and tastes. The couple were not merely printers 
and booksellers, but they were bookmakers and journalists as well. Their 
shop was a club as well as a shop, where by the law of affinities, the littera- 
teurs, artists, actors and politicians of the district cong^regated. Tradition 
assures us that their colloquies on topics of current interest exerted an 
elevating influence on local aspirations and habits.' 
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1738. Mr. White's partner had duly served his time with Bryson 
and Chamley, to whom he was apprenticed on New Year's day, 
1754, paying a premium of £50. The old imprint of John 
White was changed in 1761 to that of * J. White and Co.' and 
in 1763 to that of ' J. White and Thomas Saint.' In this latter 
form it remained until the death of Mr. White ; thencefoi-ward 
Thomas Saint carried on the establishment in his own name. 

It was Saint's good fortune to be associated, in the earlier 
stages of their career, with two men who rose to eminence in 
their respective callings — Charles (afterwards Dr.) Hutton the 
mathematician and Thomas Bewick the engraver. Within a year 
of their partnership White and Saint printed Button's first 
attempt at authorship, The Schoolmaster s Guides and soon after- 
wards, when Saint stood alone in the business, he issued in 
monthly numbers to over 1,000 subscribers Button's treatise on 
mensuration, for which Bewick cut his first wood block, a sketch 
of the tower of St. Nicholas's church. Saint had noted the 
budding genius of young Thomas Bewick, and gave to his 
apprentice-master and future partner, Ealph Beilby, numerous 
orders for cuts to illustrate children's books and the usual stock 
of the flying stationer, in the production of which both White 
and Saint had a wide reputation. Nearly all the books which 
Bewick illustrated in his early career as a wood engraver were 
printed by Saint — notably the three sets of Fahles, the Lottery 
Book, Child's Tutor, and Youth's Entertaining Story Teller, 
From the same prolific press came Hutchinson's History of 
Northumberland, the Rev. James Murray's History of the 
Churches, and many other valuable works, including a curious 
specimen of printing in script, being fifty-two * manuscript ' 
sermons by the Rev. D. Pape of Morpeth. 

Thomas Saint died July JU, 1788, and was buried among his 
ancestors at Morpeth,^® leaving the Courant and the printing 

'" IsJx inf, Mr. Herbert Maxwell Wood. 
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business to John Hall, who had been his apprentice, and Joseph 
Elliott.^^J It 18 somewhat singular that no local annalist records 
the decease of this eminent journalist and publisher, and nowhere 
in local history is to be found an account of his origin, his 
family connections, his life and labours upon Tyneside. 

THOMAS ANGUS, 1774-1787. 
MARGARET ANGUS, 1787-1812. 

At a time when Thomas Slack in Middle street, Thomas Saint 
in Pilgrim street, and Isaac Thompson in the Side, with their 
respective newspapers at their back, were in the full tide of 
business, a typogiupher named Thomas Angus began to exercise 
his craft at Trinity corner, St. Nicholas's churchyard. His 
firm makes its first appearance on the imprint of The Free- 
masons Companion^ published in 1774. By the following year 
he had entered into partnership with Thomas Robson, and then 
began a series of change ringing imprints that are somewhat 
confusing. Hilton's Poetical Works, dated 1775, are issued by 

* Angus and Robson ' ; a sermon on Freemasonry by the Rev. 
Robt. Green, bearing the same date, purports to be printed by 

* Robson, Angus and Co.,' while "Whitehead and Jameson's Arms 
of the Incorporated Companies are published in 1770 by * Angus 
Robson and Co.' Thenceforward, however, the names appear 
at the head of separate establishments. That the separation was 
effected in 1776 is evident from the fact that T. Robson began 
in that year to publish a serial — The Ntwcastle Weekly Magazine 
— and that on November 23 in the same year he issued the first 
number of the Rev. James Murray's lectures on Genesis, a work 
that was completed in twenty weekly parts at threepence. 

*• 'AH persons who stood indebted to the late Mr. Thomas Saint, Printer, 
of this town, at the time of his decease, are requested to pay the same to 
Messrs. HaU and Elliott his successors, who are appointed by Doctor James 
Fenwick, the executor, to receive them at their printing' office in Pilgrini 
Street.* — Xewccntfle Courant, August 30, 1788, 
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To the press of Thomas Angus, Newcastle is indebted for its 
first local directoi-y — Whitehead's Newcastle Directory for 1778?^ 
William Whitehead was a musical instrument dealer in the High 
Bridge who had a taste for the compilation of local annals, and 
only the year before had employed Angus to print for him a 
small octavo book of 144 pages, entitled. Whitehead's Historian^ s 
Pocket Companion or Memory's Assistant. 

From the same press issued two or three of the books written 
by the Eev. James Murray, a polemical Presbyterian divine 
whose career in Newcastle redeems . local literature during the 
latter half of the eighteenth century from imputations of tame- 
ness, sameness and mediocrity. ITie Angus typography is, in- 
deed, fairly prominent throughout that period. For, after the 
death of the founder of the firm (February 15, 1788) at the early 
age of 43, the business was continued by his widow, Margaret 
Angus, and when the nineteenth century came in, by M. Angus 
and Son.22 Four interesting productions of the Angus press 
may be noted: — 

1. * The Protestant Packet, or British Monitor/ edited by a society of 
Protestants of which the Rev. James Murray was chief, and published in 
27 numbers, dated 1780 and 1781. 

2. * Caps well Fit, by Titus in Sandgate and Titus Everywhere,' a 

*' Reprinted by Messrs. Mawson, Swan and Morgan, Newcastle, in 1889, 
with an introduction by J. R. Boyle. 

-* In the Newcastle Chronicle of December 3, 1808, * M. Angus and Son, 
Printers, Booksellers, Bookbinders and Stationers, Side, Newcastle,* an- 
nounce the death of Thomas Angus the son, and that another son, George, 
* who has had the solo management for some time past,' has been taken 
into partnership. This union lasted till December 31, 1812, when M. Angus 
retired, leaving her son George to carry on the business. She died December 
5, 1821, and was buried beside her husband at the Ballast Hills cemetery. 
On July 4, 1825, a sale is announced, by Mr. Thomas Young, upon the 
premises of George Angus, in the Side, of ' a large assortment of type, 
cases, racks, stones, printing presses, etc., belonging to the said George 
Angus; also of a valuable collection of books, etc., on the premises, 13, 
Carliol street, lately occupied by the said George Ang^s. 
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cuiioud satirical work in rhyme, from the pen of William Hilton, the so- 
called Gateshead poet, issued in 1785. 

3. ' The Newcastle and Gateshead Directory for 1795 ' (compiled by 
Hilton) printed by Margaret An^s, the widow. 

4. * The Oeconomist,' a small 12mo. monthly of 24 pages, started in 
January, 1798, and conducted by Thomas Bigge of Benton, James Losh, 
Recorder of Newcastle, and others, to provide the common people with 
cheap and instructive reading. Its price was * only three halfpence, or 
one guinea for 250,' but in February, 1799, the subscription was raised to 
twopence and in December of that year it ceased to exist.

I1776-1787. 



After separating from Thomas Angus, Thomas Eobson,^^ 
setting up his press, first in the middle of the Side and after- 
wards at the comer of Groat market and Pudding chare, began 
the publication of the Newcastle Weekly Magazine, a serial in 
which the cause of the American revolt was explained and sus- 
tained. The death of Isaac Thompson having placed the New- 
castle Journal in the market, Robson acquired the property and, 
at the beginning of the year 1777, changed the day of publica- 
tion from Saturday to Wednesday. It was so published from 
the first week in January to the first week in August in that 
year, when the Saturday issue was resumed. 

In the meantime Robson issued a prospectus of a monthly 
periodical at sixpence to be named the Evangelical Magazine 
or Christian Library. This publication was to contain (1) an 
ecclesiastical history, (2) a connected view of the doctrines 
and duties of Christianity, (3) biographies of famous persons, 
and (4) detached essays on religious subjects, sacred poetry, 
etc. Each of these subjects was to form a volume, or volumes,

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capable of beinj? bound with separate titles or with * Evangelical 
Maga:5ine ' at the back, as the purchaser pleased. In this enter- 
prise Robson announced that he was assisted by * a Society of 
Ministers and others/ who would act as editors. The first number 
came out on Saturday, August 3, 1777, and in the next issue of 
the Journal it was stated that * the first impression of The 
Evangelical Magazine published last Saturday is almost sold off.' 
The second number appeared on September 0, and the Journal 
was able to boast that * the demand has far excee<led the most 
sanguine expectations of the editors, insomuch that the second 
edition of the first number was nearly disposed of in Ihe course 
of a few days.' In the book list attached to the present paper 
(see note on p. 91), the fate of this undertaking may be seen. 

Some of the Rev. James Murray's books were printed and 
published by Robson's firm, chief among them being An Impar- 
tial History of the Present War with America which, in 1778, 
was announced to be completed in twenty-four sixpenny numbers, 
making two volumes octavo, with * a most superb and elegant set 
of engravings (for framing and glazing), to decorate the cabinet 
of the curious.' 

After the year 1780, Robson's name, either as T. Robson or 
T. Robson and Co., is not found upon the title pages of Newcastle 
printed books, though the Directory for 1787 includes him as 
a printer at the head of Pudding chare. The date of the stop- 
page of the Newcastle Journal is not clearly shown in local 
chronicles, but a MS. note by the late James Clephan in a copy 
of Sykes's * Records ' states that on August 9, 1788, * The New- 
castle Journal announced its discontinuance,' and as according 
to Mackenzie, {History of Newcastle, p. 727), Robson's firm 
printed it till 1788, there seems to be substantial agreement that 
it ended at that date. Yet Mackenzie adds that at the time of 
its cessation it was printed by George Temple and Co., a state- 
ment which creates a chronological difficulty.

GEORGE TEMPLE AND CO., 1782-1786. 

The Newcastle Directory for 1782 contiiins the name of * George 
Temple, Burnt House Entry, Side, Printer and Dealer in Patent 
Medicines.' The Berwick Museum, a monthly magazine pub- 
lished in the Border town at that period, announces the death, 
on May 2G, 1786, * after a few days' illness,' of ' Mr. Temple, 
printer, Newcastle,' and in the Bodleian Libraiy, Oxford, is a 
small brochure of twenty-four octavo pages containing a Treaty 
of Navigation, etc., hetveen England and France, with an imprint 
— * Newcastle: Printed by the successors of G. Temple and Co., 
1786.' From the Directory for 1787 the name of Temple disap- 
pears. It is difficult, therefore, to understand Mackenzie's state- 
ment that G. Temple and Co. printed the Newcastle Journal at 
the time of its decease in August, 1788. 



JOHN HARRISON, T780-1782. 

John, son of John Harrison of Parkhead, Cumberland, was, 
if not the firsts one of the earliest, apprentices of William 
Chamley when in partnership with Martin Bryson. He was 
bound for seven years from July 10, 1751, and is probably the 
man who, being in business as a printer and bookseller at Carlisle, 
began in 1779 to issue in weekly numbers a folio edition of a 
celebrated, but in a complete form expensive, edition of the 
Scriptures known far and wide as Ostervald's Bible. He obtained 
subscribers all over the northern counties, and finding that 
Carlisle was too far west for economical distribution he removed 
to Newcastle. A threepenny periodical which he published 
under the title of the Carlisle Magazine remained, it is to be 
presumed, behind him, or perhaps quietly ceased to exist. 

In Newcastle, from premises which he found available down 
Vine entry, in the Flesh market, he sent out in due course 
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further copies. ^^ But before the work was finished an accession 
of fortune enabled him to migrate to London, where he hoped 
to find wider scope* for typographical enterprise.^^ There the 
issue of the great Bible, begun at Carlisle and continued at 
Newcastle, was resumed and completed ; there also he published 
an edition of Rapin's history of England, and there we must 
leave him. 

TUOMAS LAWSOX, 1 782- 1 784. 

The business connection which Harrison abandoned was taken 
up by Thoma.s Lawson, a printer from Thomas Slack's estab- 
lishment. Having acquired Harrison's surplus stock of numbers, 
he began the publication of another edition of Ostervald, which 
was quite as successful as the first. A passion for buying, by 
weekly instalmentvS, family Bibles as large, or larger than, pulpit 
Bibles, had set in and Lawson and his distributors were reaping 
the harvest. 

William Whitehead, musical instrument dealer, already 
noted, issued four directories of Newcastle, and changed his 
printer every time. With his first he went to the Angus press, 
with his second to Thomas Lawson, with his third to Angus 
again, and with his fourth to David Akenhead. Whitehead's 
Directory is, apparently, the only book, besides Ostervald's Bible, 
upon which Lawson set his mark. It covered the years 1782, 
1788 and 1784, but before it had run its course the printer was 
dead and his affairs in the hands of his widow. 

^* Under date March 6, 1781, he advertised in the Newcastle papers as 
follows: — * Harrison's Bible. The subscribers to this Bible are desired to 
g^ve in their names to those that deliver the numbers, to signify they will 
take the Plates; a set of new Plates are eng-raving in London equal to any 
ever published at 2d. each. Three Numbers every 14 days will be published 
in the summer season.' 

'* A MS. in the possession of Mr. Mackey tells a curious story about 
Harrison's departure to London. He embarked with his belongings on 
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LANCELOT DINSDALE, I 784- 1 786. 

Thus bereaved, Mrs. Lawson employed another printer from 
Thomas Slack's establishment, named Lancelot Uinsdale, to 
manage the business. Him, shortly afterwards, she married. 
More suitable premises were found in an adjoining court — 
Cannon entry, Flesh market, and thither the printing office was 
transferred. Lawson's edition of Ostervald being completed, 
Dinsdale started a fresh one which promised to be equally suc- 
cessful with the others. But again misfortune interrupted pub- 
lication. Dinsdale failed and his business was purchased by 
Matthew Brown. Thus it happens that one of the Newcastle 
editions of Ostervald's Bible is found bearing the imprint of L. 
Dinsdale on the title page of the Old Testament, and that of 
M. Brown on the New. 

Dinsdale printed a book relating to the Trinity House written 
by George Marshall, the sailor poet. He also began the publica- 
tion in numbers of the works of Josephus, which at the same 
time were being issued by the Angus firm. Hence arose much 
squabbling and ill-feeling, which ended, as such affairs often do, 
in an agreement under which Josephus was sent forth in the 
names of both firms jointly. 

SOLOMON HODGSON, 1785-1800. 

Harking back to the death of Thomas Slack, we take up the 
tale of his successor. Slack died in January, 1784, leaving one 
married and two unmarried daughters. One of the latter, Sarah 

board one of the sailers that traded between Tyne and Thames. The vessel 
was detained by contrary winds at Shields and his subscribers were becoming 
clamorous. He therefore got his press set up in the castle precincts, used 
a table monument in the Priory graveyard as an * imposing' ' stone, and 
amid these surroundings printed off the belated part before the ship was 
able to resume her voyage.

Slack, was united, as already stated, to Solomon Hodgson. It 
is suggested that Hodgson, a native of Cumberland, had been 
apprenticed to Slack, but there is no evidence either one way or 
the other. He was 24 years old when Slack died and 
probably carried on the business on behalf of the family till, the 
period of mourning having elapsed, he was able to marry the 
daughter. A week after the marriage, namely, on February 21, 
1785, the executors of Mr. Slack transferred to him the Newcastle 
Chronichy with the great printing, bookselling and stationery 
business, and the agency for the sale of patent medicines 
attached thereto. 

Assisted by his wife, as we have seen, Mr. Slack had been 
his own editor, publisher, reporter and advertising agent. 
Assisted in like manner by his wife, who inherited much of 
her father's tact and her mother's ability, Hodgson followed his 
father-in-law's example in conducting the Chronicle, Blessed 
with a retentive memory, he was able, like Dr. Johnson and 
* Memory ' Woodfall, to report speeches without notes. It is 
recorded of him that in June, 1792, returning from an open-air 
meeting at Morpeth, with an address by Charles (aftei*wards earl) 
Grey in his head, he was able to reproduce a column and a half 
report of it for his paper. By his energy and fearless expression 
of opinion he raised the Chronicle to the position of the leading 
organ of Whig politics in the North of England. 

One of his first undertakings in book publishing was 
Hutchinson's History of Durham. Two of the thick quartos 
which compose this monumental work, were issued by him ; over 
the third there were disputes, ending in litigation, into which 
we need not enter. 

After the death of Thomas Saint, Solomon Hodgson became 
the friend and literary adviser of Thomas Bewick. He assisted 
the great engraver to compile his General History of Quadrupeds 
and printed it; printed also the first volume of the Birds, and 
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himself compiled a collection of essays, narratives, etc., entitled 
The Hive of Ancient and Modem Literature , to which Bewick 
contributed three or four woodcuts which, in subsequent editions, 
were increased to fourteen. 

Under Hodgson's editorship the Newcastle Memorandum Book 
maintained its popularity. It was issued in full limp calf with 
a pocket at each end and about two feet of red tape attached to 
the flap to keep the contents intact — said contents including 
pages of a ' Guide to the Turf ' and 23 pages recording the result 
of all races ran in England, Scotland and Wales during the 
preceding year. 

Among other works issued from the Hodgson press were the 
famous reports of John Bailey and George Culley on the agri- 
culture of Northumberland, Bailey's treatise on the plough and 
Turner's discourses. It was not, however, so much in the 
publishing line as in journalism that Solomon Hodgson's abilities 
shone. He gave up to John Bell, in 1794, his bookselling and 
stationery shop, and thenceforward devoted all his energies to 
his newspaper. Unfortunately the * thenceforward ' was brief. 
On April 4, 1800, aged only 39 years, he passed away. 
His widow succeeded him and, with the assistance of William 
Preston,^^ carried on the Chronicle, bought back the business 
sold to John Bell, and infused new life into the whole concern. 
She was followed by her sons Thomas and James, the former 
known to some of us as a painstaking antiquary, and the latter 

** William Preston came to Newcastle in 1784, to be editor, compositor 
and man of all work on the NewraMh ChronicU (succeeding old Robert Moor, 
for many years manager of Slack's printing office) at a salary of <£50 a 
year, * enough * said he, * to afford me a jill, a joke and a jacket.* This 
salary was afterwards increased to ii60 and then to £70. As Mrs. Hodgson 
refused to give more, and the sum he received was less than the wages of 
some cf the workmen in the office (Simpson the pressman had 30>f. a week), 
he resigned and commenced business in partnership with William Heaton, in 
May, 1808. Heaton had served his apprenticeship with Solomon Hodgson. — 
Thos. BeU*8 Notes at Capheaton. 
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known to everybody as alderman Hodj^son, twice mayor of 
Newcastle, and for many years chairman of the Corporation 
Finance Committee. 

In St. John's churchyard, Newcastle, is a tombstone upon 
which may be read : — 

Sacred to the memory of Solomon Hodgson. In times of unexampled 
difficulty the honest and independent conductor of the Newcastle Chronicle. 
As he could not stoop to court the smile of any man, so neither did he 
fear any man's frown ; but through the medium of an uncorrupted press 
delighted in disseminating the principles of rational liberty and eternal 
truth. Nor was he less estimable in private life. In his aifections ever 
awake to the best sympathies of our nature, the manly vigour of his under- 
standing found its equal only in the kindness of his heart. He died April 
4, 1800, set. 30. Hoc perpetoro charitatis monumentum qua erga pnestan- 
tissimum conjugem tenetur moerens posuit Sara Hodgson. 

MATTHEW BROWN, 1786-1803. 

Matthew Brown began his typographical career at North 
Shields, but in April, 1784, he oame to Newcastle and, entering 
into partnership with one William Thompson, started a printing 
establishment on the Quay, near the Custom House. From 
thence the firm issued proposals for publishing in numbers at 
sixpence each, with superior illustrations, a quarto edition of a 
History of England by James Eobertvson. This was successful 
and then the firm began (February, 1785) to tempt local readers 
with a monthly serial — The Neiccndle Magazine or Monthly 
Jmimal, That undertaking was not a prosperous one. The 
magazine lasted till February, 1780 only, and the firm itself was 
broken up in June of that year. 

Matthew Brown continued the business on the Quay till 
September following, when he purchased the stock, etc., of 
Leonard Dinsdale, and removed to Dinsdale's place in Cannon 
entry. Flesh market. Here he set up an outward sign, that of 
* The Bible,' stimulated thereto, no doubt, by the success of 
Ostervald's edition of the Scriptures which, as already related, 
Dinsdale had begun to issue. Stimulated again, and to still further 
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enterprise, by the cessation of the Newcastle Jaumal, he com- 
menced the publication on October 18, 1788, of another news- 
paper — The Newcastle Advertiser, or General Weekly Post, It 
was issued from his shop * at the IMble in the Flesh Market ' 
every Saturday, and had a fair run nf success — attaining, when 
three months old, the respectable circuhition of 1,000 copies. 
After his death, in 180'5, various changes of proprietorship 
occurred and eventually the paper was removed to Durham and 
became The Durham County Advertiser. 

Matthew Brown devote<l his printing establishment to a 
development of the system, then coming into vogue, by which 
standard works were brought within reach of the masses in two- 
penny, fourpenny or sixpenny numbers. Ostervald's Bible 
had an immense sale. It is certainly a monumental work. A 
copy of it in full calf from the library of the Rev. John Brand, 
the Newcastle historian, with illustrations by Beilby and Bewick, 
stands 16 inches high, is 10 inches wide, 3 inches thick, 
and weighs 15 pounds ! Other publications of his, in 
like serial form, were a Life of Christ and Gessner's Death of 
Abel in parts at twopence-halfpenny; Bunyan's Holy War at 
threepence; the Book of Common Prayer and Hervey's complete 
works at fourpence; and Captain Cook's Voyages at sixpence- - 
all of them embellished with portraits and pictures. 

When he had been fifteen years in business and was in the 
full swing of prosperity, Matthew Brown suffered heavily from 
a iire, which destroyed his residence and the more valuable part 
of his stock ; suffered so heavily indeed that the shock eventually 
killed him. He died after a lingering illness, April 4, 1803.27 

" In the Notes at Capheaton, Thomas Bell states that the widow and 
executrix, Elizabeth Brown, continued the newspaper and letterpress print- 
ing till September 12, 1803, and then sold the whole to John Thompson 
and Charles Hutchinson. They published the Advertiser jointly until June, 
1804, when Hutchinson died at Hexham. The paper was continued by 
Thompson till October 3, 1811, when it was purchased by Edward Humble 
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WILLIAM THOMPSON, 1 79©- (?) 

At the dissolution of his partnership with Matthew Brown, 
William Thompson removed to North Shields, where, for about 
four years, he carried on a printing, bookselling and stationery 
business. In April, 1790, he returned to Newcastle and set up 
his presses on the Quayside. Emulating his former partner's 
example, he adopted the plan of issuing books in numbers. In 
th.at manner he sent out a quarto edition of a Life of Christ and 
an octavo edition of the Life of John Howard, LL,D, and 
F.R,S, T^pon the title page of Howard's Life his initials 

* W. T.* appear, cut by Bewick, with embellishments of flowers, 
palms, etc. It would seem, from the absence of evidence on 
title pages and the testimony of the local directories, that his 
second career in Newcastle was somewhat brief, perhaps briefer 
than his first. His name appears in the Directory for 1790, but 
never again. 

HALL AND ELLIOTT, 1788-1795. 

John Hall, succeeding Thomas Saint in 1788, entered into 
partnership with Joseph Elliott, and, under the style and firm of 

* Hall and Elliott,' published the Courant, printed pamphlets and 

and Son, who added a second title— T'Ae Freeman' ii Weekly Post, The price 
paid for it was said to be 900 guineas. Sanderson Ilderton, a county magis- 
trate^ was supposed to be interested in the purchase, for he applied at 
Quarter Sessions for a share of the county advertisements and was refused, 
an incident which led to a war of pens between the Advertiser and the 
CourarU. Humble and Son pushed the sale of the paper by the device of 
a newsman clothed in the uniform of a mail-guard blowing a horn in local 
market places. That, however, did not answer. It was then proposed to 
issue it on Thursdays, but the change involved the county circulation in 
difficulties. Finally, it was taken to Durham and published as a county 
paper by Francis Humble and Co., the Co. being Sir Cuthbert Sharp, George 
Andrews, bookseller, Phinea^) Fewster, J. White, Benj. Howard, John Burrell, 
Alex. Logan, Thomas Rutherford and Ralph Hutchinson. In 1823, this 
partnership was dissolved and Francis Humble carried on the business alone. 
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tracts, and vended patent medicines. Comparatively few books 
passed through their hands as printers, and not many of them 
were of interest or importance. They published a couple of 
local song books — a Bishopric Garland of 20 pages 16mo, and 
a Northumberland Garland of 72 pages, same size; also one of 
the pamphlets of Graham the * Earth Quack ' who, vaunting the 
remedial eifect of bathing in garden soil, admitted the public 
to see him and a young woman, styled the Goddess of Health, 
immersed naked in the ground to their chins. This charlatan, 
visiting Newcastle in July, 1791, exhibited himself with one 
goddess in a field near Hanover square, and with a couple of 
goddesses in a garden outside Westgate. The remainder of 
Hall and Elliott's publications were chiefly sermons, essays, and 
discourses of a religious character. 

John Hall died in June, 1795, and it is probable that Elliot 
departed, in one of the two usual meanings of that word, a little 
earlier. For an advertisement in the Newcastle Chronicle of 
June 20, 1796, invites claimants upon the estate of John Hall, 
* sole proprietor of the business lately carried on imder the firm 
of Hall and Elliot,^ to send particulars to William and Elizabeth 
Hall, his executors. The Courant and the printing business 
belonging to it were sold to Edward Walker. 

THE AKENHEADS. 

In the last decade of the eighteenth century, David Akenhead, 
descendant of booksellers and stationers of that name formerly 
upon Tyne Bridge, added to his other occupations that of letter- 
press printer. 

He first appears as a bookseller in 1772; his adventure into 
typography dates from 1790, when he brought out Whitehead's 
fourth directory of Newcastle and a poll book of that year's 
borough election. Then, having taken his sons into partnership, 
he issued a reprint of Ralph Gardiner's England's Grievance 
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Discovered in Relation to the Coal Trade, and printed that invalu- 
able vade viecum of the mariner and the merchant — Hilton's 
Shipowner s Manual, The firm of David Akenhead and Sons 
soon formed a wide, and no doubt profitable, connection among 
commercial houses in the town and neighbourhood. For they 
sold * sea charts, pilots, Neptunes and waggoners for all parts 
of the known world by the best authors; quadrants, compasses, 
telescopes for day or night; epitomes of navigation, seamen's 
assistants, log books, journal books, manifests, seamen's articles 
and affidavits, bills of lading, maps, prints and every other article 
of stationaiy {sic) ; a great variety of books in ditferent branches 
of literature and genuine patent medicines of all kinds.' When 
the eighteenth century went out they were among the foremost 
tradesmen in their line, and the name of Akenhead remained 
over the shop on the Sandhill until the nineteenth century was 
half a century old.^** 

JOSEPH WHITFIELD, 1780-1800. 

Marshall Vesey, stationer, etc., at Darlington (one of the 
Teseys of Coniscliffe, married to a daughter of Patrick 
Sanderson, the famous Durham bookseller), finding his business 
on the banks of the Skerne unprofitable, came to Newcastle in 
June, 1777, and uniting his fortunes with those of Joseph 
Whitfield, assistant to Joseph Atkinson, Groat market, opened 
a shop at the north end of Tyne Bridge, under the name and 
style of Vesey and Whitfield. The partnership seems to have 
been disscdved about 1780. 

In January, 1788, Whitfield announced that owing to the 
demolition of his Tyne Bridge shop, he was removing to the 
east side of the Sandhill till it could be rebuilt. Two years 
later, in December, 1790, he advertised The Ladies Complete

His name appears also on two or three reports and surveys in 
connection with a local movement to make canals from Tyneside 
instead of railroads, but upon only two of them (1795 and 1797) as 
printer. In 1798, however, he figures as both printer and seller 
of three sermons by the Kev. John Clark of St. John's chapel, 
Weardale, and in 1799, upon The Vocal Misvelhanj, a JJG-page 
booklet of songs, the same imprint occurs. It would seem, 
therefore, that in 1797 he set up a printing press on his own 
account. In any case his career was but short. On January 
2(i, 1800, he died In the fifty-third year of his age.2» 



Having brought Newcastle typography down to the eve of 
the nineteenth century, it is unnecessaiy to describe firms which 
began business at the very close of the period and belong to the 
succeeding generation. Such were Edward Walker of the 
Courant, John Mitchell of the Tyne Mercury and Vint and 
Anderson, publishers of the Impartial History of Newcastle, 

It will be sufficient to note, in conclusion, that when the 

^' Mr. Bell describes Whitfield as a violent politician who distinguished 
himself, in 1793, by running counter to popular sentiment. Great controversy 
had been created by certain bills brought before Parliament by lord Gren- 
ville, which were stigmatised as * Gagging Bills,' and petitions had been 
sent from Newcastle as elsewhere, against them. Wliitfield prepared a 
counter petition, but obtained the signatures of only three persons, including 
his own. This exposed him to much ridicule and encouraged Charlton 
Nesbit to pin him to the wall in three amusing cartoons. Whitfield, his 
wife, and her parents, Thomas and Catherine Lumley, were buried in Cor- 
bridge churchyard, where a tombstone perpetuates their memory.

A few years ago, Mr. Robert Alexander Peddie of St. 
Bride's Foundation, London, interesting himself in local biblio- 
graphy, began the laborious task of compiling a list of books 
printed in Northumberland and Durham, together with an index 
to pictorial illustrations of Newcastle appearing in books, 
magazines and illustrated papers, down to the end of the nine- 
teenth century. The fiiiit of his labours he generously presented 
to this Society. 

The entries which follow are, for the most part, derived from 
Mr. Peddie's list, but amplified by further investigations, exten- 
sion of titles, collation of pages,^^ and the addition of initials 
indicating local libraries in which the majority of the books 
enumerated are preserved. The labour which these researches 
involved has been lightened by the hearty co-operation of Mr. 
Basil Anderton, B.A., chief librarian, and Mr. R. T. Richardson 
of the reference department. Public Library, Newcastle, and Mr. 
Henry Richardson of the Newcastle Literary and Philosophical 
Society, supplemented by the kindness of Mr. Matthew Mackey, 
the most ardent and successful collector of local literature in 
the North of England, Dr. Clark Burman of Alnwick, another 
industrious gatherer of local books, and Mr. John Gibson of the 
Castle. 

Arranged in chronological order under the year date of issue, 
each publication in the list appears with the following particu- 
lars attached: — (1) The name of the author; (2) the title, which, 
unless especially curious and interesting, appears in condensed 
form ; (3) the size and number of pages ; (4) the name of the 
printer, and (5) within brackets, the initials of the libraries or 
private collections in which the book or booklet may be found.

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II.— ART AND ARCHAEOLOGY: THE THREE 
RICHARDSONS. 

By RicHAKD Welford, M.A., a vice-president of the society. 

[Read on the 29th August, 1906.] 

Prominent among those whose diligent research has enriched 
the treasure-houses of local lore that await the future historian 
of Newcastle, stand three ardent Novocastrians — ^two bix)thers 
and a son — ^who bore the name of Richardson. The elder of 
them, Thomas Miles, was an accomplished artist who painted 
pictures of north country scenery and sketched the crumbling 
memorials of his native town. His brother, Moses Aaron, 
chronologist and collector, printed and published lure tracts, 
historical records, and other literaiy illustrations of oldtime life 
in the northern counties. George Bouchier, son of Moses Aaron, 
joined in the pursuits of both father and uncle, with even deeper 
devotion than theirs to archaeological investigation and anti- 
quariaa discoveiy. Thus co-operating, each of these earnest 
kinsmen laboured with unfailing ptitience and unfaltering zeal 
to the same harmonious end the development of local art and 
the collection of materials for local history. 

THOMAS MILES RICHARDSON. 

Thomas Miles and Moses Aaron Richardson were sons of 
George Richardson, master of the charity school of St. Andrew's 
parish, Newcastle. To that humble position, with its stipend of 
30/. a year and a house, the school master had come from the 
valley of North Tyne, where his forbears had a small landed 
estate. Thomas Miles, eldest son of the family, was born in 
May, 1784, and received his education with the i^est of the boys 
in his father's school. In bis case, Milton's dictum th(it * the 
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childhood shows the man, as morning shows the day/ or as 
Wordsworth more tersely expresses it, ' the child is father of 
the man,' wa,s clearly exemplified. His precocity in drawing 
was so i-emarkable that at the proper age his father bound him 
apprentice to an engraver, whose calling he no doubt considered 
likely to utilize profitably the lad's undoubted talent. Unfortu- 
nately, before he had fully entered upon his new career, or very 
shortly afterwards, his master died, whereupon, no ' set over ' 
being available, he was indentured to a. joiner and cabinet maker. 

Happily, although crushe<l for awhile, his artistic aspirations 
could not be repressed. All the time at his disposal was given 
to the studies upon which his heart was set. Such, indeed, was 
his progress that when, soon after his apprenticeship i-an out, 
his father die<l, he was able to take the old schoolmaster s place, 
and to supplement the modest income derived from it by paint- 
ing on his o\^Ti account and teaching drawing to others. Seven 
years were spent in this way, and then, resigning the post of 
dominie, he launched himself int^o the profession of his earliest 
choice. 

Mingling with his love of art was a deopseated admiration 
of the picturesque features of his native town, and a profound 
reverence for those inner and surrounding objects of antiquity 
which, in various stages of neglect and decay, had sui*vived the 
wrecks of time. Hence his chief delight was to paint local 
scenery, to sketch local ruins, and ijo illustrate incidents in 
local history. The first picture of his that gained admission to 
the exhibitions of the Royal Academy was an example of this 
ruling passion — * A view of the Old Fish Market ' of Newcastle. 
It appeared in the academy exhibition of 1814, only a year or 
so after he had entirely abandoned the ferule for the brush. 
Flattered by this official recognition of his ability, he was 
more than ever determined to persevere in the line he had marked 
out for himself. Thencefoi*ward his skill in selecting local 
objects was only equalled by his dexterity in depicting them, 
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In 1816, in conjunction with William Dixon, he began to 
issue in quarterly parts A Series of Picturesque Views of the 
County of Northumberland, from Original Pictures painted 
expressly for this Work, intending, as the prospectus fui-ther 
states, to produce a volume ' illustrative of the antient Relics 
with which this County abounds . . . worthy the attention 
of the Antiquary, the admirer of Picturesque Scenery, the Topo- 
grapher and the Connoisseur/ The enterprise was not success- 
ful ; only three parts appeared. But nothing daunted by failure 
he published, six years later, under the general title of 
Richardson's Northern Scenery, a * Selection of Views in that part 
of the Border lying between the Tees and the Tweed/ In 1826 
he issued about fifty etchings of antiquities in Newcastle, and a 
number of lithographs, illustrating streets and scenes in the town 
and neighbourhood. That work was followed, in 1838, by 
Castles of the English and Scottish Borders, another brief and 
unsuccessful adventure. To (\)llard\s Vieivs in Newcastle he con- 
tributed four plates, and to W. Sidney Gibson's sumptuous 
volumes on Tynemouth monastery he funiishe<l the ten etchings 
by which that work is adorned. 

Meanwhile, he was vigorously painting the same class of 
subject in oils. In 1822, co-operating with another local artist, 
H. P. Parker, he opened the first fine art exhibition in the North 
of England. It was held at his own house in Brunswick Place, 
and contained sixteen of his paintings, of which only four related 
to scenes outside of the northern district. Twenty similar exhibi- 
tions followed, five at his own house and most of the remainder 
in the Academy of Ai-ts, Blackett Street. To these he con- 
tributed the remarkable number of two hundred and eighty pic- 
tures, in oils, water colours, sepia, etc., the majority being dis- 
tinctly local, that is, relating to Northumberland, Durham, and 
Cumberland, among which scenes in Newcastle and upon Tyne- 
side predominat-efl. Two of his paintings, * Newcastle from 
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Gateshead Fell' and 'The Side, with the Annual Procession of 
the High Sheriff of Jforthuraberland going* to meet the Judges,' 
were purchased by the Corporation of Newcastle; others adorn 
the houses of Newcastle citizens, country squires, and art 
connoisseurs throughout the northern counties. 

After forty years incessant work this ardent illustrator of 
local history laid aside his brush. He died on the 7th March, 
1848, leaving sons who won repute in their father's profession. 
One of them, Henry Burden Richai-dson, painted sixty-four 
pictures to illustrate Dr. Bnice's history of the Roman Wall. 



MOSES AARON RICHARDSOX. 

Nine years younger than his brother the artist, Moses Aaron 
Richardson was brought up in the paternal school, having for 
fellow scholar and companion Richard Grainger, famed in after 
years as the re-builder of Newcastle. His occupation in early 
youth does not appear, but as he approached manhood, stimu- 
lated by his brother's energy in delineating local objects, he 
applied himself to a kindred task, that of obtaining materials 
for the elucidation of local chronology, heraldry and family 
history. With this object in view he extracted notes of departed 
worthies and passing events from the newspapers, copied monu- 
mental inscriptions and heraldic devices in the churches, and 
thus possessed himself of a huge collection of out-of-the-way 
matters which the general historian overlooked or neglected. 

When he was five and twenty years old, namely, in 1818, he 
ventured into authorship. A modest brochure of thirty-four octavo 
pages, entitled A Collectian of Armorial Bearings, Inscriptions, 
etc., in the Parochial Church of St, Andrew, Newcastle, formed 
his first essay. It contained a drawing of the church by his 
elder brother, twenty-three plates of arms and a list of ninety- 
three subscribers. Encouraged by the compjuutive success of 
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this effort he projected a similar book dealing with the church 
of St. Nicholas. A hundred and twenty-eight north countrymen 
having agreed to purchase it, the work, containing a hundred 
plates of arms and numerous woodcuts, was issued in two volumes 
in 1820. Four yeai-s later he published a companion volume, 
illustrating the armorial bearings of the Newcastle Incorporated 
Companies who, having no grants of arms themselves, had copied 
the shields and mottoes of the London Companies. 

From bookmaking to bookselling is an easy transition. At 
the top of Pilgrim vStreet, stretching away west to Newgate 
Street, a new thoroughfare was begun in 1824, to which, in 
honour of a great local family, was given the name of Blackett 
Street. Thi-ee yeara later, at No. 5 in the new street, Moses 
Aaron Richardson appears in the local directory as a bookseller, 
stationer, music and print seller, eolourman to artists and picture 
frame makers, who tempted fellow townsmen to his shop by the 
added attraction of a circulating library, and an agency for the 
sale of lottery tickets. Some time afterwards he removed to the 
south-eastern comer, where Blackett Street unites with Pilgrim 
Street, and there, with an entrance in the latter street and 
windows in both thoroughfares, he added to his bookselling 
business that of a printer and publisher. 

Absorbed in these various callings he laid aside his pen for 
a while. Beyond the letterpress to his brother's Castles of the 
English and Scottish Borders he contributed nothing to local 
literature till 1837, when, in the double capacity of compiler and 
publisher, he issued from his press at Pilgrim Street corner a 
Directory of Newcastle and Gateshead, 

Meanwhile, Mr. Grainger was re-edifying the town, and upon 
the completion of Grey Street, or when Grey Street was approach- 
ing completion, Moses Aaron Richardson removed his business. 
He selected, as the most suitable site for new developments in 
printing and publishing, a shop on the east side of Grey Street, 
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neai' the top (adjoining the Victoria Rooms), which at that date 
bore the number 44. Reviving a practice of the early printers 
and booksellers he put a sign over his shop door, adopting for 
that purpos? a life-size carving of the fine * Head of a River God 
- -the l^ne ' which adorns the seccmd volume of Brand's History 
of Newcastle. 1 pon eveiy publication issued by him in after 
years a cut of this sign appears. People still living aver that 
the face of the figuie, deprived of hirsute appendages, bore no 
mean resemblance to his own. 

At an early period of his career Mr. Richardson had formed 
the idea of writing a histoi-y of his native town. Eneas 
Mackenzie had forestalled him in 1827, but now% when his old 
schoolfellow Richard Grainger had completely transformed 
Newcastle, the time appeared favourable for a thoroughly up-to- 
date record of its progress. He, therefore, issued a prospectus, 
tempting the public with his brother's etchings and innumerable 
woodcuts as illustrations to the work. But the public, contented 
with Mackenzie, smiled at flu*> wooing and declined to be won. ITie 
materials collected, or scmie of them, were thereupon utilized in 
a Descriptive Companion throv^h Newcastle'iipon-Tyne and Gates- 
head — an illustrated book of 8()0 pages issued in 18^18 on the 
occasion of the first visit of the British Association to Newcastle, 
and re-published in 184(), when the Royal Agricultural Society 
held their annual show in the town. 

T\Tiile Moses Aaron Richardson was preparing his early 
volumes of armorial bearings, and Eneas Mackenzie was com- 
piling his history, John Sykes, an industrious bookseller at the 
bottom of Pilgrim Street, sent out a volume of Local Records or 
historical events occumng in Norihumberland and Durham. 
The book made its appearance in 1824, and becoming popular 
was re-issued in 18'J'{ in two volumes. As this was the identical 
line in which he had been working from boyhood, Mr. Richardson 
conceived the idea of bringing out a much more comprehensive 
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trork, to include local legend and storj-, ballad and song. lender 
the title of The Local Historian\'i Table Book he began to issue 
the publication in parts, and it went on till 1840. When com- 
pleted it fcmned eight volumes, royal octavo, five of them 
histcjrical and three legendary, illustrated by over eight hundred 
cuts. Many of the papers in the legendary division were issued 
separately, and about fifty of them, gathered together in a 
volume, were published under the title of Stray Leaves of 
Northern History and Tradition. 

The publication of The Local Histor.ians Table Book procured 
for Moses Aai-on Richardson admission to the council of our 
society. His colleagues there were men of eminence in various 
depai-tmenis of research, such a« John Clayton, Sir Cuthbert 
Sharp, John CoUingwood Bruce, AVilliam Sidney Gibson, John 
Fenwick and Thomas Bell. His acquirements justified the sidec- 
tion, and recognising the compliment, he retume<l it by present- 
ing to the Society five of the banners which hung in the great 
hall of the castle at that time and by designing and helping to 
complete the remainder. 

The next literary enterprist* to which he devoted himself was 
the issue of a beautiful series of Reprints of Rare Tracts^ etc., 
illustrating the histoiy and antiquities of the northern counties. 
These charming booklets, printed in crown octavo, with illumin- 
ated dedications and coloured initials, were completed in seven 
volumes at the price of seven guineas. 

With the publication of tbe Reprints the local career of 
Moses Aaron Richardson came to an end. Disappointed by the 
comparative failure of his undei-takings, he handed over the 
business to his eldest son, George Bouchier, and early in 1850 
emigrated with the rest of his family to the colony of Vict<>ria. 
At Prahan, a suburb of Melbourne, he obtained a situation as 
rate collector, and there on the 2nd of August, 1871, he died. 
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GEORGE BOUCHIER RICIIARDSOX. 

Bom amid these family suiTOundings — his uncle devoted to 
local art and his father absorbed in local g^enealogy — George 
Bouchier, eldest son of Moses Aaron Richardson, cultivated the 
tastes and followed the habits of his seniors. By the one he was 
taught to draw and to paint, by the other he was trained to the 
craft of printing, by his own ingenuity he acquired the art of 
wood engraving. His uncle's teaching made him an artistic 
printer, his father's literary activities imbued him with a love 
of local history and antiquities, his own genius added other 
accomplishments, and thus, by the time he arrived at man's 
estate, he had become a most useful auxiliary in the various 
enterprises which his father had taken in hand. 

To what extent the young typographer assisted in the produc- 
tion of The Local Historian's Table Boole is not known. Bom in 
the closing days of the year 1822,^ he wa^s approaching his six- 
teenth year when the first number of that work was issued from 
his father's printing office. There can be little doubt that in 
the compilation and arrangement of the local annals which fomj 
the five historical volumes, he collaborated; to the legendary 
division, later on, it is known that he contributed, for two of 
the stories in that part of the work bear his name, that is, a 
chapter on * Local Fairies,^ and the tale of * The Monk's Stone,' 
near Tynemouth. Here and there, in turning over the pages of 
both divisions, the eye lights upon woodcuts crude in design and 
rough in execution. These, it is pretty certain, were the young 
man's early efforts in book illustration. Townsmen who 
remember him in his youth state that he was mightily proud of 
his achievements in Bewick's art. No wonder, therefore, that 

' Baptized at St. Andrew's Church, Newcastle, George Bouchier, son of 
Moses Aaron Richardson, yeoman, and Anne his wife, December 22, 1822. From 
St. Andrew's Begister, communicated by the Rev. Canon Lister, D.D., vicar. 
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in the Newcastle Directoiy for 1844 he wa,s entered separately 
as carrying on at his father's shop, 44, Grey Str?et, the business 
of an * engraver on wood.' 

By the time the Table Book was completed, the self-taught 
engraver had acquired that gracefulness in design and facility in 
execution which persevering study and ardent practice usually 
bring. T\Tien, therefore, the Reprints of Rare Tracts were begun 
he was able to devise the beautiful illuminated dedications and 
coloured initials which characterize the series. Stimulated by 
a society specially formed to encoui-age it, Newcastle had for long 
enjoyed the luxury of good printing, but the highly ornate style 
adopted in the Reprints was new — a fresh charm added to typo- 
graphical excellence. 

In these tracts George liouchier found scope for his literary 
attainments also. Beginning in 1844 with the reprint of a letter 
from a Newcastle alderman (written in 1()40) he contributed pre- 
faces and annotations to eight of the series, carefully edited two 
of them, and to another added a life of the author. One of the two 
which bear his name as editor is, from a local point of view, the 
most valuable of the set. It is entitlecl. Extracts from the 
Municipal Accounts of Newcastle-upon-Tyne (1501-1080), and is 
the only record we possess of the doings of the municipal authori- 
ties during the reigns of the Tudors and the Stuarts. To these 
extracts, made by a literary aldenuan named Hoi'nby in the latter 
end of the eighteenth century, * George,' as he was familiarly 
called, added many pages of notes explanatory of names and 
places, scenes and incidents mentioned in the text. Among them 
are descriptions of the Forth (now covered by the Central Railway 
Station and its adjuncts), the playground and health resort of 
the citizens for many generations; Ancient Punishments, 
Witches, and Seminai-y Priests; the Drama and Music; Visit 
of the King of Sweden ; Ambasstvdorial Progresses through New- 
castle; Municipal Elections in Olden Times; Reception of the 
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Judges, etc., forming altogether a most valuable and interesting 
collection of facts relating to what may be called the byways of 
local history. 

While the Reprints were passing through the press George 
Bouchier issued his first separate publication — a guide to that 
portion of the new railway from London to Scotland which 
united Newcastle and Berwick. Published in 184G, the book 
was designed, as the wiiter carefully explains, to occupy agree- 
ably the time which * from the incessant rumbling of the car- 
riages on their onward passage cannot possibly be devoted to 
conversation ' ! 

About the same time, working in conjunction with his father, 
he revived the paternal project of publishing a new histoiy of 
Newcastle. A glowing prospectus announced the propo8e<l pub- 
licaticm as the joint pmduction of ' M. A. Ilichanlson, Member 
of the Society of Antiquaries, Newcastle, and George Bouchier 
Richardson, Associate of the British Archaeological Association,' 
to be issued in seventy-five fortnightly divisions, forming three 
massive volumes of six hundred pages each, demy (luarto, with 
nearly one hundred etchings on copper and three hundnnl engrav- 
ings on wood. But the people of the north country to whom 
the prospectus appealed again refused to l>e tempted. They were 
interested in coal and iron, in shipping and railroads, in house- 
building and beerbrewing; of local history they had enough, 
perhaps more than enough. Thus once more the proposal to 
publish an up-to-date account of the town fell upon stony places ; 
once more the family ambition failed to realize its cherished 
object. 

It was in 1848 that George Bouchier Richardson became 
a member of our Society. Having already used his pen in 
the elucidation of antiquarian matters, he enterwl intf) the 
Society's operations with considerable zeal and fervour. The 
old series of the Archaeologia Aeliana, which enshrines in four 
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portly quartos the early writings of the Society's founders and 
promoters, contains three of his contributions. One of them, 
*An Attempt to Indicate the Site of the Roman Station at 
Newcaatle-upon-Tyne, and the Course of the Wall through that 
Town,' deals with a question that has been much debated, and 
is even yet undetermined. The other papers are * An Account 
of the Discovery of some Relics in the Western Suburbs of pons 
AELH,' and *A Muster of the Fencible Inhabitants of Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne in the year 1539, derived from the Original in the 
Rolls Chapel; preceded by some obeervations on the System of 
Watch and Ward,' and followed by four or five pages of 
biographical and historical notes. 

At that period of the Society's history only a select number 
of the papers read at the monthly meetings appeared in the 
Archaeologia. In the annual reports are notices of many com- 
munications read to the members which never attained to the 
dignity of print. Among them were two or three by George 
Bouchier Richardson on such subjects as * The Great Gates of 
the Wall of Newcastle and the Towers of the Wall,' * The Intro- 
duction of the Art of Glass Making upon the Tyne in the Early 
Part of the Seventeenth Century,' and * Visitations of Plague 
and Pestilence in the Northern Counties.' 

Closely following upon his admission into the little band of 
Tyneside antiquaries came his dehd as a lecturer. Gateshead 
Mechanics' Institute in his day was a centre of local culture and 
self instruction, and there, during the winter session 1848-49, he 
lectured upon * Life in Towns during the Mediaeval and Later 
Ages,' deriving his facis and illustrations from the municipal 
records of Newcastle and the early annals of the County Palatine 
of Durham. In the ensuing winter he appeared upon the plat- 
form of the Newcastle Literary and Philosophical Society, and 
in a series of three lectures on * Newcastle-upon-Tyne : Its 
Memorabilia and Characteristics ' described the town (1) in the 
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days of chivalry, (2) in the days of the Stuarts, and (3) in its 
several aspects of the old boronarh, the old merchant life and 
apprenticeship, the old corporate body, old streets and mansions, 
and the ancient amusements of the burgesses. Townspeople who 
did not care to buy books about Newcastle flocked to the lecture 
halls to hear the story of the town orally told ; those who declined 
to receive local history in massive volumes cheerfully accepted 
it in driblets from the public platform. 

It is to be regretted that apart from the fuf^itive reports of 
the local press no attempt wa« made to preserve these lectures. 
For, while he was preparing- and delivering them, nothing from 
his pen obtained publicity beyond a booklet entitled Memormls 
of the Floods in the Rivers of Northumherland and Durham from 
1199 to 1845, illustrated by 48 woodcuts, chiefly taken from the 
Table Booh, and a few unimportant questions and answers which 
appear in the first two or three volumes of Notes and Queries. 

After Bis father's departure to Australia*, taking a shop 
beneath the offices of his friend and brother antiquary, Mr. 
John Fenwick, attorney, George Bouchier removed the estab- 
lishment from Grey Street to Clayton Street. There he set up 
the carved head, and advertising himself as a printer, publisher, 
bookseller, etc., ' at the sign of the River God Tyne, Printer 
to the Society of Antiquaries, and to the Typographical Society, 
both of Newcastle-upon-Tyne,' he endeavoured to combine 
artistic printing with literary composition and the selling of 
books and stationery. Thither his antiquarian friends bent 
their steps ; thither went all those who desired to see their pro- 
ductions brightened by the chromotypography of the Reprints, 
Very pretty, not to say beautiful, was the work he produced. 
Among the best specimens of it are the numerous poetical works 
of Vicar Coxe; Longstaffe's Martial Mottoes and Hotise of 
Clervatix] the first edition of Dr. Bruce's Roman Wall; 
Dunham's Slogans; Dickson's History of Alnmmdh and the 
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historical pamphlets of Mr. John Fenwick. Fortunate is the 
collector who possesses largo paper copies of publications with 
coloured title pages and rubricated borders bearing the imprint 
of George Bouchier Richardson. 

The young printer and bookseller (he was only twenty-seven 
years old) started business with a goodly array of intentions. He 
announced the early publication of books from his own pen on 
* The Sojourning and Captivity of Charles I. in Newcastle ' ; 
' Northumbrian Men and Manners in Days Gone By ' ; * A Leaf 
from the Rebellion of Forty Five ' ; Royal Visits to Newcastle 
from the Earliest Period to the Present Time ' ; * Some Account 
of the Miracle or Corpus Christi Plays as performed in New- 
castle-upon-lYne ' ; * Sepulchral and other Memoriak within 
the Old Church of All Saints from a MS. of 1G79'; * The 
Colvilles of Newca.stle and AVhite House, one of whom became 
Countess of Tankerville ' ; and * The Cays of Newcastle, North 
Charlton and Edinburgh.' None of these ever saw the light. 
AVhat he did publish in his own name as editor or author were, 
in 1851, a Life of Mrs. Dorothy Lawson of St. Anthony s, from 
an old MS. by Father Palmer, with an elaborate pe<ligree of the 
Lawson family, and, in 1852, an expansion of a paper read to 
the Society of Antiquaries entitled Plague and Pestilence in the 
North of England from the earliest period, with a sketch of the 
sanitary condition of Newcastle during the Middle Ages. 

In August, 1852, the Archaeological Institute of Great 
Britain and Ireland held its annual meeting in Newcastle, and 
George Bouchier Richardson received the appointment of local 
publisher to the society. He conducted the members round the 
walls of the town, explaining and illustrating aa they went 
along, and was * guide, philosopher, and friend ' among the 
gabled houses and panelled interiors of the Side, the Sandhill, 
the Close and the Quay. In the section of antiquities, with 
the President, Lord Talbot de Malahide in the chair, he read a 
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paper on * The Topography of Ancient Newcastle,' illustrating 
it, as recorded in the local press, by his own drawings and by 
John Storey's beautiful picture of the town as it is supposed to 
have existed in the reign of Queen Elizabeth. Lord Talbot, in 
proposing a vote of thanks to the reader, observed that the 
paper was * one of the most valuable contributions they had had 
to the topographical history of this county.' 

With the advent of the year 1854, the Northern Tribune 
started upon its brief and chequered career, and among the 
writers which the late Mr. Joseph Cowen, the proprietor and 
editor, gathered round him was George Bouchier Richardson. 
For the Tribune he wrote three instalments of a paper on * The 
Mosstroopers of the Borders,' and probably contributed the 
article which appears in the first number on the * Beard Move- 
ment' of which, at a period when everybody shaved, and a 
bearded man was a curiosity, he was a leading apostle. 

By this time he had discovered that, in his case at least, the 
pursuit of archaeology and art in Newcastle was not attended by 
commercial success; in other words that his business abilities 
were inferior to the rest of his acquirements. His friend, 
Andrew Bertram, editor of the Newcastle Chronicle, had com- 
missioned him to write a series of articles on the industries of 
the district, and three of them, headed * The Workshops of the 
Tyue,' duly appeared. But, like the * Mosstroopers ' in the 
Tribune, the * Workshops ' in the Chronicle were destined never 
to be finished. The author, finding it impossible to make ends 
meet in Newcastle, determined to follow his father. The same 
number of the Chronicle (May 2G, 1854) which contained the 
third instalment of the * Workshop ' series, published an 
advertisement announcing a valedictory banquet in his honour. 
Upon Whit Tuesday, the Gth of June following, the Royal Hotel, 
in Grainger Street, was the scene of the awaygoing ceremony. 
Mr. AVilliam Newton (father of the present Aldeiman Newton) 
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presented him with a purse of gold, while other friends sang 
songs and made eulogistic speeches. By his departure, Mr. 
Xewton remarked, Newcastle would lose the man who, by inclin- 
ation and study, was best fitted to be her local historian, adding, 
with classic humour, an observation that the guineas presented 
to him were as unworthy of his abilities and character as the 
ten talents which the Athenians presented to Herodotus. Briefly 
replying, the parting guest regretted the necessity which com- 
pelled him to join his parents in Australia, but indulged a hope 
that at some future day his researches might prove of use, and 
his name turn up in connexion with a local history worthy of 
the town. 

Shortly after this public leavetaking the emigrant set sail 
for the Antipodes. He arrived at Melbourne in the autumn 
and, being a practical printer acquainted with journalism, soon 
found employment as proof reader in the office of the Melbourne 
Age, and obtained the secretaryship of the Melbourne Mechanics' 
Institute. From these small beginnings he rose to the succes- 
sive sub-editorships of the Geelong Daily News and the Ballarat 
Star, and finally to the editorial chair of the Wallaroo Times in 
South Australia. In 1874, after twenty years' experience of 
antipodean journalism, he settled in Adelaide. There he taught 
drawing and painting in water colours till his death, which 
occurred on the 28th November, 1877, at the age of fifty-five. 

The hope regretfully expressed by Geoi'ge Bouchier 
Richardson at his awaygoing banquet has never been realized. 
The researches to which he devoted the early part of his life 
have been useful to subsequent compilers and annalists, but a 
* local history worthy of the town ' remains to be written. In 
our library are two large folio volumes of sketches made by 
him, one of them depicting old streets, ancient buildings and 
hidden comers of the town, the other preserving the prominent 
features of antiquities in various parts of Northumberland and 
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Durham. Four quarto volumes of crowded MS. stored on our 
shelves attest his energy in copying the burial registers of the 
four parish churches of Newcastle, while private collectors 
possess voluminous transcripts in his handwriting Ifrom the 
books of the Incorporated Companies, and abstracts of deeds 
relating to the hereditary descent or commercial transference 
of local property. Illustrated by pen and ink copies of seals 
and facsimiles of signatures, these abstracts are among the 
cherished possessions of their present owners. Whosoever cares 
to examine painstaking and conscientious work of this nature 
will find it exemplified in extracts from one of the MSS. which 
appear in the Archaeologia Aeliatia, vol. xix., pp. 223-42. 

Other MSS. which the young Novocastrian left behind him 
contain material for pedigree making, in which troublesome 
pursuit he was an expert. With Sir Cuthbert Sharp and 
W. H. D. Longstaffe he collaborated in tracing missing links 
of local genealogy; to both of them his services were always 
available when family history had to be ferreted out of local 
registers, court rolls and records of trading companies. Sir 
Cuthbert, editing among the Reprints a * Diary of Mark 
Browell,' mentions * the indefatigable zeal and industry of Mr. 
M. A. llichardson and his son George, the future historians of 
Newcastle,' while Mr. Longstaffe, in his History of Darlington, 
part of which was printed at the Richardson press in Clayton 
Street, records the * able agency ' of his co-worker, * who grudged 
his friend no amount of labour where his excellent abstracts 
were likely to elucidate a subject.' 

One cherished souvenir of his life and work in Newcastle 
the expatriated historian took with him. It was a portfolio con- 
taining a series of sketches in water-colour, sepia, pen and ink 
and pencil of the disappearing walls, towers and gates of his 
native town. Some of the drawings were made by his uncle, 
T. M. Ilichardson, others by Ralph Waters, but the majority 
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by himself. In his new home, under sunnier skies than Tyne- 
side gave him, he wrote appropriate historical and descriptive 
narrative to the collection, bound it up in a portly volume for 
publication and waited — waited in vain — for a publisher. And 
now, by one of those sti^anj^e mutations which sometimes happen, 
this noble work, with its hundred sketches and elaborate MS. 
text, has found its way back to the scene of its inception. Fifty 
years have passed over and the daring enterprise of a publisher 
is still lacking to the mngnnm ojnis of George Bouchier 
Richardson. 
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III.— THE BLACK DEATH IN THE PALATINATE 
OF DURHAM.

[Read on the. 28th November, 1900.] 

It is only within the past fifty years that historians have 
realized the important part played in the history of our country 
by the great pestilence of 1348-9. In the early numbers of 
the Fortnightly Review — in 1865 — there were articles on the Black 
Death by Mr. Frederick Seebohm and Mr. Thorold Rogers. Both 
agreed upon the importance of the calamity but diflfere<l some- 
what as to the rate of mortality. Afterwards the Rev. Augustus 
Jessop investigated the ravages of the Plague in East Anglia 
and abbot Gasquet devoted considerable industry and ability 
to a general survey of our available evidence. Curiously enough, 
he gives but the most cursory glance at this district, and, although 
he evidently knew of the existence of the bishop's Court Rolls, 
he only dips into them or else quotes at secondhand from some 
authority I have been unable to identify. 

Some time ago I was asked to write the article on the Social 
and Economic History of Durham for the forthcoming Victoria 
County History volume, and I hope in this, and perhaps other, 
papers to give in more detail the results of my investigation of 
the manuscript evidence. In this paper I propose to deal with 
the Black Death. 

The Black Death is said to have taken its rise in China about 
1333. Pestilence was always latent then as now in the squalid 
cities of the east, and a series of earthquakes and other natural 
phenomena intensified the normal overcrowding by terror, and 
terror rendered men easier victims. And indeed the aspect of a 
plague-smitten person was terrible. Dark purple blotches ap- 
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peared on the skin, the outward sign of a thoroughly disordered 
blood and tissues, and even before the plague arrived men were 
terrified by stories of the fetid mist that went before it like a 
pillar of cloud. In Europe, too, the earth quaked in an uneasy 
fashion and the light of the heavens took strange hues. Along 
the caravan routes the plague ran like wildfire and men's terror 
can be understood when we read of the earthquakes that desolated 
Italy and Greece in 1348, or of the icebergs that formed about 
the once green isle of Iceland. Iceland remained after this a 
land of lava and snow, but Greenland was cut off entirely from 
the mother country by ice-barriers, which men may not even 
yet pierce with impunity. 

In August, 1348, the plague first made its appearance in 
England in the neighbourhood of Weymouth. Soon every town 
had its plague pit. The story of the visitation in the midlands 
and south is told ably and picturesquely in Social England ^ 
and from it we must fill in the outlines given to us for Durham. 
The plague was at Norwich by January, 1349, and it had entered 
Durham by the end of the following July. The miserable in- 
habitants narrowly escaped a Scottish invasion at the same time. 
The Scots were gloating over the miseries of their neighbours 
and invented a new oath, * By the foul death of the English.' 
They gathered in Selkirk forest in their thousands, but before 
the raid could take place the pestilence broke out among them 
and ravaged Scotland as severely almost as England. 

We can fix the outbreak of the pestilence in Durham very 
closely, but it is less easy to say which place was first attacked. 
Under ordinary circumstances we should expect to find it travel- 
ling along the great roads and entering by way of Darlington or 
Stockton. However, this view has given place in my mind to the 
belief that the pestilence entered by sea either at Sunderland 
or Hartlepool, probably the former, although, of course, the 
latter port could not escape long.

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The story, as we read it even in the dry records of the 
halmotes, is dramatic. The hishop's Court Rolls, which alone 
survive for the year 1349, tell us that the yeafs preceding the 
plague had been most prosperous. Volume xn. of the cursitor s 
records becins with a mutilated record of the January halmote 
of 1349, the earliest extract. We see the steward counting his 
srains and enrolling the increased rents from the mills and the new 
rents for fresh holdings. He even begins the summer halmote 
without a qualm in July, 1349, although he must have known 
that the plague was raging south of the Humber. On Tuesday, 
July 14th, he opens the sittings at Chester-le-Street and the 
peasantry, cut ofP from the outer world, take the few vacant lands 
that are open, not knowing how near death is. Little business 
is transacte<l, and it is probably in the evening of Tuesday that 
he arrives at the next centre — Hough ton-le-Spring. Here an 
unpleasant surprise awaited him. No one would fine for any 
land in the hands of the lord, at the halmote held next day, 
Wednesday. They had heard that the pestilence had come into 
the bishopric at last and they feared that it would reach their 
village soon. The steward was not unreasonable and he issued 
a common or general proclamation dealing with the refusals, to 
hold good ' until God should bring some remedy,' as he piously 
puts it. We know from the sequel that the proclamation tried 
to re-assure the frightened peasantry and promised them 
remissions of rent which were allowed next year. 

If we can press the curious dog-latin to its literal meaning, 
the steward actually found the pestilence the next day (Thursday) 
at Easington, apparently just introduced. At Houghton the 
refusals to fine were for fear of the pestilence {pro timore pestil- 
enciae) ; at Easington we are told that the refusals were on account 
of the pestilence {propter pestihnciam). We are repeatedly told 
of the poverty of the Easington villagers, both now and later on, 
and there seems to have been already a previous misfortune, 
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the eflfects of which were heightened by this new pestilence. 
First we are told that on account of the pestilence all refused 
to pay the usual fine for vacant lands. One man was constrained 
to take over a holding which had been destined for him at the last 
halmote, but he only paid the nominal fine of 6d., and the two 
other transactions referred to were of a special nature; in one 
case a man took over the land of his father and in the other 
apparently the land of his father-in-law. After each case occurs 
a formula explaining that the pestilence and poverty were respon- 
sible for the low fine. One of the men was said to be on the 
point of leaving the bishopric altogether if he got the chance. 
The steward's perplexity can be read in the bad Latin — less intel- 
ligible even than usual — in which he explains that if he did not 
accept these low fines he could not let the land at all. He tells 
us that even his proclamation had no effect. They would not 
work the land at the reduced rent, they would not agree to take 
the land, even if they escaped the pestilence, and no conditions 
reassured them. The steward adds a reflection that after all it 
is better to let these lands at a low fine than to allow them to lie 
fallow — the only alternative. 

And then comes the surprise. The steward went on to 
Middleham on the Friday and to Stockton on the Saturday. At 
each of these halmotes the tenants paid the usual fines, regard- 
less of the plight of Easington, with which there was little inter- 
course. Only in one place besides Houghton and Easington do we 
find anything that points to the Black Death. Under Wearmouth, 
at the Houghton halmote, we are told that Agnes, wife of AValter, 
is fined for brewing against the assize, and the roll refers to four 
other offenders who have died ' mendicanter,' in poverty or 
miserably. Both Houghton and Easington were in close con- 
nexion with the bishop's borough of AVearmouth and they alone 
show signs of panic. We learn later that Sunderland suffered 
heavily from the pestilence insomuch that Nicholas de Skelton, 
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whey fanned the borough (probably for William of Esh, whose 
steward he was), had to obtain a remission of four marks from 
his firm. We have no record of the pestilence being in south- 
east Durham in July, 1349, and so it is perhaps safe to assume 
that it entered the Palatinate by way of Sunderland. 

This seems the more likely, because the steward proceeded on 
his way to Sadberge, Darlington, Wolsingham and Lanchester, 
finding, in each centre, no difficulty in obtaining tenants. He 
was at Lanchester on Thursday, July 23rd, and the record leaves 
him here somewhat abruptly. There is an ominous blank in 
the records for the rest of the year and no halmote was held in 
November. Probably the pestilence had become generally pre- 
valent by this, for it was certainly raging in the western districts 
in August and September, as the few surviving bailiff rolls show. 

The records now begin to be tantalizing and full of lacunae 
for some months, but when examined and compared are very 
interesting. The prior's rolls are missing for several years about 
this time and we only possess the cursitor s fair copy of the 
bishop's rolls which contains no mention of any halmote until 
April, 1350, when the panic had subsided a little. It is from 
these later entries that we learn of the havoc caused by the 
plague and they are supplemented, so far as the prior's vills are 
concerned, by three very interesting rolls containing ' a list of 
the tenants of the prior, deceased in the first pestilence, who held 
their lands at the will of the lord and not as free tenants.' Prac- 
tically every vill of the prior occurs in this list, and it is quite 
clear that the tenants of the prior and the bishop suffered equally. 

Let us take specimens of the prior's vills. In Billingham 
itselfi forty-seven unfree tenants died, twenty-eight died at 
Wolviston and fifteen at Newton Bewley. The mortality seems 
huge in this quarter, but unfortunately we cannot fix the per 
centage either here or in the other districts. In the Sunderland 
district the prior lost four tenants at Fulwell, eleven at Monk- 
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wearmouth and eight at Southwick. Sixteen died at South 
Shields, eight at Harton and seventeen at Westoe. Jarrow lost 
sixteen, while across the water, WaJlsend and Willington, very 
tiny villages, lost nine and seven unfree tenants respectively. 
A mutilated roll apparently contained the names of the free 
tenants who died, but it is mostly illegible. As to the proportion 
who died, can we assume that the case of the Heworths was 
normal ? Eight died at Over Heworth and thirteen at Nether 
Heworth, twenty-one in all, and a later entry in the prior's roll 
for 1373 tells us that at the Heworths two-thirds of the tenantry 
died. Durham was never thickly populated till last century and 
so we can imagine the situation in 135Q. 

Our information as to the bishop's vills is fuller and yet 
less precise. Approximate mortality returns could be obtained 
by taking out the numbers of the tenants who took land, and 
comparing these figures with similar ones from bishop Hatfield's 
Survey, but there are one or two striking passages in the rolls. 
Under Rowley we find that in June, 1350, only one tenant was 
left. At West Thickley the case was worse. The entry is simply, 
* No tenants come from this vill, for they are dead.* Elsewhere 
the tale is the same, though on a less severe scale. And what 
of those tenants who were alive? Dispirited, terrified and 
threatened with famine, they had no heart to go about their daily 
work and it was quite impossible for them to pay their dues. 
The lowest class of tenants — the nutivi or serfs — ^began to be 
unruly, and a serious outbreak in the Chester ward was narrowly 
averted. Many of the inhabitants of various ranks fled out of 
the bishopric, and in some cases wandered up and down the land, 
driven insane by their fear. At Bold on and many other places the 
steward was told outright that the people simply could not pay 
any rent at all and in some places the peasants said they could 
not work the land, as they were too few and feeble. 

It is to the credit of bishop Hatfield and Sir Thomas Gray, 
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his steward, that they were merciful and kept the promise made 
by the latter in his July proclamation. In June, 1360, the 
steward and the chancellor held a special court in the Durham 
Chancery and there sealed a formidable list of concessions in the 
way of remissions of rent and other dues for the year beginning 
March 20th, 1350. The cursitor^s copy is probably an un- 
finished document, but from it we can gather that the following 
places suffered somewhat severely: — Sunderland, Ryhope, New- 
bottle, Houghton, Easington, Shotton, Cornforth, Sedgefield, 
Wolsingham, Heighington, West Auckland, Bedbum, (perhaps) 
Chester-le-Street, Whickham and Bedlingtonshire. 

These concessions were generally but not always with respect 
to the demesne lands held by the villeins. Other remissions were 
made during the next few months of ordinary rent and dues. 
The peasants who farmed the mills of course suffered heavily 
by the fall in population, and they received remissions for 
many years after. It would tire you were I to quote remis- 
sions at length and so I will only say that because of their poverty 
none of the bondsmen of Easington were fined that year (1350), 
and there are numerous entries in the later rolls with reference 
both to east and west Durham, which show that the bishop had 
very great difficulty in getting any rent at all from some vills. 

I reserve for future papers the story of the disappearance of 
serfdom and the manorial system, both of which were accelerated, 
though perhaps not caused by tlie Black Death. I would just 
point out in conclusion that the essence of economic life before 
the Black Death was co-operation, but when the mortality was 
so great co-operation of the old kind was impossible, and a new 
order had to be born, whose birth cost the nation pains and 
anguish that were not understood. In 1348-1350 the death knell 
of custom was rung, but the bells were ringing in a better tune, 
the new year of liberty, clad, though inevitably, in an icy, 
cheerless garb. 
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The following figures are extracted from certain rolls in the treasury of the 
Dean and Chapter of Durham. 

The first roll bears the reference Loc. 4, No. 146, and is headed * De tenentibus 
prioris mortuis in prima pestilencia qui tenuerunt ad voluntatem et non fuerunt 
liberi tenentes/ t.e., 'Concerning the tenants of the prior who died in the first 
pestilence (usual name for the Black Death) who held at will and were not free 
tenants.'

4, No. 141) is in such a state that we dare only 
present the following incomplete figures with considerable hesitation : —

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IV.-CORSTOPITUM: 

Provisional Report of the Excavations in 1906. 

By C. Leonard Woolley, M.A. 

[Communicated to Mr. P. W. Dendy, V.P., and read on the 

28th November, 1906.] 

CoESTOPmiM lies west of the town of Corbridge on rising 
ground that looks down to the river Tyne. The site seems never 
to have been built upon since Roman times, but has, on the 
other hand, served as a quarry on which Corbridge, Hexham, and 
many of the villages round have drawn for building material from 
Saxon times up to the present day. Tradition, and the ruins 
that until the seventeenth or eighteenth century seem still to 
have stood above ground, pointed to its importance in the past, 
and stray finds, such as the famous Corbridge lanx, have given 
hopes that some relics of that importance might yet be recover- 
able, but notwithstanding this, there has been no systematic 
attempt at archaeological excavation on the site. 

It is unnecessary in a provisional report to discuss the 
references made to Roman Corbridge by ancient authors; the 
only two that bear explicity upon the course of this year's work 
must, however, be summarily considered. Mac Lauchlan, in his 
Survey of the Roman Wall, gives a plan of the outline of the 
station. On its south side he marks a line of existing founda- 
tions, supposed by him to be those of the city wall : it is not 
clear that he actually saw anything above ground and he probably 
relied upon information got from the farmer or farm hands who 
had come upon foundations in ploughing. On the other three 
sides, his boundary line is marked as conjectural only, and was

probably dictated by a survey of the ground contours. As a 
matter of fact, it was found that the position of his southern 
boundary was moderately correct; of the other sides we cannot 
speak as yet. In 1861 Mr. Coulson carried out certain investiga- 
tions upon the site of Corstopitum ; he had the assistance of one 
workman onJy, and his operations were therefore on a somewhat 
limited scale, but the results obtained were apparently of great 
interest. Unfortunately, the plans, reports, and drawings 
made by Mr. Coulson have entirely disappeared, and the only 
record of his work is an inadequate rhund given at second hand 
in Arch, Ael. vi. 18 and 19. 

In 1906 the Northumberland History Committee, being then 
engaged upon the volume dealing with the parish of Corbridge, 
decided to conduct excavations at Corstopitum on a small scale 
with a view to certain definite results, namely, the character of 
the place, whether military or civil, so far as it could be ascer- 
tained — its general outline, and the nature of its defences. The 
landowner, Captain Cuthbert, gave his ready consent to the pro- 
posal and afforded all facilities to the workers; Mr. Haverfield 
undertook to supervise operations, and the first trench was cut 
on the 16th of August. I was in charge for four of the five 
weeks during which di-gging was continued, employing from 
six to nine men; during this time valuable assistance was given 
by Mr. W. H. Knowles, to whom I am indebted for the plans 
that accompany this report, by Mr. R. H. Porster, who is respon- 
sible for the work done on the bridge, by Mr. H. H. E. Craster, 
and by Mr. R. C. Hedley. Mr. Simpson also gave us useful 
help in my absence. 

As there was at the time of starting operations no idea of 
continuing them beyond the present season, efforts were natur- 
ally made to procure within the short time at our disposal the 
maximum of evidence bearing upon the different points of 
interest for the history of the town. Work was therefore sojn^- 
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what more diffuse than would have been the ea&e had a system- 
atic investigution of the whole site been planned from the outset, 
and falls under three sepai'ate headings according as it dealt with 
the town defences, with the buildings, and with the bridge. 

A. — THE TOWN DITCH. 

On th€ first day two trenches were begun with the object of hitting the 
town wall and getting a section of the ditch: one of these failed, so we may 
confine our attention to the other. Trench A (see plan and sections, pp. 165, 
168) was started at a point based on Mac Lauchlan's survey, but eventually 
had to be taken somewhat further south than was at first thought necessary 
before anything definite was reached. The section then obtained was fairly 
well marked, though complicated by the fact that a rough stone drain 
had been brought at an angle across the ditch and at a lower level than it, 
with the result that the earth was disturbed below the line at which un- 
touched soil was to be expected. The ditch itself was about five feet deep 
and thirteen feet wide, the northern slope being considerably steeper than 
that on the south; the drain which was here some four feet south of the 
ditch bottom, was two feet three inches below that bottom, and eleven feet 
two inches below present ground level. On the north lip of the ditch was 
a line of rough stones which at first appeared to be the debris of the city 
wall. A considerable number of building stones were found loose in the 
soil in this neighbourhood, but below them, resting on the untouched river 
g^vel, were these unhewn quarry stones, not mortared or jointed in any way, 
but forming a distinct line that ran at a slight south-west angle across the 
trench. The line of them appeared to be five feet in width, and was followed 
up westwards for some six feet along its south face, if face it could be called, 
for the stones, though piled one on the top of another, presented nothing 
like a building front. Nowhere round were discovered any ^ns of lime 
or mortar. 

North-east of the point at which the ditch had been thus cut two more 
trenches were dug, and in each a section of the ditch obtained (T* I. and 
T. £. on p. 165). The ground-level here was higher, as the ditch had climbed 
up the sharp slope in the middle of the field and was now well on the brow of 
the hill. 

Trench J was next made, nearer to the bridge, and at the southernmost 
point of the line of trenches : it gave a section of Site II., north by south ; 
beyond the south wall of the house was an older line of cobbled way with 
a containing wall, south of which again the river gfravel was only reached 
at a depth of fourteen feet. From the base of the containing wall a layer 
of debris ending in a heap of loose stones showed the ground-level at the

time of the wall's collapse. Close under this fragments of pottery occurred 
in great quantities, getting rarer as the trench was sunk lower, and ceasing 
altogether at a depth of eleven feet. 

Trench K, about half way between the last trench and trench A, was 
very complicated. At the north end two cross-walls, apparently fairly late 
in date, were built upon the gravel. Below, was an empty cist of five 
flagstones, and beyond this lay a mass of boulders— quarry stones, but not 
worked — bonded together by a stalagmite formation* due to the action of 
water and lime from a fallen wall. This rested on a bed of sewerage and 
rubbish, which ran in a tongue under the stones with beneath it a layer 
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of clean clay increasing in thickness inversely to the sewerage. At the bottom 
of all, the gravel lay nearly level with the present surface, and from fourteen 
feet to fourteen feet six inches below it. There was no sign of a ditch. 

In trench M, much the same features appeared, though the quantity of 
water here made operations difficult. Here in the sewerage deposit was a 
wall of rather rough masonry running south-south- west, which wae built on 
a foundation of planks lying on short piles; the water broke up from the 
sand in which these piles were sunk. Here, too, the sewerage tailed down to 

* This formation made a layer over the top of the stones, and penetrated 
between them; below it was a quantity of limonite on the stones. All the 
objects in the sewerage deposit were thickly coated with crystals of vivianite. 
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the south (to the north it was not followed very fai) from a bottom depth of 
thirteen feet four inches to eight feet as the flatter level of the sandy gravel 
beneath it drew close to the present ground surface. In trench L, water 
again hindered operations; the sewerage was practically absent, but the level 
of the gravel, after a rapid fall from a wall face, ran very nearly parallel with 
the present surface (sinking one foot one inch in ten feet six inches) for as 
far as it could be followed. In neither this trench nor the last then was there 
a sign of that ditch which first appears in trench A to the north-east. 

From the evidence, at first sight perhaps rather confusing, 
given by these cuttings, and in particular from the relation of 
the datum line to the various sections on pp. 164 and 165, the 
following conclusions can be obtained. To the east, the ditch 
was cut fairly high up upon the hill, in firm ground, and at some 
little distance from the river; here then it is clearly 
marked. As it runs westwards, with a distinct trend to the 
south, it comes down the hill-side and nearer to the river; its 
actual level is here considerably lower than at its eastern end. 
The natural slope of the ground hero is quite sharp, and before 
the plough had brought down a heavy deposit of soil from the 
hill top, this fall was succeeded by a comparatively level stretch 
of land reaching to the river bank; judging from the quantity 
of water that broke out from quicksand in the trenches at this 
point, the level ground must have been of the nature of a marsh.^ 
Now the line of the town ditch here comes down to the foot of 
the slope, and when it reaches it the ditch itself disappears, 
the reason being that it was unnecessary ; the steep slope on the 
north, with the marsh and the river at its foot, afforded a pro- 
tection quite as sure as that of the ditch proper on the eastern 
hill top. It must be remarked that further west, where 

^ In Prof. Lebour's opinion, the river in Roman times probably made 
a alight bend to the north here, following the contour of the hill between 
trench E and the modem Corbridge; on this hypothesis, if the river itself did 
not reach quite up to the line, KMJj, there would certainly have been no 
great distance between it and that line. ^V.^. — In trench M, the wall shewing 
in the section is built on piles. 
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the Corbum joins the Tyne, the northern abutment of the Roman 
bridge is to be found at a spot now some considerable distance 
inland, separated from the river by a plantation and by the 
medieval Carlisle road ; even allowing for one or two dry piers 
(though floods would affect the flat ground on the south side 
rather than the steep banks here) we may well suppose that the 
river then ran some way north of its present bed.^ It seems that 
when Corstopitum was built the river followed far more nearly 
than it does to-day the footline of the northern hill, both on its 
south -eaat and its south-west flanks ; the bridge in that case would 
have taken the stream practically at right angles, and the town 
would have been directly protected by water along the greater 
part of its southern side. This theory that the ditch ran down- 
hill and disappeared on the low flat ground to the south will 
account for the peculiar feature of trenches K and M, namely, 
the presence in them of the very heavy deposit of black, evil- 
smelling sewage and rubbish. Clearly this represents the 
accumulated filth of the ditch on the whole of the south, or, at 
any rate, on the south-east side of the town, which had run down 
to this, its lowest point, and then formed a sort of tongue against 
the sharply-rising gravel. 

The other question to which the trenches were expected to 
give an answer was that of the existence of a town wall, and here 
it must be admitted that the results were far from satisfactory. 
Briefly, nothing that can be called a town wall has been brought 
to light. It is true that in every trench walls have been found 
close to the north lip of the ditch or on the slope of the steep 
descent to the marsh level; but none of these answers to the 
description required. 

' Within the last fifty years, at a point two or three hundred yards 
hi^^her up stream, the river has changed its course considerably, in so far 
that the piles which then strengthened the south banks now shew pt low water 
rather north of the middle of the river bed. 
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In trench E, at its north end, there are two walls running east by west, 
not in the same line, and with broken ends and no apparent connexion 
between them; they are twenty-seven inches and thirty Inches thick respec- 
tively, with foundations far too shallow for a defensive wall, even if their 
thickness were adequate to such a purpose; broken hypocaust tiles and frag- 
ments of o'pus Hgninum of fine quality lying in great quantities on the north 
side of the eastern wall (which is also three feet six inches to the south of 
the other) shew that here we have part of a dwelling house only. In trench I, 
the wall shewn in the section g^ves only a south face and is of poor and late 
construction. In trench A, there is certainly the line of stones of which a 
description has already been given ; but this, whatever it is, cannot by iteelf 
and in the entire absence of similar foundations in oth^r trenches be taken as 
proof of a five-foot wall. These rough boulders were more like the core of an 
earth counterscarp than the foundations of regular masonry: moreover, the 
face stones that did occur here in considerable numbers were all of quite small 
size, suited to domestic building rather than to any massive work. In trench 
L, the wall (see section) had on the south face two very fine courses of 
masonry, the foundation course being thirteen inches thick, with a slight 
plinth projecting one inch on a three-inch chamfer; the second course was 
thirteen inches thick. The whole formed the finest piece of walling yet dis- 
covered on the site; behind these facing stones was rubble set with mortar, 
but after about a foot this appeared to tail off into rubble without mortar, and 
no trace of a north face could be found. In trench M, the wall east and west 
was of the poorest description — Mr. R. H. Fopjter (who dug trenches L and M) 
doubted whether it were wall or curb. The wall on piles cannot, from its 
direction, be part of the town wall. 

In trench K, the wall east and west measured but eighteen inches across. 
The mass of stones to the south (which were like the stones in trench A) could 
not be itself described as any part of a wall, and the fact that the sewage 
and the clay run right up beneath it disposes of its claim to consideration. In 
trench I, there was only a very poor containing wall to the cobbled way. 

We are driven then to the conclusion that on the south side 
of the town, at least, no wall existed. In most cases buildinj^s 
were brought right up to the edge of the trench or of the slope 
leading to the marshy ground and river : when there were no 
such buildings (and no walls were shown in trench A) a mound 
or palisade may perhaps have served to strengthen the defences. 
But no trace of any continuous defensive works on a large scale 
has yet been discovered.

B. — THE BUILDINGS. 

Excavations were carried on on two sites : one of these was 
a large private house, the other apparently an oflScial and possibly 
a military building. These sites were not, properly speaking, 
cleared, but only trenched, the walls being followed on one or 
both sides, the interiors left undisturbed. 

SITE I (see plan). 

This was at first regarded as a collection of small separate 
buildings, lining a street or streets, but as it afterwards appeared 
more probable that the whole was enclosed by one wall, it is 
here treated as a single site, while the blocks in it retain their 
original numbering in the order of discovery. The excavation 
of the site is not nearly complete. As will be seen in the plan, 
a broad road, twenty feet wide, runs east and west across the 
site excavated : it is of cobbles set in concrete over a thick gravel 
bed, has curbs to north and south, and is bordered on each side 
by buildings, whose narrower ends abut upon it. The walls 
seldom have more than two courses remaining and are for the 
most part of not very good quality, though the comer stones are 
sometimes of massive proportions : doorways could scarcely ever 
be made out, while to the south the centre of the area had 
suffered grievously from the plough and at the brow of the hill 
all traces of building disappeared. In block A there were the 
remains of a hypocaust, belonging apparently to an earlier 
building, as it was more solid than and not in line with the upper 
walls; the north-west room had been flagged, and concrete laid 
on the top of the flagging. Between this and block B was a 
cobbled way nine feet wide, the cobbles at the south-west comer 
of block A being replaced by flagging. In block B in the south 
room there were possibly signs of a doorway in the east wall : in 
the south-west corner of the north room large paving stones 
formed a platform slightly higher than the concrete floor. Two 
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curious holes in the earth outside the west wall of the south 
room, unlined (though one contained three fragments of a large 
amphora), three feet six inches deep and shaped like inverted 
funnels, must have served as surface drains. In block J most 
of the north wall had disappeared ; a narrow stone gutter, seven 
inches wide, ran alongside one of the walls, ending abruptly 
at either end, while to the east of it a gamma-shaped block of 
very solid masonry was equally difficult of explanation. To the 
south of this the fragments of walls that remained were discon- 
nected and ruinous, nor could anything be made of them. The 
next block to the west, block H, presented at its north end most 

interesting features. Against the outer 
face of the north wall ran a grooved 
stone plinth (see page 171) composed of 
three blocks with a total length of 
eleven feet eight inches and a section as 
here shewn. At the east end the grooves 
formed a return to the north; at 
the west end the plinth did not continue the full length of the 
wall but left a gap of fifteen inches,^ into which the end of a 
similar plinth running north and south, with a return east in 
the grooving, could have fitted. The grooves, and the juggle- 
holes between the stones of the plinth, were partially filled with 
a very fine quality of opus signinum. A well-worn doorstep 
abutted on the east end of the plinth, and the comer of the wall 
behind it was cut away, leaving a socket into which might have 
been fitted the wooden framework of a door. The object of this 
plinth is not easily seen, and can only be fully explained by 
further excavation to the north; it certainly bears some resem- 
blance to the grooved base of a balustrade found in the Praetorium 
of Borcovicium, but the fact that the plinth here is fiush against a 
wall makes the theoi-y of such a balustrade improbable; nor 
indeed is the elaborate (though rather rough) grooving so suitable 
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for such a purpose as a plain rectangular socket would have 
been.* It can only be said that the plinth, whatever its purpose, 
seems to have been on the south side of a small court or vesti- 
bule, leading into the main court or street on the east. 

Just to the west of this block ran, north and south, a fine 
wall [block I] with a chamfered plinth on its west side and 
projecting foundations of flagstones three inches thick : the 
breadth of the foundation course was six feet, of the plinth-course 
five feet, and of the wall proper four feet eight inches. It ran 
from the south line of the ' street ' for eighty-two feet five inches, 
where the foundations had been ploughed away. Clearly this 
is the west wall of the building which included within it all the 
blocks hitherto described, as well as those to the north of the 
street. South of block B was found a fragment of a similar 
wall running east and west (the plough had destroyed all but 
some fifteen feet) which must be taken as the return wall on the 
south of this important site. The main entrance must have been 
immediately on the north of block I, in a line with the * street ' 
into which one passed through the small vestibule abovemen- 
tioned. On the west of this plinthed wall, and at its noi-th end, 
was part of a rough enclosuie formed of stones clearly tiiken 
from some older building and here re-used ; one shewed a round 
shallow socket, probably for a small pillar, another a curved 
groove that suggested a large gateway. Right against the wall 
was a square mass of burnt earth, with corners of masonry; 
this must have" been the booth and hearth of some tradesman 
or mechanic, built in late times against the older wall. Of 
the buildings lying to the north of the ' street,' little more than 
the south fronts was excavated, and enough done to shew that 
here, too, were long narrow blocks nmning up north and souih 

*Thi8 holds equally good against the theory of a wall-casing with slabs 
of fine stone; moreover, as the grooving is seven inches wide, slabs to fit it 
would more naturally have been set into the wall, as building stones. 
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and conesponding more or less to those upon the south side. 
Owing to the little time at our disposal the west part had to be 
left untouched, only a trial pit being sunk on the line of the five- 
foot wall some thirty feet north of its northern end : but only 
loose stones were found. Close by here was found a large stone 
drain-top with four holes set cruciform fashion. To the east, 
foundations of walls were traced running right across the line of 
' street,' — further proof that this is not a public road but a long 
courtyard within a building, whose main east wall probably lies 
not far from the limit of our excavations in this direction. 

This site yielded great quantities of pottery, some twenty-two 
coins, and seven or eight spearheads ; a fair quantity, consider- 
ing that it was trenched only. The floors shewn are always of 
concrete, sometimes laid over rough flags. In most blocks signs 
of burning were commonly visible; in block E, at the south 
end, a layer of burnt wood lay under the concrete of the floor, 
as also under the west wall of block J, and under the concrete 
along the east side of the east wall in block H. Between 
blocks C and F the concrete in which the cobbles were laid 
contained fragments of opus sigmnuniy and below it appeared 
another line of concrete and plaster debris. It can be said with 
comparative certainty that the interior buildings of this site are 
not of early date. 

SITE II (see plan). 

This site is complicated by the fact that a hedge runs 
obliquely across it, and, perhaps owing to the action of the 
plough, the ground-level on the west side is considerably lower, 
especially at the north end, so that here only foundations and 
floorings still exist; also, whereas the walls are of very different 
dates, many of the older have been incorporated in the later 
building or used as foundations for later walls, so that their 
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elimination, where possible, would upset instead of simplify in j2f 
the plan of the house. The excavation of the site was not 
finished, and a complete plan is therefore not as yet obtainable ; 
what we have, however, are rooms adapted for heating and baths. 
Such rooms occur regularly in the bathhouse outside Roman 
forts, but our discovery resembles rather the remains of a private 
dwellinghouse of some size and importance. In room a were 
three levels of ojm$ signinum flooring, the top one resting directly 
on the second, the third, which is the best in quality, being four- 
teen inches lower; beneath the foundations of this were burnt 
matter, lime, and fragments of ojnis sigvinnm from a former 
building. The whole north wall of the room was jacketed with 
box-tiles,^ contiguous throughout, fastened to the wall by T- 
shaped clamps, the lowest row being bedded in between the wall 
and the floor above a flue that runs the whole width of the room. 
This flue passes through the east wall (the wall is of rubble; 
the hole only roughly knocked through and coated with plaster), 
and goes north to room i, which was entirely filled with soot, 
while at its north end a perfect hypocaust pillar built upon the 
wall (which here gave out), and the remains of two other pillars, 
shewed that the furnace was in this part, with a stoke-hole, 
perhaps, just to the east, where our excavations only went far 
enough to shew another wall seven feet away. 

The box-tiles were coated in front with plaster which, like 
that of the walls, had been coloured, no less than five coats of 
paint having been applied at different times, always with a fresh 
ground of fine plaster over the old face. The design could not 
be properly restored from the innumerable fragments of all 
periods ; but in the last stage there had been a granite-like marb- 
ling in dull red and blue for the dado, above this apparently 

* The same arrangement occurs in the bath-house of a fort at Binchester, 
county Durham, 
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a narrow frieze of straight lines and a Vandyke pattern 
in dark blue on white, and above this again imitations of various 
finer marbles (perhaps arranged in panels) in many colours, 
amongst which reds and pinks predominate, blue is fairly 
common, and green rarer, the veining being, as a rule, upon a 
whitish ground; a good many fragments, however, are evenly 
coloured in deep red without pattern of any sort. In the second 
layer the dado had an orange ground with designs in creamy 
white, while above yellow and pale pink prevailed. Coloured 
plaster was also found in rooms 6, c, and d. In the south wall 
of room c were imbedded two voussoir stones (see p. 182) which 
are discussed in the appendix on the architecture. This room 
had four floor levels of ojms sign mum. In room b the south wall 
was built over a cobbled way, which lay a foot lower than the 
foundations. Outside the south-east comer of room a was 
found in position a double drain-pipe with the legionary stamp 
LEG VI V, emptying upon an open gutter or line of flagging that 
ran south along the wall there. 

Room g had a floor three feet seven inches below the surface, 
but had been filled up with rough stones and lime, bonded 
together, for a height of some three feet : the walls of this small 
room were of very good quality, and not originally connected with 
the walls that now abut against them. In room k and probably 
part of room /, with the long narrow gutter that runs along 
north of rooms b and c, we may perhaps see the latrines of the 
house : owing to the presence of the hedge, however, this corner 
was left to the last moment and then not very satisfactorily 
cleared up. Room m has a thin floor of fine white plaster with 
a highly polished surface ; this plaster also ran up the north 
wall, which was of rubble. Two feet below the wall was a 
drain, and the floor rested upon burnt soot and sand in which 
the remains of another plaster floor could be seen. 

Just to the north of this was the most peculiar feature of the 
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site, an irregular quadrilateral mass of concrete, whose sides 

measured, north, ten feet eight inches, east, sixteen feet, south, 

thirteen feet nine inches, west, fifteen feet six inches, while its 

thickness was no less than five feet six inches : it was made with 

quicklime and small pebbles and was 

of remarkably good quality ; the sides 

and bottom were quite smoothly 

finished. At present it awaits an 

explanation. Upon the buildings to 

the south-east of the site very little 

was done in the way of excavation, 

and it is not certain whether they 

form part of the same building 

or not. A section of the site between 

^ is given on p. 164, fig. 2, trnd a section between y and z forms 

the upper part of fig. 1, the trench J having been cut through 

the site. 

The difference between the characters of this and of the first 
site is very obvious ; it is worth noticing that very little pottery 
and no such things as spearheads or tools turned up here, the 
chief small * find ' being an engraved carnelian (fig. 3). 

THE BRIDGE. 

(Contributed by Mr. R. H. Forster.) 
Remains of the bridge, which once carried the great road of 
the Second Iter across the Tyne to Corstopitum, are still to be 
seen in the bed of the river, and of these a preliminary survey 
was made in September. The foundation of the southern abut- 
ment is easily discernible : it consists of a parallelogram of large 
stones of unknown thickness, firmly bedded in the hard gravel 
which forms the bottom of the river, its dimensions being thirty- 
six feet nine inches on the river face by twenty-two feet. The 
south-east comer just cuts the present south bank of the river, 
and at this point, for a few square feet, three courses of masonry 
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seem to be still in place : the south-west comer is about thirty 
feet from the bank into the river, and the line given by this 
abutment, and confirmed by such of the water piers a« are still 
traceable, does not traverse the present river at right angles, but 
(as viewed from the south side) points considerably down stream. 
It is, however, probable that in Roman times the course of the 
Tyne at this point was different : Professor Lebour is of opinion 
that anciently the river curved more to the north just west of 
the site of Corstopitum and that a similar bend occurred on the 
south-east of the city, the old bed being now covered by the flat 
land immediately to the west of modem Corbridge. If this was 
the state of things in Roman times, the stream must then have 
run at right angles to the line of the Roman bridge, and that 
line in itself is enough to corroborate this conclusion : with a 
river so liable to heavy floods as the Tyne was before the dredg- 
ing of the bar, and, to a large extent, is still, it would be dangei- 
ous to place a bridge with the axes of the piers askew with the 
direction of the current, and the length of the bridge — about 
seven chains — seems to show that the Roman engineers were 
alive to the danger of a heavy spate. It is probable that the 
site they chose was at that time very similar to the site of the 
present bridge, a broad space from bank to bank, a large propor- 
tion of the space being occupied by gravel beds, such as exist 
now on the south side of the river beside the structure of 1674. 
It was this great breadth which, by allowing the water to 
spread, saved the modem bridge in the famous Tyne flood of 
1771; the Romans may have noticed the danger and guarded 
against it in the same way. 

The first step was to survey from a point which could be 
identified on the parish Ordnance map to this southern abut- 
ment, and it was at once determined that the line laid down 
on that map as the course of the bridge was out of place. Next 
the foundations of the water-piers were explored, and it was 
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found that the upstream tip of the first from the south side was 
in the line given by the western edge of the south abutment : the 
second, third, and fourth piers were also found, but their founda- 
tions were not so complete and it was not possible to fix their 
extremities exactly; but the tip of the Mih was clearly dis- 
cernible, and confirmed the line given by the abutment and the 
first pier. The line thus ascertained has been laid down on 
the Ordnance map, and crosses the river not only from a different 
point but at a different angle from that previously shewn. 

The next step was to examine some remains of masonry, in 
the bank just below the hedge of the turnip-field, which were 
pointed out as the scene of excavations carried cut some years 
ago by Mr. Coulson, who then discovered what he took to be the 
core of the north abutment. Unfortunately no record of his 
investigation has survived, but there is practically no doubt that 
his conclusion is conect. The position of these remains was 
determined by chaining along the line of the hedge to a point 
which could be accurately identified on the Ordnance map, and 
this process proved them to be situated on the line already given 
by the south abutment and the water-piers : this enabled us to 
fix the length of the bridge as approximately seven chains or 
one hundred and fifty-four yards — about twenty yards less than 
the length of the modem bridge. 

Measurements were then made of the first waterway and pier 
from the south side, and these, though carried out with some 
difficulty, agree in the main with measurements previously 
taken. They give a waterway of twenty-two feet four inches 
and a pier fifteen feet four inches broad and about twenty-nine 
feet long, the latter measurement including the pointed nose of 
the western or upstream end. On the basis of these measure- 
ments we may conjecture that the bridge consisted of north and 
south abutments, with ten water-piers and eleven waterways, 
the breadth of the latter being a little greater, and of the former 
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a little less, tkan tlie figures given ; for wherever the edge of a 
pier or abutment is visible, there are indications that the second 
course was set back from six to eight inches, and possibly the 
two or three succeeding courses were set back in the same way. 
If this estimate be approximately correct, the sixth pier from the 
south must be in the river bed, covered with stones and gravel : 
the remaining four should be buried in the plantation on the 
north bank of the river, near the mouth of the bum. It is to be 
hoped that an attempt will be made to discover their positions, 
and it is possible that some, at least, will be found standing some 
height above the foundation course. 

A good deal of debris from the ruins of the bridge lies in the 
river, but no indication of arch stones has been found, and 
probably here (as has been conjectured elsewhere) the super- 
structure and roadway were of timber ; the piers are large enough 
to carry a road twenty feet wide. 

About eighty yards below the line of the Roman bridge are 
the remains of what appears to be a medieval quay or ferry- 
landing : they consist of a platform with a river face of thirty- 
seven feet, composed of large stones, evidently of Roman origin, 
with four massive timbers, about a foot square in section, one 
at either end of the platform, and two running at approximately 
equal intervals through the centre ; between the first and second 
timbers at the west end there is a cross tie of the same thickness 
at the back of the stones. These timbers, which project from 
fifteen to twenty-four inches beyond the river front of the stones, 
and extend some feet behind them, have evidently been taken 
from some previously existing structure, being pierced with large 
slots, measuring twelve inches by three inches. The platform 
is nearly in a line with the present north bank: the south- 
western corner is forty-one feet from the water's edge, and the 
average breadth of the stonework is ten feet. 
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APPENDIX I. 

THE AECIIITECTUIIE. 

As was to be expected, all the buildings hitherto unearthed 
have been of stone obtained from quarries in the neighbourhood 
of Corbridge. The actual stones used are, for the most part, 
small, with the exception of the quoins of some blocks in site I; 
one of these (one smaller than most) shewed careful broaching 
within a plain border; all the rest were merely smooth faced. 
The difference in quality of buildings of different periods has 
been remarked already. Very few architectural fragments of 
importance were found ; two or three small moulded stones of 
rough workmanship occurred, one from site II with a rope 
moulding, possibly from a window, and one that seemed to form 
part of the base of a small pilaster, but could not be connected 
with any particular part of the buildings ; they will be figured 
in a subsequent report. The really interesting and important 
architectural find was that of the two voussoir stones® imbedded 
in the late wall that forms the south boundary of the western 
chambers of site II. 

The arch from which these voussoirs are taken had a span 
of twelve feet six inches, and was the laigest arch as well as the 

* The western of these two stones (that seen in the front in the illustration) 
wa« the larger of the two: its measurements are (on the front face): width 
at the top, one foot five inches; width at the bottom, one foot one and a half 
inches; height at right hand corner, one foot eleven inches; height at left 
hand corner, two feet; and depth, one foot ten inches. The measurements of 
the smaller stone are (on the front face), width at the top, one foot one inch ; 
width at the bottom, ten inches; height at right hand comer, one foot ten 
and a half inches ; height at left hand corner, one foot nine and a half inches ;

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finest in quality known on any Roman site in northern England. 
It is, of course, impossible to say as yet of what building it 
once formed a part ; the occurrence of the stones in the south- 
west part of the site, not far from the line of the road leading

from the bridge, might incline one to think of the gateway 
that must have stood somewhere in the neighbourhood,^ and 

'The west arch of Corbridge church, which was taken bodily from Cor- 
stopitum and used for its present purpose by the Saxon builders, has a span 
of eight feet six inches. At Borcovicium the entrance to the inner court 
of the praetorium was ' about twelve feet wide . . . and seems to have been 
spanned by an arch at either end/ but no actual traces of such an arch were 
discovered. The sacellum of the same praetorium had an entrance twelve 
feet six inches wide and a voussoir measuring one foot eleven inches was found 
in the area before it. 
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built into the wall between them were two stones whose shape 
points to their having- been the centre jambs of a double gate- 
way; but they may equally well have been brought from some 
little distance, and only further excavation can throw light upon 
the point. It is worth noticing, however, in the absence of other 
early dateable objects, that not only the quality of the stones, 
but also their present position, shews that the building for which 
they were first intended goes back to a very early time. The 
room of which they go to form the south wall has four distinct 
floor-levels, the lowest of which, some seventeen inches below 
the uppermost, runs up to the top of these voussoirs and is sup- 
ported by them. That must give a fairly long period during 
which the stones served their present purpose; and as a work 
so important and massive as this arch is not pulled down until 
it has stood for some considerable time, the foundation of the 
original building must be pushed back to a date very early in 
the history of the occupation. 

APPENDIX II. 

THE POTTERY. 

The pottery finds were numerous enough, but in some ways 
rather disappointing ; while they give very many varieties of ware, 
there is really nothing that can definitely be called early. Nearly 
everything, too, was very fragmentary. 

A. — Samian, — Of the types of terra sigiUata given by 
Dragendorff^ the most common were 18, 27, 31, 32, 33, and 46 ; 
of 7, 36, 42 and 45, two or three fragments only; one or two 
types not mentioned by him also occurred amongst the plain 
ware. 

Of the decorated ware, only one piece of a vase of the cylin-

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drical form 30 was found, all the rest being^ of the late hemis- 
pherical bowl type (37), and on these the decorative scheme was 
as a rule that of the later periods. Of the actual ornament nine 
out of some twenty recognisable types seem to go back to moulds 
in use at Lezoux,® the centre for the later stages of this fabric. 




B. — The common pottery, drab, and black shading off into 
grey, turned up in great quantities and in many shapes. There 
was a small proportion of the finer wares, Durobrivian, New 
Forest, and a few minute fragments of glazed pottery. The

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pieces of one fine, painted vase, witli cream coloured decoration 
on a brown ground, were numerous enough to admit of its restora- 
tion; painted ware was, however, very infrequent. The base 
of one large amphora was interesting as having vinum inscribed 
on it in the wet clay. 

Here, too, might be mentioned the lower part of a terra- 
cotta relief which was turned up by the plough a few years ago 
within the limits of the Roman town, not very far, apparently, 
from our trenches E and I. It was lying in the farmyard of Mr. 
Reed, the tenant of the land, who kindly gave it to me. The 
relief (fig. 5), a weak impression from a good mould, stands 
now seven and a quarter inches high by seven and three-quarter 
inches wide, was of curiously irregular shape — a sort of truncated 
triangle — and represents a soldier standing against a rocky back- 
ground. He wears high boots, tunic, and heavy cloak, and 
carries a stafE or spear ; by his side upon the rocks is perched a 
cock, a bird used as a symbol in the cults both of Mithras and 
of Aesculapius, and as a sporting bird popular with the soldiers. 
The work is of an unusual type, and its date open to question.

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v.— AN UNPUBLISHED NORTHUMBRIAN HUNDRED 

ROLL. 

By H. H. E. Craster, Fellow of All Souls, Oxford. 
[Read on the 28th November, 190G.] 

Encroachments upon the rights of the crown and frauds and 
abuses connected with the royal prerogative formed the subject 
of inquiries that were held fi*om time to time in the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries before the justices itinerant. The 
returns were usually entered upon the Assize Rolls, and examples 
of them are to be found in the Three Northumbrian Assize Rolls 
published by the Sui-tees Society. One large group of inquisi- 
tions, resembling the rest in character and scope, form a distinct 
class of records styled Hundred Rolls. These inquisitions were 
taken by virtue of two special commissions issued respectively in 
the second and seventh years of Edward I. The returns made to 
the later commission are absent except in the case of a few southern 
and midland counties. 

The earlier commission is dated October 11th, 1274. By it 
an inquiry was instituted into the extent of the rights of the 
crown and into acts committed in derogation of those rights, and 
it further authorised an investigation of acts of oppression com- 
mitted by the king's ministerial oflScers. 

In 1814-1818, the Record . Commission published in two 
volumes such hundred rolls as were then known to exist. No 
original returns exist for Northumberland or for certain other 
counties, but this deficiency is in part made good by four rolls, 
called Extract Hundred Rolls, containing abstracts of many of 
the missing returns. The first and fourth of these rolls relate to 
the counties of "Northumberlaud, Norfolk, SufEolk, Essex, Hert- 
ford and Dorset, the difference between them being that, while 
the inquisitions entered on the first roll are of a miscellaneous 
character, those on the fourth roll only relate to exactions by the 
king's officers. 
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That portion of Extract Roll No. 1 which deals with Northum- 
berland was published by the Record Commission in Rotidi 
Hundredorum, vol. ii. pp. 17-24, whence it was reprinted by the 
Rev. John Hodgson in his History of Northumberland, part iii. 
vol. ii. pp. 89-118. Extract Roll No. 4, though known to the 
Record Commissioners, was neglected by them and has not yet 
been published. It is here set out, so far as it relates to the 
county of Northumberland. Its interest being almost wholly 
criminal, it has none of the importance of the published roll, to 
which it serves as an appendix, but it throws some new light on 
local misgovernment at the close of the reign of Henry III. This 
is the * rotulus de ministris ' to which reference is made in the 
general return for Newcastle. (Record Com. edition, vol. ii. 
p. 19.)

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VI.— THE ENGLISH EXPEDITION INTO SCOTLAND 

IN 1542. 

By the Right Hon. Sir Gainsford Bruce, D.C.L. 

[Read on the 24th April, 1907.] 

A short time ago Mr. Robert Blair called my attention to an 
entry in * Letters and Papers Foreign and Domestic,' of the reign 
of Henry VIII., published under the direction of the Master of the 
Rolls. The entry is numbered 998, and is to be found in the 
seventeenth volume at page 555. It refers to the year 1542, and 
states that * On Sunday, 22nd October, Norfolk went from Ber- 
wick with his army royal to Gayncelaw, and camped there.' 

Gainslaw, in its modern aspect of rural simplicity, delight- 
fully situated three-and-a-half miles west from Berwick, with 
its well cultivated land, ornamented by trees of beautiful foliage, 
presents every appearance of a * haunt of ancient peace,' and it 
is difficult to realize that in the sixteenth century the Borders 
were a scene of constant disquiet, tending to the destruction of 
houses and crops so as to reduce the whole borderland to a condi- 
tion of waste and desolation. 

The enterprise above referred to, upon which the duke of 
Norfolk was engaged, was an attempt by him and his army, 
at the instance of Henry VIII., to invade Scotland by force and 
to reduce her to submission. But the enterprise was not attended 
with success, and Norfolk, after burning and destroying many 
farm-houses and villages, found himself powerless to carry out 
his design by reason of the want of food for the men and horses 
of the army. The entries in the volume already mentioned 
show in great detail the orders given by Henry YIII, and his 
council to the duke of Norfolk, and the communications which 
passed between the duke, the wardens of the marches and 
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other persons on the borders and the king and his council. 
They throw light upon the manner in which border forays were 
carried on, and show the extreme difficulty then existing in provid- 
ing food for large bodies of men in the debatable land. Further, 
we see in these early days that the navy was looked upon as 
affording useful assistance, not only in protecting small vessels 
laden with provision, but also in carrying on active warfare 
against Scottish towns on the sea coast. 

It appears also that the fine natural harbour of Holy Island 
was found excee<lingly useful for giving shelter to vessels laden 
with provision and ammunition when they could not get into 
Berwick, while Skate Roads, a favourite roadstead at the present 
day, gave good anchorage to vessels waiting for an opportunity 
of entering the harbour of Holy Island or of Berwick. The fre- 
quent complaints by those in charge of the army that a sufficient 
quantity of beer was not supplied for the men sounds strange, 
but it affords evidence that at that time beer was the only 
beverage in common use. 

In 1542 the relations between England and Scotland were 
somewhat strained, for, although there was peace between the 
two nations, each had lost confidence in the other, and both 
were preparing for war. There had been long negotiations 
between Henry VIII., the king of France, and the emperor 
Charles V., and each of the three sovereigns was apprehensive 
that a league might be formed against him by the other two. 
On July 10, 1542, a declaration of war was made by Francis I. 
against the emperor; and the king of England resolved to take 
the opportunity to deliver a decisive blow against Scotland, while 
France was occupied in war with the emperor, and therefore 
unable to render assistance. He was anxious to take Scotland 
by surprise and to conceal the fact that the preparations for war 
which he was making were intended to be against that kingdom. 

On August 8, the imperial and French ambassadors were 
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summoned to Windsor, and were told by the duke of Norfolk 
that the kin^ would preserve neutrality, and that the prepara- 
tions he was making were for the protection of his own country, 
especially as he heard the king of Scots was preparing for war. 

The following is an extract from a despatch written by 
Marillac, the French ambassador, to Francis I., on August 10, 
giving an account of this interview: — 

The day on which he was to be at Windsor to communicate with the Privy 
Council, the emperor's ambassador had had assig^nation to be there, and when 
both appeared, Norfolk, as eldest and first in authority, declared that war, 
having arisen between Francis and the emperor, great armies being assembled 
on both sides, they as neighbours of both had to be on their guard, and so 
the king, their master, had decided to make such preparation that he could 
prevent and resent any attack; and as their subjects were ill-treated at sea 
by barkes equipped for war roving upon their coasts, to the hindrance of their 
traffic, they were sending out their ships of war to protect navigation 
and preserve the immunity of their ports, roads and franchises; and likewise 
as the king of Scotland had reviewed his people and taken order to have all 
his forces ready upon warning, they had decided to do the like, concluding 
that as their master desired to live at peace, so he was resolved to endure no 
wrong, and the ambassadors were informed of this that they might write it to 
their masters. Thereupon the emperor's ambassador having said what seemed 
good to him, which was no gfreat thing, Marillac thanked them for so openly 
declaring their king's intention to remain neutral, and assured them that 
it was Francis's intention to preserve their subjects like his own and nowise 
infringe their franchises. Thinks that under the sweetness of these words of 
theirs, there is much poison hidden, for in announcing their preparations by 
sea and land they make known that it is for war, as might be presumed from 
the preparations heretofore, and in specifying the cause they indicate suffi- 
ciently that it is against Francis and the king of Scotland. 

In the month of July raids had taken place on the border, 
and Henry alleged that the Scots had broken the peace by a raid 
into England on the 4th of that month. This the Scots denied, 
and said the peace had been first broken by the English making 
a raid into Scotland on the 7th. 

The Scottish king proposed that commissioners should be 
appointed by himself and the English king to enquire into the 
damage caused by the alleged raids, and to say what should be

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done by way of making amends. There was, further, a matter 

in dispute respecting the question of boundaiy between the two 

kingdoms which it was proposed the commissioners should settle. 

The Scottish king sent Leirmonth, one of the masters of his 

household, as ambassador to Henry, who arrived at Windsor 

early in August. The same month the English king heard of 

a raid by the Scotch, of which the following account is given by 

Chapuys, ambassador from the emperor, in a letter to the queen 

of Hungary, dated London, August 9 : — 

A body of 2,000 horsemen (of the Scots) has entered England. All but a 
few avant coureurs lay in ambush near the frontier, and when the riders were 
attacked by four or five English gentlemen and their servants, those in ambush 
came out and slew all the English to the number of 42. On hearing this the 
king was so incensed that he refused to see the Scotch ambassador. Yet, hear- 
ing afterwards that the English had crossed the Borders and in revenge slain 
three or four times the number of Scots, he agreed to give him audience the day 
before yesterday. 

Leirmonth on this occasion was not able to armnge terms 
with Henry, and although there were many interviews, extend- 
ing over a long period of time, between Leirmonth and other 
ambassadors sent by the Scottish king on the one hand, and 
the commissioners sent by the English king on the other, no 
terms were ever agreed to during the period with which we are 
concerned at present. Heniy had already determined to send 
forces to the border, and on July 28 an instruction was given 
by his authority to Sir Robert Bowes * for anenpst ' Scotland. In 
this document it was stated that outrages had been committed 
by the Scots on the borders, and that the king intended to send 
thither the earl of Rutland, Sir Robert Bowes and others with 
a convenient force, and that, as the earl could not be ready soon 
enough, Bowes had been ordered to levy 600 men for the month, 
from August 12 to September 9, proceed to the borders and await 
the earl's coming. I^pon his arrival he was to tell the wardens 
to be vigilant and keep good rule, unless the Scots attempted the 
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contrary, in which case they were to have * one shrew turn for 
another.' Bowes was then to cause John Heron and the pen- 
sioners^ and active men to be in readiness, and the Borderers 
to get their hay and corn into safe places. 

Although the formal insftructions to Sir Robert Bowes were 
not to commit aggressions unless the Scots began, he an-anged 
with Sir William Eure, the captain of Berwick, and others to 
make a raid into Teviotdale, an.d they carried out their design 
on St. Bartholomew's Day, August 24, 1542. 

Whether this expedition was a raid or an invasion is not quite 
clear, but the Scottish king alleged that on one of the English 
prisoners was found a document signed by Sir Robert Bowes, 
showing that the attack was not meant to be a mere Border 
raid, but the commencement of a series of military operations 
intended to accomplish the invasion of his kingdom. The expedi- 
tion caused considerable damage, burning Maxwell-heugh, 
Heiton of the Hill and some other places. But in returning 
homewards the leaders of the expedition fell into an ambush 
at Haddon Rigg, with the result that Sir Robert Bowes, his 
brother Richard, Sir John Withington, marshal of Berwick, 
John Carr, captain of Wark, and John Heron of Chipchase were 
taken prisoners, with others, amounting in all to 400 or 500. The 
force under Sir Robert Bowes seems to have been an ill-dis- 
ciplined body of men, most of whom when surprised by the Scots 
fled in confusion. Sir William Eure, writing to the Privy 
Council from Berwick on August 24, after stating that the 

* Scots prickers with showttinge and crying pursued and overthrew them/ 
adds that ' George Bowes, nephew to Sir Robert, and the captain of Norham 
who were there, say that Riddisdale with Sir Cuthbert Batcliffe's company 
were the first to fly, and my Lord of Angus lighted like a nobleman, with the 
said Sir Robert and the other gentlemen that is taken, and gat away with 
great debate of himself, and the rest of his company did naught.* 

* The pensioners were border thieves whom the English king thought it 
prudent to keep in his pay. Preface, op. cit. 
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George Bowes and Brian Layton, who escaped by * speed of 
horse/ writing to the earl of Rutland on the same day, after 
describing the foray and the attack made by the Scots, reported 
that: — 

The men of John Heron (all of Ryddisdail), Angus and Sir Cuthberfc 
Batcliff took the gate and fled, and so caused all men to flee save Sir Robert 
Bowes and his brother, and Sir Cuthbert Batcliff with about thirty household 
servants who slew divers Scots. Sir Robert Bowes and his brother with about 
400 or 500 others are prisoners. They beg the earl of Rutland to advertise the 
king with diligence ; for this country has ' found such a guise in fleeing * that 
they will not defend themselves. 

It appears from a rough draft minute of the Privy Council, 
dated August 24, that Henry had determined to send the duke 
of Norfolk with a main force against the Scots, and appointed 
him to levy and take with him the whole powers of Yorkshire, 
Northumberland, Durham, Cumberland, Westmorland, Lanca- 
shire, Cheshire, Notts, Derbyshire, Stafford, Norfolk and 
Suffolk, with the tenants of the late earl of Northumberland 
and of the late queen in Norfolk and Suffolk, not only to defend 
the realm against the Scots, but to invade Scotland. 

Next day the Privy Council decided that in addition to the 
forces above-named, the duke should, * for his better furniture,' 
take out of Suffolk Sir William Drury, Sir William Walgrave, 
Sir Thomas Germyn, John Spring, Henry Doyle, * with the men 
they can make,' together with his own tenants and others not 
appointed by the king's former letters. 

On the same day Rutland and his council wrote to Henry 
enclosing letters received from the captain of Norham, showing 
what had happened, and adding that little trust could be put 
in the subjects of the borders ; that Sir Robert Bowes and others 
were prisoners, and that Rutland would hasten to Newcastle and 
take orders for defence. At the same time they begged the 
king to appoint someone to supply the room of Sir Robert Bowes. 
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A full account of the skirmish is contained in a letter to the 

king's council, from the earl of Angus and Sir George Douglas, 

which ended as follows : — 

These Scots are very wanton, and this misfortune makes them the prouder, 
but if the king send a power to give them ' ane gryt snap, they will be gentyll 
inewche eftoruart/ It was not they that won the field, but we that lost it 
with our misorder. 

On August 26, letters were directed to Norfolk to provide 
1,000 quarters of barley, 5,000 quarters of rye, and 500 quarters 
of wheat to be sent in haste to Berwick. The king's coopers 
were to take up clapboard wainscoate, etc., to make * certain 
ferrers, costrelles,^ barrelles,' and also * hoops and twygges,' to 
repair the caaks at Berwick. Two days lat«r Rutland and his 
council wrote to the king, enclosing a letter concerning the state 
of Berwick, and provision of grain there, and declaring that 
unless other provision was made Xorthumberland was in great 
danger, * for God will not send provision of the ground for three 
weeks yet.' 

A minute of the council, dated August 31, states that the 
Scotch ambassadors are appointed to meet Norfolk, Durham 
and others of the council at York on September 18. On the 
same date, August 31, Rutland wrote from Alnwick castle to the 
Privy Council that the prisoners were taken to Edinburgh, and 
there was no hope of getting them home again but by ransom. 
On September 1 there is a minute of the Privy Council appoint- 
ing Edward Shelley to receive £00,000 and pay certain things 
and convey the rest to Sir John Harrington at York, to which is 
added a note of necessary provisions for the expedition. The 
list of commodities wanted includes malt, cheese and beer, for 
which indentures are made with the brewers in London, to be 

' Ferrer, a barrel with iron hoops. Costrelle, a large bottle with ear or ears 
by which it could be suspended from the waist, or a small wooden keg similarly 
used. 
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ready to be shipped on the 7th inst., and brewed to last five 
months, at 20^. per ton. A bargain is also made with the coopers 
in London for 1,000 costrelles to be ready on September 2. 

Norfolk, writing to the council from Chesworth about the 
end of August or early in September, states that having studied 
how to provide for the journey to which the king had appointed 
him, and, fearing most the lack of drink, he had thought it best 
to cause eveiy lord and gentleman that should have the rule 
of 100 men to bring two carts full of empty * foysts ' to be filled 
with beer, which would be sufficient to bring them to Edinburgh. 
He suggests that 300 or 400 tuns of beer should be sent from 
London to Berwick in small vessels of GO tons, and at the same 
time promises to induce the town of Newcastle to brew as much 
as it can. 

Rutland, writing on September 5 to the council, reports that 
Sir John Harrington is in Holy Island with the master mason 
preparing to make two bulwarks of earth, and that there is stone 
enough of the old abbey there to make one bulwark all of stone. 
Next day Norfolk reports that he will not have 50 horsemen 
besides his own household, but may have more than his 2,500 
foot, for he never saw men so desirous of being revenged of the 
Scots. On the 7th he tells Southampton (Privy Seal) that what 
he fears most is lack of drink. No doubt 500 tuns of beer will 
be sent after their coming to Edinburgh, but enough will not 
be brewed at Berwick to bring them there. Wherefore he prays 
for the despatch of 500 or 600 tuns before they leave, and trusts 
the good admiral will not be too scrupulous to let so many foists 
pass that way. 

In a letter to Norfolk, dated September 10, the Privy Council 
inform him that: — 

The king has devised the repair of Suffolk to reside at Newcastle or Alnwick 
or thereabouts as warden of the Marches during Norfolk's entry into Scotland, 
there to give orders to 6,000 men, who are to remain in garrison to be employed 
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in burning and devastating after Norfolk's entry, or to resist the Scots if 
they make a counter entry. Norfolk appointed his entry for September 29th, 
the king has delayed it to October 6th to give Norfolk more leisure to assemble 
his men. 

On September 13, the English commissioners, who had been 
sent to York to meet the Scotch ambassadors, received their in- 
structions. These instructions state the terms upon which the 
king was willing that peace should be concluded, and warned the 
commissioners not to allow too much time to be occupied in 
negotiation. 

On the same date the Privy Council inform Norfolk that £2,000 
will be sent to pay the garrison on the borders, and as to beer 
to be brewed at Alborowe, being ignorant what store of casks 
is there, they require Norfolk to alleviate them of that burden 
by seoding some prest^ of money to his servant Stone, with order 
to prepare and send beer to Berwick by such a day. 

Norfolk, writing from Lincoln on September 14 to the coun- 
cil, complains of insufficiency in the number of men in his army 
on the borders, and of the tarrying at home of men about Hull. 
Hull, he declares, has nothing to fear tvom Scotland, the king's 
navy being in the North Sea. Refen-iug to a report touching 
the ships, he adds: — 

If all the ships named in the bill were in the Frithe they might lie there 
as long as they would ere the ships of Scotland would meddle with them, and 
although four of them are sent westward, the rest, keeping together, shall be 
strong enough ; for all Scotland has but one ship of 13 or 14 score, one of 10 
and one of 8, the rest being small men of 5, 4, or under. The wind is fair 
for the victual ships at Lynn, and the men-of-war last come out of the Thames 
to come to Skate Rode and Berwick. 

A letter from the Privy Council to Norfolk, dated Septem- 
ber 17, referring to Norfolk's letter of the 14th, promises that: — 

Suffolk shall bring 3,000 of his men out of Lincolnshire and Warwickshire 
and have the other 3,000 of the Borderers, who shall not lie in garrison or have 

* Ready money. 
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wages, but be ready to attend him as they now do Rutland. Norfolk may take 
with him all inland men in the garrisons and such Borderers as he likes, pro- 
vided he leaves 2,000 for defence. 

Sir George Lawson, writing from Berwick, September 18, 
to Norfolk, says that: — 

A crayer came to Berwick with 50 quarter of wheat, 60 quarter rye, 60 
quarter barley ; two small crayers come to Aylemouth with com. Having only 
100 quarter wheat meal and 200 quarter malt ready to bake and brew, and 
only 300 barrels and 300 pair costrelles to tun it in, there will be lack of foists. 
No millage in Berwick. Impossible to prepare bread against Norfolk's day 
appointed. Trusts to provide twenty to forty bullocks and one hundred wethers 
against Norfolk coming. 

September 19. Commissioners at York write to the council : — 

The king did wisely to defer their going to Newcastle for eight days, for 
there is as yet no word of the arrival of the ships with victual at Newcastle or 
Berwick. Have deferred such as come from Lancashire, Cheshire, Notts, 
Derby, Staffordshire, and this ahire to be at Newcastle October 7th. Sooner 
they could not get victual to pass beyond Newcastle. There are not foists to 
put beer in to suffice the army four days. The enclosed bill from Sir G. 
Lawson shows there are but three brew houses in Berwick, and one of these 
is not ready nor the best cannot brew above 10 or 11 quarters at a time. Of 
Norfolk's men 2,200 will come to Holy Island with the first wind. Their lord- 
ships may consider what these will consume and what shall remain to furnish 
the army for eight days. 

Yesternight arrived Sir John Harringfton with word from Rutland that 
Northumberland was never so out of order with spoils and robberies. 

Southampton (Privy Seal), in a letter to Wriothesley (Lord 
Chancellor), September 19, states that: — 

Norfolk's first provision almost spent, because the county has not gprain 
enough to make bread and drink for the garrisons there already. Pray God to 
put it in the king^s head to appoint them a further day to arrive at Newcastle. 

At a meeting of the Privy Council on September 20, it was 
reported that wheat purchased of Sir John Gresham had been 
wrecked about Yarmouth, and a commission sent to the bailiffs 
of Yarmouth and Caister to recover as much as possible of both 
ships and wheat. The same day the commissioners at York 
write to the council : — 
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Sir George Lawson's letter just received shows how little of the victual 
prepared in Norfolk and Suffolk and London is arrived, and that there is no 
knowledge of the ships of war, although the wind on Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday last was as fair as could blow, and now with the rain yesterday, is so 
contrary that no man can come northward. 

My Lord Privy Seal does not sign this, because he has been ill all night, 
which methinks is for melancholy because the victual ships are not arrived, 
and that we are like to lack bread and drink at Berwick for lack of 
foists and mills to grind wheat. It is impossible to invade Scotland or even 
pass Newcastle without victuals, although never men would more gladly 
accomplish the intended journey than we would. 

September 20. Norfolk to Shrewsbury : — 

As the king's ships laden for Berwick and Newcastle, with victual for the 
army in Scotland, are not arrived yet (and when they do arrive six days will be 
required to put things in order) he shall defer his setting forth for six days, 
and be with his men at Newcastle October 7th next. Understands that he desires 
conduct money and coat money. Sir John Harrington, who is treasurer of the 
ware, has not yet received the money. 

September 21. The Privy Council to commissioners at 
York: — 

Have done all that can be compassed here by man's foresight or money, 
and enclose an account of provisions made here. If the execution of their 
purpose take not effect the let thereof shall be in the weather and not in their 
slackness. Trust that all the victual has departed from London this day. 

September 21. Commissioners at York to the council: — 
Enclose letters just received from Berwick, showing that the ships with 

victual and munitions are not arrived. Understand that one of the ships 

laden with malt is perished at Hartlepool. 

September 21. Norfolk to Wriothesley and the Bishop of Win- 
chester : — 

If he is blamed for not coming of the victual, trusts they will defend him, 
because the ships were laden at Lynne and elsewhere before he left home, 
but such crayers-* could not come if the king's ships of war could not. Is in 
great agony of mind. Did his best, for, besides the king's provision he sent 
proclamations from Sir Robert Hussey's house for every leader of 100 men to 
bring two carts laden with drink and 10 pack horses with victual, not to be 
touched until we passed Newcastle. 

* Crayers — ^small trading vessels.

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September 21. Southampton, from York, to Wriothesley : — 
Found everything so out of frame that very anger almost put him in a 
fever, to think that so many men should be called together, and no victuals 
ready for them, insomuch that for these two days he could digest nothing, nor 
sleep in bed until this night. All the provision first made for the Borders is 
spent, and had that not been forseen the soldiers should have died of hunger 
ere this. Of the second provision but three or four vessels are arrived, and Sir 
John Harrington, who now came thence, says that two of them landed at 
Eymouth, are laden with rye so full of tares and light com that it will make 
no manner of bread. Another boat is lost by the way. These things would 
make any man's wits dull, and but for them the journey shall be easy. 

September 22. Rutland, from Alnwick, to Norfolk: — 
Hears from Sir William Eure that the king of Scotland would fain have 
peace but the kirkmen would not assent. Desires money to pay the garrisons, 
3,300 men, whose month ended on Wednesday last; for all victuals, except 
fish, are dearer here than was ever known. 

September 23. Southampton to Wriothesley, from York : — 
The more I enter into this matter the more sorrow comes to my heart. 
Never was so great an enterprise purposed and so ill provision made. We have 
no close cart to carry our bread dry, nor mills to grind corn, nor ovens to bake, 
nor brewhouses to brew, even if the grain were come. Here is no^cask, and I 
can hardly get baskets to carry bread in. Never man acquitted himself more 
slenderly than Lawson has done; and if you saw what tall men they are and 
how ill furnished we are for their necessaries, it would make your heart bleed. 

September 24. Commissioners at York to the council : — 
No news of the coming of ships, or of others of Norfolk's company, save 
Sir Edm. Wyndham, whose ship was, from within four miles of Tynmouth, 
driven back to Scarborough, and there lies with the wind north north-west, 
as contrarious as can blow. To give time for the victual to be brewed and 
baked, have sent the enclosed proclamation to all the shires in Norfolk's com- 
mission to stay their setting forth. 

(The proclamation enclosed postponed the date for meetings at 
Newcastle from October 7 till October 11.) 

September 2G. John Care, at Scarborough, to the Lord 
Admiral: — 

Advises his * good lordship * that on Thursday, St. Matthew's day, the 
small gallion, ' Dragon,' and other small vessels with ordnance, com, etc., 
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weighed anchor from Yannouth with a fair wind for Berwick, but a great 
storm came on, with foul, misty weather, which dissevered them. The 
• Dragon ' lost her boat and two men, another small vessel had to throw over- 
board one quarter of wheat, and the ' Mary Flower,' one Gervise master, laden 
deep with ordnance, grounded on the Codes, and had to throw a brass piece 
overboard, where five days before the * Thomas Dowtty * was totally lost. The 
' Mary Flower ' has a great leak, and is transferring her ordnance and stuff to 
another ship at Yarmouth, and we tarry here for its coming. 

September 27. Norfolk and other commissioners at York to 
the council : — 

Have heard nothing of the victual ships or of 2,200 of Norfolk's men out 
of Norfolk or Suffolk save that 240 are with difficulty come to Newcastle. The 
rest shipped on Thursday last are driven back. 

September 27. Norfolk, from York, to Winchester and 
Wriothesley : — 

Desires them to get him appointed one of the two that shall go northwards 
and to consider that to punish offenders there he should have an honest com- 
pany with him, for he thinks many will be found faulty. In the event of agree- 
ment, if the king of Scots make such offer as he did to the earl of Northumber- 
land for the punishment of Lidersdale, we doing the like for Tindale and 
Bidsdale, it should not be refused. If appointed to convey the king of Scots 
to the king he must have support as this journey has plucked the bottom out 
of his purse ; ' it is not 8d. a day that will find man and horse standing in the 
stable, as all ours do here. 

September 27. Southampton to Wriothesley : — 
No more victual has arrived ; so that, if the king (of Scotland) refuses these 
overtures and we go forward, I pray God that there be no lack of necessaries. 
Sir Thomas Wharton and others of experience in these marches, think that, at 
this late season of the year, in the country we have to enter (being barren, 
wild, cold and utterly ungarnished witn wood) we shall lack fire to dress our 
victual; for they have unthacked their houses, intending, if we enter, either 
to burn the timber or carry it away. It is to be trusted that our ships may 
arrive in time with bread and drink and cheese; yet when that is spent and 
we driven to seethe or roast, and the men do lie on the wet ground, if we lack 
fire to dry them or warm their meat, I feel it will prove a pitiful case. Every 
man is willing to serve. Allowing time to bake and brew after the ships 
arrive, it will be three weeks ere they can enter. 

September 28. Sir George Lawson to Norfolk, from 
Berwick : — 
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There are arrived in this haven 19 ships and crayers with malt, beans and 
barley and four crayers with Suffolk cheeses, but no ships with ordnance save 
some of Norfolk's own provision. Sends daily ten or twelve miles to the mills 
but dare not leave the wheat in the mills at night for fear of stealing; for 
every night the mills are broken and corn stolen. 

September 29. Henry VIII. to commissioners at York: — 
Submits the terms upon which the commissioners may arrest, and without 
which they must go forward in the intended enterprise. The two prinriixU 
2)oints are : first, the ambassadors must agree that tli^ jjrisoners he delivered with- 
out ransom at once\ second, the Scotch king shall re/xiir to London before Xmas 
next. 

September 30. Commissioners at York to the council : — 
Reports letters just received that Norfolk's men out of Norfolk and Suffolk 
have arrived at Newcastle, Holy Island and thereabouts with provision, but 
not the ships of war or those that should bring the ordnance and artillery 
beer, hoops and other cooper's things. Will, unless they fall to a peace, be 
at Newcastle on October 11th and hasten to Berwick, where they en tend not 
to tarry but for one day. 

October 2. Commissioners at York to the council: — 
Received the king's letters yesterday and perceived that if the prisoners 
in Scotland are not immediately delivered the army is to proceed, but nothing 
is heard of the ships of war or of the others with ordnance. Yesterday com- 
municated with the ambassadors touching depredations by the king's naughty 
subjects of Tynedale and Riddisdale and the men of Liddlesdale. They said it 
would never be well until the two princes met and took order for those naughty 
people who, for their own safety, do all they can to let the meeting. Have 
deferred the setting forth of the army from the 11th to the 15th inst. 

October 2. Norfolk to Winchester and Wriothesley, from 
York: — 

Desires them to be a buckler of defence if the king is not content with the 
doings here. Cannot rule the winds, and without the coming of the ships of 
war with the provision from London it were folly to set forward, so that this 
delay of four days must turn to the king's profit. 

October 2. Sir William Evers and Sir George Lawson to 
Norfolk, from Berwick : — 

On Saturday last, arrived (besides the ships and crayers with com and 
cheese) three ships with ordnance, artillery and tents from London, one ship 
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with costrelles and cooper's necessaries, three ships with timber and logs from 
Newcastle, four ships with corn and cheese from London and Norfolk, and five 
ships with com to be sold in the market ; making in all in this haven thirty- 
three ships and crayers. At Holly Elande are eight ships of war. Also at the 
same Elande are eleven ships that brought men and com. 

October 2. Angus to Norfolk, from Berwick : — 

The king of Scotland has been these four days at Dunbar and Tant^llon 

castles providing fot their defence. They speak of peace and provide for war 

like wise men. 

October 3. Shelley to Wriothesley, from Berwick: — 
Neither biscuit nor beer is come from London. Sir George Lawson has 
brewed 400 barrels and 200 costrelles of beer and baked 8,000 penny loaves and 
daily helps the garrison in bread and beer because of the lack here. 

October 4. Council to commissioners at York: — 
If the enterprise of the (Shetland and Orkney) Isles is not meet for this 
season, they shall devise what enterprise may be done by the navy, by a 
landing about the Frith of Forth or burning the Scots' ships; for it should 
be to the king's honour to annoy them as much possible. 

October 5. Commissioners at York, writing to Henry, com- 
mence by giving an account of efforts to agree with Scotch 
ambassadors on t^rms of peace which proved futile, and add : — 

Since this matter cannot take the effect looked for we will assemble the 
whole army and go forward; but considering that the army will not be at 
Newcastle untU the 15th inst., we have given the ambassadors fair words (lest 
upon their writing desperately the Scots should give the first buffet) agreeing 
that they should write once again to their master. 

October 6. Norfolk informs Winchester and Wriothesley, 
from York, that there has been a conversation with Scotch am- 
bassadoi*8 in substance, as follows: — 

Learmonthe said to Norfolk how sorry he was they did not conclude, for 
their king would have met Norfolk at Coldstreme and there determined to come 
upon the thieves of Lidersdale while Norfolk came upon those of Tindale and 
Bidesdale and so subdued them for ever. 

October 7. Norfolk to Shrewsbury : — 

The Scots and we cannot agree and yet our sticking is for a small matter. 
On Monday, we of the council will towards Newcastle and our company shall 
come after us and all the army shall be there by the 15th of this month.

October 7. Commissioners at York to the council: — 
Enclose letters showing the pleasant news that all of the rest of the ships 
with victual and beer are arrived at Newcastle. Will send them at once to 
Holy Island and Berwick, where they pray God they may find the provision 
ready to serve. 

October 12. Commissioners in the North to the council, from 
Newcastle : — 

Arrived here yesternight and Norfolk departs for Berwick on Saturday to 
put things in order against the arrival of the army to invade Scotland on 
Friday or Saturday come sevennight. After they have done such displeasure 
to the enemies as they entend, it is not to be thought that they will offer accept- 
able conditions, but rather try to devastate Northumberland. Desire to know 
who shall be warden to defend the Marches on their return. 

October 12. Norfolk to Winchester and Wriothesley: — 
Begs their intercession with the king, when the time comes, not to appoint 

him warden of the Marches, for in his old age the winter here (Newcastle) 

would kill him. 

October 13. Commissioners in the North to the council, from 
Newcastle : — 

Beport with weeping eyes that my Lord Privy Seal (Southampton) is very 
ill. It is most necessary that the king should send hither some man to lead 
the vanguard, as the nobility of this army have had so small experience. If 
he be here this day sevennight he shall be here in time; for the writers will 
spend Saturday, Sunday and Monday near the Tweed devastating the March 
and Tevidale. 

October 13. Norfolk to Winchester and Wriothesley: — 
Is very sorrowful at the loss of the Privy Seal, he has no help but of the 
Master of the Horse (Sir Anthom Browne, half brother to Southampton), who 
will prove of great service. Having the rule of the horsemen he cannot meddle 
with the vangfuard. Thinks the Lord Admiral (lord Russel) is the meetest 
man to lead the Lord Privy Seal's men, 4,000 of whom came from his friends 
in the south and from the duchy of Lancaster, and would most gladly go with 
the Lord Admiral, knowing what great friends they were. 

October 14. Commissioners in the North to the council, from 
Newcastle : — 

Norfolk departs to-morrow towards Berwick, Browne follows with the army, 
and Durham awaits here the coming of Suffolk. John Care has so wisely used 
himself that for the lack of victual he hath driven all his men to eat and drink 
but only two times in the day, which hath not been accustomed to mariners. 
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October 15. Durham and Browne to the council, from New- 
castle : — 

My Lord Privy Seal died this morning, but the king's affairs shall not 
thereby be protracted. Norfolk departed before day to prepare at Berwick 
for the whole army which will be here to-night. Browne sets forward towards 
Berwick to-morrow after the departure of the hindmost. Wrote yesterday how 
the ships were pinned in. this haven by contrary wind^ which has now so turned 
that they may go to sea. Browne has, therefore, ordered them to * avayle * and 
provided two more ships of 100 tons to go with them, and by next ebb, at six 
o'clock, they shall be at sea and to-morrow morning where we wish them. 

October 15. Browne to the Lord Admiral and Wriothesley, 
from Newcastle : — 

Grief for the loss of his brother which, for the king's service he dissembles, 
is increased by the grief and annoyance of satisfying the 4,000 men who came 
to serve under him. Begs Wriothesley, because he that is gone was his faithful 
friend, to comfort his wife, and also to require a sight of his will, and let the 
writer know what he has willed for the burying of his body, which meanwhile 
lies chested in the parish church here where he shall have service daily over 
him till he be removed. His men, laying apart their sorrow, are, like true 
men, bent to do what they came for. 

October 17. Suffolk to Wriothesley, from Topcliff, near 
Thirsk: — 

Yesterday my lord of Cumberland came. He desires to have 500 of his 
men in wages, for he would be loth to venture himself among the Bordelrers 
without a good number of his inland men about him. Begs to know the king's 
pleasure herein, and the order to be taken for their pay. He trusts to be able 
to ride and go in five or six days. 

October 17. Norfolk to Wriothesley, from Berwick : — 
Arrived yesternight and finds here only the victual in the schedule here- 
with. John Browne, like an ungracious man, is entered into Tynmouth haven 
with all the victuals, and the wind is now so contrarious that it cannot come 
out. Even if the great exploit cannot be done, unheard of devastation shall be 
made on the Borders. Doubts nothing but lack of drink. Is himself well, 
notwithstanding the little rest he gets. Prays God to turn the wind and let 
John Browne come by Friday next. 

October 19. Norfolk and Browne to the council, from 
Berwick: — 

Signify the state of the army which will be all here to-morrow and will be to- 
night in the fi^ld. Norfolk's orders that ^vith every 100 men there should com^ 
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two carts laden with drink and with every 10 men a spare horse with victual, 
have been ignored by all. When at York commanded the president to send 120 
wains and 40 cart^ and 30 wains out of the bishopric; and the sheriff of 
Northumberland to send all the wains he could get, but very few are come. 
For all that, and though they should drink water, they trust to make the 
enemies speak according to the king's pleasure, or else to make such a smoke 
in Scotland as was not seen this 100 years. To-morrow the small ships with 
victual shall be here. 

October 19. Sir Anthony Browne to the Lord Admiral and 
Wriothesley, from Berwick : — 

Norfolk departed from Newcastle for Berwick on Sunday last (the 15th) and 
the writer followed on Monday with the multitude whom he has now brought 
hither. Albeit great companies of them were ill-lodged and lay in the fields 
with ill weather and hard fare they are * willing and forwardes * so that the 
success of this journey is to be expected. 

When Norfolk arrived at Berwick on October 16, he came to 
the conclusion that the invasion of Scotland, or as he calls it, 
* the great exploit,' could not be carried out by reason of the 
want of supplies for the army. And he determined to march 
northward with all due despatch and to ravage and destroy all 
the houses and crops that came within his reach. He began 
his march northward on October 22, and on the same day reached 
Gainslaw and camped there. Gainslaw afforded a capital site 
for the reception of a large army; the encampment was pro- 
bably on the plateau of several acres in extent, part of which 
is now occupied by the buildings of Gainslaw farm. It was 
protected on the north and east by the river Whitadder, on the 
south by the Tweed, and on tKe west by a sudden declivity, along 
the bottom of which ran the Border Lane which, no doubt then, 
as it does now, marked the boundary between England and Scot- 
land. It is not necessary to follow the military operations fur- 
ther, but it will be convenient to give a few more extra-cts from 
the State papers to show the damage done. 

It will be seen from these extracts that the expedition was 
a failure. Norfolk's army did not advance further than Kelso, 
fmd was obliged to return to Berwick in eight days after it had 
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left. The result was wholly disproportionate to the ^eat pre- 
parations made, in bringing so large an army on to the Borders, 
and the king did not hesitate to express his disappointment at 
the ill fortune of the expedition. 

October 22. Norfolk and others to the council, from 
Berwick: — 

The earl of Hertford and Sir George Gage arrived yesternight at 11 o'clock. 
Norfolk's orders to the men to bring beer and victuals and to the president to 
provide carts and wains were not followed. The beer and biscuit sent from 
London in small ships has been brought in here and deliverd out; the rest is 
at Holy Elande, the wind being contrary and the ships too gp-eat to enter this 
haven. The carriages of this country are so feeble that they cannot carry 
more than one pipe each. The men drank water four days hitherward. Tester- 
day they had beer, of which, rating every man to a quart a day, there is only 
enough for six days. Wrote that he purposed to camp on Friday last, but 
the bridge into this town proved so weak that it broke with the multitude of 
people, and all were not over till yesterday, five men being drowned and many 
sore hurt. The g^eat enterprise is not feasible, for lack of victuals. Trust 
the king shall shortly hear of some exploit by the ships in the Frith, and, 
meanwhile, the writers will do what they can for six days, and three days 
more, although they drink water. The king writes that he will appoint a 
warden in time convenient ; but surely there is no time to lose. 

October 26. Henry ^T^II. to Norfolk and others : — 
Has seen theirs of the 22nd to the Council, showing that for lack of 
carriages and other necessaries, they cannot achieve the great enterprise, and 
also desiring nomination of a warden to remain on the Borders. Is sorry that, 
through these lacks, with all their good will to serve and the great charge 
incurred, the damage to the enemies is like to be so little. Marvels at their 
writing that lack of carriage is the whole impediment; for he thinks that on 
coming to York, or before, they should have stayed the king's works in that 
country, and allowed the carriage to refresh themselves, and should have taken 
with them all the carriages of Yorkshire, Holdemess and Hullshire. Suffolk's 
army might well devastate the country without delaying the main army to do 
it. Desires them to excogitate whether by this or other device they may 
augment the fame of their enterprise; for it will be rather to the glory of 
the Scots if, after levying so great armies and incurring so importable charges, 
they do no greater damage than is like to ensue of their last determination. 

Knowing Hertford's desire to serve, and thinking it not amiss to have 
sundry noblemen acquainted with those Borders, appoints him, whom he has 
lately named to be admiral of England, to be warden of the Marches, during 
pleasure. Sends his commission herewith,

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October 27. Sir William Evers to Suffolk: — 

On Tuesday, at 10 p.m., the king's ships of war that lay at Eland (Holy 
Island) and the Skaythe Kodde passed northwards ; and on Wednesday morning 
landed boats at Coldingham and burnt Aymouthe and the com thereabouts, and 
slew a man or two and two or three women, lost one man slain, and returned 
to their ships and passed northwards. 

October 28. Norfolk and others to the council, from Kelso : — 

Are this day forced to turn homewards, and next night shall be their last 
in Scotland. The principal cause is lack of victuals ; for few of the army found 
victuals, bread and drink between York and Newcastle, and much worse in 
the four days* journey from Newcastle to Berwick. Since entering Scotland, 
the most part have drunk nothing but water these five days, and eaten no 
bread since they left Newcastle. Unless Norfolk and Browne had made large 
provisions of oxen and sheep, they had Been much more lack. Never thought 
Englishmen could endure with so little and yet be willing to go forward. 
Have come through such ill passage that the wains are broken and the drink 
thrown away, and ordnance and carriages have been with difficulty brought 
hither. Will, to-morrow or next day, dissolve the army. If the river Tweed 
had risen, and forced them to return the way they came, they must have 
left most of their carriage behind ; for, where they thought to march seven or 
eight miles a day, their greatest journey has been five miles, and yet they 
set forward daily by break of day. The amount of com destroyed is incredible. 
Yesterday Sir Ant. Browne rode six miles further and burnt eleven of the 
best towns and villages in the Marske ( ^erse) and devastated the country, which 
was full of com. Meanwhile the camp burnt this town and abbey of Eelsall, 
which is reckoned the Edinburgh of the Marske and Tevidale, and the villages 
near. Long to hear who is to be warden here, and how many shall lie in 
garrison, who should not be less than 3,000, and can be victualled from the 
south. This day and yesterday 19 men have died with drinking puddle water 
and lack of victuals, and many men are like to follow them. Devastated the 
country as they came hither, and will this day do the like, and at night dis- 
solve the army. 

October 28. Norfolk to Gardiner and Wriothesley: — 

This was the goodliest army he has seen, and had it been set forth with 
victual two months earlier we might have done what we would without great 
resistance. 

The following document seems to have been drawn up as a 
formal record of the achievement of Norfolk's army in Scotland ; 
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INVASION OF SCOTLAND. 

In the 34 year of our soverayne lord kynge, Henry the Eght, the act is 
done in Skotland, under the honorable lorde duke of Norfolke. 

On Sunday, 22nd October, Norfolk went from Berwick with his army royal 
to Gayncelaw and camped there. On the 23rd to Bannoxbume [Banning- 
bum], where was an alarm that night and four Scots taken that came for 
spies, and for to steal horses, who were commanded to be hanged next morn- 
ing. On the 24th to Ekkyls and that day were many skirmishes and certain 
Scots taken prisoners. That night the scout watch took four spies, who were 
next morning hanged in an old house in the town. On the 25th to a fair 
ground beside Kelsay, shooting the great ordnance at bushments on the hills 
and skirmishing, divers Scots being slain and taken prisoners, and some of 
ours taken who ventured too far. On the 26th our men entered Kelsay and 
spoiled and carried away much goods and took or slew divers Scots. A tall 
man of ours that was above in the abbey looking forth was killed by one of 
our gunners in mistake for a Scot. Certain of our men were taken, some 
slain. After spoiling the town, our men burnt a g^eat part of the town and 
abbey. That day, Norfolk burnt 20 towns about Kelsay and took many 
prisoners, and that night our gunners shote a goodly peall of gonnes ut 
Rovarce [Roxburgh]. On the 27th, for lack of victuals, all came over the 
water beneath Kelsay and camped that night at Redyne [Redden]; and on 
the 28th they came to Berwick. 

October 29. Norfolk to Wriothesley, from Berwick: — 
Thanks for getting him discharged from remaining longer here. By the 
contents of the king's letters received this afternoon, he and his fellows fear 
that his highness is not pleased with their proceedings. Assuredly they could 
do no more, as they will show when the king pleases to hear them; and for 
himself, his fellows and the whole army know what costs and pains he sustained. 

October 29. Hertford to the council : — 

This 29 October at 3 p.m. received the king's commission to be warden 
here. Is not suitably provided to serve; for he came in post, with but three 
or four servants, upon promise of finding all necessaries here, whereas he 
found but a bare tent, and was more unfurnished than the meanest gentle- 
man in the field ; they had charge of such a company here as Hertford^ being 
a stranger among them, could hardly rule, and to remain here with those who 
know him still less, and without provision or servants, would be to his dis- 
honour, as he trusts they will declare to the king. He that serves here had 
need to be allied among them of these parts, and it would engender a grudge 
among those noblemen here, whose men he must use, if they perceive a 
stranger to have the charge and themselves to sit still. Begs them to solicit 
the king with expedition. If he were furnished and thought he could serve, 
he would not seek means to avoid it. 
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November 2. Henry VIII. to the duke of Norfolk and 

others: — 

Has received theirs of October 29th. Wishes that such a costly and notable 
enterprise had been more displeasant to the enemies, but trusts hereafter to 
have recompense for what is now, for lack of necessaries, omitted. Supposed 
that Hertford should have been furnished out of the late Lord Privy Seal's 
stuff, but, since he has no relief thereof and cannot without furniture serve 
the room of warden, discharges him of it until he may be better provided, and 
appoints Rutland again, whose commission shall be sent within two days. Lest 
the Scots should seek revenge, such order must be taken in the Borders and 
the countries adjoining, that their malice may be defended, and they made to 
suffer more than they have already done, rather than, by doing hurt in England 
or by sowing and manuring the overridden ground, enabled to redubb their 
injuries. Orders them to lay 4,000 men in garrison for this winter (500 or 600 
of them at Carlisle), to be picked from the best of the armies both of the 
dukes of Norfolk and Suffolk. 

November 3. Norfolk, Gage and Browne to the council, 

from Newcastle : — 

Since our departure out of Scotland, we have heard that the army of Scot- 
land, 10,000 or 12,000 men, was at Lawder, 20 miles from the Borders, intending 
this night or to-morrow to invade this country. Yesterday at Alnwick, with 
my lords of Suffolk and Hertford, we heard that they were scaled (scattered) 
and gone home, as confirmed this morning by a letter sent by John Carr to 
Norfolk at Morpeth. Other espials show that the hunger among them at 
Lawder, caused by the great waste done by us was such that their king 
licensed them to take for every six men a sheep, where they could get it. There- 
upon they took every man a sheep and so spoiled their own country that the 
inhabitants exclaimed marvellously thereat, and for lack of victuals they were 
constrained to sparcle [disperse]. Have taken order for defence, and for hurts 
to be done by the garrison men, by advice of Suffolk and Hertford and the 
wisest Borderers. To appoint fresh men to relieve Suffolk's men, will to-morrow 
depart towards York, and, after seeing there to the appointing of new men, 
repair to Hull to view the fortifications, and thence to the Court. 

November 3. Norfolk to Wriothesley, from Newcastle : — 

I thank you heartily for helping my despatch hence, which I trust will 
somewhat lengthen my life. I was never sorer vexed with my deseaae of the 
lax .... About Tuesday or Wednesday sen'night the Master of the 
Horse, Mr. Comptroller, and I will be with the king. I dare not take great 
journeys. 
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VII.— THE CAPRICORX OF THE SECOND LEGION, 
SURNAMEI) AFGUSTA,! AND THE GOAT OF THE 
23rd regiment ROYAL ^VELSH FUSILIERS. 

By M. le Commandant R. Mow at of Paris. 
[Read on the 24th of April, 1907.] 

In the following lines I purpose to demonstrate that the Capri- 
corn, for four centuries the emblem of the second legion 
Augusta in the British Isles, has not altogether perished else- 
where than in the remembrance of antiquaries, and that it is 
preserved at the present day, though unconsciously, by one of the 
most gallant of British regiments. 

Richard Cannon, in his Historical Records of the British Army, 
23rd Foot (Welsh Fusiliers), 1850, page 2, says:— * On the 17th 
of March, 1G89, king William III. authorized lord Herbert to 
raise a regiment of infantry; some circumstances, however, 
occurred which prevented his lordship from assuming the duties 
of his appointment, and the colonelcy was conferred on his rela- 
tive, Charles Herbert, on the 10th of April following. The regi- 
ment was formed of men raised in Wales and in the adjacent 
counties, and consisted of 13 companies of 3 Serjeants, 2 drum- 
mers, 3 corporals, and 60 private soldiers each ; the headquarters 
were fixed at Ludlow, in Shropshire. This regiment was raised 
with 11 others (the 22nd and 24th were only retained) to aid in the 
deliverance of Ireland from the power of king James, who landed 

' Towards the end of the reign of the emperor Augustas, the Roman army 
numbered twenty-five legions, on three of which he conferred the privilege of 
bearing his own surname : firstly, legio II, Augusta, then in Upper Germany, next 
in Britain after the year G9 ; secondly, legio III, Augtuita, in Africa during 
the whole empire ; thirdly, legio VIII, Augysta^ in Pannonia (nowadays Hungary), 
later in Upper Germany, in Moesia and finally in Italy. 
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from France at Kinsale on the 12th March, 1689/ But major J. 
H. Lawrence-Archer, in his book, The British Army: Its 
Regimental Records y Badges, and Devices, 1G88, page 228, asserts 
that the first thirteen companies were raised in the Welsh 
Marches in 1G86 and were embodied in a regiment in lfi89. 

On the other hand, from Grose^s Military Antiquities , 1812, 
vol. I., page 152, note *, one gathers the following : — ' The Royal 
Regiment of Welsh Fusiliei^ has a privileged honor of passing 
in review, preceded by a goat with gilded horns, and adorned 
with ringlets of flowers ; and although this may not come imme- 
diately under the denomination of a reward for merit, yet the 
corps values itself much on the ancientness of the custom. Every 
Ist of March, being the anniversary of their tutelar saint David, 
the officers give a splendid entertainment to all their Welsh 
brethren, and after the cloth is taken away, a bumper is filled 
round to his royal highness the Prince of AYales (whose health 
is always drunk to first on that day), the band playing the old 
tune of 'The Noble Race of Shenkin,' when a handsome drum-boy, 
elegantly dressed, mounted on the goat richly caparisoned for 
the occasion, is led thrice round the table in procession by the 
drum-major. It happened in 1775, at Boston, that the animal gave 
such a spring from the floor, that he dropped his rider upon the 
table, and then, bounding over the heads of some oflBcers, he ran 
to the bari-acks with all his trappings, to the no small joy of 
the garrison.' The poor boy died in consequence of his fall (see 
also major Donkin's Military Collections, 1777, New York, 
page 138). 

The Welsh Fusiliers go by the nickname, 'The Nannies,* a 
familiar denomination most likely connected with the grant of 
some favour by queen Anne, perhaps the privilege of marching 
past with their pt^t animal (see Richard Trimen's The Regiments 
of the British Army Chronologically Arranged, 1878). 
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The old custom is carefully kept up^ and tlie Welsh Fusiliers 
never leave their goat behind wherever they move, either when 
they change garrison or when they campaign abroad. Certainly 
few of them ever heard of the story tohl of the Argians, who were 




directed by an oracle, some 25(M) years ago, to go on conquest 
of an empire under the guidance of goats ; this object having 

• Abstract from The Standard, Friday, March 2, 1906 : * The Ist Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, stationed at Aldershot, celebrated St. David's Day in the customary 
fashion. At daybreak bands played and every man turned out with a leek in his 
cap. There was a general holiday. Old members of the regiment paid visits, 
among them General Luke O'Connor, who, as a sergeant, won the Victoria Cross 
at the Alma. The regimental pet, the Welsh goat, presented by the King, was 
paraded round the barracks with gilded horns and wearing massive silver ornaments, ' 
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been attained, Earanos, their king, religiously continued the 
practice of arraying goats in front of his ensigns whenever he 
marched his army.^ 

The narratives of the Crimean War have not omitted record- 
ing that the pet animal of the Welsh Fusiliers was wounded at 
the battle of the Alma, where a company of the regiment com- 
manded by the present general, Sir D. Lysons, G.C.B., were the 
first to exchange shots with the Russians. On their return from 
their last campaign against the Boers with their faithful com- 
panion, the animal was for them an unexpected cause of trouble, 
for the custom-house officers, strictly enforcing the regulations 
against the importation of foreign cattle, would not allow the 
landing of the goat, and it was not without some difficulty that 
the prohibition was exceptionally withdrawn after application to 
superior authorities. The animal died, however, soon after and 
was succeeded by a splendid specimen of his tribe bred in the 
king's own stables. 

The above figure shows the white goat bearing on its forehead 
the scutcheon of Wales strapped to its horns. On St. David's 
day (1st March) the horns are gilded afresh. David, Cambrian 
Dewy, who succeeded St. Landaff in the episcopal see of Caerleon 
and died in the year 542, transferred it to Menevia; since then 
this last city has taken his name, St. David's, i.e, St. David*s city. 

It is obvious that a military custom, intermixed with remin- 
iscences of local hagiology, dates from a remote epoch, and that 
its origin is to be searched for in the earliest middle ages. Is it 
possible to retrace it historically ? I am not able to answer the 
question ; all I can say is that some years ago I opened an inquiry 
into the matter, but I never heard of any answer to the ques- 
tion, which I laid before the public, under the following form, 
in Notes and Queries of 20th March, 1880, p. 235 : — 

' J\i8tinas, HistoiHfiej viii. 1, 
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A Custom of the British Army. — What regiments in the British army have 
adopted the custom of keeping a tame animal trained to walk ahead of the troops 
on parade days and even into action, as is recorded of the white goat belonging to 
the 23rd Royal Welsh Fusiliers at the battle of the Alma ? How is this custom 
historically accounted for ? What publications (title and author) can afford any 
information on the subject ? I should be grateful to any person who would favour 
me with help in the inquiry I pursue for an archaeological and scientific purpose. 

In the absence of an answer or explanation of any sort, I now 
venture to propose at least an attempt to that eifect. For this 
purpose it is necessary to bring back the reader at once to the 
last days of the Homan domination. He must remember that the 
soldiers of the empire, bound to military duties for a period 
of twenty-five years, with the prospect of certain advan- 
tages and citizen's privileges at the end of their service, 
gave up all hope of returning to their far-distxint native countries 
from which they had been cast away since their youth, and con- 
sidered their camp and quarters as their definitive home, to which 
they were affectionately attached by a prolonged habit. Hence 
the origin of so many towns grown out of the settlements built 
by petty merchants in the vicinity of camps whose veterans 
formed the nucleus of an increasing population. This became 
most perceptible when the Roman government, incapable of 
resisting the pressure of barbaric invasions, decided upon recall- 
ing their officials and a^lministrative agents of all sorts, and left 
their troops to provide for themselves, since it had become mate- 
rially impossible to withdraw them, as Aurelian had done in the 
years 270-275, when he evacuated Dacia, the present day Rou- 
mania, and concentrated his army on the left side of the Danube, 
in that part of Lower Moesia which he named * Dacia Felix,' in 
remembrance of the abandoned province. 

Let us now examine what took place on the western bound- 
aries of the empire, in Gaul, Spain and Britain, at the beginning 
of the fifth century. As for Gaul, we are indebted to Procopius 
for most precise, as well as. precious, information. This Byzan-

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tine writer, who lived in the sixth century {i.e. in the year 565), 
relates an extraordinary event which deserves to fix our attention. 
After having told the struggles between the Armoric populations 
and the Franks of Clovis I., ending in a treaty of alliance which 
both parties concluded in 497, he adds: — * The Roman soldiei-s 
who had been quartered at the extremities of Gaul, finding it 
impossible for them to return to Rome, and being unwilling to 
join the heretic Arians, their foes (that is to say, the Wisigoths 
of Alaric II., king of Aquitain), gave themselves up to the native 
Armoricans and to the Germanic Franks, with their ensigns, and 
adopted the country which they had formerly guarded for the 
empire. They have preserved and handed down to their posterity 
the customs of the Roman militia, and they still maintain them. 
They even now bear of the corps in which they had been formerly 
enlisted, and it is under their own original ensigns that they 
go to battle. They are invariably attached to the ancient dis- 
cipline and, Roman-like in all their doings, they still make use 
of the Roman soldier's leg-bandages/* The course adopted by 
the imperial troops in Gaul is not an isolated fact; a similar 
instance is recorded of those of Spain in a like circumstance, 
when they transferred their allegiance to Sisebut, king of the 
AVisigoths, in the years ()12-()21, according to the positive state- 
ment of Isidore, bishop of Seville : — ' But when after prince

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Sisebut had assumed the regal sceptre, the Goths wei*e raised 
to such a degree of prosperous fortune that they forced to submit 
to their arms not only the land, but also the seas, and that they 
commanded those Roman soldiers to whom Spain herself had 
seen so many nations subservient.'^ 

Concerning Britain, Zosimus asserts that this country gave 
example to Gaul. * The inhabitants of Britain,' says he, * having 
taken up ai-ms, released the cities of their island from the incur- 
sions of the Barbarians ; the Armorican coast and the other Gaul- 
ish provinces, following their example, expelled in the same 
manner the Roman governors and established a new government 
among themselves.'® And farther on : — ' The emperor Honorius 
sent letters to the cities of Britain, urging them to provide for 
their safety by their own means.' From this we learn that in 
the year 409 events had taken in Britain the same course as later 
in Gaul and in Spain. 

We are now well acquainted with the state of mind prevail- 
ing in the Roman army and among the western populations of 
Europe when the empire began to break up in the fifth century, 
and we are enabled to understand the change that took place in 
the social and political condition of the ancient world at the dawn 
of the dark ages.

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By an extraordinary coincidence it happens that at each of the 
three western extremities of the empire a town is to be found 
retaining in its name a striking reminiscence of the legion onoe 
quartered in that part of the country ; the Latin word ' legion ' 
itself is still presei^^ed almost intact under the shape of * Leon ' 
in the territorial nomenclature of Spain, of Brittany in France, 
and of Wales in Great Britain. 

Leon in Spain, once the capital of a medieval kingdom, now 
reduced to the proportions of a simple pmvince, had been formerly 
chosen by the imperial legate for the headquarters of the seventh 
legion, surnamed Gemina ; it was the residence of its com- 
mander, * Praefectus legionis Septimae Geminae Legione,' accord- 
ing to an official document^ compiled in the reign of the emperor 
Honorius, about the year 420, of which several old manuscript 
copies are extant in the principal libraries of Europe, at Oxford, 
Paris, Munich, etc. Thereby it is stated that, at the begin- 
ning of the fifth century, the prolonged stay of that legion in 
the same place had given rise to a town denominated, in the abla- 
tive case, * Legione ' translatable into * at the Legion.' 

The same word * Leon,' clearly a contraction of legimn^ occurs 
in the names of several boroughs or villages of France, among 
which one stands as the most conspicuous, Saint Paul-de-Leon, 
sometimes inconectly spelt Saint Pol-de-Leon, in the department 
of Finisterre, also wrongly spelt Finistere even in the Dictionnaire 
lies Pastes, It is a small city built near the sea-side of the 
Channel, where a Welsh priest of noble extraction, Paul Aurelian, 
who had been educated in the monastery of St. Iltud, and who 
came over to that part of Gaul in order to evangelize the natives, 
founded a bishopric, about the year 535, parallel to the episcopal 
see founded by his school companion Uavid at Caerleon. The 
surrounding country is popularly known as ' le Leon,' or * le pays

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leonais ' ; pagus honensis is a saying that occurs repeatedly in 
the Life of S. Paid Aurelian,^ dated from the year 884 by the 
monk TVrmonoc who compiled it. From what legion is this 
denomination derived? The Notitia dignitatum answers the 
question when it states that the Roman garrison consisted of an 
auxiliary troop of Moorish infantry drawn from Africa and sur- 
named * Osismiaci/ in consideration of the Osismii, a Gauli&h 
people to whose land they were appointed, * Praefectus militum 
Maurorum Osismiacorum, Osismiis.' In a previous paragraph 
this troop, trained to the legionary discipline, is registered as of 
the twelfth rank in a list of eighteen legions specially denomin- 
ated * pseudocomitatenses,' distinct from the * comitatenaes ' 
legions and from the ' palatine ' legions.^ Notwithstanding such 
a distinction, it was ofiBcially entitled to the current qualification 
of legion, as a generic designation. It may be added that the 
Benedictine monk, Dom Morice, displayed real sagacity when 
saying: — * The Romans garrisoned for a long while St. Pol-de- 
Leon with their legions, and it is apparently from these legions 
that the country has borrowed its name.'*^ More fortunate, we 
are able to name with precision the corps which he only guessed 
or suspected ; it was the pseudocomitate legion of Osismian 
Moors. 

Coming at last to Britain, I gather in the territorial nomen- 
clature of AVales the compound name Caerleon applied to two 
places. The most famous is Caerleon-on-Usk (Monmouthshire), 
i.e., * The camp or city of the legion,' which received its name 
from the second legion Augusta, quai-tered for the most part 
on the site occupied by Isca, capital of the Silures, which left 
its own name to the river Usk. Many inscriptions recording 
this legion have been found on the spot and in the neighbourhood.

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To sum up, when at the taking of Rome by the Ostrogoths of 
Alaric I. in 410, Honorius with his court fled to Ravenna and 
abandoned not only the provinces but even the half of Italy to 
its fate, everywhere the imperial army exhibited the wonderful 
spectacle of thoroughly disciplined corps, preserving their mili- 
tary organization and loyally transfemng their allegiance to 
the natives with whom they faced their foes on all sides, in the 
north the Caledonian Picts and the Hibernian Scots, on the east- 
ern and southern coasts the Scandinavian Northmen and the 
Germanic Saxons. This helps us to understand how far the 
inhabitants adapted to their own use the Roman customs and 
dress still recognisable in the pictui^sque costume of the clans ; 
the round shield, clupeus, and the broad sword, gladins major or 
claymore, made their last appearance so late as the year 1745 on 
the battlefield of Preston. Even the Gadhelic word clann, mean- 
ing offspring, descendants, answers pretty well the old Roman 
gensy as exemplified by the Fabian gens who singly fitted out 306 
warriors, all bearing the family name Fabius, against the Veians. 
The clan system, with its variegated plaids, most likely remnants^^ 
of the military- cloak (j)aluda) worn by the soldier when he left 
the civilian's toga, appears as an inheritance of the Roman troops 
who swarmed between the two northern lines of defence, each 
corps distinguishing itself by the painted ornaments of its shield, 
such as may be seen in the curious coloured drawings of the 
Notitia. 

Let us now return to the second legion Augusta which sent 
many detachments to the various stations of the Roman Wall, 
and which marked iis stay by numerous inscriptions. Coins 
of the Britanno-Roman emperor Carausius, on which the name 
of this legion is inscribed around the figure of a sea-goat, seem

to prove that the capricom was its emblem. These coins are 
rare and generally incompletely struck in some part or other. 
In 1848, when John Doubleday, of the British Museum, prepared 
the catalogue of coins for the Monumeuta Historica Britannica, 
he knew none of that description save the specimen kept in the 
Hunterian collection at Glasgow. ^2 Since then, four examples 
have entered the Xational collection in London. Owing to the 




kindness of Mr. Herbert A. Grueber, I am able to reproduce them 
here with a fifth one which I purchased for my own collection. 
They may be described thus : — 

Ohv. : IMP CARAVSivs p F AVG. Bust of Carausius, radiated, to 
right.

No. 1 is noticeable for the perfectness of the type showing 
distinctly the scales that cover the hind part of the animal ; 
No. 5 is remarkable for the mint mark in exergue, qml (or 
perhaps rml), hitherto unpublished, Q{uaHn officina) Mionetac) 
Ij{(mdi7i€nsis), 

The Capricorn is also the well-known type of silver coins of 
Augustus, and on these it certainly represents the zodiacal sign 




under which he was born on the 25th September, 08 b.c.^^ 
Hence we are led to infer that the same figure conveys 
a somewhat similar astronomical signification when it occurs on 
other coins, for instance, those of GalHenus and Carausius ; conse- 
quently, if the legend inscribed around it points to a legion, this 
figure symbolizes the anniversary day on which the legion was 
formally constituted, that is to say, in a figurative way, the birth- 
day of its golden eagle, solemnized by the consecration of the 
small temple built for the purpose of sheltering the revered 
ensign. At Leon, in Spain, no less than six inscriptions^* have 
been found, purporting that they had been put up in honour

of Jupiter by the seventh leg^ion Gemina on the anniversary day 
of its eagle, or of other minor ensigns specially assigned to the 
cohorts, oh natalem aqnilae^ oh natales slgnorum. 

Cassius IJio gives veiy prt^cise information on this sub- 
ject: — 'The Eagle is the name of the small temple (v€a>s ftt#cpos; 
wherein the golden eagle is deposited at the winter barracks of 
every legion registered in the official list, and never taken out 
but when it leads the whole legion on march.' ^^ Two coins of 
Augustus give an accurate idea of these military chapels ; on one, 
a gold denarius belonging to the medal room of the Bibliotheque 
Rationale at Paris, the legionary eagle is visible between two 
cohortal ensigns ; on the 
other, a silver cisto- 
phorus of the same col- 
lection, a cohortal ensign 
stands solitary in the 
centre. The building, 
open on all sides so as to 
allow a free sight of the 
inside, consists of a 
cupola supported by 
columns decagonally or 
octagonally arrayed. 

The attention of 
visitors to the Blackgate 
museum at Newcastle-upon-Tyne is called to a block of sculp- 
tured stone described by Mr. Bobert Blair in the Pafalof/iie, p. 71 : 

149. —From Corstopitum, Corchester. Presented by Mr. Robert Harle, of 
Corbridge. lbg(ioni8) ii AVfl(vsTAE) coh(ors) [hi]. 'The Third Cohort of the 
Second Legion surnamed Augusta.' This stone was probably placed in the front 
of some building reared by this regiment. In the upper part of the stone we 
have a carving of the sea-goat and Pegasus, the badges of the Second legion, 
and the crescent moon.

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Hitherto the precise object for which this curious stone was 
carved has rather remained in uncertainty ; but now Dio's inform- 
ation has prepared us to guess safely that it entered into the 
structure of the small temple, aedicula, built by the third cohort 
of the Second Legion for keeping its ensign under cover, yet in 
constant sight of officers and men. It was most likely fitted in 
the frontal upper part as a title of the building. The lunar cres- 
cent, between the confronted figures of Pegasus and Capricorn, 
represents the horoscope of the third cohort, showing that the con- 
secration day of the temple was marked by the respective positions 
of the moon and the two constellations in astronomical opposition. 

A similar sculptured stone, preserved in the British Museum, 
was found at Ben well (Condercim), and is described in Bruce's 
Lapidarium Septentrionale, Xo. 3'3. 

This sculpture represents the square banner or flag, ve.rillum, 
of a draught from the same legion, between Pegasus and Capri- 
corn ; we may suppose on the authority of Cassius Dio that such 
a minor ensign would have been simply adorned with the name 
of the emperor in red letters. 

The sea-goat is not exclusively connected with the second 
legion on coins of Carausius ; it occurs also with the twenty-second 
surnamed Primigenia, and still more with those of the first 
Adjutrix, of the fourteenth Gemina, of the twentieth Valeria 
Victrix, and of the thirtieth T^lpia. The consequence of this 
statement is of some importance, since we can no more properly 
consider that animal as the distinctive badge of either one or the 
other of these six legions.^® In point of fact, it symbolizes the 
anniversary day on which the legion was constituted and offici- 
ally entered in the army list, a date celebrated with religious 
ceremonies and adequate festivities.

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Xo doubt the sea-goat carved in front of the eagle's temple 
and typified on the brass currency of Carausius contributed to 
keep up at Caerleon the tra<lition of the capricorn in connexion 
with the legion's name. Hence the custom of keeping in the 
barracks a pet animal, as a substitute recalling the fancy capri-

corn, easily giew up when the garrison, conveited to Christianity 
at the same time with the civil population, pulled down the pagan 
temple of the legionary eagle. It must also be remembered 
that when the R(mian empire collapsed, <'verywhere the popula- 
tions, destitute of proper authority, turned their eyes towards 
the clergy, who had acquired gi-eat influence in consequence of 
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their higher degree of instruction and of their moralizing pre- 
dications ; they readily took for their temporal advisers monks 
and missionaries who had only pretended to be their spiritual 
guides. Hence the preponderance secured in all cities by the 
bishops, owing to their personal popularity. David, the zealous 
apostle of Wales, could not be forgotten by his countrymen when 
he departed ; the commemoration of his death was yearly cele- 
brated and piously substituted for the heathen but inveterate 
festivity of the legionary sea-goat. In that way, the old natalis 
aquilae was transferred to the new natal day of the saint, that 
is to 8aj% to the anniversary day of his death on the 1st of March : 
according to canon law the celestial birthday dated from the end 
of mortal existence. 

Throughout the Middle Ages, the custom of parading the pet 
animal on the saint's day may have been preserved by the civic 
guard or the military garrison at Caerleon and handed down to 
the regiment of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers when it was raised in 
Wales. 

Such is the explanation that I propose to folklorists, well aware 
that the mysterious byways of popular tradition and legends start 
from events or simple facts fallen into oblivion, but sometimes 
restorable by rational criticism.

VIII.— A BOOK OF NORTH COUNTRY ARMS OF THE 
SIXTEENTH CENTURY. 

With Ixtroductiox and Notes by Mr. C. H. Blair. 

[Read on the 25th of July, 19()G.] 

This interesting armorial manuscript, which now belongs to 
Mr. F. W. Dendy, was bought by him from the late Mr. Thome, 
bookseller, of this city. It had previously formed part of the 
heraldic library of the late Sir Thomas PhilHpps, whose crest and 
initials are stamped upon the fly leaf. It is numbered ' Phillipps 
MS. 4298 ' on the back of the first page, where there is also the 
name of * Kinnard ' above the date 1782, as well as, in an earlier 
handwriting, the signature * Jo. Thomlinson,' whose signature 
also appears on the last page with the date l(i2(). This is all 
that is to be discovered as to its former ownership. 

The shields are drawn in colours upon vellum, bound in 
parchment into book form of a size nearly quarto, and above 
each shield is the name of the family bearing it. In most cases 
the handwriting is contemporary with the shields, but in some 
the name has been added later and in a few cases omitted alto- 
gether. On the first page the complete armorial bearings of 
Henry Percy, fifth earl of Northumberland, are drawn. The 
remaining pages contain 100 shields, in colours, arranged in 
three rows of four shields on each page. 

Many of the shields have the crest of their bearer placed 
over them, forming a valuable addition to the book and one of 
exceptional interest to the student of armory ; for, as Mr. Barron 
points out {The Ancestor^ no. 11, p. 178), ' no one of our ancient 
rolls of arms, save a copy of a late fifteenth century roll of some 
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Lancashire and Cheshire knights, has come down to us with a 
record of crests as well as of shields/ With one or two excep- 
tions, the crests here drawn are identical with and illustrate those 
blasoned in Thomas Wall's Book of Creds, made by him in 1530 
and published in volumes xi. and xii. of The Aucedor. The crests 
of the earls of Westmorland, Cumberland and Arundel, of 
Lords Scrope and Fitzhugh and of Fghtred (93) rise from 
coronets coloured gold, except that of Arundel, which is gules. 
Those of the other lords and of the knights and gentlemen are 
placed on wreaths, the colours of which, in the greater number 
of cases, appear to be arbitrary and do not correspond with those 
of the shields. 

The book contains a few shields (nos. 27, 29, 00, 03, 119, 
and 153) which I have been unable to identify and some 
Xorthumbrian shiel(]s for which, so far as I can discover, it is 
the only authority. Horsley of Thernham (121) beare his cinque- 
foils unadorne<l by any border; Horsley of Ulchester (123) places 
bridles gules on his horses' heads ; Mitford of Seghill (128) and 
of Ponteland (130) difference their respective shields with the 
fess and chevron ; Raimes (132) bears an engrailed cross, and 
the vexed question of that family's correct arms is at length laid 
to rest; Swinnowe of Cornhill (130) bears his great swine's head 
silver with golden tusks; and, lastly, Haggerston bears the 
* entire ' shield of Hazelrig, afterwards differenced by placing 
a scaling ladder bendways between two hazel leaves and finally 
corrupted into the bastons and billets of the modern shield. 

The shields and crests are carefully di-awn and coloured, 
though they have a stiffness and conventionality of design typical 
of the art of heraldry in Tudor times. This conventionality of 
design, together with the shape of shield used and the style of 
the writing, point to some time about the middle of the sixteenth 
century as the date of the book's compilation. The decorations 
on the first page, with the four beasts supporting the banners 
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in the corners, reminding one of the beasts holding the banners 
in the hall of Xaworth castle, also evidence the same date of 
origin, and an examination of those shields whose individual 
bearers can be identified confirms this date. The book, was, I 
think, made shortly after 1563, in which year Lord Wharton 
was granted the augmentation of the border with the lion's paws 
shewn on his shield no. 20. The greater part of the arms are, 
however, of the first half of the century, as the following ex- 
amples shew. Henry, fifth earl of Northumberland, died in 1527. 
The Arundel shield (3) is that of the thirteenth earl, 1525-1544 ; 
Lord Daubeny (G) was created earl of Bridgewater in 1539 ; the 
barony of Willoughby de Broke (10) was in abeyance after 1522 ; 
that of Fitzhugh (18) after 1512. A few of the shields are of 
earlier date ; the last Lord Bardolf (8) was attainted in 1406 and 
the last Lord Greystock (15) died in 1487. The arms represented 
are, with the two exceptitms of Arundel and Kildare, those of 
the noble and gentle men of the five northern counties, and of 
these the greater number belong to Xorthumberland and York- 
shire, whilst there is a noticeable absence of the arms of Durham 
families, of which there are only four, namely, Lumley, Fitzhugh, 
Eure and Bowes. 

The purpose for which the book was made is not very evident ; 
the shields do not appear to be arranged on any system except 
that the arms of earls are phiced first, followed by those of barons 
and la,stly by those of the gentry. It seems possible that it may 
have been compiled as a record of the arms of those associated 
with the fifth earl of Northumberland, and of tho«e liable to 
serve under him in time of war. He was chief commissioner of 
array in Yorkshire and Northumberland in 1511 and in Cumber- 
land and Westmorland in 1514, and warden general of the 
marches in 1522. The earl of Westmorland, whose shield is 
next after that of Northumberland, was deputy warden of the

east and middle marches in 1525, and the earl of Cumberland, 
whose shield is next, was sheriff of Yorkshire in 1522 and deputy 
warden of the west marches in 1525. 

But whether this was or was not the reason for which the book 
was made, it certainly contains the arms of those north country 
noblemen and gentlemen who took a prominent part in the 
stirring events of the first half of the sixteentJi century. In the 
campaign in France, in 1513, Northumberland was a grand 
captain of the forces, and the arms of his * cheef capteyns,' Nor- 
manville^ Lascelles, Lamplew, Musgrove and Middleton, and of 
his * petty capteyns,' Swynboume, Eryngton, Horsley, Heron 
and Hothom, are all recorded here. In 1522 the earl's brother, 
Sir William Percy, and Lord Ogle raided the south of Scotland, 
destroying Blackadder house and other fortresses. The arms of 
those * divers men of the north,' Gray, Dacre, Fenwick, Lysle, 
Collingwood, Clavering, Uelaval, Heron of Chipchase, Eadcliffe 
and Ridley, who served under them and shared the reward given 
by the English Government for the enterprise, are given here. 
Of those who fought at Flodden Field in 1513 we have Lumley, 
Scrc^pe, Constable, Tunstall, Clifford, Dacre and others. Of those 
unfortunate Roman catholic lords and gentlemen who took part 
in the Pilgrimage of Grace in 1530 we have almost a complete 
list. Darcy, Latimer, Lumley, Scrope, Percy, Constable, Bigod, 
Bulmer, Aske, Neville, Fairfax, Tempest, Xorton, ilusgrave 
and ilarkynfield. To conclude, it seems certain that this book 
was made soon after 1553 and that the arms it contains are 
largely retrospective, forming a valuable record of the shields 
and cresis of those men of the north most prominent in the 
public life of the country during the first half of that eventful 
centurv. 



NORTHUMBERLAND. 233 

' NOBTHUMBRELAND.' 

Quarterly of five, two in chief and three in base. 

1. Quarterly: 1 and 4, gold a lion azure, Pbbot. 2 and 3, gules 

three lucies silver, Lucr. 

2. Azure a fesg indented of five fusils gold, Pbrct Ancient. 

3. Barry gold and vert a bend gules, Poyninos. 

4. Gules three lions i>as8ant silver, over all a barton azure, Fitz 

Payne. 

6. Gold three piles azure, Bbtan. 

The shield is surrounded by the Garter with motto and crowned 
with an earl's coronet. 

The armorial bearings of Henry Percy, fifth earl of Northumber- 
land (1489-1527) {Official Baronage of England, vol. ii. p. 654). The 
charges and quarterings are those that appear on his Garter Plate 
{Arch. Ael, 2 ser. iv. 201). The azure lion of the grand quarter was 
first used by Henry Percy (1283-1315), lord of Topcliffe. He fought at 
Falkirk in 1298 and in the roll of arms which is named from that 
battle he bears d*or uiig lean d'azure. At the siege of Caerlaverock 
castle in 1301 he carried Jaune o un hleu lyon rampant. He may have 
adopted the lion, with a difference of colour, from the arms of his wife, 
who was a daughter of Fitz Alan of Arundel, or it may have been 
assumed in allusion to his descent from Josceline of Louvain and 
derived from the arms of the later dukes of Brabant. 

The second and third quarters of the first grand quarter are the 
canting arms of the Lucys, lords of Cockermouth. Henry Percy, 
first earl of Northumberland, married in 1384 for his second wife Maud, 
sister and heir of Anthony, lord Lucy. These arms appeared quar- 
tered on his seal appended to a deed of 1400, engraved in Surtees's 
Durham (Seals, viii. no. 1). In Willement's roll of Richard II. he 
is styled ' Le Conte de Northumberland Sr. de Lucy ' and his arms 
are there blasoned quarterly Percy and Lucy. 

The second grand quarter contains the ancient arms of Percy. 
The fusils in fess or * fesse engrele * of the earlier rolls were that 
family's original arms borne by them as well as by other families of 
Breton origin {York*. Arch. Journal, rv. 157). The seal of William 
Percy, lord of Craven {oh. 1245) shows the knight mounted on a 
galloping horse and bearing a shield charged with a fess indented of 
three fusils only (Surtees's Durham, Seals vn. 3). In Glover's roll 
of Henry III., Henry de Percy bears d*azure a la fesse engrele d'or. 

The third, fourth and fifth grand quarters represent the three 
baronies, the titles of which were assumed by Henry, fourth earl of 
Northumberland, in right of hia mother Eleanor, grand-daughter 
and heir of Robert, fifth lord Poynings {Historic Peerage, ed. Court- 
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hope, pp. 79 and 197 ; Official Baronage of England, vol. ii. pp. 649 and 
651). The arms of Poyning^ are blasoned in Willement's roll of 
Richard II. In the Bouen roll (c. 1418) they appear quartering Fitz 
Payne, whose arms are first Masoned in the Falkirk roll {r. 1298). In 
Guillim's roll (c. 1300) they are carried by * Sire Roberd la Fitz Payne,* 
who also bore them at Caerlaverock. The arms of Bryan are first 
blasoned in Glover's roll of Henry III. 

The golden leopard crowned and with a collar gobony silver and 
azure standing on the dexter of the shield is the crest of the Beau- 
forts. Henry, fifth earl, married Katherine, daughter and co-heir of Sir 
Robert Spenser, and Eleanor, daughter and co-heir of Eklmund Beau- 
fort, duke of Somerset. At the sinister, on a cap of maintenance, 
stands the azure lion of the Percy crest, as used by Henry, fifth earl 
(Official Baronage, ii. 654). 

The four banners, with supporters at the corners, are as follows : — 

(1) A banner party gules and sable with a fringe of the same 
colours and bearing a gold fetterlock within a silver crescent and sup- 
ported by a lion azure. The tinctures are the livery colours of Henry, 
fifth earl (Arch. Ael. 2 ser. iv. 211), with the Percy badge and the sup- 
porter for Algernons. 

(2) A white banner with a fringe silver and gules bearing a sable 
falchion ornamented with gold and supported by a silver panther 
powdered with spots of gules and azure, with crown, collar and chain 
of gold, and with fire issuing from his mouth and ears. The badge 
and colours of Fitz Payne, the supporter coming from the Beauforts 
and used for Somerset (Arch. Ael. 2 ser. iv. 211). 

(3) A banner party gold and vert with a fringe of the same 
colours and bearing a silver key crowned, supported by a silver 
unicorn with collar chain, and horn of gold. The badge and colours 
of Poynings, the supporter, is the * Beast of Poynings,' used by Henry, 
fifth earl, as one of the supporters of his garter plate (Official Baronage, 
II. 655). 

(4) A white banner with a fringe of gold and azure gobony bear- 
ing a bugle horn sable garnished with gold and supported by a silver 
boar with collar and chain of gold. The badge and colours of Bryan 
the supporter is the same as used by Henry, fifth earl, on his garter 
plate (Official Baronage, ii. 655). 

I. ' WESTM'LAND.' 
Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Gules a saltire silver, Nevill. 

2. Gules three leopards gold and a border silver, Holand of Eskt. 

3. Gold fretty gules on a quarter, party ermine and gold, a 

ship with sails furled sable, Nevill Ancient, 
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Crest: Out of a coronet a bull's head silver with a jfold mane 
and horns gobony gold and vert. 

This was the shield of the Nevills, earls of Westmorland, from 
1397 to 1571 (Historic Peerage, ed. Courthope, 507 ; Surtees, Durham, 
IV. 159; Official Baronage^ lu. 629). The saltire or St. Andrew's cross 
became associated with the Norman Nevills when Robert Fitz Maldred 
married their heiress. It appears then to have taken the place of 
their former canting arms of a ship or * Nef.* Two of his seals with 
the saltire are engraved in Surtees's Durham (Seals, vi. 1 and 2). 
This shield, with various differences, appears in the rolls of Henry 
III., Edward II., Edward III. and Willement's roll of Richard II. 

The second quarter is for Holand, earl of Kent, being the arms 
of England, differenced with the silver border, and assumed by Sir 
Thomas Holand after his marriage with Joan, sister and heir of John, 
great grandson of Edward I., and last Plantagenet earl of Kent. 

The third quarter, called ' Nevill Ancient ' is not mentioned in 
any early heraldic authority. It first appears in Tonge's VisiWian 
of the Northern Counties (1530) (41 Surtees Soc. Publ. p. 29) where 
* Nevill .... berith the ship for tokening that was admiral 
to William Conqueror.* The earliest device of the Nevills that we 
have is on a seal of Henry Nevill, from the duchy of Lancaster, dating 
between 1199 and 1216. It shows the canting device of a * Nef,' but 
is not on a shield (Drummond's Noble British Families^ ii). In the 
roll of arms of Edward III. {Coll. et Top, ii. 326) Geffray de Neville port 
d'or une nief T/iaste rabies ei phane de Sable. The crest was first used 
as here coloured by Ralph, second earl (Official Baronage, m. 632). Its 
origin may probably be found in the dun bull of Westmorland * the 
sacred totem,* possibly borne, as Mr. Barron suggests, ' for a memorial 
of the line of Bulmer.* 

2. * CUMBERLAND.* 

Quarterly of eight : 

1. Cheeky gold and azure a fess gules, Clifpoed. 

2. Azure three .... gold. 

3. Sable a bend counterflory gold, BBOMyLETE. 

4. Gold a cross sable, Vesci. 

5. Vert three flint stones silver, Flynt. 

6. Gules six rings gold, Vipont. 

7. Barry gold and azure on a quarter gules a cross flory silver, 

Aton. 

8. Silver on a chief indented g^les a ring between two molets 

gold, St. John. 
Crest: A dragon gules sitting in a coronet gold. 
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The shield of the Cliffords, earls of Cumberland, 1525 to 1643 
{HxBtoric Peerage, ed. Courthope, 135; Official Baronage^ i. 400). 

The first quarter is the paternal coat of Cliflford, blasoned first 
in Glover's roll of Henry III. It is also in the rolls of Edward II. 
and Edward III. and in Willement*s roll of Richard II. In the 
Caerlaverock poem Lord Clifford bears — 

De or e de asur eschequere 
une fes8e Vermel efte. 

The charges in the second quarter I am unable to blason. The 
quarter does not appear in any of the Cli£ford shields I have been able 
to trace. The third and fourth quarters, for Bromflete and Vesci, 
came to the Cliffords, by marriage, with the daughter and heiress of 
Henry Bromflete, lord Vesci. The family oi Bromflete did not come 
into prominence until the reign of Richard II., and their arms are 
not found in the earlier rolls. The original shield of Vesci was 
Gules a ung croix paUmce d*argent (Glover's roll of Henry III.). 
This took the place of their canting device of three sprigs of vetches 
(Laing, Scottish Seals, Supplement y no. 964; Tate, History of Alnwick, 
vol. I. p. 402). They also used from early times the well known coat 
in the text blasoned in the Camden roll (c. 1280); in the roll of 
Edward II. and shown on the seal of John de Vesci (c. 1260) (Laing, 
Ancient Scottish Seals, no. 834). The fifth quarter contains the canting 
arms of Flynt, it appears in the quartered coat of ' Clyfforde ' in 
Constable's roll (41 Surt. Soc. Publ. u.), the only authority in which 
I have been able to find it. 

The sixth quarter came to the Cliffords by marriage with Isabel, 
daughter and co-heir of Robert de Vipont, who died r, 1265. Their 
coat is blasoned in the roll of Henry III. in the Nativity roll (temp. 
Edward I.), in the roll of Edward II., and in that of Edward III. 
An early seal with the legend ' Willelmi de Veteriponte * shows on a 
pear-shaped shield three lions rampant with a molet in the centre 
(Laing, Scott M Seals, Sup/Aement, no. 966). A seal of one of this 
family bore thirteen ring^ and another nine (Jefferson, Leafh Ward, 
112). 

The seventh quarter is for Aton, though I am unable to find 
any early authority for it. The Cliffords quartered it in right of 
Anastasia, daughter and co-heir of William of Aton (//tWr/Wc Peerage, 
ed. Courthope, pp. 34 and 491). The arms of Aton, blasoned in the 
Nativity roll (c. 1300), are de gulez ou ung crot/s pate d'argent, and 
the same shield is blasoned for them in the roll of Eklward II. These 
were the original arms of Vesci and were assumed by the Atons after 
the marriage of Gilbert of Aton with Margery, daughter and heiress 
of Warine Vesci of Enapton. In 1316 Sir Gilbert of Aton succeeded 
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as sole heir to the Vescis, when he appears to have adopted the plain 
sable cross of that family. This shield is carved on the gateway 
tower of Bothal castle, and is attributed by Mr. C. J. Bates to 
* Gilbert de Aton the legitimate heir to the Vescis .... who 
died in 1344.' In the Boroughbridge roll his shield is blasoned, rfV 
ou i croiz de Mhle, The seal of his son. Sir William, attached to a 
deed 1363-1364 shows the plain cross as blasoned for him in the Powell 
roll {Yorks. Arch. Jour. xii. p. 251 and p. 264 note). 

The eighth quarter bears the arms of St. John, differenced by 
indenting the chief and placing a ring between the molets. In the 
roll of the battle of Boroughbridge JS'ire Edward de Saint John, d*argent 
ou le chief endente de goul ii moles d'or. 

The dragon of the crest is here drawn as a wyvern, the four- 
legged Tudor dragon being a later form of the beast. It is blasoned 
in Thomas Wall's Book of Crests {Ancestor, no. 11, p. 186 and note). 

3. ' ARUNDEL.' 
Quarterly : 

1. Gules a lion gold, tongue and claws azure, Fitz Alan. 

2. Barry of eight gold and gules, Fitz Alan of Bedale. 

3. Silver a fess and quarter gules, WydvilLe. 

4. Quarterly: 1 and 4, sable a fret gold, Maltbavbrs. 2 and 3, 

silver a chief azure, Fitz Alan of Clun. 

Ceest : In a coronet gules a demi griffin silver beak gules. 

The arms of Fitz Alan, earls of Arundel from 1289 to 1680 (Dall- 
away's Sussex, vol. ii. pt. 1. p. 120; Historic Peerage, ed. Courthope, 
pp. 28 and 29; Official Baronuge of England, vol. i. p. 80-83). 

The shield as here drawn was used by Thomas, twelfth earl, and 
Henry, thirteenth and last earl. 

In the first quarter is the lion of the Fitz Alans, probably adopted 
by them after marriage with the heiress of the Albinis, earls of 
Arundel. The seal of William of Albini {ph. 1221) shews the earl clad 
in chain mail on horseback, and a shield with the lion ramping on it, 
suspended from his neck. (Dallaway's Sussex, ii. 1, 119). For his 
son it is tricked and blasoned Scutum gul, leo aur. (Official Baronage, 
I. 68). The shield is first blasoned for the Fitz Alans in the roll of 
Henry III. At Caerlaverock * Richard le Conte de Aroundel ' was 
richly armed En rouge au lyon rampant de or. The arms are also 
blasoned in rolls of Edward II. and Edward III. 

The second quarter bears the arms of Fitz Alan of Bedale 
blasoned in the roll of Henry III. for * Alayn le Fitz Brian.' At 
Caerlaverock, Brian Fitz Alan bore De or e de goules bien jHirree. 
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The anus of the third quarter are those of Wydville, earl Rivers, 
whose heiress married Thomas, the eleventh earl. The arms are not 
old and do not appear earlier than Glover's Ordinary. 

The first and fourth quarters of the fourth grand quarter are the 
arms of Maltravers, drawn in the later debased form of a saltire inter- 
laced with a mascle, instead of in the earlier and more artistic form 
of interlacing bastons. These arms were quartered in right of Alianor, 
grand-daughter and heiress of John, lord Maltravers {oh. 1364) 
(Dallaway's Sussex, n. 1, p. 144). In the roll of Henry III., John 
Maltravers, noir fretU d'or. In the rolls of Edward II. and III. the 
blason becomes de sable, frette de or. 

The second and third quarters of this quarter are those attributed 
to Fitz Flaed, or Fitz Alan of Clun. I am unable to find them in any 
authority, except Glover's Ordinary, where they are given for Clun 
(Papworth, 564). They are probably an invention of the later heralds. 

The crest, as here drawn, appears first on the seal of Richard, the 
fifth earl {oh. 1376). 

4. ' KYLDARE.' 

Silver a saltire gules, Fitzgebald. 

Cbbst: On a wreath silver and gules^ a monkey passant bound 
round the middle by a gold collar with a gold chain attached. 

The Fitzgeralds were created earls of Kildare in 1316 (Solly's 
Titles of Honour, 106; Ancestor, no. 2, p. 98). Their arms, as in the 
text, appear in the Camden roll (c. 1285) and in the Bering roll 
{temp. Henry III.). The crest is an interesting illustration of the 
quaint blason in Wall's Book of Crests, * A Marmoset in his Kynde 
bounde by the mydel with a chayne gold in a wreith gold and vert.' 
{Ancestor, no. 11, p. 183). 

5. 'WARENNE.' 

Cheeky gold and azure. 

William, count of Warenne, in Normandy, was created earl of 
Surrey in 1089 {Official Baronar/e of England, iii. 467). His descend- 
ants also styled themselves earls Warren.. 

These arms were adopted by the descendants of William, second 
earl {oh, 1138), and Isabel, daughter of Hugh the Great, count of Ver- 
mandois, who bore this cheeky coat (Woodward's Heraldry, i. 136). 
The seal of John of Warenne, who succeeded as third earl of Surrey, 
and Warenne in 1240, shews the knight bearing a cheeky shield 
{Official Baronage, in. 471). It is blasoned for the earls Warren 
in the rolls of arms from that of Henry III. and also in the Caer- 
l^verock poem, 
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6. 'DATJBENY.' 

Gules a fess indented of four fusils silver. 

Crest: A holly tree on a wreath gold and sable. 

See Bank's Baranies in Fee, i. 183; Historic Peerage (ed. Court- 
hope), 144. These arms are another example of the early * fesse 
engrele * and of the horizontal indented lines borne by many families 
of Breton origin. The shield is blasoned with many and interesting 
differences in Glover's roll of Henry III., in Charles' roll of the same 
reign and in that of Edward II. (ed. Nicolas). 

The crest illustrates that blasoned in Wall's Book for * Daubeney 
chamberlayn wt. H. Vllth * {Anrejitor, no. 12, 63). 

7. ' L. FITZ WILLIAM.' 

Lozengy silver and gules. 

See Hunter's Souih Yorksh. I. 332 ; Shirley's Noble and Gentlemen of 
England, 299; Ancestor, no. 12, 116. The earliest appearance of this 
shield is on a seal of William Fitz William, attacbed to a charter to 
the monks of Byland dated 1217, the reverse of which shews the 
lozengy shield (Hunter's South Yorksh. i. 334). In the roll of Henry III. 
it is blasoned mw*culy d'ermyn and de goulz. In the Nativity roll the 
colours are as in the text and in the rolls of Edward III. and 
Eichard II. the same arms are blasoned. 

8. ' L. BARDOLPH.' 

Azure three pierced cinquefoils gold. 

See Bank's Dormant and Extinct Baronage, n. 26. This shield 
is a good example of the simple and effective arms of early heraldry. 
It appears first in the roll of Henry III. In the same roll is a beautiful 
example of early differencing, ' Thomas son fitz ' bears the same 
arms la Croislets d*or. In the roll of Edward II. occurs an interesting 
series of shields of this family differenced by change of colour. 

The shield in the text is blasoned in the Caerlaverock poem and 
in the roll of the battle of Falkirk (1298). 

The seal of lord Bardolph, attached to the baron's letter to the 
pope (1301), shows three cinquefoils on a shield. An early seal shows 
five cinquefoils on the shield and a fine seal of Thomas, lord Bardolf, 
attached to a deed of 14 Richard II. (1391) has the shield, with three 
cinquefoils, couch^ surmounted by a crowned helmet and for crest the 
head and wings of a dragon noiug from the coronet. The supporters 
fir^ two winged dragons. 
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9. ' L. LATYMER.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 2. Gules a cross paty gold, Latimbb. 

2 and 3. Gules a saltire silver with a ring sable, Neyill. 

See Whittaker*8 Bichmondshire, ii. 79; Historic Peerage (ed. 
Courthope), 280. 

The first and fourth quarters are the arms of Latimer, derived 
from the early shield of Vesci and are in the place of honour for the 
barony ; they first appear in the Falkirk roll (1298) and are blasoned in 
the Caerlaverock poem and in the roll of Edward II. The Garter 
Plate of William, lord Latimer (1361-80), bears the arms as in the first 
and fourth quarters and for crest a bush of feathers sable with gold 
tips {Stall Plates of Knights of the Garter). The second and third 
quarters contain the arms of Nevill with the sable ring for difference. 

10. 'L. WILLOUGHBY.' 

Quarterly : 

1. Quarterly: 1 and 4, sable a cross engrailed gold, Ufpobd. 

2 and 3, g^les a mill rind cross gold, Willouohbt. 

2. Gules a cross paty gold, Latimbb. 

3. Gules on a fess indented of four fusils silver four escallops 

sable, Chbnby. 

4. Gold a chevron gules, Stapfobd. 

The arms of Robert, 1st lord Willoughby de Broke, who died 
1603 (Bank's Baronies in Fee, i. 462; Hifttorir Pen-age, 510; Bank's 
Dormant amd Extinct Baronage, ii. 591). 

The first and fourth quarters of the grand quarter were assumed 
by the Willoughbys after the marriage of the third lord Willoughby 
with Cecily, sister and co-heir of William Ufford, earl of Suffolk. 

They are placed first, being the more honourable and representing 
the higher dignity. They are blasoned in the roll of Edward II. for 
* Sire Robert Dofforde ' and are tricked for ' Ufford ' in the Dering 
and Guillim's rolls {temp, Henry III.). 

The cross in the second and third quarters of this grand quarter 
is usually silver. They are the arms of Bek and were adopted by 
Robert, first lord Willoughby, after the death of his uncle, Anthony 
Bek, bishop of Durham, in 1311. His own arms blasoned in the 
Caerlaverock poem were en or de inde fretti : A few years later in the 
roll of Edward II. he bears de gouhn a un fer di molin de argent. 

The second quarter came by the marriage of Sir Thomas 
Willoughby, second son of the fourth lord Willoughby of Eresby, 
with Elizabeth, daughter and heir of John Nevill, lord Latimer, their 
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grandson, married Anne, daughter and co-heir of Sir Edward Cheney 
of Broke and of his wife Alice, daughter and heir of Sir Humphrey 
Stafford of Hooke, thus bringing in the third and fourth quarters. 

The arms of Cheney do not appear in the rolls earlier than Glover's 
Ordinary. Those of Stafford are among the early and famous historic 
arms and are blasoned with various differences in most of the early 
rolls, from that of Edward II. 

11. ' L. DACRE/ 

Gules three escallops silver. 

Ceest: On a wreath silver and gules a bull gules, with horns, 
hoofs, collar and chain of gold. 

The arms of the lords Dacre of * Gillesland,* or *of the North,* 
whose title became extinct in 1569 {Hutoric Peerage, ed. Courthope, 
138; Jefferson's History of Leath War<l), The arms as in the text 
appear first in the Segar roll (c. 1296) where they are given for * Will 
Dakere.' They are also blasoned in Willement's roll of Richard II. 
A bull passant, as in the crest, was on the standard of ' Le Seignure 
I>acre de Gilslande,* together with their badge of an escallop and a 
ragged staff joined by the Dacre knot. The motto is Fort en Loyaute 
(List of Standards, temp, Henry Vm., Excerpta Historica, 330). 

12. ' L. CONYERS.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Azure a maunch gold, Contbrs. 

2 and 3 Quarterly : JL and 4, gules a saltire silver, Neyill. 2 and 

3, gold and lion sable, Fauconbkbo (?). 

Cbest: On a wreath silver and gules, an azure wing. 

See Hififorir Peerage (ed. Courthope), pp. 124 and 186; Bank*s 
Dormant and Extinct Baronage, vol. ii. 115. 

The arms of the first and fourth quarters do not appear in the rolls 
earlier than that of Richard II. The ring, which was the difference 
used by Conyers of Hornby, is omitted. The arms of the second and 
fourth grand quarters are those of Nevill, lord Fauconberg, earl of 
Kent, whose daughter and co-heir Alice was mother of William, first 
lord Conyers. The saltire in his arms is also usually differenced by a 
sable ring. The quarters with the lion I take to be for Fauconberg, 
if so, it is here wrongly coloured, silver a lion azure being their well 
known arms derived from the prolific lion of Peter Brus, lord 
of Skelton. The wing of the crest is generally coloured gules and 
is so blasoned in Wall's Book of Crests (Anreittor, no. 12, 618). 

In the list of standards referred to above * the lord Conyers' 
standard is of silver with an azure lion passant and the field powdered 
with crosses crosslet and pairs of wings gules. Motto : * Ung Dieu, 
ung Roi ' (Excerpta IliMorica, p. 62). 
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13. ' L. DARCY/ 

Azure powdered with crosses crosslet, three pierced cinquefoils 
silver. 

Thomas Darcy, descended from John, fifth lord Darcy of Enaith, 
was summoned to parliament in the first of Henry Vlll. (1509) (H if forte 
Peerage, ed. Courthope, 142). The original arms of Darcy are blasoned 
in the roll of Henry III. d'argcnt a trots ro^es de goules. They are also 
blasoned in the roll of Edward II. In the roll of Edward III. the 
blason is troii^ cinquefoilles gules. The arms in the text are an early 
and beautiful example of the method of differencing by change of 
colour and by powdering the field with small crosses. 

This shield appears first in the roll of Edward II. ' Monsire Darcy 
le Cosin * bears the same arms in the roll of Edward III., evidently 
the arms of John, first lord Darcy of Knaith, who was summoned to 
parliament by Edward III. (1332) as * Johanni Darcy le Cosin.* 

In Willement's roll * Le Sr. Darcy * bears the arms in the text 
quartering Meinill. The rolls of Edward II. and III. afford interest- 
ing examples of various differences of this shield. 

14. ' L. SCROPE.* 

Quarterly : 

1. Azure a bend gold, Scrope. 

2. Silver a saltire engrailed gr^les, Tiptoft. 

3. Silver a fess doubly cotised gules, Badlesmere. 

4. Azure a bend gold with a label gules, Scrope. 
Crest : A bush of feathers azure in a coronet gold. 

The shield is that of lord Scrope of Bolton, descended from Sir 
William le Scrope of Bolton, who was at the battle of Falkirk (1298). 
{AnccMor^ no. 4, 173). The first quarter bears the famous * bende 
dore ' of the Scrope and Orosvenor controversy. The evidence at the 
trial shewed that this shield had been borne by the Scropes from very 
early times, from the beginning of the thirteenth century, according 
to the evidence of Sir William Chauncy (for an account of trial 
see The Scrope arid (ironvetwr If oil, ed. by Sir N. Harris Nicolas). 

The * entire ' arms do not appear in the rolls before that of 
Richard II., but in the roll of Edward II. * Sire Henri de Skrop,* de 
azure a une bende de or, en la beiufe un lion /josso/nz de 'pourprt for 
whom the same shield is blasoned in the Nativity roll. In the roll of 
Edward III. this coat is blasoned for * William le Scroope,* but with 
the * lion rampant,' after which date the lion appears to have been 
dropped. According to the evidence of the prior of Guisburgh, in the 
trial, it originated in a grant to one of the Scropes for life, from 
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Laci, earl of Lincoln (Scrope and Orosvenor Soil, n. 278), whose arms 
in the roll of Edward II. are blasoned de or, a un lion rampaund de 
poupre. 

In the roll of Richard II. are numerous examples of this shield 
differenced after the modem method. The arms are probably derived 
from those of the Gants, earls of Lincoln, feudal superiors of the 
Scropes who, in the roll of Edward II., bore harre de or e de azure, a 
une hende de goules. Archbishop Scrope adorned the shield of the 
house of Masham by encircling it with golden mitres on a border gules. 
(Heraldry of York Minster, vol. i. pi. i.) The second and third 
quarters came by the marriage of Roger, second lord Scrope, with the 
- heiress of Tiptoft and Badlesmere (Bank's Dormant and Extinct 
Baronofje, ii. 565 ; Historic Peerage, 428). In the roll of Edward II. both 
these shields are blasoned. The fourth quarter is for Scrope of Masham, 
who usually coloured their label silver. In the cloisters of Canterbury 
cathedral the arms of Henry, lord Scrope of Masham, appear I. aud 
IV. Scrope with a label gules II. and III. Bryan (Willement's Canter- 
bury Cathedral, 99). The bush of feathers was used as a crest by 
William le Scrope, earl of Wiltshire, and afterwards became the crest 
of the house of Bolton (41 Surt. Soc. publ. 33). In Wall's Book of 
Crests it is blasoned ostrysche f ethers asur, 

15. ' L. GRAISTOCK.' 

Barry silver and azure, three chaplets gules. 

This barony fell into abeyance on the death of Ralph, seventh lord 
of Greystock, in 1487 {Hi^t^tric Peerage, 230). 

The ancient arms of Greystock were three lozenge-shaped cushions 
as on the seal of Thomas, the third lord, living 1244 (Hutchinson's 
Cumberland, i. 348). The shield on the monument of John, lord 
Greystock {ob. 1305) in Greystock church bears three lozenge-shaped 
cushions set within squares. The arms in the text are those of the 
lordship of Grimthorpe. They are blasoned in the Falkirk roll (1298) 
* for Sir Rauffe le fitz william ' (first lord of Greystoke). 

At Caerlaverock his arms are distinguished from those of Valence, 
for instead of martlets he carried on his barry shield Trois cliapeaus de 
Rosis vermeilles. His arms are blasoned in the roll of Edward II. 
His effigy in Hurworth church bears a shield barry and three chaplets 
(Plate Surtees, Durham). In the Nativity roll his son, Sr. Robert le 
Fitz Rauff port burelle d'azure el d*argent ou Hi. chapaus de Roses et 
la label de gtUez. In Willement's roll of Richard II. * Le Baron de 
Greystock ' bears barry of sixteen and three chaplets. 
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16. • L. OGLE.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Silver a fess between three crescents guleo, Oqle. 

2 and 3. Gold an orle azure, Bebtram of Botha I. 

Sir Bobert Ogle was summoned to parliament in 1461 and the 
barony then created fell into abeyance in 1597 {/lit^toric Peeixnjfy ed. 
Courthope, 366). 

Their arms, as in the text, are blasoned in Willement's roll of 
Bichard II. and also in a roll of arms of the fifteenth century {Ance^titr, 
no. 4, 231). The crescents on the shield are probably derived from 
the crescent badge of the Percys. 

On the west turret of Bothal castle is carved a shield blasoned 
silver, powdered with crosses crosslet three crescents gules, being that 
of John Ogle living 1351 {Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xiv. 291). The tombstone of 
Sir Bobert Ogle {oh, 1409), in the choir of Hexham priory church, shows 
at the comers the quarterly shield as in the text. The second and 
third quarters, for Bertram of Bothal, are derived from the famous 
shield of Baliol differenced by change of colour, Bothal having formed 
part of the barony of Bywell {Arch, Ad, 2 ser. xiv. 284). The shield is 
blasoned in the roll of Edward II. for * Sire Robert Bertram.' It is 
carved in the centre of the gateway of Bothal castle for Bobert 
Bertram the builder. 

17. ' L. LUMLEY.' 

Silver a fess gules between three popinjays vert. 

The ancient arms of Lumley are said, on the authority of Glover's 
Ordinary y to have been * Gules six popinjays silver.' 

The shield here blasoned is that of Thweng of Eilton, whose arms 
were assumed by Marmaduke Lumley in right of his mother. They are 
blasoned in the roll of Henry III. de goules ung feet Jh troys papegayes 
d' argent a ung haston d* azure Rur toiU, and the same arms and difference 
appear in the roll of Edward II. 

The shield with the popinjays silver and the field gules is among 
the few early shields drawn by the historian Matthew Paris and given 
by him for * Joh. la fitz Mermenduc ' {Art of Heraldry, plate lxxii.). 

At Caerlaverock their banner is of gules with silver charges, and 
the seal attached to the baron's letter (1301) shows a shield bearing the 
fess between three popinjays and the motto * Crede Michi ' {Ancestor, 
no. 8, 107). Tlie arms, as in the text, are blasoned for «b'r. John fitz 
Marmfduhy Thxtuiuje^ d'argtnt ou ung fessv de guleA ct froys papcioyes 
de vert in the * Falkirk ' roll. They are first ascribed to Lumley in 
Kdward II. roll in which /Sire Robert de Lomeleye de goulex a une fesse 
e Hi. papinjais de argent en la fesse Hi. moles de sahle. 

The undifferenced shield is blasoned in Willement's roll of 
Richard II. 
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18. ' L. FTTZHEUGH.' 

Azure three chevrons braced and a chief gold. 

Cbbst: a dragon, flying, azure in a coronet gold. 

Henry Fitz Hugh, the first to assume this surname, was sum- 
moned to parliament in 1321; the barony fell into abeyance in 1512 
{Historic Peerctge, ed. Courthope, 194). The original arms of 
Fitzhugh were fretty and a chief which were later changed to the three 
interlaced chevrons, as in the text. In the roll of Henry III. it 
is blasoned d*azure frette d'or en le cheif for ' Henry le Fitz Randolfh.' 
In the roll of Edward II. Sire Henri le Fitz Hue de azure frette de or 
od le chef de or, the same shield is blasoned for him in the Nativity 
roll (c. 1300) and in the roll of Edward III. 

The shield with the interlaced chevrons is blasoned in Willement's 
roll of Richard II. The cast of a Fitz Hugh shield in the Black Gate 
museum shows the field fretty and is attributed by Mr. C. J. Bates, 
to William, son of the above Henry (Proc, Soc, Antiq. Newc. 2 ser. 
IX. 168). In the fifteenth century roll of arms the fretty coat impal- 
ing MarmioTi is given for * Lord Fehewe * {Ancestor, no. 4, p. 240). 
The crest, as in the text, is in Wall's Book of Crests for * Fitzhugh 
Baron {Ancestor, no. 12, p. 70). 

19. ' L. EURE.' 

Quarterly : Silver and gules on a bend sable three escallops silver. 

Sir William Eure was created lord Eure of Witton in 1544 {His- 
toric Peerage, ed. Courthope, 180; Bank's Dormant and Extinct 
Baronage, vol. ni. ; Arch. Ael, 2 ser. xiv. 90). The differenced arms 
of the Fitz Rogets, lords of Warkworth; they are usually blasoned 
gold and gules, but Longstaffe blasons them silver and gules, as in 
the text {Arr/i. Ael. 2 ser. vn. 243). 

They first appear in the roll of Henry III., and are there blasoned 
without the escallops. In the Nativity roll (r. 1300) the shield is 
blasoned quarterly gold and gules with the bend and scallops as in 
the text. The same arms appear in Charles's roll {temp. Henry III.). 

20. 'L. WHARTON.' 

Sable a maunch silver within a border gold charged with eight 
pairs of lion's paws rased, saltireways, gules. 

Sir Thomas Wharton was summoned to parliament as lord Wharton 
in 1545 {Historic Peerage, ed. Courthope, 509; Bank's Dormant and 
Extinct Baronage, n. 585). 
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The sleeve was assumed by the Whartons after their marriage with 
the heiress of Hastingfs of Croglin in the time of Edward I. 

Their ancient arms are said to have been a pair of lion's paws 
placed saltireways on a golden field. It has been stated that after 
this marriage Wharton ' encircled the lady's arms with a border of 
gold charged with lion's paws in saltire, in fact, framing the Hastings 
shield in his own ' {Cumb, and West. Arch. Trans, i. 311). But, the 
Whartons were content with the ladies sleeve unadorned with any border 
(41 Surtees, 99) until Thomas, lord Wharton, was granted the border, 
which should be eng^iled, as an honourable augmentation for his 
part in the victory of Solway Moss, by Eklward VI. in the seventh year 
of his reign (1663) (Thoresby's Ducatus LeodiensU, 260; The Otntal- 
ogist, N.S., vol. vin. p. 128). In Jenyn's Ordinary (Edward III.) the 
shield with the silver sleeve was borne by * Thomas de Wharton de 
Westmoreland.' 

31. ' CONSTABLE OF FLAMBOROUGH.' 
Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Gules a bend g'old. 

2 and 3. Vair silver and azure. 

CsBST : A ship gold on a wreath of silver and azure. 

This shield is derived from that of Lacy, lord of Halton and con- 
stable of Chester (from whom the Constables of Flamborough descend) 
who bore quarterly gold and gules a bend sable with a label; one of 
the series of quarterly shields grouped round that of Mandeville, earls 
of Essex. The shield in the text is erroneously drawn. It should be 
quarterly gules and vair a bend gold, the vair quarters are also drawn 
in an unusual way. In the Nativity roll (r. 1300) and in that of 
Edward II. the vair quarters are placed first. In Cotgrave's roll of 
Edward III. the more modern form appears gules and vair, but with 
a hastone d*argtnt. In Willement's roll of Richard II. the modem coat 
is blasoned. 

The crest illustrates the blason in Wall's Book of Crests {Ancestor , 
no. 11, p. 184) and is similar to the ' noble ship of gold ' surmount- 
ing the Constable arms above the title of Constable's roll (41 Surt. 
Soc. publ. app. I. 

22. ' STAPLETON.' 

Silver a lion sable, tongue and claws azure. 

Cbsst: a Saracen's head bound with a silver fillet, on a wreath 
silver and sable. 

This shield first appears in the roll of Edward II. for ' Sir Miles 
de Stapletone.' His wife was Sibill, co-heir of John de Aqua Bella 
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by Laderina co-heir of Peter Brus, lord of Skelton {Yorks. Arch. 
Journal, viii. ; 16 Harl. Soc. publ. 293). He appears to have adopted 
the arms of his wife's ancestors differenced by change of colour. The 
Garter plate of Sir Miles Stapleton, a founder of the Garter (o6. 1364), 
shows the shield as in the text with the crest of the Soldan's head 
bound by an azure fillet {Stall Platen of the Knights of the Garter). In 
Willement's roll of Richard II. the shield is blasoned, as in the text. 
A seal of the family engraved in Surtees's Durham shows the lion on 
a shield within an engrailed border ornamented with Staples (Surtees's 
Seals, pi. II. no. 9). The usual legend of the slain saracen accounts 
for the crest in Dugdale's Visitation, 1666 (36 Surt. Soc. publ. p. 244). 

23. * STRANGWAIS.' 

Sable two lions passant silver each charged with three * pallets * 
gules. 

Crbst : On a wreath silver and g^les a Uon as in the arms. 

The origin of these arms is not evident, nor do they appear in the 
rolls earlier than ' Constable's/ in which they are blasoned with four 
* pallets.' (41 Surt. Soc. publ. ni.). They are the arms of the Har- 
lesey branch descended from a Dorsetshire family of the name. In 
Glover's Ordinary, for Stranguish of Dorset, the lions are paly of six, 
which seems to be the correct blason. The crest is that of the Visita- 
tions and of Wall's Book, but in the latter it is blaeoned jniUle of ri. 
pecfii {Ancestor, no. 12, 91). In the list of standards of the time of 
Henry VIII. the crest is a boar's head sable between two wings with the 
motto S(m's hoyeux n^ daub 2^*^nt {Exrerpta Uhtorica, 57). 

24. * BULMER.' 

Gules billety and a lion gold, tongue and claws azure. 

The arms of a younger branch of the great house of Bulmer, lords 
of Brancepeth (41 Surt. Soc. publ. p. 25). This shield is blasoned with 
variations in colour in the Nativity roll {c. 1300) in the roll of 
Edward II. and in Willement's roll of Richard II. Powdering a plain 
field with small charges of this nature was an ancient and favourite 
method of differencing, and it is probable that the billets on this shield 
were originally added for difference (See also Arch. Ael. 3 ser. vol. i. 
p. 141). 

26. ' NORMAVELL.' 
Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Silver on a fess between two cotises gules, three fleur de 

lis silver. Norm anvillb. 

2 and 3. Azure a chevron b^tw^cn three martlets silver. 
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See Hunter's tSouth Yorksh. ii. 38. Their original arms appear 
to have been gules a fess between two cotises silver and they are bo 
blasoned in the Bering and Camden rolls {temp. Henry III.). 

In the roll of Edward III. the shield is blasoned, as in the text, 
but with the flowers gold. In Jenyn's Book of Arms they appear as 
here blasoned. It is probable that the reversal of the colours of the 
later arms would be done to difference a cadet branch from the main 
stem which went into the female line in 1316; the fleur de lis being 
added either to commemorate some alliance or as a further difference. 
The second and third quarters are g^ven in Papworth for Denley and 
Hunt, neither of which families appears to have been connected with 
Normanville. See also Glover's Visit, of Yorksh. 1684 (ed. Foster). 

2^. 'HAMERTON.' 

Silver three hammers sable. 

See Whitaker's Craven, p. 124. These canting arms do not appear 
in the early rolls. In Jenyn's Book of Arms they are blasoned 
d* argent a troi^f martelles de sables , the allusion being lost in the foreign 
blason then affected. See also 36 Surt. Soc. publ. p. 354. 

27. (No Name). 

Azure a mauneh silver and a chief indented gold. 

This is an unknown shield; without the sleeve it is given by 
Glover (Foster's Vv*it. of Yorksh., p. 27) for Donham of Kerlyngton. 
It was also borne, without the sleeve, by the Fitz Randolphs, lords of 
Middleham. 

28. * NORTON.' 

Azure a mauneh ermine over all a baston gules. 

Roger Conyers married Margaret, heiress of Norton, of Norton; 
their son Adam took the name of Norton, but retained his paternal 
arms differenced with a baston gules (Whitaker's Bichmondshirt, 
II. 182; Surtees's Durham, i. 160; Shirley's NoUe and GenUemen of 
EmjlaTid, 309). The shield is not blasoned in the rolls of arms. See 
also Glover's Vimt. of Yorksh., p. 244 (ed. Foster), and 36 Surt. Soc. 
publ. pp. 40 and 102. 

29. • ELLERKER.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Quarterly : 1 and 4, silver a lion sable. 2 and 3, silver a 

chevron between three leaves vert. 

2 and 3. Silver an escutcheon within an orle of cinquefoils sable. 
This shield appears to be ascribed to EUerker in error. The arms 

of EUerker of Ellerker were silver a fess between three bougets gules 
(for the quarterings see Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. p. 110). The Risby 
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family bore azure fretty silver afterwards adding* a chief also silver 
and quartering Grendall, Risby and Delamore (41 Surt. Soc. publ. 71 ; 
16 Harl. Soc. publ. 109; Foster's Vimt, of Yorksh. 136). Quarters 1 
and 4 are the well-known arms of Stapleton, but none of the family 
bore the quarterings ; quarters 2 and 3 are the arms of Hazlerig and 
also of Thornton. 2 and 3 grand quarters contain the arms of Caltoft 
or Chaworthe, in Constable's roll they appear as one of the quarter- 
ings of Sir John Chaworthe (41 Surt. Soc. publ. v.). 

30. *ST. QUYNTYN.* 

Qold three chevrons g^les and a chief vair. 

See Banks Baronies in Fee, i. 406; Wotton's Baronetage, ii. 280; 
Poulson's Holderness, i. 266; and Foster's Visit, of Yorksh, 162. 

The shield here blasoned has been called St. Quintin ancient, the 
shield with one chevron being called modern. As a matter of fact 
they have borne from very early times one, or three chevrons always 
gules on a gold field and with a vair chief. 

The number of the chevrons appears to have been changed for 
difference. In the Nativity roll (r. 1300) the shield is blasoned with 
both one and three chevrons. In Charles roll (temp. Henry III.) and 
in that of Edward II. the three chevrons appear. From the roll of 
Edward III. it would seem that the head of the house originally bore 
the three chevrons, the cadets reducing the number, for in this roll 

* Le Sire de St. Quintine * bears the three chevrons which * Le Sire 
William de St. Quintyne ' reduces to one. In Willement's roll of 
Richard II. the arms appear as in the text. The brass of Sir John and 
his wife (1397) in Brandsburton church had both forms of the shield 
upon it, the dexter the one and the sinister the three chevrons. Two 
later brasses in Harpham church, dated about 1420 and 1446, show only 
the one chevron, {i^orksh. Arch. Jour. xii. 204, 211, 215). In the 
Military roll (Henry YI.) the shield, as in the text, is depicted. 

31. • HASTINGS.* 

Silver three maunches sable. 

This shield is probably that of a cadet branch descended from Sir 
Ralph Hastings, high sheriff of Yorkshire in Edward II. 's reign, whose 
arms are blasoned in the roll of Edward II. d* argent une rnanche sahle. 
In Jenyn's Book of Arms the shield, as here blasoned, appears for 

* Monsr. Esmond Hastings.' In the Military roll (Henry VI.) * E. 
Hastyng ' hears quarterly with the shield in the text in quarters 1 
and 4 ; and in tlie same roll * Hastyng ' places a fcss gules 1)etween 
the sleeves. A coat which, in Flower's Visit, of Yorksh. (16 Harl. 
Soc. publ. 153), is worn by ' Hastyuges of Rowesby.' 
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32. • THIRKILL.' 

Silver a maunch gules, impaling silver a chevron between three 
crows sable. 

See Lysons' Cumberland, xc. ; Jefferson's Leath Ward, 376. These 
arms, derived from the Hastings shield, do not appear in the rolls 
earlier than Jenyn's Book of Arms, in which they are borne by * Monsr. 
William Thiriskyld ' with a labell de trois pointz de vert. See also the 
Visit, of Cumberland tt Westmorland (ed. Foster), p. 132, and the 
Visit, of Durham (ed. Foster), p. 300. The impalement appears to be 
the arms of Rokeby, who bore this canting shield. 

33. * LASCELLS ' (in a later hand). 

Sable a cross potonce gold. 

See Whitaker's Hichmondskire, i. 264; and for Lascelles, earls of 
Harewood, who differenced- these arms with a gold border, see 
Whitaker's Leeds, 169. The ancient arms of Lascelles appear to have 
been silver with three chaplets, so borne by Lascells of Yorkshire, 
temp. Edward I. (Papworth, 1124) and an on the seal {c, 1290) of Matilda, 
daughter of Roger Lascelles. In the roll of Edward III. Monsire 
Bafe de Lasceles d'argetU a trois chapeletts de roses vermaux, une border 
de sable recersele. In the same roll * Monsieur Lascelles de Knorthorpe * 
bears the shield in the text. In Jenyn's Book of Arms * Pigott 
Lascelles ' bears the three chaplets. The cross was probably derived, 
in common with that of Latimer, from the ancient arms of Vesci. 

34. (No name). 

Gold a cross potent and flory sable. 

This shield, though drawn in an unusual form, is probably meant 
for that of the ancient family of Lamplough, who bear gold a cross 
flory sable (see Lysons* Cumberland, i. 130 ; Jefferson's Allerdale Ward, 
p. 84). The origin of this shield is unknown. It has been suggested 
{Trafis. of the Cumb. S Westm. Antiq. Jh Arch, Soc. i. 315) that it may 
be derived from the arms of Harcla, earl of Carlisle, who bore a cross 
gules on a silver field, but this cannot be, as Andrew Harcla was not 
created earl of Carlisle till 1322 (Official Baronage, i. 325) and Lamp- 
lough's arms are among the most ancient we have. 

In the roll of Henry III. the shield is of silver with ung crovt de sable 
floretth. In the roll of Edward II. the shield is gold with un crois de 
sable les chefs flurettes. In the roll of Richard II. the same arms 
appear. 
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35. ' BLAKBURNE/ 

Silver on a pale sable three antelopes' heads silver with horns gold. 

These arms do not appear in the early rolls or in the Visitation 
Pedigrees. Glover's Ordinary gives them for Blackbume of Yorkshire 
(Papworth, 1006). 

36. ' BOWETT.' 

Silver three reindeers' heads cabossed sable. 

See Su»Mx Arch. Coll, xi. pp. 62 and 88. The earliest blason of 
this shield is in Jenyn's Book of Arms. They were emblasoned in the 
church of Bolton Percy, Yorkshire, probably for archbishop Bowet 
(Foster's Visit of Yorksh. 424) ; they are on a monument of the family 
in Hurstpierpoint church and on the archbishop's monument in York 
minster (Drake's Eboracum, 443). See also 41 Surt. Soc. publ. 7. 

37. ' BOUGHTON.' 

Quarterly : Silver and gules, the second and third quarters charged 

with a pile silver, over all on a bend sable five martlets 

gold. 

I cannot find this singular shield in any other heraldic authority. 

Boughton of Yorkshire bore silver on a sable bend three martlets 

silver (Burke's General Armory, Papworth, 230). In Willement's roll 

of Richard II. ' Peris de Boughton ' bore gules a goat saliant gold. 

The ancient Warwickshire family of this name bore sable three 

crescents gold. 

38. • REDMAN.' 

Gules a chevron silver between three cushions ermine with gold 
tassels, a crescent sable for difference. 

See Yorksh. Arch. Jour. rv. 86; Nicolson and Bum's Cumh. A* 
WeMtmarland, i. 203 ; Whitaker's Leerix, 166. 

The arms are derived from the ancient shield of the barony of 
Greystock and appear first with the cushions gold and without the 
chevron in Glover's roll of Henry III. In the roll of Edward II. the 
cushions are of ermine. In Willement's roll of Richard II. the shield 
without the chevron is blazoned as well as that in the text. See also 
16 Harl. Soc. publ. 262 ; and Foster's Km/, of Yorksh, 99 and 286. 

39. 'CONSTABLE.' 

Sable a pierced cinquefoil between eleven crosses crosslet gold. 

The arms of Constable of Freshmarsh in Holderness (Poulson's 
HoldernesA, i. 437). A fanciful origin is given of these arms in a note 
by Mr. Constable in Poulson's Holderness, vol. i. 439. I cannot offer 
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a more likely origin, but their likeness to the Umfraville shield is 
noticeable. They do not appear in the rolls of arms. In the Visit, of 
Yorksh. they are blasoned with eight crosslets. 

40. ' LOWTHER.' 

Gold six rings sable. 

See Wotton's Baronetage, ii. 302; Lysons* Cumberland, LVin. ; 
Shirley's Noble and Gentlemen of England, 279. 

The shield is derived from that of the Viponts, lords of Westmor- 
land, under whom the Lowthers held their lands. In the Powell roll 
and Nicolas* roll of Edward III. the shield is blasoned as in the text. 
See also Foster's Visit, of Cumberland <6 Westmorland, 84. 

41. • BOYNTON.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Qold on a cross sable five bulls' heads cabossed silver, 

BOYNTON. 

2 and 3. Gules a leaping goat silver with horns gold. 

See Poulson's Holdemess, i. 196; Wotton's Baronetage, i. 301; 
Betham's Baronetage, i. 155, app. 3. 

This very interesting shield is not in the printed rolls except 
Glover's Ordinary (Papworth, 657), nor is it to be found in the Visita- 
tions. It is the shield granted to Sir Robert Boynton by William de 
Aton, on April 5, 1375, after a dispute as to their respective rights 
to it, and after lord Percy, to whom the quarrel was referred, had 
decided in favour of Aton come chief des armes entiers et droit heriter 
diceilet*. It is probably a differenced shield of Yesci whom Sir Gilbert 
de Aton succeeded as heir in 1316. Why Boynton claimed it is not 
clear {Yorksh, Arch. Jour, xii. 265; Ancestor, 9, p. 216). The Boynton 
arms were gold a fess between three crescents gules; so borne by the 
main line at Barmston and blasoned in Willement's roll of Richard II. 
See also 41 Surt. Soc. publ. 42. I am unable to trace the alliance 
which brought in the quartering, it does not appear in the Visitations. 
Papworth (61) gives the coat for Bensteed and Bardwell and with dif- 
ferent colours it is a Boughton shield (see note 37). 

42. 'DAWTRY AB AXTA RIP A.' 

Quarterly ; 

1 and 4. Silver a fess indented of five fusils sable. 

2 and 3. Gules an eagle displayed gold. 

See Dallaway's Western Su^ex, vol. ii. pt. I. pp. 292 and 332, and 
Whitaker's Craven, pp. 100 and 145. 
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The arms are a variation of the ancient Percy shield, the Alt a 
Ripas held both in Sussex and in Craven under the Percys. The arms 
of the Sussex family are given by Dallaway the field azure and the fess 
silver and they are so blasoned in Glover's Ordinary (Papworth, 702). 
The Yorkshire family of Elslack differenced this shield with a baston 
gules (Papworth, 702). In Willement's roll of Richard n. the shield 
is blasoned as in the text, but with the colours reversed. See also 41 
Surt Soc. publ. XLii. I have been unable to trace the alliance for the 
quartering; for families bearing it see Papworth, p. 300 

43. * GARGRAVE.' 

Lozongy silver and sable on a bend sable three crescents silver. 

See Whitaker's Craven, 180; Hunter's South Yorksh, ii. 214. 

This shield is probably differenced from that of Neville of Gargrave, 
who bore lozengy as in Glover's roll of Henry III. It does not appear 
in the early rolls. Glover's Ordinary gives them for * Sr. William 
Gardegrave ' (Papworth, 233). 

44. ' EGLONBY.' 

Silver three eagles displayed gules. 

This shield bears the canting arms of Eaglesfield and is ascribed 
to ' Eglonby ' in error. The family of Eglionby bore two bars, in 
chief three martlets. The shield in the text is blasoned in Jenyn's 
Book of Arms for * John de Eglesfyld ' ; it does not appear in the 
other rolls. See also Foster's Vinif. of York^h, 155, and Visit, of 
Cumberland^ p. 42 (ed. Foster). 

45. 'SOWLEBY.' 

Silver on a chief azure two boars' heads gold. 
A family and shield I am unable to identify. 

46. ' ROKLE.' 

Lozengy gules and ermine. 

The arms are those of the Fitzwilliams (of which family the first 
Rockley of Rockley was a cadet^ — Hunter's South Yorhh. u. 282), differ- 
enced by change of colour and are their ancient arms as blasoned in the 
roll of Henry III. In Charles' roll of the same reign the shield is differ- 
enced by a bend azure. At Caerlaverock the blason is Masdide de goules 
e de ermine, the same arms appear in the roll of Edward II. The Visita- 
tions give the modern shield * silver a fess sable between seven lozenges, 
three in chief and four in base g^les * (Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. 
343), a clumsy method of blasoning the shield which, in Willement's 
roll of Richard II. is blasoned lozengy silver and gules a fess sable.

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47. ' BUEGH.' 

Azure three fleurs de lis ermine. 

See Bank's Dormant and Extinct Baronage, n. 66 ; Historic Peerage 
(ed. Courthope), 83. The shield is not blasoned in the rolls earlier than 
Glover's Ordinary, where it appears for * Burgh.' It is said to have 
been used by Geoffrey de Burgh, bishop of Ely, 1225-1229 {Blason of 
Episcopacy, 38). 

48. 'LOVELL.' 

Silver a chevron sable between three wolves* heads rased giiles 
with azure tongues. 

In the Visitations of Yorkshire these arms are gfiven for the 
Lovells of Skelton and they are so blasoned in Glover's Ordinary 
(Papworth, 443). In Tonge's Visitation they have lions' heads (41 
Surt. Soc. publ. 98). 

49. ' DARELL.* 

Azure a lion gold with a gold crown and claws and tongue g^les. 

See Betham's Baronetage, rv. 294; Shirley's Noble and Gentlemen 
of England, 7. 

These arms are not blasoned in the early rolls. In Constable's roll 
' Sir John Darell * bears the lion silver (41 Surt. Soc. publ. vii). In 
the fifteenth century roll they are given as in the text (Ancestor, no. 4, 
238). In Foster's Visit, of Yorhth. (80) they are quartered by Dawnay 
of Sessay, who married the heiress of Darell of that place. 

50. 'HOLME.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Gold two bars azure on a quarter gules a wreath silver, 

HOLMB. 

2 and 3. Sable a lion with a forked tail silver claws and tongue 

gules, Wastnets. 

See Poulson's Holdemess, n. 488. 

This shield is not in the early rolls of arms. In Constable's, 
' Holme ' bears barry with three chaplets (41 Surt. Soc. publ. xvi.). In 
the Visit, of Yorhsh. (ed. Foster, p. 152) it is blasoned barry with the 
quarter silver and the wreath g^les. The coat is similar to, and may 
be derived from, that of Constable of Holdemess who bore barry gold 
and azure. The quartering is for Wastneys. John Holme (temp, 
Henry VI.) married the daughter and heiress of Sir Adam Wastneys. 
Their arms are blasoned in the Segar roll (Edward I.) and in that of 
Edward IX. 
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51. • CRAKE.' 

Per fess silver and sable a pale counterchanged with three birds 
sable on the silver. 

The arms are canting, the birds being * crakes/ north country 
for crows (Halliwell's Diclionary, i. 277), they are not in the earlier 
rolls. In the Elizabethan roll the birds are blasoned as * martlets.' 
See also Foster's VUk, of Yorhh. p. 163; 36 Surt. Soc. publ. p. 328. 

52. * SWALE.' 

Silver three stags' heads cabossed sable. 

See Clarkson's Richmond, 312; Wotton's Baronetage, in. 45. 

These are the ancient arms of Swale which, it is said, were granted 
by Walter de Gaunt to his nephew, Alured de Swale {temp, Henry I.), 
but that after marrying the heiress of Mundy they adopted the arms 
of that family azure a bend wavy silver. The time of Henry I. is too 
early for such a g^nt of arms to have been made. The later coat was 
confirmed to Swale by Richard St. George, Norroy, in 1603. 

In Dugdale's Visitation ' Swale of South Stainley ' bears the bend 
wavy (blasoned nebul^) quarterly with the arms in the text, but with 
the colours reversed. 

53. • GOWER.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Silver two bars g^les over all a cross crosslet sable, 

GOWEB. 

2 and 3. Ermine a cross flory gules, Grendall. 

See Bridge's Collin's Peerage, u. 441 ; Shirley's Noble and Gentlemen 
of England, 311. The first and fourth quarters are blasoned, barry 
with a cross potonce, in the Yorkshire Visitations for Gower of Stit- 
tenham and aJso for * Gower ' and * Sr. Edward de Stydnam ' in Glover's 
Ordinary (Papworth, 610). They do not appear in the early rolls. 
The second and third quarters are given in the Visitations for 
* Grindall.' In Jenyn's Ordinary they are blasoned for * Thomas 
Gower Stitenham ' and in the same ordinary the barry coat of the first 
and fourth quarters is blasoned for * Grendall ' (Papworth, 610). In 
the roll of Edward II. * Sire Walter de Grandale, de ermyne a une 
crois pa tee de goules.* I cannot trace the reason for this quartering, 
but the one coat appears to be a variation of the other. 

54. • GRAY DE HEATON.' 

Gules a lion within a border engrailed silver. 

See Raine's North Durham, 326; Surtees's Durham, ii. 19 ; Shirley's 
NoUe and Gentlemen of England, 171. 
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This shield, which is a variation of that of Heton, was probably 
adopted by the Grays when they succeeded to the manor of Heton. In 
Jenyn*8 book M. Tho. de Heeton pt. de vert a une leon ramp* et la 
border d'ar engr. In Willement's roll * Monsr. Henry de Heton * bears 
azure a lion argent. In the same roll the shield is blasoned as in the 
text for 'Monsr. Thomas Gray.* A fine equestrian seal with these 
arms on shield and horse trappings is attached to a deed dated Feb. 12, 
1346 (Surtees's Seals, vii. 8). 

55. • HERON DE FORDE.' 

Gules three herons silver. 

See Raine's North Durham, 304. 

The early seals of this family show the canting device of a heron 
not on a shield. Two armorial seals of William Heron have the shield 
charged with three herons (Surtees's Seals, ii. figs. 13 and 14). The arms 
appear with various differences in the early rolls from that of Henry 
III. Those blasoned in the roll of Edward II. and in Charles* roll afford 
excellent examples of the early method of differencing by change of 
colour, and by powdeting the field with small charges. In Willement's 
roll the more modern form of differencing appears in a series of their 
shields. 

56. * WODDRINGTON.* 

Quarterly silver and gules a bend sablo. 

See Hodgson's N orthumberlatvd , ii. pt. u. p. 230; Arch, AeL 2 ser. 
III. 189. 

The arms are those of Fitz Roger, differenced by change of colour, 
and probably adopted as a sign of feudal connexion (41 Surt. Soc. publ. 
XXXVII.). In Jenyn's Ordinary the arms are blasoned with a baston 
(Papworth, 195) and also in the roll of Richard II. Two early seals 
show the quarterly shield with the baston. The distinction, between 
a bend and a bendlet or baston, is a modem one. In early times the 
bend, if uncharged, was drawn narrow and was what is now termed a 
bendlet, if charged, it was naturally drawn broader, it was not con- 
sidered necessary to label with a different name a difference which was 
only an artistic detail. The same applies to the saltire and other 
similar charges which were, in early heraldry, drawn much narrower 
than is now usual. 

57. * RYDLAY.* 

Gules a fess between three martlets silver. 

See Hodgson's Northumberland, iii. pt. ii. 340; Shirley's Noble and 
Gentleman of England, 174. 
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This shield is usually blasoned with a cheyron between three fal- 
cons or goshawks. I do not find a branch of the family who bore a 
fess between martlets and suppose the shield to be drawn thus in error. 
The arms are those of Ridley of Cheshire given to the Northumbrian 
family with * a pedigree manufactured to suit ' in Flower's VisitcUion, 
1576 {Arch. Ael. 3 ser. xiv. 315 note). Their ancient shield bore a bull 
passant through reeds. See Foster's Vi»it. of Northumberland, 103, 104. 

58. ' LYSLE DE FELTON.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Ermine a lion azure tongue and claws gules. Lisle. 

2 and 3. Paly gold and sable, over all a leopard silver with claws 

and tongue gules, Athol. 

See Hodgson's Northumberland, vol. i. pt. ii. p. 174; History of 
Northumherlaiul, vn. 256; Surtees's Durham, ill. 39. 

In the roll of Henry III. Le conte del lie, d'or ung Vwii d'azur 
ramjmnt. In Charles and Camden rolls the same arms axe blasoned. 
The similarity of this great feudal shield to the one borne by the 
northern family points to some connection between the families, of 
what nature is not known. The arms, as in the text, are given in 
Glover's Ordinary (Papworth, 75). In 1450 * Thom de Insula ' seals with 
ermine a lion. A seal of Humphrey Lisle, of 1505, is paly of three 
impaling ermine a lion (Hodgson, i. 2, 170). 

The second and third quarters are for Athol, the leopard being 
added for difference. This beast (lion passant guardant) was used as 
a badge by the earls of Athol. It appears both above and below the 
shield on the seal of John de Strabolgy in 1292 {Arch. Ael. 2 ser. i. 24). 
The seal of David de Strabolgy in 1360 is paly with a leopard standing 
on the top of the shield (History of Northumberland, vir. 237). A 
similar shield to the one in the text is in one of the windows in Ponte- 
land church. On the brass of Sir Aymer de Athol, formerly in St. 
Andrew's church, Newcastle, the leopard crouches as a rest for the 
knight's feet. The arms of the earldom of Athol were paly gold and 
sable and are blasoned in Walford's roll (c. 1280), in the Camden and 
Charles rolls and in Grimaldi's roll of Edward III. In the Segar roll 
(c. 1290) the colours are gold and azure. 

59. 'FENWICKE DE STANTON.' 

Silver three martlets gules on a chief gules three martlets silver. 

The earliest blason of this shield is in the roll of Edward III. (ed. 
Nicolas), in which Monsire de Fenwicke port d' argent cJdef gules a vi. 
merletts de I'un et Vautre. In the roll of Richard II. it is blasoned * per 
fess.' In early heraldry the term ' party per fess ' was unknown, a 
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' party ' shield was one divided lengthways, a shield divided across 
was blasoned with a chief the depth of which varied with the charges 
upon it. The blason given above and the seal of Thomas Fenwick 
(1274), with no dividing line shown and six martlets; 3, 2, 1, show 
that this shield should be correctly blasoned with a chief, and that the 
martlets to be correctly placed should be as in the text. (See 4X Surt. 
Soc. publ. xxxin. note). 

<iO. (No name). 

Gules a lion silver within a border engrailed sable. 
This shield is given by Pap worth (120) for Ganford, or Gran ford, 
and for Merkes of Essex quoting Glover's Ordinary. I have been 
unable to find it in the rolls or Visitations. 

61. 'FORSTER.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Silver on a bend sable three molets gold, Etherstone (?) 

2 and 3. Silver three stringed bugle horns sable, Fobsteb. 
See History of Nortkumherland, i. 221, 228. 

Their arms blasoned in the Visitations of Northumberland are 
silver a chevron vert between three hunting horns sable for Forster; 
the colour of the chevron as well as the charges being * arms of office,' 
or allusive to the origfin of their name. They quarter silver on a bend 
eotised sable three martlets gold, said to be for Etherstone. I can 
find no earlier authority for either of these shields than the Visitation 
of 1575. The molets on the bend in 1 and 4 appear to be drawn in error 
for martlets. These quarters are probably placed first for the manor 
of Etherstone. The Forster quarters 2 and 3 are possibly an earlier and 
simpler form of their later shield. See also Foster's Visit, of 
Yorksh. 618. 

62. 'HARBOTTOLL.* 

Quarterly : 

1. Silver three escallops gfules, Welwick. 

2. Sable three water bougets silver. 

3. Silver three pitchers gules, Monbouchbb. 

4. Quarterly : 1 and 4, silver a fess indented of three fusils g^ules, 

MoNBOucHEB. 2 and 3, azure three * hair bottles ' silver, 
Habbottle. 
See Hodgson's Northumberland y ii. pt. ii. p. 260; Surtees's Durham, 
n. 225 ; Sussex Arch. Coll. xiv. 113. 

The first quarter assumed for Welwick, Mr. Dendy has explained 
in ' Notes on the arms of the Lords of Jespiond * (Arch, Ael, 3 ser. l« 
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123). In connexion with Wei wick, it is curious to notice that Kelke 
of Barnetby, Lincolnshire, also bore these arms (Papworth, 681 and 
Burke's General Armoury) \ and that William Kelke (the first of 
Barnetby) married the daughter and * sole heir of Ralph Wellwick 
of Wellwick ' (Visit, of Lincolnshire in 1562, Genealogist, iv. 186). The 
second quarter is usually given for Charron on what authority I have 
been unable to discover. The arms of Charron were quite different 
and bear a resemblance to those in the first quarter. In the roll of 
Edward II. Sire Hichard de Charoune de goulys a une cheveroun e iij 
pAhallops de argent. The same arms are blasoned in Grimaldi's roll of 
Edward III. and in Jenyn's Ordinary. I have been unable to trace a 
connexion with Harbottle in any of the many families who bore 
*bougets.' The third quarter is for Monboucher {Arch.Ael. 3 ser. 1. 122). 
The fusils in fess of the grand quarter are also for Monboucher, one 
of whose shields bore this charge with a border sable besanty (Pap- 
worth, 891). As drawn in the text, the shield is that of Montagu. 
The second and third quarters are the paternal arms of Harbottle, 
though they are here draw^n in a curious way {Arch, Ael. 3 ser. i. 122). 

63. (No name). 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Gold three lozenges sable and a chief gules. 

2 and 3. Vert three sitting squirrels silver. 

Quarters 1 and 4 contain an unknown shield ; that in quarters 2 
and 3 is a Baxter coat (Papworth, 171). A similar shield appears on 
the frescoes in the hall of Belsay castle. 

64. * MYDLETON DE BELSHOE.' 

Quarterly gold and gules in the first quarter a cross paty azure. 

See Hodgson's Northumberland, i. pt. ii. 353; Wotton's Baranetage, 
III. :382; Shirley, 170, and Arch, Ael. 3 ser. i. 126. This shield is 
usually blasoned gules and gold a cross paty silver in the quarter. 

65. * HERON DE CHIPCHASE.' 

Gules three herons silver a cross crosslet gold for difference. 
See note on shield no. 55 and Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xiv. 415. 

66. * SWYNBORNE DE CAPTHEATON.' 

Silver a chief gules and three pierced cinquefoils counter coloured. 

See Hodgson's Northumberland, vol. i. pt. ii. p. 231, and Shirley, 
p. 169. 

This shield is derived from that of Umfraville and was used by 
the descendants of Sir William Swinburne who, in 1268, was granted 
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the manor of Chollerton, in return for his service, by Gilbert 
Umfraville, earl of Angiis. The arms are blasoned as in the text in 
Jenyn's Ordinary. In the roll of Richard II. they are blasoned per 
fess with three roses counterchanged. The canting" arms of three 
swinea' heads were their original arms as blasoned in Glover's roll 
of Henry III. and in the roll of Edward II. A seal of the family 
(1442) with a curious canting device is mentioned in 41 Surt. Soc. 
publ. xxxin. 

67. ' DE LA VALE.' 

Ermine three lozenges vert. 

See Hodgson Hinde's Northumberland, 205; Arch, Ael, 2 ser. 
xn. 215. 

A differenced shield of this family, who bore ermine two bars 
vert as blasoned in Jenyn's Book, Papworth (967), gives ermine three 
lozenges azure for * Delavill Northumberland.' The ermine of the 
field is possibly derived from the ermine shield of Brittany. 

68. 'ILDRTON.' 

Sable three water bougets silver. 

These arms are derived from the shield of the lords Ros of Wark 
and Helmsley, under whom the Hdertons held their lands. They are 
blasoned in Jenyn's Ordinary^ but do not appear in the other rolls. 

69. ' STROTHER.' 

Gules on a bend silver three eagles displayed vert. 

See Hodgson's Northumltt-rland, i. pt. ii. 241 and 254; Wallis's 
Xorthxtmherland, ii. 482. Mr. Dendy comments on this shield in Arch. 
Ael. 3 ser. i. 117. In addition to the examples there cited it is 
blasoned in Jenyn's Book of Arms. 

70. 'LYLBORNE.' 

Silver three water bougets sable. 

See Wallis's Northuml)erland, ii. 489. 

The shield is derived from that of the lords Roe of Wark. It is 
blasoned in the Powell roll of Edward III. and in Willement's roll of 
Richard II. In both rolls the colours are reversed from those in the 
text. They are borne as here in Glover's Ordinary (Papworth. 346). 

71. 'CARNABY.' 

Barry silver and azure in chief three roundels gules. 

See Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xnr. 314; Wallis's Northumberland, ii. 133. 

This shield is usually blasoned silver two bars azure in chief three 
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roundels azure, being the arms of Halton adopted by the Camabys on 
succeeding to the manor. They are blasoned for ' Robert de Halton ' 
in Jenyn's Ordinary, In Jenyn's Book ' Monisr, William Carnahy 
d'argent a dtvlx ham el 3 pdlotz d*azure (o mont),' See Arch, Ad, 
3 ser. I. 128; and 2 ser. xiv. 315 and note. 

72. ' FENWICK DE WALLINGTON.' 

Silver three martlets g^les on a chief g^les three martlete silver. 

See Hodgson's Northumberland, vol. i. pt. ii. 265; Wallis, ii. 527. 

The martlets in this shield are drawn as though it was divided 
per fess with 2 and 1 in chief and 2 and 1 in base^ a quite erroneous 
way. See under shield no. 59. 

73. ' GASCONE.' 

Quarterly : 

1. Silver on a pale sable a conger's head gold, Gascoione. 

2. Gules a saltire silver with a crescent sable, Nevill. 

3. Gules a lion silver within a border indented compony gold and 

sable, MowBBAY. 

4. Yair gold and gules, Fbbbabs. 

See Hunter's South Yorhsh, ii. 484 and Thoresby's Leeds, 179. 

The first quarter is the paternal shield of Gascoigne, sometimes 
blasoned a * demi luce ' as in Jenyn's Ordinary, The second quarter 
of Neville differenced came to the Gascoignes in the fifteenth century 
by marriage with the daughter and heiress of Neville of Oversley. In 
Tonge's Visitation their difference is a * lily azure * (41 Surt. Soc. 
publ. 14). The third quarter is the differenced coat of Mowbray. In 
Tonge's Visitation the border is compony silver and vert, but on the 
monument of Thomas Wentworth, who married the heiress of Gascoigne 
and died in 1587, the border is coloured as in the text. The fourth 
quarter is the well known coat of the earls Ferrers blasoned in most of 
the early rolls from that of Henry LH. Ferrers, earl of Derby, bore this 
shield within a border charged with horse shoes^ the * ferrs ' of the 
early rolls, bom in allusion to the fanciful derivation of their name 
from the office of chief farrier. 

74. • PLUMPTON.' 

Azure on a fess indented of five fusils gold five escallops gules. 

See Whitaker's Craven, 475, and for the shield Mr. Dendy's notes 
in Arch. Ael. 3 ser. 1. 117, also Yorksh, Arch, Jour, iv. 157. The earliest 
blason of the shield, in Edward II. roll, has molets instead of scallops 
on the indented fess. 
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TS. 'Vavasoe/ 

Gold a dance sable. 

Cbbst : On a wreath gold and sable a squirrel sitting and cracking 
a nut. 

See Whitaker*s Leeds, 206; Wotton's Baranetage, ii. 130. 

The * dance * was in early heraldry a variation of the indented 
f ess or * fesse engrele * ; it was probably borne by the Vavasors as 
feudatories of the Percys (Ycn-ksh, Arch. Jour. rv. 167). The sugges- 
tion made in Coll, Top. et Gen. vi. 127, and repeated in 41 Surtees, 
56, note, that the origin of the charge is to be found in a rude 
' M ' painted on the shield of an early Maulger le Vavasor seems fanci- 
ful and unlikely in view of the fact that the 'dance' was a common charge 
in early times. In the roll of Edward II. there are, in addition to 
Vavasor, eleven other names bearing a ' dance ' and only one of them, 
* Moyne,' begins with the letter M. These arms also appear in Charles's 
roll of Henry III., in the roll of Edward III., in the Caerlaverock 
poem and in the Falkirk roll. The crest is the same as that blasoned 
for this family in WalPs Book of Crests {Ancestor, no. 11, 189), but 
differs from that of the Visitations. See 16 Harl. Soc. publ. p. 329; 
36 Surt. Soc. publ. 345; and Foster's Visit, of Yirrksh. 235. 

76. • TEMPEST' (in a later hand). 

Silver a bend between six martlets sable. 

See Whitaker's History of Craven, 80. 

The arms are allusive and should be drawn and blasoned ' storm 
finches,' the birds of tempest. The shield is blasoned as here in 
Willement's roll of Eichard II. In the roll of Edward III. it is 
blasoned with a chevron g^les between the birds. In Jenyn's Ordinary 
the bend is indented (Pap worth, 213). The family of Stella hall, near 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, afterwards engrailed it. 

77. • HOPTON.' 

Silver a chevron azure with a label ermine. 

Crest : On a wreath gold and gules a man's head. 

The original arms of Hopton of Armley (Thoresby's Ltrds, 187) 
are blasoned in Jenyn's Book d'argent a deux barres de sablee et vj 
molletz d'or perces en les barres; and also in Constable's roll (41 Surt. 
Soc. publ. xrv). The shield blasoned in the text is that of Swillington, 
whose lands passed to the Hoptons by marriage early in the fifteenth 
century, when they appear to have adopted the arms of the manor in 
place of their ancient shield. In Constable's roll (41 Surt. Soc. publ. 
xin.) * Hopton of Swyllington ' bears the arms in the text, but with- 
out the label. The shield is blasoned in Edward II. roll, and in 
Willement's roll of Eichard II. 
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78. 'HASTINGE/ 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. (J old a maunch guled, Hastings. 

2 and 3. Gules a bend silver, Foliot. 

Crest: On a wreath gold and azure a demi mermaid clothed 
gules, with golden hair, holding in the dexter hand a comb, in the 
sinister a mirror. 

The arms of Hastings of Fenwick (Hunter's South Yorksh. ii. 
471). The first and fourth quarters are the arms of the great house of 
Hastings, lords Hastings and Abergavenny and earls of Pembroke. 
They appear in most of the early rolls with many differences. The 
second and third quarters bear the arms of Foliot of Fenwick. In the 
roll of Henry III. Hirhard Folititt de goulz ung hende d'argent. They 
also appear in the rolls of Edward II. and III. and in the Nativity 
roll. The crest is not gfiven in the Visitations. It is quaintly 
blasoned in Wall's Book ' a maremaid silver and lyke fyshe the nethe 
in her kynd * {AnrrAtur, no. 11, 186). 

79. * BIGODE.' 

Gold on a cross gules five escallops silver. 

The arms of Bigod of Seterington being the ancient arms of the 
family differenced with the escallops. The Bigods, earls of Norfolk, 
bore gold a cross gules as blasoned in the roll of Henry III. Roger 
Bigod, marshall of England, in right of his mother, adopted the shield 
of his maternal ancestors, a red Hon on a field party gold and vert. 
The shield in the text appears to have been adopted very early, for it 
is in the roll of Henry III. and in that of Edward II. In the Visit, of 
York.'th. the cross is engrailed and in the fifteenth century roll the 
arms are blasoned as in the text (Ancestor, no. 4, 245). 

80. * METHAM.* 

Quarterly azure and silver in the first quarter a fleur de lis g^Id. 
See Hunter's South Yorhh, i. 360 ; 36 Surt. Soc. publ. 139. 

The shield is first blasoned in Edward III. roll. It is also in 
Willement's roll of Richard II. and depicted in the Military roll of 
Henry VI. 

81. ' MELTON.' 

Azure a cross potonce voided silver. 

See Hunter's South Yorhh. ir. 162; Poulson's Ilolderness^ ii. 199. 

In the roll of Edward III. this shield is blasoned d'<uture a une 
rrtttA de jxUy jxirte d'argerU. In the same roll another of the family 
bears the cross goules patey imrte et botontiet. Sir William Melton, grand- 
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nephew of archbishop Melton, gave evidence in the Scrope and 
Grosvenor trial and bore the shield in the text which is also blasoned 
for him in Willement's roll of Richard II. 

82. ' WARDE.* 

Azure a cross patey gold. 

Cbsst : On a wreath gold and azure a wolf's head gold. 

This shield is blasoned in the rolls of Edward II., Edward III. 
and in Willement's roll of Richard 11. See also Foster's Visit, of 
Yarhh. 400, and 16 Harl. Soc. publ., 335. In Wall's Book the crest is 
blazoned * a gootes hed gold ' {Ancestor, no. 12, p. 92). 

83. ' MALORY.' 

Gold a double-tailed lion gules with tongue and claws azure. 

Crest : On a wreath silver and sable a horse's head gules. 

This shield is probably derived from the famous double-tailed 
lion of the Montforts, earls of Leicester, under whom the Malory's 
held their manor of Kirby Malory, Leicestershire (Burton's Leicester, 
140). The arms are blasoned in the Powell roll of Edward III. and also 
in Willement's roll of Richard II. See also 41 Surt. Soc. publ. p. 51 ; 
16 Harl. Soc. publ. 195 ; and Foster's Visit, of Yarlsh, 156. The crest 
is the same as in the Visitations and in Wall's Book {AnceMory no. 
12, 625). 

84. * ASKE.' 

Gold three bars azure. 

See Whitaker's Iiirhmati(hhire, i. 116; 16 Harl. Soc. publ. 365. 

The arms are probably a modification of those of Fitz Alan of 
Richmond and Bedale, who bore barry gold and gules (see note under 
shield 3), of whom the first lord of Aske was said to be a kinsman. In 
the roll of Edward III. Coinxn de Ash port d'or ore trois barren d*azure 
(Coll. Top. et (ren. 11. 327). The shield is also blasoned in Jenyn's 
Ordinary. 

85. *CLERVAUX.' 

Gold a salt ire sable. 

See Longstaff's Darlington; Whitaker's Richmondshire, i. 240. 

LongstafTe states that the ancient arms of this family were a lion 
rampant, as appears from the seal of * John Clervas ' in 1349 (pedigfree 
of Clervaux in Ilhtory of Darlington), but they bore the saltire aa 
early, for in the roll of Edward III. Clarevaux de Croft port de sable 
over une s<awtour d'or\ the colours reversed from those in the text. 
The saltire of Clervaux is among the banners held behind Alan Rufua 
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on his receiving Richmond from William the Conqueror, the writer 
probably assigning to the earl's companions the arms of the later 
feudatories of Richmond (Clarkson's Richmond, 56). Longstaffe sug- 
gests that the saltire was borne for Cowton as it appears upon the 
standard of Conan, a former owner of that manor (History 
of Darlington, under Clervaux). 

86. (No name). 

Azure two bars wavy silver. 

Crest : On a wreath silver and azure a demi woman clothed gules 
with golden hair. 

The shield is that of De la Sea of Ravenser Odd and Barmston, 
Yorkshire (Poulson's Holdemess, i. 195) and is an interesting example 
of canting arms, both the colours and the charges being allusive to 
the name. It should be properly blasoned wavy, the old French 
* oundee ' of the early rolls. In modem blason the shield, as drawn, 
would be nebuly, a late and needless distinction unknown in early 
heraldry. The arms do not appear in the rolls earlier than Glover's 
Ordinary (Papworth, 16). See also 41 Surt. Soc. publ. x. and 16 Harl. 
Soc. publ. 277. In Wall's Book the crest is blasoned for ' See of Holym 
in Yorkshire ' {Ancestor, no. 12, 91). 

87. * PYKERING.' 

Ermine a lion azure with a gold crown. 

Chest: On a wreath gold and guiles a lion's paw azure. 

See Lysons* Cttmberland, xcvi. and Nicolson and Bums' Cumber- 
land, n. 273. 

The arms are probably derived from the lion of Peter Brus, under 
whom this family held their manor of Eilling^on in Cumberland, xnis 
seems to me a more likely origin than the suggestion that it is con- 
nected with the lion attributed to de Meschines who, in the time of 
Henry Beauclerc, was little likely to have such a beast on his shield 
{Trans, Cum. S West. ArcJi. Soc, i. 314). The arms, as in the text, 
are blasoned in Willement's roll of Richard II. and also in Jenyn's 
Ordinary. The crest is not given in the Visitations, but illustrates 
that blasoned in Wall's Book for the same name {Ancestor, no. 11, 185). 

88. ' MOUNTFIT.' 

Silver powdered with crosses crosslet fitchy g^les a lion azure. 

Crest : On a wreath gold and gules a lion's head rased g^les. 

These arms are similar to those of the great house of Montfort, 
earls of Leicester and have ' an air of ancestral pretension ' of which, 
for this Yorkshire family, nothing definite is known. They are 
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blasoned in the rolls of Edward II., Edward III. and Eichard II. See 
also 16 Harl. Soc. publ. 213, 214, and Foster's Vint, of York^h. 248. 
The crest illustrates that in Wall's Book (Ancestor, no. 12, 91). 

89. ' MYDELTON DE STOKHELD.' 

Silver a saltire engrailed sable. 

Crsst: On a wreath silver and sable a sitting monkey. 

See Whitaker's HiMory of Craven, 216. 

The arms of the Stockeld branch of this family given in the 
Visitations are silver fretty sable and a canton sable (41 Surt. Soc. 
publ. 87; Foster's Visit, of Yarksh. 286; 36 Surt. Soc. publ. 57). The 
same arms are carved on the shield of Sir Adam Midleton in 
Ilkley church (Whitaker's Craven, 217). In Flower's Visit, of Yarksh. 
(16 Harl. Soc. publ. 206) gold a saltire engrailed sable is given for 
* Middleton,' presumably the main stem of the Yorkshire family, for 
whom the shield in the text is probably intended. The crest agrees 
with Flower's blason and with that in Wall's Book for * Mydelton 
of Yorkshire.' 

90. ' CONSTABLE DE HOLDRENESS.' 

Barry gold and azure. 

Cbest : On a wreath gold and azure a dragon's head barry silver 
and g^les, the gules charged with nine lozenges silver. 

See Poulson's Holderness, n. 226. 

This shield is said to have been assumed by Sir Simon le Constable 
(temp. Edward I.), being that of his maternal ancestors, Oyri, lords 
of Gedney in Lincolnshire. If this is so, the original of these arms 
is to be sought in those of the Gants, earls of Lincoln, who bore barry 
gold and azure a bend gules. His original arms are said to have been 
gold a fess gobony silver and azure, in chief a leopard gules. The 
shield in the text is blasoned in Edward III. roll. See also Foster's 
Visit, of Yarksh. p. 56; 16 Harl. Soc. publ. p. 68; and 36 Surt. Soc. 
publ. p. 137. The crest illustrates that blasoned in the Visitations 
and in Wall's Book (Ancestor, no. 12, 619). 

91. ' PYGOTT.' 

Sable three picks silver. 

Cbbst: On a wreath gold and azure a greyhound passant sable, 
with a silver collar. 

See Thoresby's Leeds, 106; The Genealogist, ii. 294. This canting 
shield is first blasoned in the roll of Edward III. ; it is also in Jeoyn's 
roll, and in Willement's roll of Richard II. In the last roll another 
shield of the family has the field gules. The crest varies from that 
g^ven in Wall's Book, where it is a,* greyhound syttyng sable . . . 
on his side in pal three pickaxes silver.' {Ancestor, no. 12, p. 91).

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92. • BYDER.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Azure three crescents gold, Btdeb. 

2 and 3. Gules a lion silver, Aldburoh. 

Cbest: On a wreath silver and gules a man's leg, cut off at the 
thigh, in armour with a g^ld spur. 

See Bank's Baronies in Fee, i. 383; Historic Peerage (ed. Court- 
hope), 399; Whitaker's Leeds, 166. The first and fourth quarters are 
the paternal arms of this family. They are blasoned in the Falkirk, 
Charles, Edward II. and Edward III. rolls. The lion in quarters 2 
and 3 is borne for Aldburgh ; on what authority it is attributed to that 
family I have been unable to discover. * It is given by Whitaker 
among the shields formerly at Harewood castle, with a fleur de lis on 
the shoulder. See also 41 Surt. Soc. publ. v. The crest is the same as 
that blasoned by Dugdale for * Byther of Scarcroft' (36 Surt. Soc. 
publ. 135) and as in WalFs Book (Ancestor, no. 11, 187). 

93. ' UGHTBED.' 

Gules on a cross potonce five molets gold. 

Cbkst: In a coronet gold a reindeer's head azure with golden 
horns. 

See Bank's Baronies in Fee, i. 440; Historic Peerage (ed. Court- 
hope), 483. 

This shield is first blasoned in Edward II. roll de or a une crois 
patee de goules en la crois iiij molez de or. In the roll of Edward III. 
the colours are as in the text. In Willement's roll the mullets are 
pierced. The similarity of the shield to that of Latimer is noticeable. 
The crest appears in no other authority save Wall's Book (Ancestor, 
no. 12, 71). 

94. ' MABKINFELD.' 

Silver on a bend sable three bezants. 

Crest: On a wreath silver and azure a buck's head silver with 
gold horns. 

See 16 Harl. Soc. publ. 196, and Scrope and Grosvenor roll (ed. 
Nicolas). 

This shield is blasoned in Jenyn's Ordinary (Papworth, 255) and 
is depicted in the Military roll of Henry VI. Neither the arms nor 
the crest appear in the Visitations. 

95. ' FABEFAX.' 

Silver a lion sable debruised by three bars gemelle gules. 
Crb8t : On a wreath silver and sable a lion's head rased sable. 
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See Ducatus Leodinensis, 64; Herald and GenealogUt, vi, 385; 
Shirley, 308. This shield is usually drawn with the lion over the bars 
gemelle, though Glover in his Visitation blasons as in the text 
(Foster's Visit, of Yorhfh. 96). Both Tonge and Dugdale place the 
lion over all (41 Surt. Soc. publ. 57, and 36 Ibul. 229, 223). 

The arms do not appear in the rolls earlier than Glover's Ordinary. 
Their origin is not known, though the lion may be derived from that 
of Brus and adopted by Fairfax for their manor of Walton in the 
barony of Bruce. Glover charges the crest with three bars gemelle 
gold. Wall's Book has two crests for the name, one ' an asses hede ' 
the other a 'gotes hede razed and barrey of vi. peces' {Ancestor, no. 
11, p. 187, and no. 12, p. 72). 

96. * EEDMAN.' 

Gules a chevron silver between three ermine cushions with gold 

tassels. 
See shield no. 38. 

i)7. * SAVILE.' 

Silver on a bend sable three owls silver. 

Cbbst: On a wreath gold and azure a demi woman clothed gules 
with golden hair and crown. 

See Whitaker's Leeds, 272 and 311; Shirley, 313. These arms 
appear in Willement's roll of Richard II. See also the Visit, of 
Yorksh. (ed. Foster); 16 Had. Soc. publ. p. 274; 36 Surt. Soc. publ. 
p. 310, 346 ; and 41 Ihid. 79, iii. xxv. I have not been able to find the 
crest gfiven in any other early authority. 

98. • MALLYVEROR.' 

Gules three running * leverers ' silver, collars azure ornamented 
gold. 

Cbest : On a wreath silver and gules a * leverer * as in the arms, 
collar gules ornamented gold. 

See Whitaker's Leeds, 191 ; and * Misc, Gen. et Her.* ii. 73. lliis 
' canting * shield (the point is lost in the modern cumbrous blason of 
* three greyhounds courant in pale argent ') is blasoned in the roll of 
Edward II. de argent a iij leverers de goules. The same arms appear 
in Charles' roll and in Willement's roll of Richard II. In Jenyn's 
Ordinary the field is sable and the collars gobony gold and sable 
(Foster's Some Feu/ fat C'ttats of Anns, 161). 

The crest illustrates that given by Glover, Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. 
67 and 200; and 41 Surt. Soc. publ. 54. 
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99. * HYLLYAEDE/ 

Azure a chevron silver between three pierced molets gold. 

See Poulson's Holdemess, ii. 221; Wotton's Baronetage, m. 68. 
The ancient arms of Hildjard of Riston as blasoned in the Nativity 
roll were d'azure ou trois moletz d*or. This his brother Peter differ- 
enced by placing a chevron between the molets ; the shield afterwards 
used by the family of Winestead. It does not appear in the rolls of 
arms except Constable's, where it is blasoned yrith the field sable and 
the chevron and ' estoiles ' silver (41 Surt. Soc. publ. xi.). See also 
Foster's Yiait. of Yorksh, 60; and 36 Surt. Soc. publ. 144. 

100. • WORTELEY.' 

3 heasonds on bed (in a later hand). 

Silver a bend gules between six martlets gule^. 

See Hunter's South YorksJi, u. 325. The arms here drawn are 
those of the great house of Fumival, whose arms the Wortleys differ- 
enced by placing three bezants on the bend. The shield in the 
text is blasoned for * Thomas Fumyvall ' in the roll of Henry HI. 
d'anjent ung head etUre sic m*rlots de goule». The arms of Wortley 
appear in the rolls of Edward II. and Edward III. See also Foster's 
Visit, of Yorksh. 592. 

101. • NEVILL DE THORNTON BRIDGE.' 

Gules on a saltire silver a molet sable. 

The arms here given are blasoned in Foster's I'wi/. of Yorksh, 6, 
for Neville of Thornton. 

102. • BELLINGHAM.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Silver three stringed bugle horns sable, Bbllingham. 

2 and 3. Silver three bends gules on a quarter g^les a lion sable, 

BURNISHBAD. 

Cbbst : On a wreath silver and sable a buck's head gold. 

The first and fourth quarters for Bellingham are of those termed 
• arms of office.' In the Iter, of Wark (1279) William of Bellingham 
was summoned to show by what title he held his manor of Bellingham 
and answers that he and his ancestors had held it from time 
immemorial under the kings of Scotland by the service of being 
foresters to ' our lord the king of Scotland in his forest of 
Tyndale.' Pror. Arch. IiuH. Newcastle, 1852, ii. app. 29. The second 
and third quarters are borne for Bumishead, whose heiress Sir Robert 
Bellingham married temp. Edward II. Neither of these shields is 
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blasoned in the rolls earlier than Constable's, in which the Bellingham 
quarter is blasoned sable with gold bugles. See also Dugdale's Visit, 
of Cumberland (ed. Foster) p. 9. 

The crest illustrates that blasoned in Wall's Book (Ancestor, no. 11, 
185) and in the above Visitation. 

103. * HODLESTON.' 

Gules fretty silver. 

See Bank's Baronies in Fee, ii. 93; and Shirley, 41. This shield 
with the interlacing bastons is the early form of the * frette ' of the 
rolls ; the distinction drawn later between a * fret ' and * fretty * 
appears to have no ancient authority. The shield is blasoned 
in the Caerlaverock poem, the Nativity roll, the roll of the 
battle of Borough bridge, in St. George's roll (c. 1280) and 
also in those of Edward III. and Richard II. The seal of John of 
Hudleston attached to the baron's letter to the Pope shows a plain 
shield of arms with a * fret ' {Ancestor, no. 8, 106). The roll of Edward 
II. gives an interesting series of the differenced shields of this family. 

104. • ROSS DE KENDALL AND YARM.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Gold three water bougets sable, Ross. 

2 and 3. Silver two bars azure with a border engrailed sable, 

Pabk. 

Crest: On a wreath silver and gules two slips of flowers gules 
leaves vert. 

See Bank's Baronies in Fee, i. 377 ; Baker's Northampton, i. 269 ; 
Scrgpe and Grosvenor roll (ed. Nicolas). The artist, probably misled 
by the well known arms of Ross being in the place of honour, has 
ascribed this shield in error to that family. It is, no doubt, intended 
for Parr of Kendal (Sir Wm. Parr married cne heiress of Ros about the 
end of the fourteenth century), whose arms are in the second and third 
quarters and to whom the crest belongs, the arms of the barony are 
gfiven precedence over their own. Quarters 1 and 4 are the arms 
of Ros of Wark differenced from the elder line of Hamlake by change 
of colour. Their origin is to be found in the canting shield (allusive 
both to their name and estate) carried by Trmshouti or IVusbut, lords 
of Watre in Holdemess, who bore on a silver shield trots houtz d* eau 
de goules (Charles' roll, 616). Their heiress married Ros, who adopted 
the arms of his wife's family. See also The J*ur>i\tu-uut of Armx, p. 117. 
The shield is blasoned with many differences in the early rolls. See 
Glover's of Henry III., the Caerlaverock poem, Nativity roll. Borough- 
bridge roll, the roll of Edward II., which gives many examples of dif- 
ferencing by change of colour, and Willement's roll of Richard II. 
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The arms of Parr do not appear in the rolls; they may be derived 
from those of the Lancasters of Kendal, who bore two bars with a 
leopard on a quarter. Henry VIII. granted a coat of augmentation 
to the family, after his marriage with Catherine Parr, namely, gold 
on a pile gules three roses of York between six of Lancaster. 

The crest illustrates that blasoned for * Parre ' in Wall's Book 
(Ancestor, no. 12, p. 71). 

105. * TUNSTALL.' 

Sable three combs silver. 

Crest : On a wreath gold and azure a bird with silver beak, and legs 
gules. 

These arms appear first in Willement's roll of Richard II. They are 
also blasoned among those of the knights present at Rouen with 
Henry V. See also 41 Surt. Soc. publ. 95; 16 Harl. Soc. publ. 327; 
and Whitaker's Richmondshire , u. 270. The crest should be a cock, 
the usual crest of the family. Wall blasons it a * cocke geules * 
{Ancestor, no. 12, 64). 

106. 'MORESBY.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Sable a cross silver, a gold cinquefoil in the quarter, 

Moresby. 

2 and 3. Barry of eight silver and gules on a quarter sable a 

cross potonce gold, Etton. 
Their paternal arms in the first and fourth quarters are 
probably derived from the cross with a martlet in the quarter borne 
by Andrew de Harcla, earl of Carlisle, temp, Edward II. They are 
blasoned in the Powell roll {temp, Edward III.) and with a sixfoil in 
Jenyn's Ordinary (Foster's Som/C Feudal Coats of Arm^, 173). In Con- 
stable's roll the flower is silver (41 Surt. Soc. publ. vii.). The quarter- 
ing is the shield borne by the Ettous of Yorkshire and seems to be 
based upon the later shield-of Aton and adopted by the Ettons because 
of similarity of name. It is blasoned in Jenyn's Ordinary and in the 
Atkinson roll {temp, Henry VI.), it is borne by * Sr. J. of Yetton ' 
{Genealogist, I. 227). In Willement's roll it is blasoned barry of twelve 
and with a label azure. 

107. 'MT SGRAVE.' 

Azure six rings gold. 

See Wotton's Baronefaye, 1.75; Shirley, p. 40; Lysons' Cumberland, 
Lxrv. and 100; and St. George's Visit, of Westmorland (ed. Foster), 92. 
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The charges are derived from the shield of the Yiponts, lords of 
Westmorland, under whom the Musgraves held their manor. The 
shield is blasoned in the rolls of Edward III. and in Willement's roll 
of Bichard II. 

108. * LANGTON.' 

Gules a chevron between three lions silver with azure tongues. 

See Thoresby's Leeds, 200; Plantagenet Harrison's Yorksh. 444. 

This shield is depicted in the Military roll of Henry VI. for 
* Langfton * with the lions gold. In Constable's roll Lang^n of 
Huddleston bears the chevron ermine with silver lions (41 Surt. Soc. 
publ, vn.). 

109. * SALVAYN.* 

Silver on a chief sable two molets gold pierced gules. 

See Surtees's Durham, iv. 116; Shirley, 82; 36 Surt. Soc. publ. 96; 
41 Ibid., 23; and Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. 367. This shield is 
blasoned in the roll of Edward II. In the Boroughbridge roll the 
blason is d*argent le chief dazur ove ii moles d*or i hordure endeniee de 
guel. In Edward III. roll the shield appears as in the text, but the 
molets voyddf vrrf. In Willement's roll it appears as here and in the 
Military roll of Henry VI. it is shown with the molets silver and a 
border engrailed gfules. 

110. * HERON DE BOKENFELDE.' 

Gules a chevron between three herons silver. 

See Ilinfory of Xorthumht^laiid, vii. 358. For shields borne by this 
family see under shield no. 65. 

The arms in the text are blasoned by Dugdale (Visitation 1666) for 
this branch ; St. George (1615) gives azure three herons silver. 

111. ' MANERS ETALL.' 

Gold two bars azure a chief gules. 

See Raine's Nftrth Durham, 211 ; Shirley, 137. Etal was a manor 
of the barony of Wooler and this shield is a variation of that of Mus- 
champ, lords of Wooler, who bore two bars and a chief (seal of Robert 
Muschamp, Raine's Sftrth Durham, 266). The shield is blasoned in 
the Nativity roll ('•. 1300), in Edward III. roll, and in Willement's roll 
of Richard II. 

112. * WATERTON.' 

Barry ermine and gules with three crescents sable. 

See Whitaker's Leed><, 268; Shirley, 307; Stonehouse's Isle of 
Axholme, 464; Foster's Visit, of Yorh^^h. 312. The shield is that of the 
family of Walton, Yorkshire. At the siege of Rouen in 1418 
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* Mounsyer Heugh Walterton ' carried this shield harry silver and 
gules (Papworth, 599). In Jenyn's Book of Arms it is harrei de gouhs 
et d* argent de vj a troift rrescants de sable. In the Military roll of Henry 
VI. it is drawn as in the text. See also 41 Surt» Soc. publ. 7 and 21. 

113. 'YORKE.' 

Silver a saltire azure. 

Crbst: On a wreath silver and sable a monkey's (?) head rased 
sable. 

See Whitaker's Craven^ 433; Clarkson's Ifichmand, 332. These 
arms do not appear in the rolls of arms. In the Visitations they are 
blasoned with the colours reversed from those in the text (36 Surt. 
Soc. publ. 92; Foster's Vimt. of Yorksh, 382). The crest is probably 
intended for a monkey's head and illustrates the blason in Wall's 
Book {AneeMm-, no. 11, 132). 

114. ' BOWES.' 

Ermine three bows paleways gules. 

See Surtees Durham, iv. 107; 16 Harl, Soc. publ. 31; Foster's 
TmV. of Yorksh, 596. The legend, made doubtless to explain the ermine 
field of Brittany of these canting arms, is that the shield was granted 
by Alan, earl of Richmond and Brittany, to his cousin William of 
Bowes. The shield is not in the rolls earlier than Willement's of 
Richard II., in which it is blasoned as in the text. It also appears in 
Jenyn's Book of Arms. 

115. ' FITZRANDOLPH.' 

Gold a chief indented azure. 

See Whitaker's Rirhmoiuhhire , ii. 331. This shield of the lords 
of Middleham is another example of the indented lines borne by many 
of the tenants of the Honor of Richmond. It is blasoned in the roll 
of Henry III. as in the text. In the Boroughbridge roll it is de purpree 
with the chief of gold. In Edward III. roll the colours are reversed 
from those here blasoned. 

116. ' GRAY HORTON.' 

Barry silver and azure a baston gules. 

See Wallis's Northumberland, ii. 486; Arch, Ael, 2 ser. xiv. 23, 
and XI. 247, note; Raine's North Durham, 326; and Hodgson's 
Northumberland, I. ii. 330, and ii. ii. 331. These well known arms, 
with various differences, appear in most of the early rolls from that of 
Henry III. In Willement's roll of Richard II. the shield in the text 
is blasoned for the family of Rotherfield. See also Ar^h, Ael, 3 ser. 
I. 115. 
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117. *CHOLMELEY/ 

Gules two helmets silver, in chief, a sheaf gold in base, between 
the helmets a fleur de lis within a crescent ermine. 

See Ormerod's HiMnry of Cheshire, i. 672; ii. 157, 673; m. 400;* 
Hunter's South Yttrhsh. ii. 454; Foster's VUit, of Ytn-hh. 219-221. The 
sheaf in these arms is taken from the shield of the earls of Chester who 
bore d'azur a trois garbed d'or (roll of Henry III.). The helmets may be 
derived from the supposed arms of * Belward,* in Glover's Ordinary 
' Belvaco ' bears azure three helmeta silver (Papworth, 935). The shield 
is not blasoned in the rolls of arms except Constable's. 

118. ' WILTROPH.' 

Azure a chevron between three leopards silver. 
See 16 Harl. Soc. publ. 355, where the shield is blasoned as here. 
It also appears in Jenyn's Book of Arms. 

119. ' BESSEK.' 

Sable a chevron silver between three lion's heads rased gold, a 
ring sable for difference. 

I am unable to find a family of this name or one who bore this 
shield. Beavot bears a chevron between tigers' heads; Beckwith a 
chevron between hinds* heads; and Beckett a chevron between 
leopards' heads. 

120. (No name). 

Gules three herons silver. 

A repetition of the shield of Heron of Ford, no. 55. 

121. ' HORSLYE THARNHEM.' 

Silver three pierced cinquefoils sable. 

See Hodgson's N tfrthumherland , u. ii. 103. This shield is derived 
from the cinquefoil of Umfraville, under whom the Horsleys held their 
manor of Thernham. In Willement's roll the shield is blasoned with 
the colours reversed. Hodgson, ii. ii. 10, encircles it with an engrailed 
border, why, is not evident. The shield with the border engprailed 
was that of the family of Skerpenbeck, Yorkshire, a quite distinct 
family, to whom it was granted by William Flower, Norroy, in 1563. 
See note by Glover in Foster's Visit, of Yorhsh, 180. 

122. 'HORSLEY SCRANWOOD.' 

Gules three horses heads silver. 
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123. • HORSLY ULCHESTRE.' 

Gules three horses' heads silver with bridles gules. 

For Scranwood, see Hodgson, n. ii. 102; and for Outchester History 
of Northumberland, i. 202. Neither of these canting shields appears 
in the earlier rolls. Dugdale's Visit, of Northumberland (1666) gives 
the heads erased. The bridles of * Ulchestre ' may have been added 
as a difference. The Craster Tables give the bridles gold for * Horsleye * 
(Arch, Ad. XXIV. 251). This shield is carved on the gateway of Bothal 
castle and assigned by Mr. Bates to Horsley of Scranwood (Arch. Ad, 
2 ser. xiy. 290). In Jenyn's Book it is blasoned de gowlles a troys testes 
du chevail d*argent rases freyne de sable, 

124. (No name). 

Gules a chevron between three herons silver. 
A repetition of shield no. 110. 

126. • HERON, MELDON.' 

Gules a fess between three herons silver. 

Differenced by the fess from Heron of Ford of whom they were a 
younger branch. See shield 55. 

126. *DENT.' 

Silver on a bend sable three lozenges ermine. 

This shield is of late origin and does not appear in the early 
rolls. In Constable's roll it is blasoned as here for ' Dent ' (41 Surt. 
Soc. publ. xxxiv). Flower's Visit, of Yorksh, (1563) gives gold on a 
bend sable three lozenges erminois (16 Harl. Soc. publ. 99). The same 
shield is blasoned for Dent of Newcastle in Foster's Visit, of 
Northumberland, 37. Roger Dent, Mayor of Newcastle in 1515, bore, 
according to the Carr MS., sable three lozenges ermine (41 Surt. Soc. 

publ. LXIl). 

127. * RADCLIFFE.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Silver a bend engrailed sable, Radcliff. 

2. Gules a fess between three wheels silver, Cabtinoton. 

3, Gules a fess between three hedgehogs silver, Claxton. 

See Arch. Ael. 2 ser. ii. 138; Surtees's Durham, i. 32; Shirley, 12; 
Baine's Lancashire, n. 353. The first and fourth quarters are the 
' entire ' arms of Radcliffe of Radcliffe, they do not appear in the 
rolls before Glover's Ordinary, where they are blasoned for * Sr. James 
Radcliff del Tour ' (Papworth, 184). For differenced shields borne by 
branches of this family see Arch. Ad. 2 ser. ii. 138 and 139, notes. The 
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130. MITFOBD OF PONTfiliAlTD. 



131. CLAVKBINO. 
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charged in the second quarter are probably cart wheels in canting 
allusion to the name. A seal attached to a deed of 1452 showing a 
fess between three wheels is the earliest record of their arms {Arch, 
Ad, 2 ser. xiv. 397), which do not appear in the rolls or Visitations. 
The third quartering for Claxton of Dilston is blasoned for Sir Rauf 
Claxton in Glover's Ordinary. See also Foster's Visit, of Durham, 
73 and 74. 

128. * MYTFORD SEGHILL.' 

Silver a fess between three moles sable. 

129. * MVTFORD.' 

Silver three moles sable. 

130. * MYTFORD PONTISLAND.' 

Silver a chevron between three moles sable. 

See Hodgson, n. ii. 45 ; and Shirley, 168. I have been able to find 
no more ancient authority than this book for these arms. They are 
blasoned with the fess in Constable's roll (41 Surt. Soc. publ. xxxrv.) 
and at the Visitation of 1615 Errington of Ponteland quarters the 
second of the three for Mitford. It seems likely that this was the 
original shield differenced by the younger branches of Ponteland and 
Seghill by the chevron and fess respectively. Hodgson, quoting the 
Craster Tables, gives the fess for Mitford of Mitford, the shield they 
now bear. 

131. 'CLAVERINGE.' 

Quarterly gold and gules a bend sable. 

Derived from the arms of the earldom of Essex and one of the 
famous quarterly shields grouped round that of the Mandevilles, first 
blasoned in the roll of Henry III. for * Le Conte de Mandevile quartele 
d'or et de goulz ' (see Arch. Ael. 3 ser. i. 126, and J. H. Bound's Gtjoffrty 
de Mandeville, 392). The shield in the text is first blasoned in the 
Falkirk roll (1298). At the siege of Caerlaverock John *Ky de 
Claveringhe a surnoun ' (the first of the name) differences the arms 
with a label vert. See also the rolls of Edward II. and Richard II. 

132. ' RAMES.' 

Sable a cross engrailed silver. 

See J. H. Round's Gtoffrty de MandevUle, 399; Hodgson's 
Northumberland, i. ii. 367; Arch. Ael. 2 ser. xiv. 8. An interesting 
Northumbrian coat for which, so far as I can find, this book ia the only 
authority. Hodgson, following the Cranter Tables, assigns to^them 
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sable a buck's head cabossed gold. The Craster Tables give the 
engrailed cross to 'Sir Walter de Bolam/ who died in the reign of 
John, and with whom the Bolams became extinct. 

In Bolam church there is an effigy of a knight, whose shield bears 
the engrailed cross. It seems probable that the knight is a Barnes, 
rather than a Bolam, the last of whose line died before the bearing of 
arms had become at all general. The authority of the text compiled 
while the family still flourished in the county, in 1569 Robert Rames 
was high sheriff, is, I think, conclusive evidence of their arms. 

133. ' LAWSON.' 

Party silver and sable a chevron counterchanged. 

See Thoresby's Leeda, 249; Surtees's Durham, i. 53, 61; ii. 47; 
rn. 264. These arms are not in the earlier rolls. Dugdale (VUit. of 
Cumberland, 1665) blasons them for Lawson of Isell and notes that 
Dalton, Norroy King of Arms, confirmed them to the Lawsons of 
Usworth, County Durham, in 1558. They are blasoned in Flower's 
Visif, of Durham in 1575 for that family (Foster's Visit, of Cumberland, 
77, and of Durham, 208). In the Elizabethan roll ' Lawson of Bock * 
bears the shield in the text with a crescent for difference (41 Surt. Soc. 
publ. xxxrv.). 

134. 'THORNTON.' 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Silver a chevron alid a chief indented sable. 

2 and 3. Silver a fess dance tty vert. 

See Hodgson's Northumberland, i. ii. 316; Thoresby's Leeds, 25. 
The first and fourth quarters for Thornton are not in the rolls earlier 
than the Military of Henry VI. in which they are drawn for ' Thorntun ' 
with the colours reversed from those here blasoned, in the fifteenth 
century roll of arms they are also reversed (Ancestor, no. 6, 178). On 
the Thornton brass in All Saints' church, Newcastle, it is curious 
to note that the arms on the dexter side of the brass (the place of 
honour) and on the dexter of the impaled shields are those of Roger 
Thornton's wife, who was of the family of Wanton, who bore silver a 
chevron sable, a shield well known in heraldry and blasoned in most 
of the early rolls from that of Edward II. It is evidently placed in 
this position on the brass as being the more honourable coat. Is it 
possible that Roger Thornton adopted his wife's arms, adding a chief 
for difference? I have been unable to identify the shield in quarters 
2 and 3. 



HAGGERSTON, ERRINGTON, ETC. 289 

135. • MUSCHAMP.' 

Azure three butterflies sllyer. 

See Baine's North Durham, 266 ; Wallis'a Norfhumherland, n. 475 ; 
Arch, Ael. 2 ser. xiv. 7. The earliest seal of this family shows the 
canting device (Latin, musca, a fly) of a field powdered with flies 
(Baine's North Durham, 266). The seal of ' Robert de Muscampis/ last 
baron of Wooler (c. 1250), shows three bars and a chief. The family 
of Barmoor reverted to the ancient canting shield here depicted, which 
is also blasoned for them in Dugdale's Visitation of 1666 (ed. Foster). 
It does not occur in the rolls of arms. 

136. 'SWINNOWECOBNHILL.' 

Sable a swine's head silver with gold tusks and tongue gules. 

See Baine's North Durham, 237; Arch. Ael, 2 ser. xrv. 17, 30 and 72. 
I know no other authority for this shield than the text. 

In Baine's North Durham the undifferenced shield of Swinhoe of 
Scremerston is given for this branch. 

137. 'HAGEBSTON.' 

Silver three hazel leaves vert. 

See Baine's North Durham, 225 ; Shirley, 173. The canting shield 
of Hazlerig. Thomas Haggerston married the heiress of Hazlerig 
towards the end of the fifteenth century and may possibly have 
adopted her arms. The earliest known shield of Haggerston is on a 
seal, attached to a deed of 1577, and shows a scaling ladder between 
two leaves, evidently a modification of the arms in the text, which 
was afterwards altered into the billets and bendlets of their modem 
arms. 

138. • EABINGTON.' 

Silver three bars gules in chief three roundels sable. 

139. 'OFBINGFIELD.' 

Barry silver and gules on a chief azure three bezants. 

See Hodgson, ui, ii. 413; History of Northumberland, TV, 188 
and 227. The arms of Errington were silver two bars and in 
chief three escallops azure, they are so blasoned in the Visit, of 
Northumberland (ed. Foster), 43, 44, 46, in the Elizabethan roll 
(41 Surt. Soc. publ. xxxrv.) and in Jenyn's Book of Arms. This shield 
is a variation of that of Camaby, whose heiress Errington married 
and who bore silver two bars and in chief three roundels azure, 
which in iU turn was derived from that of Hal ton (see Arch. 
Ael. 2 ser. xrv. 315, and Ibid, 3 ser. i. 128). The shields in the text do 
not appear in any other authority.

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140. 'LOVAYNE.' 

Silver a chief gules and a lion counterchanged. 

This shield is probably meant for Percy of Scofton, with an error 
in colouring the lion and a confusion between Percy and one of the 
titles of the earls of Northumberland. Percy of Scotton bore per fess 
silver and g^les a lion rampant per fess sable and silver, and so 
blasoned by Glover in 1584 (Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. 277) ; in Flower's 
Visitation in 1563 the lion is blasoned ' Dyamont and Ruby ' (16 Harl. 
Soc. publ. 247). The feudal family of Lovayne bore gules billety and a 
fess silver, see the Boroughbridge and Edward II. rolls. In the 
Camden roll * Chastelin de Loveyn * bears bendy gules and gold and 
* Sire de Lovayn * sable a lion silver with a gold crown. 

141. ' COLLINGWOODE.' 

Silver three chevrons sable on each five bezants. 

An unusual shield for this family, it is given by Papworth (553) 
for ' CoUingwood ' and * Cuthbert Colvyle.* In Harleian MS. 1448 it 
is given as one of the coats of CoUingwood (Genealogist, i. 301). The 
arms gfiven in the Visitations are silver a chevron between three stags' 
heads rased sable. Neither of these shields is in the early rolls. The 
shield in the text is blasoned for * Cuthbert Colvyle North Umberlande * 
in the fifteenth century roll of arms (Ancestor , no. 4, 243). 

142. • SWYNNOWE ROKE.' 

Silver three swine sable. 

See Raine's North Durham, 236; Hi/tfory of Xorfhumherland, ii. 
124. These canting arms do not appear in the early rolls nor in the 
Visitations of Northumberland. In Jenyn's Book lioltert Swijnhowe 
jtort de sable a troi.t jiorrez d*argent. 

143. 'COPELANDE.' 

Gules a saltire silver on a chief silver three escallops gules. 

The arms of Copeland of Northumberland, as blasoned in Jenyn's 
Book for 'John de Copland,* were d*argeni une rrosse jtarmy de sable 
a une moletf d'ar. /jercee en myleue, those of the Yorkshire family were 
gold (sometimes silver) two bars and a canton gules over all a baston 
azure. No one of the name bore the shield in the text which is that 
of Tailboys and presumably attributed to Copeland in error. It is 
blasoned for * Monsr. Wauter Taylboys ' with the colours reversed from 
those here blasoned in Willement's roll of Richard II. In Jenyn's 
Ordinary * Henry Tayleboys ' bears the saltire gules on a gold field and 
the chief g^les with silver escallops. 

For Tailboys see Surtees* Durham, m. 254, 382; Arch, AeL 1 ser, 
^. 384, 
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144. 'CRAWSTRE.' 

Quarterly gold and gules in the first quarter a bird sable with 
beak and legs gules. 

This quarterly shield seems to point to some connexion with the 
Claverings, either feudal or other. The bird in the quarter is borne 
in canting" allusion to the name and should be blasoned ' craw/ north 
country for * rook.' The shield appears in Jenyn's Book of Arms with 
the bird a * merlett.' 

145. 'DADE.' 

Silver a chevron between three sheaves gules. 

A Norfolk family whose arms are blazoned in the Visitation of that 
county, gules a chevron between three garbs gold, a shield which the 
Suffolk family of Tannington differenced with a crescent on the chevron. 
I have been unable to find a branch who bore the colours in the text ; 
as here coloured it is the well known canting shield of Sheffield. 

146. (No name). 

Quarterly : 

1 and 4. Sable a bend between two cotises flory on the outer side 

silver, Hbllahd. 

2 and 3. Silver three escallops gules, Clifton. 
In centre of shield a martlet for difference. 

The first and fourth quarters are the paternal arms of Hellard, 
county York, granted to Peter Hellard, prior of Bridlington, by Holme, 
Norroy, in 1470 (41 Surt. Soc. publ. xxxvni. and Ancestor, no. 8, 125). 
They are blasoned in the above grant and in the Visit, of Yorksh. 
(ed. Foster, 531, and 36 Surtees, 118), sable a bend cotised between six 
fleurs de lis silver. As drawn in the text, they appear for Hellard in 
Glover's Ordinary (Pap worth, 207). The quartering is for Clifton. 
Hellard of Ruston married the daughter of Clifton of Twogarth, in 
Holderness (Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. 531), John de Clivedon bore 
these charges on his shield at the second tournament of Dunstable in 
1334 and they are blasoned for * John Clyfton * in Jenyn's Book of 
Arms. 

147. (No name). 

Gold on a bend sable three molets silver. 

The arms of Hotham of Yorkshire. See Oliver's Beverley, 509 ; and 
Shirley, 305. This shield is first blasoned in the Boroughbridge roll, 
it is also in the roll of Edward III. and in Constable's roll (41 Surt. 
Soc. publ. vn). It is the shield of Mauley differenced by the molets. 
The modem coat is barry silver and azure on a canton gold a raven 
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(see Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. 89; 36 Surt. Soc. publ. 336; 41 Ibid. 
xxn.). It is probable that the later shield is a modification of the 
Hilton arms, silver two bars azure. Sir John Hotham of Scarborough 
married the heiress of Sir Robert Hilton of Swine. 

148. (No name). 

Gules on a chevron embattled gold, between three martlets silver, 
an eagle displayed between two escallops sable all within 
a border gold. 
This shield is blasoned without the border for * Weddell of Ears- 
wick ' by Dugdale in 1665 (36 Surt. Soc. publ. 164), he adds * the proof e 
of these arms respited.' It is to be hoped that no proof was forth- 
coming, for a worse example of the overcrowded shield and debased 
heraldry of the later Tudor heralds it would be difficult to find. 

149. (No name). 

Silver on a chevron azure three fleurs de lis gold. 

The Yorkshire family of Swerington bore this shield with the addi- 
tion of a label gules (Papworth, 483). The shield as here blasoned was 
that of Peyvre blasoned in the roll of Edward II. For other families 
bearing it see Papworth (483). 

160. (No name). 

Gules a fess silver between three martlets gold. 
Papworth, quoting Glover's Ordinary, gives this shield for Boos. 
I have been unable to trace a family of this name bearing it. 

161. • FRENDE.' 

Silver a chevron between three reindeer's heads cabossed sable 

with horns gold. 
Gules a chevron between three buck's heads cabossed ermine horns 
gold is given for this family in Glover's Ordinary. 

152. * SKIRBOCK.' 

Sable three fleurs de lis bendways gold. 

See Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. p. 73. I have been unable to find 
this shield blasoned in any other authority. 

163. • PLACE.' 

Silver a fess g^les in chief two pierced molets sable. 

I have been unable to find this shield in any other authority, it is 
not given by Papworth. Place of Halnaby, Yorkshire, and of Dins- 
dale, county Durham, bore azure on a chief silver three chaplets 
gules for Place; quarterly with silver a fess between six fleur de lis 
sable for Halnaby. The former coat is blasoned alone for them by 
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Ton^ (41 Surt. Soc. publ. 49). In Foster's Visit, of Durham (256) they 
bear the two shields quarterly. They were afterwards allowed by 
Dugdale to quarter the shield of the ancient baronial family of Playz, 
party gold and g^les a lion silver, to which they had no right. 

154. 'BURNGILL.' 

Azure a fess silver between three martlets gold. 
I am unable to find a family of this name, or this shield in any 
other authority, it is not given by Papworth. 

155. 'STAPLESTON.' 

Silver a sal tire between four staples sable. 

This curious canting shield is blasoned in Burke's General Armoury 
for * Stapilles * and with the saltire gules for * Staple * (lord mayor of 
London, 1376). 

156. (No name). 

Silver a chevron sable. 

This shield has been used by many families in feudal times, see 
Papworth, 373. In Thoresby's Leeds ^ p. 25, it is given for Thornton of 
Thornton and Tyersall of Yorkshire : it does not occur for them in the 
Visitations nor any other early authority. 

157. 'THIRLWALL.' 

Gules a chevron between three boars* heads silver. 

In the Visitations of Northumberland the shield \\ blasoned sable 
a chevron silver between three boars* heads gold usually 'couped,' 
but in Foster's ViMt, (p. 119) * erased.* A seal attached to a deed of 
1369 shows the chevron between the boars' heads (Hodgson, ni. ii. 147), 
and it is blasoned in Jenyn's Book of Arms. In the Craster Tables 
they are blasoned as in the Visitations. Mr. Bates suggests that they 
are a modification of the original arms of Swinburne {Arch. AeL 2 ser. 
xnr. 327). 

158. (No name). 

Silver on a bend sable three bulls' heads cabossed silver. 

The ancient arms of the Cresswells of Northumberland and so 
blasoned for them in the Elizabethan roll (41 Surt. Soc. publ. xxxrv.) ; 
in the Craster Tables the bulls* heads are not * cabossed.* In Glover's 
Ordinary they are blasoned rams* heads cabossed (Papworth, 247). 
In the ViMt. of Northximherland in 1575 (Harl. MSS. 1554, MS. copy in 
the library of the Newcastle Society of Antiquaries) Cresswell of 
Creeswell bears gules three roundels silver on each a sitting squirrel 
gules cracking a nut, the arms confirmed to Robert Cresswell by 
Dethick, Garter, in 1589 (Papworth, 1051), Cresswell of Nunkeeling, 
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Yorks., bore this coat with a crescent for difference at St. George's 
Visitation of Yorkshire (Foster's Vinf. of Yorksh, 149). The arms of 
the modern family are erminois three roundels gules with the squirrels 
silver (Burke's General Armoury). 

159. 'SHAFTOW.' 

Gules on a bend silver three molets azure. 

In the roll of Henry III. Bohert de Shastowe goules sur ung hende 
d*argent trois molets dazure. It is also blasoned for Shastowe in Glover's 
Ordinary. In the Craster Tables the molets are voided. In Harl. MS. 
1554 (copy as above) the arms here blasoned are borne quarterly with 
Bertram for * Shaftow ' of Babington. At Dugdale's Visitation in 
1666 they bore the arms in the text. (Foster's Vint, of Northumber- 
land, 112). 

160. (No name). 

Sable a fess gold between three dexter hands bendways silver. 

The arms of Bates of Yorkshire. They do not appear in the rolls 
of arms earlier than the Elizabethan (41 Surt. Soc. publ. xxxni), 
where they are blasoned as in the text. Bate of West Lathe bore the 
fess engrailed silver with the hands gold adding a crescent for differ- 
ence (Foster's Visit, of Yorksh. 192), the same shield is blasoned with- 
out the crescent for Bate of Eseby by Dugdale in 1666 (36 Surt. Soc. 
publ. 80). The Northumbrian family bore the fess engrailed with 
both it and the hands silver; it is so blasoned for Bates of Halliwell 
at Dugdale's Visitation in 1666 (ed. Foster, 10). 
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IX.— PROOFS OF AGE OF HEIRS OF ESTATES IX 
NORTHITMBERLAXI) (rontinuod from vol. xxiv. 
2 ser. pp. 126 and 127).

[Read on the 27tli of March, 1907.] 
Since the contribution on ' Proofs of Age of Heirs of Estates 
in Northumberland ' was printed in Archaeologia Aeliana, 
vol. xxrv., some documents of the same nature have been found 
with the Chancery Inquisitions at the Public Record Office. Of 
these, abstracts have been made by Miss M. T. MaHin, who calls 
attention to certain facts which suggest that the evidence pro- 
duced at these inquests is not always so trustworthy as has hither- 
to been supposed. In the following abstracts Robeii: de Milne- 
burne gives evidence at three inquisitions : on two occasions he 
deposed that his father died, and on the third, his uncle, and at 
the last two he went to purchase wax for the funeral. In three 
inquisitions sisters of three deponents have died, each named 
Isold. Some notes on this subject may be found in the English 
Historical Review for January and Julj^ 1907 (vol. xxii. nos. 
85, 87). 

Chancery InguiAitions^ Edward in. file 13. — Proof of age of Robert, brother 
and heir of John de la Leygh,l deceased, who held by knight service of Sir Henry 
de Percy, late under age and a ward of Edward ii. ; taken at Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne, 12 April, 2 Edward ui. [1328]. 

The jurors say that the said Robert was born in * le Pavylion * by Suthwer- 
muth, on 2 November, the morrow of All Saints, 34 Edward i. [1306] and was 
baptized on the same day in the church of the vill of Wermuth, and on 2 
November last was twenty-four years old.

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John de Aleynscheles, aged fifty-five years, says that Robert de Hilton 
and William de Suthewik lifted the said Robert from the holy font. His son 
William was bom on the same day. 

Walter de Ludewrth (aged 33) deposed that: — A certain Walter M 2 

had a daughter, Alice, bom, and took the deponent with him to the church 
of Wermuth, and made him, then aged nine years, lift his said daughter from 
the holy font, and there he saw Robert baptized before Alice, which caused 
a long delay at which she cried. Alice is still living, and by her age he knows 
that Hobert has completed his twenty-fourth year as they have often reckoned 
together. 

John de Hewrth (aged 40) deposed that: — Isold, his sister, died; her death 
is inserted in the calendar of the said church of Suth wermuth. On that day, 
he saw Robert baptized with great solemnity, the priest sprinkling too much 
holy water (superflue) in his face and eyes, from the holy font, for which he 
(the child) was angry with the priest for a long time. 

William de St. Paul (aged 50) deposed that: — He had a daughter bom. 

Adam de Elyngeham (aged 48) deposed that: — William de Suthewik, 
formerly his beloved neighbour, begged him to dine with him, and he spent 
the whole day with him and accompanied him to the church of Suthwermuth, 
where he saw and heard Robert baptized ; who was lifted up by Robert de 
Hilton and the said William de Suthewik. 

Roger de Weston (aged 60) deposed that: — He set forth to the fair of 
Berlington and passed the night at * le Pavilion,* where he found the mother 
of Robert lying in bed, Robert being just born. At the same time, he had a 
bond of Peter de Morpath, horsemonger, for six months for a horse sold to 
him there, as appears by the date of the bond. 

Walter de Dichand (aged 54) deposed that: — He was a witness to the testa- 
ment of John de Wermuth at Sunderland of the same parish of Suthwermuth, 
on which day the said Walter was aged thirty years, and Sir Laurence de 
Akley, then chaplain of the parish church of Wermuth, was present, and said 
that he had then baptized a beautiful little boy, son of Robert de la* Leygh ; 3 
to which boy Robert, the said Walter gave and sent two quarters of wheat 
on the same day, 3 November, and was at the feast of the purification of the 
mother of the said Robert. 

John de Midilton (aged 52) deposed that: — That a certain John Markman 
was found killed in the field of Suthwermuth and he was present at the coroner's 
inquest, of which he has a copy, and dined with John de la Leygh, brother 
of Robert, at the house of his father and mother on the day on which Robert 
was baptized, and gave to him, lying in a cradle, eighteen pence. 

William de Ellewik (aged 57) deposed that: — ^Thomas, his father, died; 
his death is testified in writings.

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Hugh Stamp of Belforth (aged 60) deposed that: — Agues, his daughter, 
was born, baptized, and dead, and if she had lived would have been of the same 
age as Robert. Also, he was enfeoffed by charter of Robert Scholl, of one 
messuage in the vill of Bellefurth, as appears by the date of the charter. 

Alexander de Preston (aged 45) deposed that: — ^He rendered his account 
in the church of Suthwermuth before master Richard de Morpath, then official 
of Durham, when Robert was baptized; he knows the day by the date of his 
account. 

Adam de Doxforth (aged 56) deposed that he gave all his land in the 
vill of Sunderland of the parish of Suthwermuth, to Reginald, his son, who 
only lived for a year after the enfeoffment; he knows the day by the date 
of the charter and by the death of Reginald. 

Chancery InquUUionHy Edward iii. File 13. — Proof of age of Robert 
Bertram,* son and heir of Robert Bertram of Bothale, deceased, taken at the 
town of Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 12 April, 2 Edward iii. [1328], in the presence 
of Pklmund de Impton and Agnes his wife, executor of the testament of 
Christina de Wyterton,* forewarned concerning this. 

The jurors say that the said Robert was born at Bothale, 24 March, 
1 Edward ii. [1307-8], and was baptized in the church of the same vill, and 
on 24 March last, was twenty-one years old. 

Robert de Cresscwell (aged 50) deposed that : — Robert de la Vale and 
Robert de Mora lifted the said Robert from the holy font. On the day of 
St. Mark Evangelist, next after the birth of Robert, the deponent married 
Isobel, daughter of John de Dudden. 

Simon de Welteden (aged 50) deposed that: — He had a daughter, Alice, 
born. 

Robert de Milnburn (aged 50) deposed that: — ^Thomas de Milnburn, his 
father, died. 

John de Plessye (aged 60) deposed that: — His son Richard was accidentally 
drowned in the Blith, on the morrow of the birth of Robert. 

Robert de Byker (aged 55) deposed that: — William, his son, was born, and 
is thus of the same age as Robert. 

Thomas deHydewyne (aged 50) deposed that : — AtWhitsuntide next afterthe 
birth of Robert, he entered the service of Adam Baret, his master, in whose 
service he has been for twenty-one years.

Nicholas de Eland (aged 50) deposed that: — At Whitsuntide next, after the 
birth of Robert, Peter de Eland, his father, was made bailiff of Sir Aymer 
de Valence, late earl of Penbroch (sir) in South Tynedale. 

Alexander de Wyterton (aged 60) deposed that: — On the day of the Inven- 
tion of the Holy Cross, next after the birth of Robert, eight oxen were stolen 
from him in the woods of Wyterton. 

Cliancery InquUitionA, Edward iii. File 25. — ^Proof of age of David de 
Strabolgi, earl of Athol, son and heir of David de Strabolgi, late earl of Athol.S 
who held of Edward ii. ; taken at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 2 April, 4 Edward in. 
[1330]. 

The jurors say that the said David was bom at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
1 February, 2 Edward ii. [1308-9], and was baptised in the church of St. 
Nicholas of the said town, and on 1 February last, was tw^enty-two years old. 

Robert de Milneburne (aged 50) deposed that: — Guyschard de Charrou the 
younger, and master John de Hadington lifted David from the holy font. 
Thomas de Milneburne, father of the said Robert, died on the day before 
the said 1 February, and on the morrow he went to Newcastle-upon-Tyne to 
buy wax for his father's burial, and then saw David baptized in the said 
church, with great solemnity. 

John de Plesis (aged 50) deposed that : — ^He had a son, Richard, born . . . « 
next before the said 1 February. 

6 Haukewell (aged 50) deposed that: — He had a daughter, Alice, 

born. 

Thomas de Swetopp (aged 60) deposed that: — ^Isold, his sister, died; her 
death is inserted in the calendar of the said church of St. Nicholas. He saw 
David baptized there with great solemnity, the priest sprinkling too much 
holy water {xupvrflue). 

(aged 40) deposed that: — David was taken, with his nurse, after 

his baptism, to the house of the deponent's father, in Eland, and was nursed 
there for three years, and was taken away nineteen years ago.

Chancer i/ Inquitntumsy Edward ni. File 45. — Proof of age of Marmeduke, 
son and heir of Robert de Lumley.s deceased, who held of Edward ii. ; taken 
at Chyvington, on Friday the morrow of All Souls, 9 Edward iij. [3 November, 
1355]. 

The jurors say that the said Marmeduke was twenty-one years old on the 
feast of St. Cuthbert in September [4 Sept.] last. 

William de Eslyngton (aged 42) deposed that: — He was present in the 
church of All Saints of the vill of Chivyngton, on St. Cuthbert's day, when 
Marmeduke de Twyng and Gawyn de Twyng lifted Marmeduke from the holy 
font. The said feast of St. Cuthbert was the next after the battle of Bannock- 
burn, which was twenty-one years ago at the feast of the Nativity of St. John 
the Baptist [24 June] last. 

John de Morewyck (aged 50) deposed that: — Joan, his mother, was buried 
in the churchyard of the church of Chivyngton, on the day on which Marme- 
duke was baptised, and he always remembers how many years have passed 
since his mother's death.

Robert Mareys (aged 50) deposed that: — After his father's death, Alice, 
his mother, was betrothed {despaiiscUa) to John Munek, fifteen days after the 
birth of Marmeduke, and he stayed with his mother for ten years afterwards, 
and it is now eleven years, at the feast of St. Michael last, since he himself 
married. 

W^illiam Archer (aged 60) deposed that: — He set forth to St. James, at 
Christmas next after the birth of Marmeduke. 

William Arnold (aged 46) deposed that: — He retired from the service of 
Sir Marmeduke de Tweyng, uncle of the said Marmeduke de Lumley, at the 
feast of St. Martin next after his birth. 

Robert de Morton (aged 57) deposed that: — John, his father, was killed 
at the battle of Bannockbum, twenty-one years ago, at the feast of the 
Nativity of St. John the Baptist last, and Marmeduke was born on the feast 
of St. Cuthbert next after the said battle. 

William de Gysenes (aged 50) deposed that: — Robert, his eldest son, and 
Marmeduke are of the same age, and Robert was twenty-one years old on the 
feast of St. Cuthbert last. 

Roger de Wodrington9 (aged 40) deposed that: — He was present at the 
battle of Bannockburn with Sir Robert Bertram his lord, and there his said 
lord died. This happened twenty-one years ago at the feast of the Nativity 
of St. John the Baptist last, and on the following feaSt of St. Cuthbert, 
Marmeduke was bom.

[1313], and immediately afterwards he went to the town of New- 
castle-upon-Tyne to buy wax for the light round the body of his uncle, and 
on the third day following he came through the vill of Cramelington, and 
then saw John baptized in the said chapel of Cramelington. His uncle died 
twenty-one years ago. 

John de Plescis (aged 50) deposed that: — ^His daughter, Joan, was bom 
on the feast of St. Michael Archangel, 7 Edward n. [1313], and in the month of 
November following he saw John in the hands of his nurse at Cramelington. 
His daughter is twenty-one years old. 

Robert de Rihill (aged 40) deposed that: — He came from the battle of 
Stryvelyn, through the vill of Cramelyngton, and there spent a night with the 
father of John, and then saw John lying in a cradle. It is twenty-one 
years since the battle. 

Alan de Heppescotes (aged 50) deposed that: — A certain John de Trewyk 
made him a bond for 40/*. in the said chapel of Cramelyngton, 2 November, 
on which day John was born and on the same day he saw him baptized. He 
knows the day by the date of the bond. 

John de Faudon (aged 40) deposed that: — He let to farm ten acres of 
land in Faudon to Walter de Bumeton for term of twenty years, on the 
feast of St. Michael Archangel, 7 Edward ii. [1313], and in the month of Novem- 
ber following, he saw John held in the hands of his nurse at Cramelyngton. 

John de Kynton (aged 54) deposed that: — He came to talk with Richard 
de Wytelaue at Cramelyngton, and there saw John de Trewick lift John from 
the holy font. 

.... .12 Wesey of Haliwell (aged 40) deposed that: — John, his father, 
made his will, and his executors proved it in the said chapel of Cramelyngton

William de Fenrothir (aged 40) deposed that: — He was cited to prove the 
will of Adam de Killingworth, his grandfather, at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, before 
the Ordinary, and on the morrow, returning home, he came through the vill 
of Cramelyngton, and there saw John bom and baptized, wrapped in cloths. 

John de Backworth (aged 50) deposed that: — He had a bond of Peter de 
Morpath for six marks, for a horse sold to him, written in the chapel of Crame- 
lyngton, on the day on which John was baptized there. 

Henry Faukes (aged 50) deposed that: — Isold, his sister, died; her death 
is in the calendar of the said chapel of Cramelyngton. 

Chancery Inquintiotn^t Edward iii. File 52. — Proof of age of Thomas, son 
and heir of Thomas de Bradeford,l3 deceased, who held of Edward ii. ; taken 
at Baumburgh, on Monday after the feast of St. James Apostle, 11 Edward iii. 
[25 July, 1339], in presence of Sir Thomas de Baumburgh, the king's clerk. 

The jurors say that the said Thomas was twenty-one years old on Monday 
next after the feast of the Translation of St. Thomas the Martyr, last, and was 
born at Bradeford on Monday next after the Translation of St. Thomas the 
Martyr, 9 Edward ii. [13 July, 1316], and on Tuesday following was baptized 
in the church of St. Aidan of Baumburgh by a chaplain named Thomas de Cor- 
brigge, and was lifted from the holy font by the same Thomas and John his 
son, godfathers, and Alice, wife of Roger Colyn, godmother. 

Roger de Weston, knight (aged 50) deposed that: — On the said Monday, a 
Scot named Donald de Duns was taken in war and beheaded at Baumburgh. 

John de Loker (aged 30) deposed that: — Robert de Loker, his father, raised 
a new hall in his manor of Loker. 

Richard de Hopum (aged 32) deposed that: — Alexander, his brother, died. 

Adam de Doxford (aged 40) deposed that: — Thomas, son of Ralf, his 
tenant in Doxford, died.

John de Whatton (aged 60) deposed that: — John de Homeldon married 
Cecily, his sister. 

Chancery Inquimtions, Edward iii. File 63. — Proof of age of Jacoba, third 
daughter and co-heir of Richard de Emeldon,i4 deceased ; taken at Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, 16 February, 14 Edward in. [1339-40]. 

The jurors say that the said Jacoba was bom in the town of Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, 23 March, 18 Edward ii. [1324-5], and was baptized in the church 
of St. Nicholas of the same town, Laurence of Durham, Margaret of Castle- 
Bernard, and Joan Moubrey lifting her from the holy font, and was fifteeen 
years old on 23 March last. 

Adam Graper (aged 44) deposed that: — He was sent to London, 30 March, 
18 Edward ii. [1324-5], to Richard de Bmeldon, Jaooba's father, with letters 
from Christine, Richard's wife, and the said letters having been read in his 
presence, he knows the day of Jacoba 's birth. 

John de Carliol (aged 50) deposed that: — He followed the said Margaret 
of Castle-Bernard and Joan de Moubray to lift Jacoba from the holy font. 

William Russell (aged 56) deposed that: — He saw Jacoba lying in a cradle, 
30 March, 18 Edward ii., and gave her forty pence of silver. 

Adam Page (aged 58) deposed that: — On 23 March, when Jacoba was bap- 
tized, as she came from the church of St. Nicholas 15 to him wonderful 

BO that he called her by a boy's name when she herself was a girl.

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X.— KEPIEE SCHOOL, HOT^GHTOX-LE-SPRING, AND 
ITS LIBRARY. 

By R. W. Ramsey. 

[Read on the 27th of March, 1907.] 

The free grammar school of Kepier at Houghton-le-Spring, 
in the county of Durham, was founded under letters patent of 
queen Elizabeth, April 2, 1574, granted at Gorhambury on the 
petition of John Heath of Kepier, warden of the Fleet, and pur- 
chaser in 15G8 from the grantees of the Crown of the estates of 
the dissolved hospital of Kepier, in the city of Durham, and 
Bernard Gilpin, the famous rector of Houghton (1558-83), better 
known as the * Apostle of the Xorth.' The foundation comprised 
the school and an almshouse, or hospital, in honour of the Blessed 
Trinity, which, however, was not established until later; two 
discreet men were to be governors, of whom Heath and Gilpin 
were appointed the first ; there was to be a master and an usher 
of the school, whose appointment rested with the governors ; the 
governors themselves were to be appointed by the heirs of Heath 
and the successors of Gilpin, failing whom the appointment was 
to pass to the bishop of Durham and his successors.^ Power was 
given to John Heath and Bernard Gilpin to draw up statutes for 
the governance of the school and almshouse, and a copy of the 
statutes has been preserved, but undated and unsigned. They 
provide that ' when Keepier Schoole in Houghton doth want a 
master the governors of the said schoole may send to Mr. Provost 
of Queen's Colledge in Oxford, and by letters request him that he

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would procure some northerne man in any wise maister of art 
either in his own House or some other learned and of good life 
and condition/ and proceed to set forth the duties of master, 
usher and * schollers ' with great particularity and much quaint- 
ness of phrase and expression. We may note in passing that the 
master * shall not be unlawfully given to carding, dicing, drink- 
ing, or any unthrifty or wanton playes, nor yet shall he haunt 
any suspected companyes or houses ' ; that he ' shall not take 
upon him the state of mariage unless he have the consent of 
both the Governors in writing under their hands and the Common 
Scale of the Schoole with two Justices besides of this country 
named by the Govemo^rs ' ; that the usher is not to be married 
at all, that * his election shall be wholly in the Governors' hands 
unless by special authority power be given to the Master to choose 
and place one as fitt and able as can be gotten by him both for his 
behaviour and learning to supply that roome.' That the ' M' 
and usher shall not be forth of their chambers in winter after 
eight a clock and in summer after nine,' and that * it shall be 
lawful for the M' and Usher or either of them to have a boy lying 
in their chambers to waite upon them.' An information was 
filed against the master and governors in the court of Chancery 
in 1751, alleging a breach of these statutes, but it was held by 
the lord chancellor, lord Hardwicke, that the statutes could 
not be considered as binding on the governors. ^ 

It is to be regretted that there appears to be no official and 
complete list of the masters of the school. Surtees gives a tenta- 
tive list, the accuracy of which is borne out by the Houghton 
parish records, with possibly one exception. I adopt his list 
here, supplemented with such information as I have been able 
to gather from the parish registers and other sources.

Christopher Ransox. 

Gilpin, by his will Oct. 17, 1582, gives 20^. each to 
* Christopher Ranson scholemaister of Kepier Schole^ and 
to Francis Reisley, usher of the same.'* 

Anthony Airey, clerk, A.M., licensed 1607. 

He seems to have filled the double office of schoolmaster 
and curate. In the entry of his wife's burial, Xov. 16, 
1616, he is described in both capacities. The marriage of 
Patrick Curwen and Isabel Selby, Feb. 28, 1619-20, is cele- 
brated by * me, Anth. Airey, curate of this parish.' He 
attests the reading of the articles by Dr. Lyndsell, Aug. 10, 
162'}, as * curate.' The entry of his burial, Christmas day, 
1628, describes him as * minister of Houghton.' 

Ralph Hawden, A.M., licensed Sept. 24, 1631. 

He died the following year, and was buried Aug. 7, 1632. 

John Sage. 

In the ailmissious to St. John's college, Cambridge, we 
find * John, son of John Hilton, esq., of Monkwearmouth, 
admitted 7 Sept., 1635, at 16. School, Hotughton-in-the- 
Spring (Mr. Segg), for ten years.' 

George Caunt, A.M., licensed April 26, 1639. 

He held office over forty years of a troubled period, and 
identified himself with the life of the place. In 1645 he 
married Elizabeth Robinson of Morton, and a page in the

of the articles by Dr. John Barwick, Aug. 12, 1660, by Wm. 
Bancroft, Sept. 14, 1662, and by George Davenport, Jan. 15, 
1664. On a ' Collection for the Redemption of the Christians 
who are captives in Turkey,' in 1671, he gives 1^. 6J., and 
Paul Lever, the usher, (id. In 1682, on a * collection for ye 
distressed fErench protestants fled out of ifrance into Eng- 
land,' we find * Mr. George Caunt, schoolmaster, 02^. Odd. ; 
Paul Lever, usher, 00^. 02d/ In 1683 he receives bs, for 
writing the register. Tho en.try of his burial, Feb. 18, 
1686-7, * Mr. George Caunt, late M' of Keiper Schoole at 
Houghton, Morsly,' points to his having resigned the master- 
ship before his death and retired to Moorsley, where his son 
William held land. 

Paul Lever, A.M., 1682. 

If he held the mastership, it can only have been for a very 
short time. The registers record the death of his son, 
1685-6, * Jan. 2. John, s. of Mr. Paul Lever, usher of 
Houghton.' Is. was paid for a search for his will in 1690. 

William Stobert, clerk, 1686. 

He married at Houghton, March 29, 1687. ' Mr. Will. 
Stobert, master of Keiper schoole at Houghton and Jane 
Brough of Ea,st Reuton,' and was buried there Jan. 4, 1694-5. 

Gilbert Nelson, clerk. 

He married Mrs. Ann Swalwell of Houghton, April 27, 
1701, by whom he had six children, the two last, twin daugh- 
ters, being baptized April 1, 1706, and their mother being 
buried the same day. He marrie<l secondly, Sept. 26, 1715, 
Mrs. Margaret Jackson of London. He was the author of a 
curious little work, * The Young Christian's Monitor : or 
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Instructions for the use of the Grammar School at Hough- 
ton-le-Spring, in the county of Durham, by the Master of 
that school/ printed at Newca«tle-upon-Tyne, * for the use 
of the author, 171G-7,' and dedicated to the rector, Sir George 
Wheler. After some seventy pages of discourses and 
prayers, including ' a brief account of the Christian religion ' 
and discourses on the Holy Scriptures, and on * The necessity 
of diligence/ he adds, * Instructions for youth how to behave 
themselves towards their neighbours in general,' which 
reflect the formality of the age. Thus the pupil is enjoined : 
* When you come into the school, put off your Hat and bow, 
if the Master or Usher be present ... go not forth without 
leave and as you go out, bow to the Master, likewise as you 
come in.' Xor is he to lay aside these formalities when he 
goes home. * Be never covered at Home : approach not your 
Parents without a Bow, nor speak to them without a title 
of respect. . . . Speak not before your Superiors, nor 
sit down till you are bidden. . . . When you come into 
a Room, if your Parent or a Stranger be there, Bow as you 
enter and as you go out.' 

The good man ends on a higher note : 'Forget not God, your 
chief Parent and great Superior, who is present with you in 
your chamber tho' invisible. . . . Serve Him with Rever- 
ence and godly fear, with daily prayera and praises. . . If 
you be proud of what you have, or covet what you have not, 
you will be apt to forget God, and by degrees exclude His 
Love out of your Heart. So you may be Idolaters as well as 
they that pray to Saints and bow down to carved images.' 

Gilbert Nelson survived Wheler, and attested the induc- 
tion of Stonhewer as rector of Houghton, June 12, 1727. He 
had buried his second wife three days before. 

It would seem that in 17-38 he became rector of Oakley, 
in Suffolk, but if so, he did not long remain in the south. 
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for he was subsequently vicar of South Shields, where he 
died Oct. 15, 1748.5 
Thomas Griffith, A.M., of Hertford college (Oxon.), 1738. 

The son of Thomas Griffith of Halesowen, Shropshire. An 
autograph in a Cicero in the library describes him as *Woolas- 
toniensis alumnus,' Sept. 8, 1730. In 1733® he went to Hart 
hall, Oxford, where he was under the contentious Richard 
Newton.^ 

O endless question, should it last so long. 
Till Carter speaks or Newton holds his tongue. 

From 1738 to his death in 177() he held the mastership of 
Kepier school, and he fought the battle of Attorney-General 
V, Middleton, being supported against the rector. Dr. Ston- 
hewer, by the governors, Middleton and Robinson, in a 
stiniggle which lasted four years. In 1753 he married Mary 
Ironside, a daughter of one of the oldest families in Hough -

Royal Society.

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ton. One of his sons, James Griffith, who married his 
cousin, another Mary Ironside, became master of University 
college, Oxford. Thomas Griffith died Sept., 1776, and left 
to the school a collection of books which forms the greater 
part of the library, to which I shall refer later. 

William Cooper, A.M., of Queen's college, Oxon. 

Of this gentleman's poetical compositions, to which 
Surtees alludes, I have not been able to find any trace.** He 
lost two sons during his tenure of the mastership, and resigned 
in 1786. 

William Fleming, A.M., of Queen's college, Oxford, 1786. 

William Rawes of Witton-le-Wear. 

He was fellow of Emanuel college, Cambridge, B.A. 1788, 
M.A. 1791, and had been seven years master of the school at 
Witton-le-Wear. He was master of Kepier school for nearly 
twenty-seven years, and died April 26, 1827. 
Later names to be added are : — 

The Rev. Henry Brown, A.M., of Queen's college, Oxford, who 
succeeded Rawes, and still held the mastership in 18'{7. 

The Rev. John Young, D.D. 

See an inscription to him in Mascaron's * Oraisons 
Funebres ' in the library, 1840. He gave 50/. towards a 
fund for endowment of exhibitions from the school to the 
universities of Oxford, Cambridge or Durham. 

The Rev. James Leycester Balfour of Queen's college, Oxford. 
Appointed 1852 ; died Dec, 1864. 

The Rev. Gerard Moultrie, Exeter college, Oxford. Appointed 
1855. Chaplain to lady Londonderry ; afterwards warden of 
St. James' college, Southleigh ; died 1885. 

• Mr. Leighton of Bast Boldon informs me that a poem called * The Qroupe,' 
by Mr. Cooper, was published in Sunderland, 1826. It was illustrated with a 
representation of a painting of the family and friends of the Rev. John 
Rotheram, rector of Houghton, which gave occasion to the poem.

The Rev. Alexander Benxett, B.A., who married Miss Taylor, 
and died Oct., 1893. 

Mr. F. L. Gaul, M.A., Queen's college, Oxford. Appointed 
December, 1893 ; the present master. 

From the masters we pass to the scholars, and here again it 
is greatly to be regretted that there is nothing in the nature of a 
school register, and we are left to gather together a few names 
from various sources. The books in the library yield a few 
autc^raphs, which will be dealt with presently, and as usual we 
fall back on Surtees. I doubt, however, whether we ought pro- 
perly to number the famous Hugh Broughton among the actual 
scholars of Kepier, though he was, of course, a pupil of Gilpin, 
as he was entered at Magdalen college, Cambridge, in 1569, and 
took his B.A. in 1570, four years before the charter of Elizabeth 
was granted. George Carleton, bishop of Chichester, Gilpin's 
biographer, went from Houghton to St. Edmund's hall, Oxford, 
in 1576, and Henry Ayrey, Gilpin's nephew (afterwards vice- 
chancellor, provost of Queen's and prebendary of Canterbury), in 
1680, at the age of 20, so that both of these can be justly claimed 
for Kepier; also Ralph Ironside, rector of Long Bredy, county 
Dorset, who, if not a bishop himself, was the father of one bishop 
of Bristol and the grandfather of another. 

The admissions to St. John's college, Cambridge, furnish us 
with some names. John Hilton of Monkwearmouth, pupil of 
*Mr. Segg,' I have already mentioned. Nine pupils of Mr. 
Caunt occur : —

Robert Sirtees, the historian of Durham, who was sent 
here in May, 178G, at the age of seven, and remained 
until Sept., 1793, under Mr. Fleming, and whose pro- 
ficiency in Latin verse is stated to have earned for his 
schoolfellows a holiday which had been refused to the 
then rector s uncle, lord chancellor Thurlow. 

Long after the fame of Gilpin and his immediate scholars 
had passed away, Kepier school held an honourable position as 
a centre of education for the North of England. In the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, Houghton was the centre of a 
resident gentry, some of whose sons, at any rate, were educated 
at Kepier ; the school was known as ' the Eton of the nprth,' and 
noi*th countiy and even Scotch gentrj-, who sent their eldest sons 
to Eton, sent their younger sons to Houghton. ^^ ^Xa shall find

"Mr. Walker, librarian of Queen's College, Oxford, whose father was at 
Kepier School in the time of Mr. Rawes, tells me that boys came from Aberdeen- 
shire and even from Orkney and Shetland. 
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some additional confirmation of this in the books in the library, 
to which we must now turn our attention. 

In a small study or parlour in the master's house there is a 
collection of about 1,000 volumes, which I recently had the oppor- 
tunity of examining and cataloguing. Some 690 of these have 
the bookplate of Thomas Griffith, and, although he seems some- 
times to have put his bookplate in volumes which had been in 
the school before his time, the greater number of these, no doubt, 
formed his own private collection, which he left to the school. 
Sixty-six volumes, including half-a-dozen Elzevirs, were pre- 
sented to the school in 1742 by Ralph Robinson, one of the gover- 
nors, and bear the following inscription: — * D.D. Scholae 
Keperiensi, Radulphus Robinson, Arm*"., ejusdem gubernator, 
optime meritus, a.d., 1742.' But there are not wanting evidences 
that a small proportion of the books have been in the school from 
a much earlier period. 

Gilpin, by his will, gave * to Kepier schole in Houghton all 
such bookes as shall have the name of it in the first leafe, in the 
middest, and in the latter end, to the intent that no man defraude 
that schole.' 

No book marked in this way is now in the library, but a 
Cicero of 1497, from the press of Anthony Koberger of Nurem- 
berg, has on the fly-leaf the name of 'Arthunis Laton,' who was 
Gilpin's uncle, and a Latin inscription stating that the book be- 
longed to Bernard Gilpin, and had been given to him by Laton. 
I think we may fairly connect this volume with the founder 
of the school. ^3 

" Gilpin by his will left certain books to Queen's College, Oxford. Of these 
only four are now known to remain in the College library. I have examined 
these and find in three of them only a printed slip stating that they were left by 
Gilpin. The fourth, however, a Politiariy printed in Venice in 1498, has what 
purports to be an autograph of Gilpin, and by a curious coincidence has also the 
name of William Layton, who was either uncle or nephew to Arthur Laton. 
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Forty volumes bear dates prior to 1600, and short particulars 
of these follow, in which I have noted any autographs which 
occur. Of books later than 1600 I have merely noted those 
which contain any autograph or inscription. Where any book 
so cited bears the bookplate of Thomas Griffith it is marked a. 
If it is one of the books given by Ralph Robinson it is marked h. 
Where, through any defect, there has been a difficulty in identify- 
ing the precise edition, I have compared and corrected my cata- 
logue as far as possible with editions in the British museum.

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XI.— OBITUARY NOTICE OF THE LATE MR. GEORGE 

IRVING. 

By W. W. ToMLiNSON. 

[Read on the 28th of November, 1906.] 

On the 29th of September last, after a short illness, a vener- 
able member of our society passed away in the person of Mr. 
George Irving. Had he lived three months longer he would 
have reached his eightieth year. 

Mr. Irving was born on the 27th of December, 1826, at 
Howgillside, in the parish of Kirkpatrick Fleming, Dumfries- 
shire, where his maternal grandfather, George Nelson, had a 
small farm. His father, James Irving, who many years after- 
wards farmed land at Wetheral in Cumberland, was, at this time, 
engaged in some branch of agriculture. 

To the end of his life, the district in which he spent his early 
days possessed a peculiar fascination for Mr. Irving. With the 
family history, romance, and literary associations of this part 
of Dumfriesshire he was well acquainted. A paper which he 
read on * The Borders : their Customs, Laws and Traditions ' at 
the annual meeting of the North Eastern Railway Literary 
Institute on the 4th of March, 1858, does not seem to have found 
its way into print, but a paper on * The Irvings of Hoddom,' 
read on the 14th of March, 1902, at a meeting of the Dumfries- 
shire and Galloway Antiquarian Society, has been issued in 
pamphlet form, with a supplementary account of the Johnstones 
of Knockhill. During the last few months of his life he was 
collecting materials for a paper on the irruptions of Solway Moss 
in the latter part of the eighteenth century. 
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About the year 1843, Mr. Irving, whose parents must have been 
living at or near Bush Farm, near Ecclefechan, commenced his 
business career in the office of Mr. David Ewart, writer, in Eccle- 
fechan, gaining, while in this situation, some knowledge of legal 
procedure which proved useful to him in after life. In 1847 he 
went into the office of Mr. James Birrell, land surveyor, of Sark 
Foot, Gretna, but left, about 1849 or early in 1850, to take the post 
of clerk and assistant to the agent on the Londesborough estates, 
near Market Weighton. Four years later, the North Eastern Rail- 
way Company advertised for a rent collector to reside either at 
Newcastle, Shields or Sunderland. Mr. Irving was one of 
seventy applicants, and received the appointment in February, 
1855. From this date began his connection with the North of 
England. The duties of rent collector were gradually merged 
into those of estate agent — a title which Mr. Irving held officially 
from 1871 to the present year. He retired on the 31st of March 
last, after fifty-one years' service, honoured and esteemed by his 
colleagues. Shrewd, tenacious, and self-possessed, Mr. Irving 
was eminently fitted for the responsible position which he held. 
As an instance of his sagacity and energy, it may be mentioned 
that, when first appointed, he made it his business to walk over 
the whole of the North Eastern Railway, rendering himself so 
familiar with the physical aspect of the line that, on referring 
to a plan, he had a mental picture of the place or property 
delineated. It is not too much to say that he knew every bit of 
land through which the railway passed between the Tweed and 
the Humber, and could have given the name of the proprietor 
with the tenure under which it wa« held. 

Mr. Irving joined the society on the 26th of May, 1886. He 
took a deep interest in our work and rendered good service 
on the council, to which he was elected on the 25th of January, 
1899. Endowed with a retentive memory, he did not, perhaps, 
realise the full force of our motto, and, though ever ready io 
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communicate the results of his reafling and researches, he never 
enriched our transactions with a paper. He contributed a few 
notes, one on the Merkland Cross in Dumfriesshire on the 29th 
of May, 1895 ; a second on the recent discoveries at Birrenswark, 
on the 28th of September, 1898 ; and a third on James Macdonald 
on the 25th of April, 1900. He exhibited, on the 29th of 
October, 1893, a seventeenth-century cup of laburnum wood 
with silver mountinj^s, several ancient illuminated MSS. on 
parchment which formerly belonged to Charles Kirkpatrick 
Sharpe, on the 25th of April, 1900 ; and a photograph of an old 
font in Long Benton churchyard used as a stand for a sun 
dial, on the 25th of January, 190G : and he presented to the 
musetim, on the 27th of September, 1893, the fragment of a 
Roman altar from Greenhead, recording a dedication to Jupiter 
by an Aelian cohort of Dacians and, on the 31st of January, 
1906, a strike-a-light, in shape like a pistol, with some original 
sulphur-tipped matches. He was one of the general committee 
appointed to make arrangements for the pilgrimage along the 
line of' the Roman Wall in June last and took part in this 
famous excursion. 

Mr. Irving married Mary Elizabeth Campbell, daughter of 
John Mclntyre of Craig, Argyleshire, who died on the 30th 
March, 1881. Of five sons born to them, one only stirvives, 
recently elected a member of the society.
